SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


To consider an amendment to Chapter 1063, Sections 1063.02, 
1063.03, 1063.04, 1063.09, 1063.10 and 1063.12, Recycling 
Ordinance 


Public Service Director Lenora Jadun gave a brief overview of the 
proposed amendment which she described as the last phase of the 
recycling ordinance. This phase provides for recycling at 
non-residential and commercial sites. She noted that the 
ordinance amendment was a collaborative effort, with input from 
several sources including the Mayor's Advisory Committee on 
Recycling, the Board of Public Service, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and numerous representatives of the business community. 
She stated that the ordinance is “user friendly” and sees the City in 
a Support role in its implementation. 


Robert Milton of 6090 Columbia in Haslett is employed by The 
Recyciers of Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Counties. He says he has 
spent the past 20 years in recycling and congratulates the City in 
its efforts. 


William Hubbell of 1827’ W. Holmes says he has followed the 
implementation of recycling in Lansing from its inception. He is in 
favor of the ordinance. 


Gretchen Couraud of the Lansing Regional Chamber of Com- 
merce supports the ordinance, but asks that changes be 
considered which address the following business concerns: (1) 
flexibility of materials (2) hauling options (3) restrictions on waste 
removal (4) reporting requirements (5) waiver for smail busi- 
nesses, and (6) enforcement. She thanked Lenora Jadun and 
Rooert Moye for thew assistance. 


Phillip Mikus, Recycling Manager for Granger Recycling stated he 
appreciated the opportunity to take part in the development of this 
phase of the ordinance and that Public Service should be 
commended for their approach. He said the ordinance should be 
changed to (1) accept all grades of paper in order to be consistent 
with official board market definitions (2) provide a collection 
Structure if the ordinance is going to specifically require the 
recycling of phone books and (3) address collection schedules. 


The following letter from Robert Trezise, Jr., Chairman of the 
Mayor's Advisory Committee on Recycling was read into the 
record:

| wish that this brief letter be publicly read out loud by the City Clerk 
during the Non-Residential Recycling Public Hearing scheduled to 
take place on January 3, 19985. 


My name is Bob Trezise, Jr.. | am the Chairman of the Mayor's 
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Advisory Committee on Recycling and a Board member of the 
Lansing Public Service Board. Both of these committees have 
been very involved with the development of the recycling 
ordinance as it is now before you. | especially congratulate the 
Recycling Committee for its tireless, year-and-a-haif long effort of 
research for the re-writing of this ordinance. This committee 
caretully built a working coalition of recycling groups, Dusinesses, 
consultants, citizens and the Chamber of Commerce. The work 
was difficult, yet rewarding. 


We have developed a practical, workable and business-friendly 
recycling ordinance, while entirely preserving the onginai spirit of 
Lansing's Recycling Ordinance. This ordinance is one of the most 
progressive recycling laws in the country and nationally displays 
Lansing’s and the region's quality of leadership that will take us into 
the 21st Century. The ordinance balances education with strict 
and real enforcement, business reality with a community vision for 
the future and across-the-board fairness with explicit, individual 
responsibility. 


We accept the technical changes that you are sure to make in the 
legal language of this ordinance and we continue to welcome ail 
public output. However, we feel that the coalition of interested 
parties will quickly unravel if any significant eements of the spirit of 
this re-written ordinance are tampered with. Please, do not allow 
any particular group, from either side of the issue, to, at the last 
moment, tempt you with suggestions for major change. As of only 
several weeks ago, such diverse groups as the Lansing Regional 
Chamber of Commerce and the Recyciers of Ingham, Eaton and 
Clinton Counties have indicated support for the. re-written 
ordinance. 


In addition, both the Mayor's Advisory Committee on Recycling 
and the Lansing Public Service Board have unanimously voted to 
support this re-written recycling ordinance and attached, vital 
resolutions. 


Excuse me for my absence and thank you for your consideration.

Delores Maidlow-Kramer of 2806 Forest Road spoke in opposition 
to removal of Elvis the buffalo from Fenner Arboretum. She is acting 
president of the Forest View Neighborhood Association and said 
their association has offered to buy more buffalo to keep Elvis 
company, to buy his feed, and to take over feeding responsibilities 
to no avail. She stated that the Parks Department’s attitude is 
resented and asked Mayor Hollister why the association's input 
was not solicited. 


Lloyd Teets, 116 & Elm Street stated that he is not a “happy 
Camper” because of Tony Benavides’ election as Council 
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Jan Colt of 2828 Forest Road says the Fenner buffalo she knows as 
“Mac” is a part of their family and a neighborhood mascot. Some 
time ago Parks Direcicr Eric Reickel indicated “Mac” would remain 
at Fenner Arboretum until he dies. She said the decision to move 
“Mac’ was made because the Parks Department does not want to 
care for him anymore. She said a majority of the Fenner Arboretum 
board members are not City of Lansing residents, so itis untair they 
are making decisions about moving Elvis. 


Harold Leeman, Jr. said “Herbie” the buffalo should not be moved 
because it is bad public relations. He said more buffalo should be 
moved in because “Herbie” is a symbol to the neighborhood as 
weil as Arboretum.

The Mayor's Executive Assistant David Wiener congratulated

PUBLIC COMMENT 


John Pollard, Director of the Black Child and Family Institute 
thanked Council for the resolution distributing unclaimed bikes to 
them. He explained that the BCFI will not just give these bikes 
away. Rather, the Institute will identify low income and at risk 
children in their neighborhood and each child who receives a 
bicycle and helmet will be required to give 8 hours of service to the 
institute and/or two hours of service to the community. 


Community service could take the form of mowing lawns, or 
shoveling walks for the elderty or disabled. in addition each child 
will be required to attend a session sponsored by the Greater 
Lansing Safety Council to teach them bicycle safety, for which they 
will receive a certificate of accomplishment. 

Councilmember Brockwell thanked Mr. Pollard for his foresight in 
devising a method through which the kids may earn the bicycles 
they are given. This will be an important program for the kids as well 
as for the community.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANTS COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener expressed Mayor Hollister's regret at not being able to 
attend tonight's meeting. He thanked Council for the designation of 
the Mayor's seat at the dais. He recognized David Tijerina, newly 
appointed Acting Assessor. The City, he said, welcomes David to 
this position and is pleased to have him. 


Mr. Wiener also welcomed Finance Director Bob Swanson to his 
first official day as an employee of the City. Mr. Swanson, who was 
appointed to this position some time ago, has been assisting the 
City on an unofficial basis quite extensively since his appointment 
will now be paid for the work he does on the City’s behalf. He 
thanked Doug Rubley who has served the City for twenty years, 
most recently as acting Finance Director for the past two years. 


He asked Bob Clegg, Engineer for the Public Service Departm- 
ent,to explain the City's policy for snow management and removal. 
Mr. Clegg outlined the City’s priorities for snow removal and salting 
and explained that Lenora Jadun, Public Service Director, 
requested that he distribute a memo in response to council- 
member concerns about the condition of city streets. The City has 
utilized its’ snow management and removal policy for many years. 
Their goal ts to provide 100 miles of bare streets. After two inches of 
snow they begin partial plowing on major streets and trunk lines. 
After four inches of snow they move into plowing of secondary 
focal residential streets. After repeated snow events, they enter 
into a program of snow removal so as to keep the intersections and 
street corners free of accumulated snow piles. 


Councilmember Beal thanked Mr. Clegg for his explanation and 
Said it is great to see him at the meeting and smiling. 


Mr. Wiener indicated that the Administration has a summary of the 
snow removal and street clearing process that they will run on 
Channel 28 so that residents can be informed. 


He announced that the Ambulance Services Program began on 
January 1, 1995. The closing date for enrollment for 1995 is on 
January 15th. For $35.00 per year a person can receive an 
unlimited amount of ambulance services. The City will run 
advertisements in the State Journal regarding the enrollment 
period, as well as applications for enrollment. We will continue to 
provide services to individuals who require ambulance services 
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whether they purchase this service or not. 


The Human Relations and Community Services Department is 
hosting a program in tribute to Dr. Martin Luther King entitled 
“Living the Dream through Example.” The Mayor and Council 
President Benavides will be guest speakers along with Doctor Lee 
June, Assistant Provost of Student Affairs at MSU. This program 
will run on Channel 28 also. 


The Jim's Tiffany Place demolition has been postponed and the 
Physical Development Committee will review alternatives for this 
building at their regularly scheduled meeting tomorrow. Regarding 
the moving of the bison at Fenner Arboretum; Mayor Hollister is 
meeting with Councilmember Allen and representatives of the 
Parks and Recreation Department to explore alternatives to 
moving the buffalo. 


He announced that He, along with Ron Onufer and Marilynn Slade 
presented an Agenda Preview Program on Channel 28 for the first 
time last weekend. The purpose of this show is to provide additional 
information on agenda items to the viewing public of Channel 28. 
They will continue to do this program several times to get the 
feedback of the public. They will have relevant City Employees as 
guests to address particular issues they are involved in. Anyone 
who has feedback is requested to phone their suggestions in to 
Council Offices, or the Mayor's Office. 


Councilmember Allen asked what the Administration's role is in the 
request by Fire Department Inspectors that they be allowed to 
Carry guns on their inspections. Does the Administration plan to 
look into this situation, or does it just go through the Committee 
process? 

Mr. Wiener answered that the administration looked at this request 
last year in the budgeting process and did not choose to endorse 
the request. They will keep an open mind about this issue, but, it is 
not something they have actively changed their opinion about at 
this time. 

Councilmember Allen suggested that this issue be referred to the 
Public Safety Committee. 


President Benavides pointed out that, to date, they have not had a 
request for Council involvement on this issue.

Mr. Wiener announced that City Hall will be closed next Monday, 
January 16, 1995, in honor of the birth of Dr. Martin Luther King. The 
Council Meeting will be held on Tuesday night rather than Monday. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Jones suggested that the Chair of each Council 
Standing Committee announce this year's meeting day and time 
for their committees. The General Services Committee will meet at 
4:00 P.M. each Wednesday beginning this week. He suggested 
that the listening audience tune in to PBS Channel 23 tonight for a 
two part series by Bill Moyer on what to do about violence in 
America. 


Councilmember Brockwell announced that the Public Services 
Committee will meet each Tuesday at 3:30 P.M. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Committee on Physical 
Development will meet at 6:30 P.M. each Tuesday. 


Councilmember Beal announced that the Committee on Ways and 
Means will meet at 5:15 each Wednesday. Next week's meeting 
will be held at a time to be announced, in order to accommodate 
the joint City Council/School Board meeting. 


Councilmember Allen announced that the Public Safety Commit- 
tee will meet at 5:15 P.M. every Tuesday, and the South Side 
Community Center Committee will meet at 5:00 every Wednesday. 
She urged School Principals to initiate programs in their schools 
whereby student volunteers go into their neighborhoods and assist 
elderly and handicapped persons to remove the snow from their 
sidewalks. She suggested that a good name for these student 
groups is “The Snow Patrol.” 


Councilmember Novak announced that the meeting time of the 
Economic De Committee will be announced next week. 
He reported receiving inquires from Rodney Singleton whois 
interested in facilitating a “Concert Series in the Park” in Riverfront 
Park this summer. The Mayor's Office, he said, has appointed 
someone to look into this idea. Anyone else that is interested in 
promoting this type of activity is requested to contact him at 
483-4190. He also received an inquiry from a woman named Sally 
who is interested in establishing a bakery in the Dean Building 
Apartment house. He requested that someone from the Mayor's 
Office be assigned to look into this possibility also. They will need 
assistance on things like zoning and building code issues. He 
reported receiving many complaints about residents and business 
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who have not shoveled their sidewalks. The violation of these 
codes has been decriminalized and he would like to see the 
administration working on a way to issue violation notices to these 
people. He called for a reexamination of the Rental Property 
Registration Program because he has received communications 
from landlords who own property in the city and who register their 
property with the program who feel that they are being excessively 
regulated by repeated inspections when other property owners, 
who do not register their properties, do not get inspected. We 
should consider giving landlords who do a good job of maintaining 
their property and who have a good track record in the program an 
extended period of time between inspections. He challenged 
Councilmember Canady to a sing-off based on the outcome of the 
MSU/U OF M game this week. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


John Mangupoulos of 6837 Grand River urgéd all listeners to 
watch his program on Cable Channel 37 this Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, Thursday, and Saturday night when he will aira tape produced 
by Jeremia Films Production Co. on the real agenda behind the 
movement for gay rights. Council, he said, needs a better 
understanding of what a Church is. It is not just a building. No one 
on Council campaigned on, or was elected on a civil rights, or 
sexual orientation platform. He strongly urged Councilmember 
Allen to watch this tape and to change her position on this issue. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked Ron Onufer, Marilynn Slade 
and Dave Wiener for the Agenda Preview Program and told Mr. 
Vaughan that if he had watched the show, he would have known 
more about the public hearing on tonight's agenda. He stated his 
disappointment in the lack of interest shown by the State Journal in 
historic preservation in this City. Historic preservation programs 
have worked very well in parts of Kalamazoo, Grand Rapids and 
Detroit. A portion of the facade of the Jim's Tiffany Place building 
was designed by Darius Moon. He suggested that they consider 
dismantling this building, or at least the facade of the building, and 
reconstructing it in Old Town. He said that he was also 
disappointed in the State Journal article about the City Market and 
in the lack of community involvement in the progress of the Market. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. deplored the level of 
technology available in Lansing Police Cars and said that we have 
to take our Court Systems back into our control rather than letting 
them be in a social mode. He suggested that a daily report on all 
calls made to the Police Department be published in the 
newspaper so that people can stay away from these areas and the 
police can go into them and clean them up. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine thanked Ron Onufer, Dave Wiener and 
Marilynn Slade for the excellent job they did on the Agenda 
Preview. This was a very well done program. He suggested that 
Committee work be summarized on the show as well as agenda 
items. They should pay specific attention to making sure that 
viewpoints are not included in the program. It should only address 
the facts of issues. 


Dave Wilson of 1217 Hickory spoke in opposition to the recent 
federal law for drug and alcohol testing. It has taken away his 
personal private rights. He works for the Parks and Recreation 
Department and will receive regular testing starting in January as a 
requirement of his COL license. 


Councilmember Brockwell reported asking Department Heads to 
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voluntarily submit to the same testing. He stated his willingness to 
be tested regularly, as well as Mayor Hollister's willingness to be 
tested. 


Mr. Wiener said that this is a new federally mandated requirement 
that is nationwide. It was part of the negotiations between the City 
of Lansing and UAW Union leadership. He asked Sharon 
Bommarito, Personnel Director to explain this requirement. Mrs. 
Bommarito said that according to federal law we have to drug test 
anyone who has to have a COL for the performance of their job. 
The City has approximately 141 drivers that will be affected. This 
issue was a subject of contract negotiations. 


Mr. Wilson stated his confusion over why someone, like himsetf, 
who works in a custodial capacity and has not driven a truck for five 
years is required to have a COL for his job. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. protested being removed from 
Council Chambers last week. He was thrown out of chambers 
because Councilmember Brockwell entered into a debate with him 
on the relative merits of the Board of Water & Light and its’ 
management at the hands of Mr. Pandy. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis read the Committee assignment 
list placed on the agenda by Council President Benavides. He 
Stated that he does not believe that the Rental Property 
Registration list has been updated since 1992 and he expressed 
his hope that the Public Service Committee will get on this issue. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked for a progress report on his 
request for traffic control at the intersections of Washington and Mt. 
Hope and S. Cedar and Mt. Hope. It has been more than a year 
since he made the traffic control request. He thanked Saily Potter 
for facilitating his move from the West side of the City Market to the 
East Side of the Market. 


Douglas Fairbanks of Windsor Township wished “Happy New 
Year" to everyone. He asked Councilmember Brockwell if Russia 
takes better care of their roads than Lansing does. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell asked if people who have health 
insurance will have to pay any portion of ambulance service fees. 
Mr. Wiener answered that if someone in the household is not 
covered on their insurance policy that could happen. That is why 
they instituted the $35.00 membership fee. Mr. Smith asked how 
the City will handle ambulance calls for out of town guests of city 
residents. Mr. Wiener said they would be billed for their services, if 
they do not have insurance, if they do have insurance, their 
insurance company will be billed. 


Robert Johnson, Ingham County Commissioner in the 10th District, 
introduced himself to the audience and Councilmembers and 
wished “Happy New Year” to everyone. He is anxious to learn the 
process for cooperative effort between the City and the County 
Governments, he said. 

Council President Benavides suggested that it is time that a joint 
meeting of the City Council and County Commissioners was 
called.

WHEREAS. the Committee of Public Service has reviewed and 
concurs in the Public Service Department recommendation; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED the City Council hereby 
approves and establishes the following compliance review and 
verification regulations pursuant to Chapter 1063 of the Lansing 
Code of Ordinances: 


1. Review of Required documentation of the collection system and 
selected categories of nonresidential recyclable materials. 


A. Materials shail be delivered to a recycling or reuse facility which 
accepts the materials, or reused in-house. 


B. The permitting of a material not on the established list to be 
counted as one of the four (4) necessary to meet the requirement 
of chapter 1063 shall be accomplished as follows: 


1. The submission of the material and the collection system for 
recycling on the required form SW101 to the Public Service 
Department. 


2. The nonresidential entity shall demonstrate to the satisfaction of 
the Public Service Director, or his/her designee, that the material is 
reused in-house or that the material is hauled to a facility that 
accepts the material for recycling. 


3. The Public Service Department shall then grant or deny the 
waiver request to count the unlisted material as one of the four 
required by ordinance. If the material is found to be acceptable, the 
Public Service Department shail recommend to council that the 
material be added to the established list of nonresidential 
recyclable materials. If the maternal is acceptable to the Public 
service Department the nonresidential entity shall be in com- 
pliance with the ordinance. 


C. If a nonresidential entity cannot meet the requirement of four 
materials because of a lack of materials to recycle or reuse 
occurring at their nonresidential site of generation, a waiver will be 
granted as follows: 


1. When the nonresidential submits form SW101 it shal make a 
note of the lack of materials and request a wavier for the 
requirement of the ordinance that four materials be recycled. 


2. The Public Service Department will review the request and shall 
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perform an on site inspection at the nonresidential site of 
generation to assist the entity in identifying possible recyciable 
materials or to verify that it is not feasible for the nonresidiential 
entity to meet the four category material requirement of the 
ordinance. 


3. If the Director of the Public Service Department, or his/her 
designee, determines after an inspection that a waiver should be 
granted, the Public Service Department will grant the waiver and 
endorse such waiver on form SW101. 


4. If the nonresidential entity is granted a waiver, it shall then 
submit, annually, form SW101, until such time as it has four material 
Categories to recycle. 


D. Collection systems 


1. The storage of all materials intended to be recycled shail be in 
accordance with the City fire and building codes. The preferred 
methods consist of one or more of the following: 


a. Outside not blocking exits, or 
b. A one hour fire room, or 


c. Non-flammable storage containers for flammable materiais, 
GSA Fire Hazard Regulation A-A-182 or 


d. A sprinkler system 


e. If more than one nonresidential entity is occupying a building 
they can use a common area for cooperative recycling !f such an 
area complies with all codes. 


f. The Fire Marshal’s office and the Buildling Safety/Code 
Compliance Division of Planning Department upon request shail 
assist nonresidential entities in determining whether storage areas 
meet appropriate code requirements. 


2. If a nonresidential entity transports their own recyclable 
materials to a recycling facility, they shail maintain documentation 
of such delivery, if available. 


3. If a nonresidential entity enters into a cooperative agreement 
with one or more other non-residential entities for the purpose of 
collection and transport of recycle materials, each shail reference 
the other(s) on form SW101 that is submitted to the Public Service 
Department. 


4. The type of storage containers for each material and a schedule 
of delivery or collection shail be submitted to the Public Service 
Department for compliance on form SW101. 


E. Field Sites 


Any nonresidential entity that does not maintain permanent 
premises in the City of Lansing but does work at a temporary work 
site within the City limits shail compty with chapter 1063 as a 
nonresidential site of generation and submit form SW101. 


\|. Verification of submitted documentation 

Public Service Department employees shall be permitted access 
to recycling documentation and premises at a nonresidential site 
of generation after requesting such access from a nonresidential 
entity. If a new nonresidential entity has occupied a previously 
complying site of generation but has not submitted the required 
documentation by the 15th of January after occupying the site of 
generation, the Public Service Department shall be permitted 
access to determine compliance with Chapter 1063 of City 
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codified ordinances. Approximately 5% of all nonresidential 
entities shall be checked for compliance each calendar year. 
either because of complaints received or because of random 
selection. The Public Service Department shall be permitted 
access to that nonresidential site of generation upon request. fa 
nonresidential entity does not consent to inspection of a premises, 
the Public Service Director. or his/her designee, shall obtain an 
administrative search warrant for the inspection from a court of 
competent jurisdiction. The Public Service Department shail verity 
the last documentation of the recyclable materials and collection 
system suomitted by the nonresidential entity. Enforcement 
procedures shall be consistent with section 1063.09 of Chapter 
1063. 


1, Nonresidential entities who comply with the recycling 
requirements of subsection 1063.03C shail not be liable for the 
noncompliance of their clientele or visitors at nonresidential sites 
of generation. The Public Service Department suggests the use of 
labels. signs, posters, etc. to encourage recycling participation 
where possible by clients and visitors to nonresidential sites of 
generation.

RESPECT TO WHICH REMEDIAL OBLIGATION MAY BE IM- 
POSED. UNDER ANY ENVIRONMENTAL LAW OR(B) EXPOSURE 
TQ WHICH MAY POSE A HEALTH OR SAFETY HAZARD. 

(B) “Garbage” means rejected food wastes, including waste 
accumulation of animal, fruit or vegetable matter used or intended 
for food or that attends the preparation, use, cooking, dealing in or 
storing of meat, fish, fowl, fruit or vegetables. 

(C) “Generator” means a person generating solid waste. 

(D) “LICENSED WASTE HAULER" MEANS ANY WASTE 
HAULER LICENSED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 852 
OF THE LANSING CODE OF ORDINANCES. 

(E) “MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL FACILITY” MEANS ANY MULTI- 
FAMILY DWELLING CONTAINING FIVE OR MORE UNITS AND 
ANY MOBILE HOME LOCATED IN A MOBILE HOME PARK, AS 
DEFINED IN THE MICHIGAN MOBILE HOME COMMISSION ACT, 
AS AMENDED. 

(F) “MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION” MEANS 
ANY SITE OF GENERATION CONTAINING A MULTIPLE RESI- 
DENTIAL FACILITY. 

(G) “NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITY” MEANS ANY PERSON WHO 
USES, OCCUPIES OR POSSESSES A PREMISES, OR ANY PART 
THEREOF OR UNIT THEREIN, WHICH IS NOT A SINGLE-FAMILY 
DWELLING, A MULTI-FAMILY RESIDENTIAL OWELLING CON- 
TAINING FOUR UNITS OR LESS OR A MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL 
FACILITY. NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITY INCLUDES, BUT IS NOT 
LIMITED TO, COMMERCIAL, OFFICE, INDUSTRIAL, GOVERN- 
MENTAL, EDUCATIONAL, RELIGIOUS, MEDICAL, AND FOOD 
INSTITUTIONS, BUSINESSES AND ESTABLISHMENTS, 
WHETHER FOR PROFIT OR NOT FOR PROFIT. 

(H) “NONRESIDENTIAL RECYCLABLE MATERIALS” MEANS 
ALL RESIDENTIAL RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND SUCH 
OTHER MATERIALS AS MAY BE RECOMMENDED BY THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT AND ESTABLISHED BY 
COUNCIL FROM TIME TO TIME BY RESOLUTION. 

(I) “NONRESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION” MEANS ANY 
SITE OF GENERATION OF A NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITY. IT IS 
INTENDED THAT THIS CLASSIFICATION INCLUDE ALL NON- 
RESIDENTIAL PREMISES, AND ANY PART THEREOF OR UNIT 
THEREIN. 

(J) “Person” means any individual, firm, public or private 
corporation, partnership, trust, public or private agency or any 
other entity, or any group of such persons. 

(K) “Premises” means any enclosed AREAS WHICH are used for 
residential, commercial or industnal purposes, separately or in 
combination, to which a separate street address, postal address or 
box, tax roll description or other similar identification has been 
assigned to or is in use by a person having control of the area. 

(L) “RESIDENTIAL recyclable materials’ means newspaper, 
clear, brown or green glass bottles and jars, tin and stee! cans and 
high-density polyethylene (HDPE) plastic containers AND SUCH 
OTHER MATERIAL AS MAY BE ESTABLISHED BY COUNCIL 
FROM TIME TO TIME BY RESOLUTION. 
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(M) “Residential site of generation” means any site of generation 
containing a single-family dwelling or multifamily residential 
dwelling which contains four units or less. 

(N) “Right of way’ means the area between the sidewalk and the 
curb, or within SIX feet from the curb if no sidewalk is in place, 
whichever 's applicable. 

(O) ‘Solid waste” means garbage. ashes. incinerator ash, 
incinerator residue. street cleanings, Municipal and industrial 
sludge, solid commercial and solid industrial waste and animal 
waste, Dut does not include human body waste, liquid or other 
waste regulated by statute, ferrous or nonferrous scrap directed to 
a scrap metal processor or to a re-user of ferrous or nonferrous 
products and slag or slag products directed to a slag processor or 
to a re-user of slag or siag products. 

(P) “Site of generation’ means any premises in or on which solid 
waste Is generated by any person. 


(Q) “Waste hauler” means any person engaged, in whole or in 


part. in the business of collecting, transporting, delivering or 
disposing of solid waste, recyclable materials or yard waste within 
the City. 

(R) 'Yardwaste’ means leaves, grass clippings, garden debris, 
shrubbery or brush or tree trimmings less than four feet in length 
and two inches in diameter, that can be converted to compostED 
humus. This term does not include stumps, agricultural wastes, 
animal waste, roots, sewage sludge or garbage. 

(S) “Acceptable bulk items for collection’ means any item which 
Cannot be fully contained within a City collection bag or which 
exceeds thirty pounds, except as defined in subsection (n) (T) 
hereof. 

(T) “Unacceptable bulk items for collection” includes, but is not 
limited to, logs; stumps; trees (except Christmas trees); buildings or 
demolition materials; concrete; rocks; abandoned or junk vehicles, 
including automobiles, trucks and buses; automobile or truck parts 
excluding tires); and manufacturing or trade wastes. 


1063.03 MANDATORY RECYCLING; ANTI-SCAVENGING: 
SEPARATION OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE 
FROM SOLID WASTE. 

(a) Commencing November 15, 1991, all persons who are 
owners, lessees or occupants of a residential site of generation 
shall separate RESIDENTIAL recyclable materials and yard waste 
from solid waste and prepare the recyclable materials and yard 
waste for recycling. 

(b) Commencing November 15, 1992, all owners, lessees or 
occupants of A MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION 
shall separate RESIDENTIAL recyclable materials and yard waste 
from solid waste and prepare the recyclable materials and yard 
waste for recycling. Owners of ANY MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL 
FACILITY shail provide the residents at each such property OR 
UNIT with convenient, on-site collection of recyclable materials on 
or before June 1, 1993. Such collection shall be as convenient to 
THE residents as are existing solid waste collection services and 
shall consist of at least one of the following: 

(1) THE owners, or their agents, shall collect recyclable materials 
in containers as convenient as those used for the existing solid 
waste collection system and transport them to a facility that 
accepts materials for the purpose of recycling. Owners providing 
this service for residents of their MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL 
FACILITY SHALL document that they are doing so on a registration 
form developed by the Public Service Department. 

(2) THE owners of THE MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL FACILITY shail 
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contract with a licensed waste hauler to provide on-site recycling 
collection services. These services shall consist of recycling 
collection containers that are as convenient as those used for the 
Existing solid waste collection system. The recycling containers 
shall be available to residents at ail times except for periods when 
containers are removed for collection. Recycling containers shail 
be clearly labeled and separated in a manner appropriate for 
delivery to a recyCling facility. The containers shall be marked 
“recyCladlie materials only.” 

(3) Owners of THE MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL FACILITY shail 
provide in-house storage containers for each residential unit and 
arrange for a weekly curbside recycling collection service 
provided by a licensed waste hauler. However, if the existing solid 
waste Collection system provided to the MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL 
FACILITY is offered on a bi-weekly basis, then the curbside 
recycling service may also be provided on a bi-weekly basis. 

Owners shall submit TO THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT 
annual documentation of the current collection system for each 
MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL FACILITY property they own ona 
DOCUMENTATION form developed by the Public Service 
Department. 

The recycling collection system developed by owners to meet the 
requirements of this SUBsection shail be SUBUECT TO REVIEW 
FOR COMPLIANCE by the Public Service Department based on 
the receipt and review of the required DOCUMENTATION. The 
Public Service Department may promuigate more specific criteria 
to meet the requirements of this section. PRIOR to implementation, 
SUCH CRITERIA MUST FIRST BE APPROVED BY COUNCIL BY 
RESOLUTION. 

It shall be the responsibility of owners of EACH MULTIPLE 
RESIDENTIAL FACILITY to adequately inform THE residents of the 
recycling program. The required education program, at a 
minimum, shail include written instructions to all parties identitying 
the materials to be recycled, how the materials are to be prepared, 
how to use the on-site collection system, the location of collection 
containers and updates detailing any changes in the program. 

Said owners, or their agents, who comply with the requirements of 
this SUBsection (B) shail not be liable for the noncompliance of 
LESSEES OR occupants of their buildings. 

(c) COMMENCING MARCH 1, 1995, ALL NONRESIDENTIAL 
ENTITIES AT ANY NONRESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION 
SHALL SELECT AND SEPARATE FROM SOLID WASTE ANDO 
YARD WASTE ALL THE MATERIALS CONTAINED IN TWO OR 
MORE OF THE CATEGORIES OF NONRESIOENTIAL RECYCLA- 
BLE MATERIALS ESTABLISHED BY RESOLUTION AND ALL 
TELEPHONE DIRECTORIES AND SHALL PREPARE THE SAME 
FOR RECYCLING. 

COMMENCING SEPTEMBER 1, 1995, ALL NONRESIDENTIAL 
ENTITIES AT ANY NONRESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION 
SHALL SELECT AND SEPARATE FROM SOLID WASTE AND 
YARD WASTE ALL THE MATERIALS CONTAINED IN FOUR OF 
THE NONRESIDENTIAL RECYCLABLE MATERIALS CATEGO- 
RIES ESTABLISHED BY RESOLUTION ANDO ALL TELEPHONE 
DIRECTORIES ANO SHALL PREPARE THE SAME FOR RECY- 
CLING. SAID SELECTIONS FROM FOUR CATEGORIES SHALL 
BE MADE BY INCLUDING TWO ADDITIONAL CATEGORIES TO 
THOSE SELECTED ON MARCH 1, 1995. 

NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITIES SHALL PROVIDE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF THE SELECTED NONRESIDENTIAL RECYC- 
LABLE MATERIALS ANO TELEPHONE DIRECTORIES BY AT 
LEAST ONE OF THE FOLLOWING METHODS: 
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1. BY COLLECTING THE NONRESIDENTIAL RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS AT THE SITE OF GENERATION IN CONTAINERS 
AND TRANSPORTING THEM TO FACILITIES WHICH ACCEPT 
THE MATERIALS FOR THE PURPOSE OF RECYCLING. 

2 BY CONTRACTING WITH LICENSED WASTE HAULERS TO 
PROVIDE ON-SITE RECYCLING COLLECTION SERVICES. 
THESE SERVICES SHALL USE RECYCLING COLLECTION 
CONTAINERS THAT ARE AS CONVENIENT AS THOSE USED 
FOR THE EXISTING SOLID WASTE COLLECTION SYSTEM. 
RECYCLING CONTAINERS SHALL BE CLEARLY LABELED AND 
SEPARATED IN A MANNER APPROPRIATE FOR DELIVERY TOA 
RECYCLING FACILITY. 

3. BY USING CONTAINERS CLEARLY LABELED FOR RECYC- 
LABLE MATERIAL AND ARRANGING FOR A REGULARLY 
SCHEDULED PERIODIC CURBSIDE RECYCLING COLLECTION 
SERVICE PROVIDED BY A LICENSED WASTE HAULER. 

ANY HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE SHALL BE STORED, HANDL- 
ED, TRANSPORTED, DISPOSED OF AND RECYCLED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH APPLICABLE ENVIRONMENTALLAWS 
AND REGULATIONS OF FEDERAL, STATE AND LOCAL GOV- 
ERNMENTS TO QUALIFY AS ANY OF THE FOUR CATEGORIES 
OF MATERIALS REQUIRED BY ORDINANCE. 

ON MARCH 1, 1995 AND SEPTEMBER 1, 1995, RESPECTIVELY, 
NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITIES SHALL SUBMIT TO THE PUBLIC 
SERVICE DEPARTMENT DOCUMENTATION OF THE COLLEC- 
TION SYSTEM AND SELECTED CATEGORIES OF NONRESI- 
DENTIAL RECYCLABLE MATERIALS FOR EACH NONRESIDEN- 
TIAL SITE OF GENERATION FOR WHICH THEY ARE RESPONS- 
IBLE. A NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITY THAT SELECTS FOUR OR 
MORE CATEGORIES IN THE DOCUMENTATION SUBMITTED 
ON MARCH 1, 1995 SHALL NOT BE REQUIRED TO SUBMIT 
ADDITIONAL DOCUMENTATION ON SEPTEMBER 1, 1995. THE 
DOCUMENTATION SHALL BE ON AFORM DEVELOPED BY THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. 

COMMENCING JANUARY 15, 1996, AND CONTINUING 
ANNUALLY THEREAFTER, NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITIES WHICH 
HAVE CHANGED ANY OF THEIR CATEGORIES OR THEIR 
COLLECTION SYSTEM OR WHICH HAVE NOT PREVIOUSLY 
SUBMITTED DOCUMENTATION SHALL SUBMIT DOCUMEN- 
TATION OF THE CURRENT COLLECTION SYSTEM AND 
SELECTED CATEGORIES OF NONRESIDENTIAL RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS FOR EACH NONRESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERA- 
TION FOR WHICH THEY ARE RESPONSIBLE. 

THE RECYCLING COLLECTION SYSTEM DEVELOPED BY THE 
NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITIES TO MEET THE REQUIREMENTS 
OF THIS SUBSECTION SHALL BE SUBJECT TO REVIEW FOR 
COMPLIANCE BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT BASED 
ON THE RECEIPT AND REVIEW OF THE REQUIRED DOCU- 
MENTATION. THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY 
PROMULGATE MORE SPECIFIC CRITERIA TO MEET THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THIS SUBSECTION. PRIOR TO IMPLE- 
MENTATION, SUCH CRITERIA MUST FIRST BE APPROVED BY 
COUNCIL BY RESOLUTION. 

(d) The City, at its own expense, shail distribute to each unit of 
residential site of generation, a City approved recycling container. 
The container shail remain the property of the City and shail be 
visibly designated as such. Any replacement or additional 

City-approved recycling container may be purchased at a fee 
determined by Council resolution. 

(e) It shail be a violation of this chapter for any person, other than a 
Public Service Department employee, to collect or pick-up or 
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Cause to De Collected or picked-up from residential sites of 
generation any of the recyclable materials and/or yard wastes 
which have been placed in the right of way. 

(f) Nothing in this chapter shail be construed to prevent an 
individual from disposing of yard waste on his or her own premises 
as long as the disposal does not create a nuisance or hazard to 
health, and does not emit offensive odors beyond the property lines 
of the site in which the yard waste is located. 

(g) The burning of yard waste on any premises in the City is 
pronibited. 

(h) it shall be a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to 
dispose in a landfill any yard waste collected in the City. It shail bea 
violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to dispose in a lanofill 
any recyclable materials collected in or from a container 
designated for the purpose of recycling. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The following regulations were promuigated by 
the Public Service Department pursuant to Section 1063.03(b) and 
were approved by Council by Resolution 474, passed August 9. 
1993. 

1. Tenant or Resident Payments for Recycling Collection 
Service. 

(a) Any recycling program that causes the tenant or resident to 
Pay on a volume basis for recycling collection service is not 
acceptable under the City ordinance. 

Requiring residents to pay a volume-based fee in order to 
participate in a recycling program is not as convenient as 
non-volume based refuse collection service (where the cost :s 
included in the monthly rent). . 

(b) Bag-based recycling collection service is an acceptable 
system for on-site recycling, provided that tenants or residents are 
not required to purchase bags in order to participate in the 
recycling program. 

(c) As with other solid waste services, tenants or residents shail 
not be limited to the volume of materials they can recycle at a given 
cost per the requirements set forth in subsection (d) below. 

(d) Owners may not cover the cost of a recycling collection 
program at a multi-family dwelling property, except by one of the 
following: 

(i) Include the cost of the recycling collection service in the rent as 
with landfill-bound solid waste collection and other apartment 
Services; 

(il) Inform the tenant of the charge for the recycling service at a 
multifamily dwelling property together with the tenant's (per 
household) cost for landfill-bound solid waste collection and 
disposal. 

2. Curbside Recycling Service. 

(a) Curbside recycling is commonly referred to in the recycling 
industry and in government policies as a service where recycling 
collection is provided to households by using collection bins that 
are placed by the resident along the curb or street directly in front of 
their house or multifamily dwelling unit. 

(b) For the purposes of meeting the requirements of the recycling 
Ordinance, a multifamily dwelling recycling system may be 
considered as “curbside recycling’ ifthe collection point for 
household recycling containers for any multifamily dwelling unit is 
located no further than the curb or parking area in front of the 
building where a given multifamily dwelling unit is located. 


1063.04 SEPARATION AT SOURCE PRIOR TO COLLECTION. 
(a) No owner, occupant, lessee OR NONRESIDENTIAL ENTITY 
of a residential, MULTIPLE RESIDENTIAL, OR NONRESIDENTIAL 
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site of generation, shall permit the accumulation of solid waste 
upon the premises in a manner which creates a public nuisance. 

(pb) Commencing on November 15, 1991, and at all times 
thereafter, no person shall place any solid waste from a residential 
site of generation on any property or in the right of way for 
collection by the Public Service Department OR LICENSED 
WASTE HAULER unless RESIDENTIAL recyclable materials and 
yard waste have been separated from the solid waste prior to 
collection. 

(c) Commencing on November 15, 1992, and at all times 
thereafter, no owner, lessee or occupant of a MULTIPLE 
RESIDENTIAL FACILITY shail place any solid waste on any 
property or in the right of way for collection by a LICENSED waste 
hauler unless RESIDENTIAL recyclable materials and yard waste 
have been separated from the solid waste prior to collection. 

(d) Commencing January 15, 1995, and at all times thereafter, no 
person shail place any solid waste from a nonresidential site of 
generation on any property or in the right of way for collection by a 
LICENSED waste hauler unless NONRESIDENTIAL recyclable 
materials AND yard waste have been separated from the solid 
waste prior to collection. PURSUANT TO THE PROVISIONS OF 
1063.03

1063.09 NUISANCES AND ENFORCEMENT 

(a) Removal or Abatement. Any solid waste, recyclable material 
and/or yard waste accumulated in a manner which is a public 
nuisance; any scattered solid waste, rejected items, recyclable 
material and/or yard waste, broken or open City collection bags, 
City collection bags in excess of thirty pounds, City collection bags 
containing unacceptable materials or City collection bags placed 
in front of a residential site of generation contrary to any collection 
procedure referred to in Section 1063.06; or any bulk item 
accumulated beyond the time frame identified in Section 1063.13, 
or unacceptable bulk item or bulk item placed in front of a 
residential site of generation contrary to collection procedures 
referred to in Sections 1063.15 and 1063.16, is hereby declared to 
be a public nuisance and is subject to removal or abatement. If a 
violation of this chapter is not corrected within seven days after 
notice is given in the manner provided in Section 1063.08 or 
1063.17, respectively, then the City, through its Public Service 
Director or authorized representative, agent or designee, may 
remove or abate the nuisance. 

(b) Expenses. 

(1) The complete expense, including the administration costs to 
the City, incurred in the removal, abatement or preparation of 
materials for recycling shall be the sole responsibility of the owner 
Or party in interest of the property on which or in front of which the 
Condition existed, and shall be paid by the owner or party in interest 
in whose name the property appears on the City’s latest real 
property tax assessment records. The expense shail be a penaity 
for income tax purposes. 

(2) The complete expense incurred shail be a lien against the real 
property and shail be reported to the City Assessor, who shall 
assess the same against the property on which or in front of which 
the nuisance was located. 

(3) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property 
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appears upon the last local tax assessment records shailbe 
notified of the amount of such cost by first class mail at the address 
shown on the records. If he or she fails to pay the same within thirty 
days after mailing, by the City Assessor, of a notice of the amount 
thereof, the City Assessor shail add the same to the next tax roil of 
the City, and such amount shail be collected in the same manner in 
z respects as provided by law for the collection of taxes by the 
ity. 

(Cc) FAILURE TO SEPARATE RECYCLABLE MATERIAL OR 
YARD WASTE FROM SOLID WASTE IN VIOLATION OF THIS 
CHAPTER SHALL RESULT IN GRADUATED ENFORCEMENT 
ACTIONS AS PROMULGATED BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE 
DIRECTOR AND APPROVED BY COUNCIL, BEGINNING FIRST 
WITH ONE OR MORE WARNINGS AND LEADING UP TO FULL 
ENFORCEMENT AS PROVIDED IN SECTION 202.99 OF THIS 
CODE OF ORDINANCES. 


1063.10 LICENSING OF WASTE HAULERS. 

(a) No person shall engage in the business of collecting, 
transporting, delivering or disposing of solid waste and/or 
recyclable materials and/or yard waste within the City without first 
obtaining a license issued by the City. A waste hauler license shall 
be valid from the date of issuance to the following April 30 (unless 
revoked earlier). It shall be an express condition of each license 
that the waste hauler shall: 

(1) Comply with all provisions of this chapter, Federal and State 
laws; 

(2) Have suitable types of containers and an appropriate number 
of containers to provide adequate service: 

(3) Have a schedule of pick-ups; and 

(4) Distribute appropriate educational materials to MULTIPLE 
RESIDENTIAL AND nonresidential siteS of generation customers 
on how to prepare and set up a collection system for solid waste, 
recyclable materials and yard waste. 

(b) Every person required to obtain a waste hauler license shail 
make application to the City on forms provided by the Clerk's office. 
The application shall require such information as will enable the 
Department of Public Service's designee to determine whether the 
applicant, if licensed, will serve the public in compliance with the 
requirements of this chapter, and ail other applicable laws, 
Statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations. The nonrefundable fee 
for waste hauler license shall be determined by Council resolution. 

(c) Upon receipt of an application for a waste hauler license and 
payment of a nonrefundable license fee established by resolution 
of Council, the Department of Public Service shall make a 
recommendation regarding whether to grant the waste hauler 
license. The City may deny the issuance of a waste hauler license 
for any of the following reasons: 

(1) Failure of the applicant to comply with this chapter, and any 
rules and regulations promulgated by the Department of Public 
service and adopted by Council. 

(2) Violations of this chapter or any other applicable laws, 
Statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations; 

(3) Prior criminal convictions, other than minor traffic offenses, or 
prior license revocations, when such criminal conviction or license 
revocation bears on the ability of the applicant to serve the public 
as a waste hauler in a fair, honest, safe and lawful manner, or 

(4) Misrepresentation of any material fact in the application for the 
license. In the event that the waste hauler license is denied, the 
City shail provide to the applicant written findings of fact in support 
of the denial based on the standards described above. 
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(d) Any waste hauler license granted pursuant to this chapter may 
be suspended or revoked by the City for any of the reasons for 
denial of such license set forth in subsection (c) hereof. The Public 
Service Department shall make written findings of fact in support of 
any license suspension or revocation. 

A person shail have the right to a hearing before Council on any 
recommended license suspension or revocation, provided that a 
written request therefor 's filed with the City Clerk within five 
business days after receipt of notice of such suspension or 
revocation. In the event that such written request 's filed with the 
City Clerk, Council shall hold a public hearing on such suspensions 
or revocation. and shall have the power to reverse, affirm or modify 
the decision of the Public Service Department. Council shall, in its 
determination, make a written findings of fact supporting its 
decision. The determination by Council shall be final, subject to 
appeal to a court of competent jurisdiction. 

(e) Any vehicle used by a waste hauler for the collection, 
transportation, delivery or disposal of solid waste within the City 
shall have the waste hauler’s name, address, telephone number 
and the number of its license issued pursuant to this chapter, 
plainly marked upon both sides of the vehicle in letters and figures 
not less than three inches high.

1063.12 DISPOSAL OF BULK ITEMS; DEPOSIT IN PARKS 
PROHIBITED. 

(a) The owner or occupant of a residential site of generation unit 
shail dispose of bulk items by:

(2) Utilizing the services of a LICENSED WASTE hauler: or

ORDINANCE NO. 0907 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 294, SECTIONS 294.02 AND 
294.03, FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING FOR AN INCREASE 
IN THE MINIMUM ANNUAL BENEFIT OF A MEMBER OF THE 
POLICEMEN AND FIREMEN RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND HIS OR 
HER SURVIVING SPOUSE; PROVIDE FOR ANNUAL CUMULA- 
TIVE INCREASES; AND, CHANGE THE DEFINITION OF “MEM- 
BER”. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 294, Sections 294.02 and 294.03, of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended 
to be read as follows: 

294.02 PENSIONS. 

(a) Definitions. As used in this section, unless a different meaning 
is clearly required by the context: 

(1) “Accumulated contributions” means the sum of all amounts 
deducted from the compensation of a member and credited to his 
or her individual account in the employees savings fund, together 
with regular interest thereon. 

(2) “Beneficiary” means any person, except a retirant, who is in 
receipt of, or who is designated to receive, a retirement allowance 
or other benefit payable by the retirement system. 

(3) “Board of Trustees” or “Board” means the Board of Trustees 
provided for in this section. 

(4) “Credited service” means the sum of a member's prior service 
credit and his or her membership service credit. 

(5) “Final average compensation’ means the monthly average of 
the compensation paid a member during the period of the 
twenty-four highest consecutive months of his or her credited 
service immediately preceding the date his or her employment by 
the City as a policeman or fireman last terminates. If he or she has 
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less than twenty four months of credited sefvice. his or her final 
average Compensation shall be the monthly average of the 
compensation paid him or her for his or her total period of credited 
service. 

(6) “Final compensation” means a member's monthly rate of 
compensation at the time his or her employment by the City as a 
policeman or fireman last terminates. 

(7) ‘Fireman’ means a permanent employee in the Fire 
Department who holds the rank of firefighter or higher rank and 
who has taken the oath required in Section 4-303.4 of the City 
Chanter. ‘Fireman’ does not include the civilian employees in the 
Department. 

(8) ‘Member’ means any person who is included in the 
membership of the retirement system WHETHER OR NOT SUCH 
PERSON WAS REPRESENTED BY ACOLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
UNIT UPON THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF HIS OR HER RETIRE- 
MENT. 

(9) ‘Membership service’ means service rendered after 
December 31. 1943, to the extent credited a member by the Board 
of Trustees. 

(10) “New member’ means any member who first entered the 
employ of the City as a policeman or fireman after December 31, 
1943. 

(11) “Original member" means any member who was in the 
employ of the City before January 1, 1944. 

(12) “Policeman” means a permanent employee in the Police 
Department who holds the rank of patrolman or higher rank and 
who has taken the oath required in Section 4-307.4 of the City 
Charter, but it shail not include the civilian employees in the Police 
Department. 

(13) “Prior service" means service rendered prior to January 1, 
1944, to the extent credited a member by the Board of Trustees. 

(14) “Regular interest” means such rate or rates of interest per 
annum, compounded annually, as the Board of Trustees shall from 
time to time adopt, subject to the approval of Council. 

(15) “Retirant” means a member who retires with a retirement 
allowance payable by the retirement system. 

(16) “Retirement allowance” means a monthly amount payable 
throughout the future life of a person, or for a temporary period, as 
provided in this section. 

(17) “Retirement allowance reserve” means the present vaiue of 
all payments to be made on account of any retirement allowance. 
The retirement allowance reserve shall be computed upon the 
basis of such mortality and other tables of experience, and regular 
interest, as the Board of Trustees shail from time to time adopt. 

(18) “Service means personal service rendered as a policeman 
or fireman in the employ of the City and paid for by the City. 

(b) Establishment of System. The City of Lansing policemen and 
firemen retirement system, hereinafter called the retirement 
system, is hereby established for the purpose of providing 
retirement allowances for policemen and firemen of the City and 
certain death benefits for their dependents, as provided in this 
section. 


(c) Board of Trustees. 

(1) Establishment. There is hereby established a Board of 
Trustees in whom is vested the general administration, manage- 
ment and responsibility for the proper operation of the retirement 
system and for construing and making effective the provisions of 
this section. 

(2) Membership. The Board shall consist of nine Trustees, as 
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follows: 

A. The Mayor, ex-officio; 

B.A member of Council to be selected by Council and to serve at 
the pleasure of Council: 

C. A member of the Board of Police Commissioners. to be 
selected by such Board and to serve at its pleasure: 

D. The City Treasurer, ex-officio: 

E. A resident of the City, who shall be appointed by the Mayor, by 
and with the consent of Council, which citizen is a duly qualified 
elector and a freehoider of the City and whois neither an employee 
of the City nor eligible to receive benefits under this section: 

F. Two members of the Police Department, to be elected by all the 
members of such Department: and 

G. Two members of the Fire Department, to be elected by ail the 
members of such Department. 

The elections of the policemen and firemen Board members shall 
be heid under such rules and regulations as the Board shail from 
time to time adopt. 

(3) Term and oath of office. At the first election of Trustees, the 
appointed resident Trustee shall serve five years; the policeman 
member with the greatest number of votes shail serve four years; 
the policeman member with the next greatest number of votes shall 
serve two years; the fireman member with the greatest number of 
votes shall serve three years; and the fireman member with the 
next greatest number of votes shall serve one year. 

After the first election of Trustees, the regular term of a policeman 
or fireman member Trustee and the appointed resident Trustee 
shail be five years. 

Each Trustee shail, within ten days after his or her appointment or 
election, take an oath of office to be administered by the City Clerk. 

(4) Vacancies. If a member Trustee or the appointed resident 
Trustee fails to attend three consecutive meetings of the Board, 
unless in each case excused for cause by the remaining Trustees 
attending such meetings, or in the event a member Trustee leaves 
the employ of the City, he or she shall be considered to have 
resigned from the Board and the Board shall, by resolution, deciare 
his or her office of Trustee vacated as of the date of adoption of 
such resolution. If a vacancy occurs in the office of Trustee, the 
vacancy shail be filled within sixty days from and after the date of 
the vacancy, for the unexpired portion of the term, in the same 
manner as the office was previously filled. 

(5) Voting; quorum. Each Trustee shail be entitled to one vote on 
each question before the Board in its meetings. A majority of 
concurring votes shall be necessary for a decision by the Trustees 
at any meeting of the Board. 

Five Trustees shail constitute a quorum at any meeting of the 
Board. 

(6) Officers; meetings; compensation. The Board shail elect from 
its own number a Chairman and a Vice Chairman. The Board shall 
hold meetings regularly, at least monthly, and shall designate the 
time and place thereof. It shall adopt its own rules of procedure and 
shall keep a record of its proceedings. All meetings of the Board 
shail be public. The Trustees shail serve without additional 
compensation for their services as Trustees. 

(d) Officers. The officers of the retirement system shall be as 
follows: 

(1) The Director of Finance shail be the secretary to the Board of 
Trustees, and he or she shail serve as the administrative officer of 
the retirement system. 

(2) The City Treasurer shail be treasurer of the retirement system, 
and he or she shall be the custodian of its funds. 
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(3) The City Attorney shall be the legal advisor to the Board. 

(4) The Board shail appoint an actuary who shail be the technical 
advisor to the Boara on matters regarding the operation of the 
retirement system. and such actuary shail perform such other 
duties as are required of him or her under this section. 

(5) The Board shall appoint as Medical Director a physician who 
is NOt eligible to participate in the retirement system as a member, 
ratirantor beneficiary. The Medical Director shail be directly 
responsible to and shail hoid office at the pleasure of the Board. He 
or she shail arrange for and pass upon all medical examinations 
required under this section, investigate ail essential statements of 
a medical nature made by or on behalf of a member or retirant in 
connection with a claim for benefits and report in writing to the 
Board his or her conclusions and recommendations on medical 
matters referred to him or her by the Board. 


(e) Annual Report. The Board of Trustees shall annually render a 
report to the Mayor and Council, on or before July 15, showing the 
fiscal transactions of the retirement system for the year ended the 
preceding December 31, the amounts of cash and securities held 
by the system and the last balance sheet showing the financial 
condition of the system by means of an actuarial valuation of its 
assets and liabilities. 

(t) Mortality and Other Tables. The Board of Trustees shall from 
time to time adopt such mortality and other tables of experience as 
the actuary shail from time to time recommend as necessary in the 
Operation of the retirement system on an actuarial basis. The 
Board shall also from time to time adopt a rate or rates of regular 
interest, subject to the approval of Council. 

(g) Membership. 

(1) Employees included. The membership of the retirement 
system shail consist of all policemen and firemen who were in the 
employ of the City on January 1, 1944. However, any policeman or 
fireman who as of January 1, 1944, had twenty-five or more years 
of prior service credit shall be excluded from membership in the 
retirement system and shail retain for himself or herself and his or 
her spouse and children, all rights and privileges previously 
provided by law, unless on or before January 1, 1944, he or she 
filed with the Director of Finance (or City Controller) his or her 
written election to become a member of the retirement system. 
Such excluded policemen and firemen who did not elect to 
become members of the retirement system shall, after December 
31, 1943, while they remain in the employ of the City as policemen 
or firemen, pay five percent of their compensation into a police and 
fire service retirement fund previously provided by law. 

All persons who become policemen or firemen after December 
31, 1943, shall, from the date of their employment with the City, 
become members of the retirement system. 

The membership of the retirement system shall not include 
persons who are temporarily employed as a policeman or fireman 
for an emergency, special officers and special firemen, persons 
who are privately employed as policemen or firemen or civilian 
employees in the Police and Fire Departments. 

In any case of doubt, the Board of Trustees shall decide who is a 
member of the retirement system within the meaning of this 
section. — 

(2) Termination. Except as otherwise provided in this section, 
should any member no longer be employed as a policeman or 
fireman dy the City, for any reason except his or her retirement or 
death, he or she shail thereupon cease to be a member and his or 

her credited service at that time shail be forfeited by him or her. in

the event he or she is re-employed by the City as a policeman or 
fireman, he or she shall again become a member of the retirement 
system. If his or her re-employment occurs within a period of four 
years from and after the date he or she last separated from City 
employment, his or her credited service last forfeited shall pe 
restored to his or her credit, provided that he or she returns to the 
employees’ savings fund the amount. if any, he or she withdrew 
therefrom, together with regular interest from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. Upon a member's retirement 
or death, he or she shail thereupon cease to be a member 

(h) Service Credit. 

(1) Generally. The Board of Trustees shall determine. by 
appropriate rules and regulations, the amount of service to De 
credited any member, but inno case shail less than eleven months 
of service rendered by a member in any calendar year be credited 
him or her as a year of service; nor shail more than one year of 
service be credited any member for all service rendered by him or 
her in any calendar year. 

(2) Military service credit. Should a policeman or fireman, who 
while employed by the City entered or enters any armed service of 
the United States Government during time of compulsory military 
service, such armed service actually required of him or her shail be 
credited him or her as City service in the same manner as if he or 
she has served the City uninterruptedly, provided that: 

A. He or she returns to the employ of the City within one year from 
and after termination of such armed service actually required of 
him or her, 

B. He or she returns to the employees’ savings fund the amount. if 
any, he or she withdrew therefrom at the time he or she entered or 
while in such armed service, together with regular interest from the 


Gate of withdrawal to the date of repayment; and 


C. In no case shall any member be credited with more than five 
years of City service for all such armed service rendered by him or 
her. In case of doubt as to the period of such armed service to be 
credited, a member of the Board of Trustees shail have final power 
to determine such period. 

During the period of a member's armed service in the Federal 
Government and until his or her return to City employment, his or 
her contributions to the employees’ savings fund shail be 
suspended and his or her balance standings to his or her credit in 
such fund shall be accumulated at regular interest. 

(i) Voluntary Retirement. 

(1) Amember may retire upon his or her written application filed 
with the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, not less th,an 
thirty days nor more than ninety days sudsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, he or she wishes to be retired, provided that such 
member is eligible to retire according to paragraphs (i)(2) through 
(4) hereof. Upon his or her retirement, he or she shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in paragraph (k)(1) hereof. 

(2) Anew member may retire after his or her attainment of age fifty 
if he or she has twenty-five or more years of credited service, or 
after his or her attainment of age fifty-five, regardless of his or her 
years of credited service. 

(3) An original member with less than twenty years of prior service 
credit may retire at or after his or her attainment of age fifty if he or 
she has twenty-five or more years of credited service. 

(4) An original member with twenty or more years of prior service 
credit may retire at or after his or her attainment of age forty-five if 
he or she has twenty five or more years of credited service. 

(i) Compulsory Separation from City Employment. A member 
shall be separated from City employment the first day of the 
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calendar month next following the month in which he or she attains 
age sixty. Upon his or her separation from City empioyment, he or 
she shail be retired and shall rece:ve a retirement allowance as 
provided in paragraph ‘k)(1) hereof. 

(k) Retirement Allowance. 

(1) Generally. 

A. Upon a members retirement, as provided in this section, he or 
she shail receive a retirement allowance equal to the sum of two 
percent of his or her final average compensation multiplied by the 
number of years. and fraction of a year, of his or her credited 
service, not to exceed twenty-five years, plus one percent of his or 
her final average compensation multiplied by the number of years, 
and fraction of a year, of his or her credited service which is in 
excess of twenty-five years. 

B. However, if anew member retires prior to his or her attainment 
of age fifty-five, his or her retirement allowance shall De reduced 
one-half percent multiplied by the number of months, and fraction 
of a month, contained in the period from the date his or her 
‘retirement allowance begins to the date he or she would attain age 
fifty-five. 

C. If a retirant dies before he or she has received in retirement 
allowance payments an aggregate amount equal to his or her 
accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees savings fund at the time of his or her retirement, the 
difference between his or her accumulated contributions and the 
aggregate amount of retirement allowance payments received by 
him or her shall be paid from the retirement reserve fund to such 
person or persons as the retirant has nominated by written 
designation, duly executed and filed with the Board of Trustees. If 
there is no such designated person or persons surviving the 
retirant, such difference, if any, shall be paid to the retirant’s legal 
representative. No benefits shall be paid under this paragraph on 
account of the death of a retirant if a retirement allowance 
becomes payable under paragraphs (k)(3) and (4) hereof on 
account of his or her death. 

(2) Deferred allowance. Should any member, who has ten or 
more years of credited service, leave the employ of the City before 


becoming eligible to retire as provided in subsection (i) hereof for 


any reason except his or her discharge, retirement or death, he or 
she shail be entitled to a retirement allowance, as provided in 
paragraph (k)(1) hereof pursuant to its provisions in force at the 
time he or she left City employment, provided that he or she does 
not withdraw his or her accumulated contributions from the 
employees’ savings fund. His or her retirement allowance shall 
begin the first day of the calendar month next following the month in 
which his or her application for the same is filed with the Board of 
Trustees on or after his or her attainment of age fifty-five, if he or 
she is anew member, or age fifty if he or she is an original member. 

(3) Allowance for spouse of deceased retirant. 

A. Upon the death of a retirant, who retired on or after the effective 
date of this revised section (September 1, 1966), his or her widow 
or widower, who was his or her legally marned spouse at the time of 
his or Ner retirement, shall receive a retirement allowance equal to 
one-half of the retirement allowance he or she was receiving, 
except as provided in paragraph (k)(3)B. hereof and subject to 
paragraph (k)(3)C. hereof. 

B. ifaretirant who retired under paragraph (1)(1) hereof dies prior 
to his or her attainment of age fifty-five, his or her widow or widower, 
who was his or her legally married spouse at the time of his or her 
retirement, shail receive a retirement allowance computed 
according to paragraph (k)(1) hereof. in computing the retirement 
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allowance, the retirant's credited service shall be increased to 
inciude the period he or she was in receipt of a disability retirement 
allowance provided in paragraph (1)(3) hereof and his or her final 
average Compensation shall be recomputed using the monthly 
rates of compensation as of the date of his or her death for the rank 
or ranks held by him or her during the period used in computing his 
Or her final average compensation at the time of his or her 
retirement. The widow or widower retirement allowance shail not 
be less than twenty percent of the retirant’s recomputed final 
ots i compensation and shail be subject to paragraph (k)(3)C. 
ereof. 

C. No retirement allowance shall be paid thereunder on account 
of the death of a retirant if any retirement allowance is paid or 
payable under subsection (n) hereof on account of his or her death. 
Any retirement allowance payable under this paragraph shall be 
subject to subsection (0) hereof. 

(4) Allowance for spouse of deceased member. If a member, 
who has ten or more years of credited service, dies on or after the 
effective date of this revised section (September 1, 1966) while in 
the employ of the City, and leaves a widow or widower, the widow or 
widower shall receive a retirement allowance equal to one-haif of 
the member's accrued retirement allowance computed according 
to paragraph (k)(1) hereof in the same manner in ail respects as if 
the member had retired the day preceding the date of his or her 
death, notwithstanding that he or she might not have satisfied the 
applicable provisions of subsection (i) hereof. However, the widow 
or widower's retirement allowance shall not be less than twenty 
percent of the member's final average compensation and shail be 
subject to subsection (0) hereof. No retirement allowance shail be 
paid or payable under this paragraph on account of the death of a 
member if any retirement allowance is paid 0. payable under 
subsection (n) hereof on account of his or her death. 

(1) Duty Disability. 

(1) Generally. Upon the application of a member, or his or her 
department head, a member who becomes totally incapacitated 
for duty as the natural and proximate result of causes arising out of 
and in the course of his or her actual performance of duty as a 
policeman or fireman in the employ of the City, without willful 
negligence on his or her part, shall be retired, provided that the 
Medical Director, after a medical examination of the member, 
certifies to the Board gf Trustees that such member is mentally or 
physically totally incapacitated for the performance of duty to the 
City as a policeman or fireman and that such incapacity will 
probably be permanent, and provided, further, that the Board 
concurs with the report of the Medical Director. 

(2) Benefits incurred after age fifty-five. Upon a member's 
retirement after his or her attainment of age fifty five, on account of 
disabuity as provided in paragraph (1)(1) hereof, he or she shall 
receive a retirement allowance as provided in paragraph (k)(1) 
hereof subject to subsection (0) hereof. 

(3) Benefits incurred before age fifty-five. Upon a member's 
retirement before his or her attainment of age fifty five, on account 
of disability as provided in paragraph (1)(1) hereof, he or she shall 
receive the following benefits: 

A. He or she shall receive a disability retirement allowance equal 
to two-thirds of his or her final average compensation, subject to 
subsections (0) and (p) hereof. His or her disability retirement 
allowance shall begin as of the date of his or her disability, but in no 
case more than six months before the date his or her application for 
disability retirement is filed with the Board of Trustees or prior to the 
date his or her name last appeared on a City payroll with pay, 
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whichever is later. Such allowance shail terminate upon his or her 
attainment of age fifty-five. 

B. Upon attaining age fifty-five, he or she shall receive a 
retirement allowance computed according to paragrapn (k)(1) 
hereof. in computing such retirement allowance, the members 
credited service shall be increased to include the period he or she 
was in receipt of a disability retirement allowance, and his or her 
final average compensation shall be recomputed using the 
monthly rates of compensation as of the date he or she attains age 
fifty-five for the rank or ranks held by him or her during the period 
used in computing his or her final average compensation at the 
time of his or her retirement. Any retirement allowance payable 
under this paragraph shail be subject to subsection (0) hereof. 

C. During the period a retirant is receiving a disability retirement 
allowance under paragraph (1)(3)A. hereof, his or her balance in 
the employees’ savings fund at the time of his or her retirement 
shail remain therein and shall be accumulated at the regular 
interest. Upon attaining age fifty five, such accumulated 
contributions shall be transferred from the employees savings 
fund to the retirement reserve fund. 

(m) Nonduty Disability. 

(1) Generally. Upon the application of a member, or his or her 
department head on behalf of the member, a member with ten or 
more years of credited service who becomes totally and 
permanently incapacitated for duty as a policeman or fireman in 
the employ of the City, as the result of causes incurred not in the 
actual performance of duty to the City, may be retired by the Board 
of Trustees, provided that the Medical Director, after a medical 
examination of such member, certifies to the Board that such 
member is mentally or physically totally incapacitated for duty in 
the employ of the City and that such incapacity will probably be 
permanent, and provided, further, that the report of the Medical 
Director is concurred with by the Board. 

(2) Benefits incurred after age fifty-five. Upon a member's 
retirement after his or her attainment of age fifty five, on account of 


disability as provided in paragraph (m)(1) hereof, he or she shall 


receive a retirement allowance as provided in paragraph (k)(1) 
hereof, subject to subsection (0) hereof. 

(3) Benefits incurred before age fifty-five. Upon a member's 
retirement before his or her attainment of age fitty-five, on account 
of disability as provided in paragraph (m)(1) hereof, he or she shall 
receive a disability retirement allowance computed according to 
paragraph (k)(1) hereof, provided that paragraph (k}(1)B. hereof 
shall not be applied. The member's disability retirement allowance 
shall begin as of the date of his or her disability, but inno case more 
than six months before the date his or her application for disability 
retirement is filed with the Board of Trustees or prior to the date his 
or her name last appeared on a City payroll with pay, whichever is 
later. Such disability retirement allowance shall not exceed 
two-thirds of the annual rate of compensation of either a full paid 
patrolman or a full paid firefighter as of the effective date of such 
member's retirement. whichever rate is higher, and shall be subject 
to subsections (0) and (p) hereof. 

(n) Death in Line of Duty. 

(1) Generally. If a member dies as the resuit of a personal injury or 
disease arising solety and exclusively out of and in the course of 
his or her employment by the City, or a disability retirant who retired 
under paragraph (1)(1) hereof dies prior to his or her attainment of 
age fifty-five and within five years from and after the date of his or 
her retirement, and in either case his or her death, or injury or 
disease resulting in death, is found by the Board of Trustees to 
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have occurred solely and exclusively as the natural and proximate 
result of his or her actual pertormancc of duty in the employ of the 
City, the applicable benefits provided in paragraphs (n)(2) through 
(6) hereof shall be paid, subject to paragraph (n)(7) hereot and 
subsection (0) hereof. 

(2) Accumulated contributions. Upon the death of amember, his 
or her accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees savings fund shail be paid in accordance with 
subsection (q) hereof. 

(3) Widow or widower's retirement allowance. A retirement 
allowance equal to one-third of the final compensation of the 
deceased member shail be paid to his or her widow or widower, 
provided that his or her widow or widower was his or her legaily 
married spouse at the time of his or her retirement if his or her 
retirement as provided in (!)(1) hereof preceded his or her death. 
Any retirement allowance payable under this paragraph shall be 
subject to paragraph (n)(7) hereof and subsection (0) hereof. 

(4) Children’s benefits while widow or widower is living. If, in 
addition to a widow or widower, the deceased person ieaves an 
unmarried child or children under age twenty-one, each such child 
shall receive a retirement allowance of an equal share of 
one-quarter of the deceased person's final compensation. Upon a 
child's adoption, attainment of age twenty-one, marriage or death, 
whichever occurs first, his or her retirement allowance shall 
terminate and the Board shail redistribute the shares of one-fourth 
of the deceased person's final compensation to his or her 
remaining eligible children under age twenty one, if any. The 
retirement allowances payable under this paragraph shall be 
subject to paragraph (n)(7) hereof and subsection (0) hereof. 

(5) Children’s benefits if widow or widower dies or remarries. |f 
there is no widow or widower surviving the deceased person, or if 
the widow or widower dies, and there is a surviving unmarried child 
or children under age twenty-one, each such child shall receive a 
retirement allowance of one-fourth of the deceased person's final 
compensation, provided that if there are more than two.such 
Surviving children, each such child shall receive a retirement 
allowance of an equal share of one-haif of the deceased person's 
final compensation. Upon a child’s adoption, attainment of age 
twenty-one, marriage or death, whichever occurs first, his or her 
retirement allowance shail terminate and the Board shall 
redistribute the shares of one half of the deceased person's final 
compensation to his or her remaining eligible children under age 
twenty-one. In no case shall any such child's retirement allowance 


be more than one-fourth of the deceased person's finalcompensa- . 


tion. The retirement allowance payable under this paragraph shall 
be subject to paragraph (n}{7) hereof and subsection (0) hereof. A 
widow's or widower's benefit shall cease upon remarriage for any 
period of time during which a child’s benefit equal to one haif of the 
deceased person's final compensation is being paid. 

(6) Dependent parents’ benefits. if the deceased member does 
not leave a widow or widower or children eligible to receive a 
retirement allowance provided in this subsection, there shall be 
paid to each his or her dependent father and dependent mother, 
whom the Board, after investigation, finds to have been dependent 
upon him or her for at least fifty percent of their financial support, a 
retirement allowance of one-sixth of the deceased person's final 
compensation. in no case shail the retirement allowance payabie 
to either parent exceed one-sixth of the monthly rate of 
compensation of either a full paid policeman or full paid fireman, 
whichever is higher, as of the date of the person's death. Upon the 
remarriage or death of a parent, his or her retirement allowance 
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shall terminate. Any retirement allowances payable under this 
paragraph shall be subject to subsection (0) hereof. 

(7) Limitations. The total of the monthly retirement allowances 
provided in paragraphs (n\(3) through (5) hereof, pay ale on 
account of the deceased person, snail not exceed sixty percent of 
the monthly rate of compensation of either a full paid policeman or 
a full paid fireman, whichever is higher. as of the date of the 
person's death. 

(0) Workers’ Compensation Offset. Any workers’ compensation 
paid or payable on account of the disability or death of a member or 
retirant shall be offset against any retirement allowance paid or 
payable by the retirement system on account of the same disability 
or death. 

(0) Re-Examination of Disability Retirants. 

(1) Atleast once each year during the first five years following the 
retirement of a member with a disability retirement allowance, and 
at least once in every three-year perioc "hereafter, the Board may 
require any disability retirant, who has 1ot attained age fifty-five 
years, to undergo a medical examination by or under the direction 
of the Medical Director. Should the disability retirant refuse to 
sudmit to such medical examination in any such period, his or her 
disability retirement allowance may be discontinued by the Board. 
Should such refusal continue for one year, ail his or her rights in 
and to a disability retirement allowance may be revoked by the 
Board. 

(2) If, after a medical examination of a disability retirant, the 
Medical Director reports to the Board that the disability retirant is 
physically able and capable of resuming employment with the City 
as a policeman or fireman, such disability retirant shall be returned 
to the employ of the City in the rank he or she held at the time of his 
or her retirement, or higher rank, and his or her disability retirement 
allowance shall terminate. A disability retirant who returns to City 
employment shail again become a member of the retirement 
system and his or her credited service in force at the time of his or 
her disability retirement shall be restored to his or her credit. He or 
she shall be given service credit for the period he or she was 
receiving a disability retirement allowance under paragraph (1)(3) 
hereof. He or she shail not be given service credit for the period he 
or she was receiving a disability retirement allowance under 
paragraph (m){3) hereof. 

(3) If a disability retirant, who has not attained age fifty-five, 
becomes engaged In a gainful occupation, business or employ- 
ment, and the sum of his of her pay or other remuneration from 
such occupation, business or employment and his or her disability 
retirement allowance exceeds the current rate of compensation for 
the last rank held by him or her, his or her disability retirement 
allowance shail be reduced to an amount which, together with the 
amount so earned by him or her, shall equal, but not exceed, the 
Current compensation for such rank. Should his or her earnings be 
later changed, his or her disability retirement allowance shall be 
adjusted in like manner. 

Each disability retirant shail file, at least annually, a statement of 
earnings on forms furnished by the Board, together with such 
Supporting schedules as may be requested by the Board to 
establish a basis for determining earnings for operations of this 
section. The Board may from time to time adopt rules and 
regulations for defining remuneration for purposes of application of 
this paragraph. Refusal by a disability retirant to submit required 
information upon written request of the Board may, at the discretion 
of the Board, subject the disability retirant to suspension of 
allowance payments. 
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(q) Refund of Accumulated Contributions. 

(1) Should a member leave the employ of the City before he or she 
has satisfied the age and service requirements for retirement, as 
provided in subsection (i) hereof, and is not entitled to a retirement 
allowance, he or she shail be paid his or her accumulated 
contributions standing to his or her credit in the employees. 
Savings fund upon his or her demand in writing to the Board of 
Trustees. 

(2) Ifa member dies before his or her retirement becomes 
effective and no retirement allowance becomes payable on 
account of his or her death, except as provided in subsection (n) 
hereof, his or her accumulated contributions standing to his or her 
credit in the employees’ savings fund, at the time of his or her 
death, shall be paid to such person as he or she shail have 
nominated by written designation duly executed and filed with the 
Board. If there is no such person surviving the deceased member, 
his or her accumulated contributions shail be paid to his or her 
legal representative. 

(3) Payment of refunds of accumulated contributions may be 
made in installments according to such rules and regulations as 
the Board may from time to time adopt. 

(r) Retirement System Funds. 

(1) Generally. The employees’ savings fund, the pension 
accumulation fund and the retirement reserve fund are hereby 
established. The Board of Trustees may from time to time establish 
such other funds as shail be required for the proper operation of the 
retirement system. 

(2) Employees’ savings fund. 

A. The employees’ savings fund shall be the fund in which shail be 
accumulated, at regular interest, the contributions deducted from 
the compensations of members, and from which shall be made 
transfers and paid refunds of accumulated contributions as 
provided in this section. 

B. The contributions of a member to the retirement system shail 
be five percent of his or her compensation paid him or her by the 
City. The Director of Finance or other officer responsible for 
making up the payroll shall cause the contributions to be deducted 
from the compensation of each member on each and every payroll, 
for each and every payroll period, from the date of his or her 
entrance in the system to the date his or her membership 
terminates. 

C. The contributions provided in this subsection shall be made 
notwithstanding that the minimum compensation provided by law 
for any member shail be changed thereby. Every member shail be 
deemed to consent and agree to the deductions made and 
provided for in this subsection, and payment of his or her 
compensations less such deductions shail be a full and complete 
discharge and acquittance of all claims and demands whatsoever 
for the services rendered by such person, except as to benefits 
provided under this section. When deducted, the contributions of 
each member shail be paid into the retirement system and shail be 
Credited to his of her individual account in the employees’ savings 
fund. 

D. In addition to the contributions deducted from the compensa- 
tions of a member, as hereinbefore provided, he or she shall 
deposit in the fund, by a single payment or by an increased rate of 
contribution as determined by the Board of Trustees, an amount 
equal to the amount he or she might have withdrawn therefrom, 
together with regular interest from the date of withdrawal to the 
date of repayment. In no case shall any member be given credit for 
service rendered prior to the date he or she withdrew his or her 
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accumulated contributions until he or she repays to the fund all 
amounts due such fund by him or her. 

E. Upon the retirement of a member, his or her accumulated 
contributions shail be transferred from the employees savings 
fund to the retirement reserve fund. At the expiration of a period of 
five years from and after the date an employee ceases to be a 
member, any balance standing to his or her credit in the 
employees’ savings fund that is unclaimed by the member or his or 
her legal representative shall remain a part of the moneys of the 
retirement system and shall be transferred to the pension 
accumulation fund, if no retirement allowance will become payabie 
by the retirement system on account of his or her City empioyment. 

(3) Pension accumulation fund. 

A. The pension accumulation fund shail be the fund in which shall 
be accumulated reserves resulting from contributions provided by 
the City. Upon the basis of mortality tables and other tables of 
experience, and regular interest, as the Board of Trustees shail 
from time to time adopt, the actuary shall annually compute the 
retirement allowance reserve liabilities for retirement allowances 
being paid retirants and beneficiaries and covering service 
rendered and to be rendered by members. The liabilities so 
computed shall be financed by appropriations, to be made by 
Council determined according to this paragraph. The Board shall 
annually report to Council the amount of contributions to be paid by 
the City to the retirement system during the ensuing fiscal year. 
When paid, the City’s contributions shall be credited to the pension 
accumulation fund. 

1. The City’s appropriations for members’ current service shall be 
a percentage of their annual compensation which will produce an 
amount which if paid annually by the City during the members’ 
periods of future service would be sufficient, together with the 
future service portions of their accumulated contributions, to 
provide the retirement allowance reserves for the future service 
portions of the retirement allowances to be paid them. 

2. The City's appropriations for members’ accrued service shall 
be a percentage of their annual compensation which will produce 
an amount which if paid annually by the City for a number of years, 
to be determined by the Board, would amortize, at reguiar interest, 
the unfunded retirement allowance reserves, if any, for the accrued 
service portions of the retirement allowances to be paid them. 

3. The City’s appropriations for retirement allowances being paid 
retirants and beneficiaries shail be a percentage of the annual 
compensations of members which will produce an amount which if 
paid annually by the City for a number of years, to be determined by 
the Board, would amortize, at regular interest, the unfunded 
retirement allowance reserves, if any, for the retirement allowan- 
ces being paid retirants and beneficiaries. 

B. Upon the retirement of a member, or at the time a retirement 
allowance becomes payable to a beneficiary on account of the 
death of a member, the portion of the retirement allowance reserve 
which is not covered by the member's accumulated contributions 
shall be transferred from the pension accumulation fund to the 
retirement reserve fund. If a deficiency occurs in the retirement 
reserve fund, it shall be covered by a transfer from the pension 
accumulation fund. 

(4) General Fund. The administrative expenses of the retirement 
system shall be paid by the City from its General Fund. 

(5) Retirement reserve fund. The retirement reserve fund shall be 
the fund from which shail be paid all retirement allowances payable 
as provided in this section. Should a disability retirant return to the 
employ of the City, his or her retirement allowance reserve, 
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Computed as of the date of his or her return, shail be transferred 
from the retirement reserve fund to the employees’ savings fund 
and the pension accumulation fund in the same proportions as the 
retirement allowance reserve was originally transferred. The 
portion transferred to the employees’ savings fund shail be 
credited to the member's individual account therein. 

(6) Investment of funds. 

A. The Board of Trustees shail be the trustees of the funds of the 
retirement system and may invest and reinvest such funds as now 
or hereafter permitted by law. The Board may hold, purchase. sell, 
assign, transfer and dispose of any securities andinvestments in 
which any of the moneys of the retirement system have been 
invested, as well as the proceeds of such investments. 

B. Except as otherwise provided in this section, no trustee or 
officer or employees of the retirement system shall have any direct 
Of indirect interest in the gains or profits of any investments made 
by the Board. No such person, directly or indirectly, for himself or 
herself or as an agent or partner of others, shall borrow any of the 
moneys or deposits of the system or in any manner use such 
moneys Or deposits, except to make such current and necessary 
payments as are authorized by the Board. No such person shall 
become an endorser or surety or become in any manner an obligor 
for any moneys loaned by or borrowed from the system. 

(7) Allowance of reguiar interest. The Board annuaily shail allow 
and credit regular interest on the mean balances in each of the 
funds of the retirement system for the preceding year, provided, 
however, that interest to be credited members individual balances 
inthe employees savings fund shall be computed on the balances 
Standing to their credit at the beginning of the calendar year and 
shail be credited at the end of the calendar year. The amounts so 
allowed and credited shall be paid from interest and other earnings 
on investments of the system. Any additional amount necessary to 
allow regular interest, as provided in this system, shail be paid from 
the pension accumulation fund. All interest, dividends and other 
income derived from the deposit and investment of moneys of the 
system, not required for the allowance of regular interest, shall be 
credited to the pension accumulation fund. 

(8) Method of making payments. All payments from the funds of 


the retirement system shall be made according to provisions of the - 


City Charter only upon regular City vouchers signed by two 
persons designated by the Board of Trustees. A duly attested copy 
of a resolution of the Board designating such persons, and bearing 
upon its face specimen signatures of such persons, shail be filed 
with the City Treasurer as his or her authority to make payments 
upon such vouchers. No voucher shall be drawn unless it has been 
previously authorized by a specific or continuing resolution 
adopted by the Board. 

(s) Assignments Prohibited. 

(1) The night of a person to a retirement allowance, to the return of 
accumulated contributions and to any other benefit provided by the 
retirement system, and any other right accrued or accruing to any 
person under this section shall be unassignable, except as 
specifically provided in this section. Further, the moneys belonging 
to the system shall not be subject to execution, garnishment, 
attachment, the operation of bankruptcy or insolvency law, or any 
other process of law whatsoever, and shall be unassignabie, 
except as is specifically provided in this section. The City shail 
have the right of setoff for any claim arising from fraud of or 
embezzlement by a member, retirant or beneficiary. Ifa member is 
covered by a group insurance or prepayment plan participated in 
by the City, and should he or she be permitted to, and elect to. 
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continue such coverage as a retirant, he or she may authorize the 
Board of Trustees to have deducted from his or her retirement 
allowance the payments required of him or her to continue 
coverage under such group insurance or prepayment plan. 

(2) All assets of the retirement system shall be held for the sole 
purpose of meeting disbursements authorized by this section and 
shall be used for no other purpose. The crediting of moneys to the 
various funds of the system shail de interpreted to refer to 
accounting procedures and not to the actual segregation of 
moneys in the various funds of the system. 

(t) Protection Against Fraud. No person, with the intent to 
deceive, shail make any statement or report required under this 
chapter which is untrue, or shail falsify or permit to be falsified any 
record of the retirement system, or otherwise violate, with infent to 
deceive, any of the provisions of this section: (Res. 0040. Passed 
1-27-87; Res. 0346. Passed 7-6-87: Ord. 764. Passed 9-28-87 ) 


(u) Errors. If any change or error in the records of the City orthe . 


retirement system results in any person receiving from the system 
more or less than he or she would have been entitled to receive had 
the records been correct, the Board of Trustees shall correct such 
error and adjust the payment in such manner that the actuarial 
equivalent of the benefit to which such person was correctly 
entitied shall be paid. 

(v) Application of Other Law. The pensions, annuities and other 
benefits being paid retired policemen and firemen of the City, who 
retired prior to January 1, 1944, and to the widows and widowers 
and children of such retired policemen and firemen, shail be 
continued without change according to law. The necessary funds 
to make payment of such annuities, pensions and other benefits 
shall continue to be an obligation of the City. 

(w) Effect of 1966 Amendment. The annuities, pensions or 
retirement allowances being paid retirants and beneficiaries under 
this section the day preceding the effective date of the 1966 
revision of this section (September 1, 1966) shall continue to be 
paid in accordance with the provisions of this section in force the 
day preceding such effective date. 

(x) Effective Date of Retirement System. The effective date of the 
retirement system is January 1, 1944.

Section 1. Sub-sections 292.01(t) and 292.01(u) of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


292.01 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this chapter, unless a different meaning is plainly 
required by the context: 

(t) “Covered positions means: 

(1) Positions of the City’s elected officials, exempt and appointed 
employees, and Executive Management Plan employees; 

(2) Positions of the City's Teamster supervisory and non- 
supervisory employees; 

(3) Positions in the District Court, excluding the judges thereof, 
AND 

(4) POSITIONS OF THE CITY'S FRATERNAL ORDER OF 
POLICE 911 OPERATORS’ DIVISION EMPLOYEES. 

(u) “Covered position effective date” means October 1, 1990, for 
the positions of the City’s elected officials, exempt and appointed 
employees and Executive Management Plan employees; October 
29, 1990 for the positions of the City’s Teamster supervisory and 
non-supervisory employees, for the positions of the District Court 
employees; AND JULY 1, 1992, FOR THE POSITIONS OF THE 
CITY'S FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 911 OPERATORS’ 
DIVISION EMPLOYEES. 

Section 2. Section 292.14 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is amended to read as follows: 


292.14 MEMBERSHIP IN SYSTEM. 

(a) The membership of the retirement system shall include all 
employees, as defined in Section 292.01(h), and ail persons who 
become employees, except as provided in subsection (b) hereof. 

(b) The membership of the retirement system shail not include: 

(1) Employees who are employed by the Board of Water and Light; 

(2) Employees who are members of the Policemen's and 
Firemen’s Retirement System as set forth in Chapter 294; 

(3) Employees hired on or after the effective date of this section 
(Ordinance 540, passed June 25, 1979) who are retirants receiving 
or entitled to receive a retirement allowance, a deferred retirement 
allowance or a disability retirement allowance from the Police- 
men's and Firemen’s Retirement System; 

(4) Employees of the Housing Commission who have executed a 
request to transfer to the Michigan Municipal Employees 
Retirement System and a release of the City and the retirement 
system from future pension claims, nor shall it include any 
employees of the Housing Commission hired after April 16, 1988. 

(5) Employees who are employed in positions normally requiring 
less than 2,000 hours of work per year, and 

(6) Employees excluded from membership as provided in 
Subsection (c) hereof. 

(c) An employee, hired into a covered position on or after the 
covered position effective date, who was not a member of the 
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retirement system on the day before his or her date of hire. shall not 
become a member of the retirement system. An elected official, 
exempt or appointed employee. or executive management pian 
employee who is employed in a covered position on the covered 
position effective date, and who was a member of the retirement 
system on the day before the covered position’s effective date, and 
who elects on or before April 1, 1991. to terminate membership.

POLICE 911 OPERATORS’ DIVISION EMPLOYEE EMPLOYED IN 
A COVERED POSITION ON THE COVERED POSITION EFFEC- 
TIVE DATE, WHO WAS A MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM ON THE DAY BEFORE THE COVERED POSITION’S 
EFFECTIVE DATE, AND WHO ELECTED ON OR BEFORE MAY 
31, 1993, TO TERMINATE MEMBERSHIP, |S NO LONGER A 
MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM, EFFECTIVE ON THE 
FIRST DAY OF THE FIRST CALENDAR MONTH WHICH IS AT 
LEAST 120 DAYS AFTER THE COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE 
DATE. An employee who is transferred into a covered position on 
or after the covered position effective date, from a position that was 
not a covered position, and who was a member of the retirement 
system on the day before the transfer, and who elects within ninety 
days of the transfer to terminate membership, shall cease to be a 
member of the retirement system, effective on the first day of the 
first calendar month which is at least 120 days after the transfer. 
The election to terminate membership shall be onetime and 
irrevocable. The method of election shall be determined by the 
Board of Trustees. An employee who elects to terminate 
membership under this subsection shall waive all rights to a 
pension, annuity, retirement allowance or return of accumulated 
contributions, except as provided in Section 292.311, effective on 
the date of termination of membership. 

(d) In any case of doubt as to fhe retirement system membership 
status of any employee, the Board of Trustees shall decide the 
question. 

Section 3. Section 292.20 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is hereby amended to read as follows: 


292.20 RETIREMENT AGE AND SERVICE REQUIREMENTS. 

(a) Except as provided in subsection (b), (c), OR (D) hereof, any 
member who either has attained or attains the age of fifty-eight 
years and has eight or more years of credited service, or has 
attained or attains the age of fifty-five years and has twenty-five or 
more years of credited service, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, such member desires to be 
retired. Upon retirement, the member shail receive a retirement 
allowance, as provided in Section 292.21. 

(b) Effective June 30, 1987, a member who is associated with the 
Fraternal Order of Police Park Security Division and who either has 
attained or attains the age of fifty-eight years and has eight or more 
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years of credited service. or has attained or attains the age of fifty 
years and has twenty-five or more years of credited service, may 
retire upon written application to the Board setting forth at what 
time, neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof. such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shail receive a 
retirement allowance. as provided in Section 292.21. EFFECTIVE 
DECEMBER 1, 1989, A MEMBER WHO HAS TWENTY FIVE 
YEARS OF CREDITED SERVICE. MAY SO RETIRE REGARDLESS 
OF HIS OR HER AGE. 

(C) EFFECTIVE NOVEMBER 1, 1995, AMEMBER WHO |S 
ASSOCIATED WITH UNITED AUTO WORKERS LOCAL 2256 
AND WHO EITHER HAS ATTAINED OR ATTAINS THE AGE OF 
FIFTY-EIGHT YEARS AND HAS EIGHT OR MORE YEARS OF 
CREDITED SERVICE. OR WHO HAS ATTAINED THE AGE OF 
FIFTY YEARS AND HAS TWENTY-FIVE OR MORE YEARS OF 
CREDITED SERVICE, MAY RETIRE UPON HIS OR HER WRITTEN 
APPLICATION TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES SETTING FORTH 
AT WHAT TIME, NEITHER LESS THAN THIRTY DAYS NOR 
MORE THAN NINETY DAYS, SUBSEQUENT TO THE EXECU- 
TION AND FILING THEREOF, SUCH MEMBER DESIRES TO BE 
RETIRED. UPON RETIREMENT, THE MEMBER SHALL RECEIVE 
A RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE, AS PROVIDED IN SECTION 
292.21. 

(D) A member. employed in a covered position on or after the 
covered position effective date, who does not elect to terminate 
membership as provided in Section 292.14(c) and who has eight or 
more years of credited service, and whose years and full months of 
attained age, when added to years and full months of credited 
service, equal or exceed sixty-five years, may retire upon his or her 
written application to the Board. Such application shall set forth at 
what time, neither less than thirty nor more than ninety days 
Subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, the member desires 
to be retired. Upon the member's retirement, the member shall 
receive a retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21. THE 
FOREGOING NOTWITHSTANDING, THIS PROVISION SHALL 
NOT BE OPERATIVE FOR ANY FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 
911 OPERATORS’ DIVISION EMPLOYEES, EXCEPT AS 
FOLLOWS: 

(1) ANY FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 911 OPERATORS’ 
DIVISION EMPLOYEE SATISFYING SAID FORMULA BETWEEN 
DECEMBER 1, 1992 AND MAY 31, 1993, IS ELIGIBLE TO RETIRE 
DURING SAID WINDOW OF OPPORTUNITY, PURSUANT TO AN 
ACT 312 ARBITRATION AWARD. 

(2) THEREAFTER, ANY FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 911 
OPERATORS’ DIVISION EMPLOYEES SATISFYING SAID FOR- 
MULA ON OR AFTER AUGUST 20, 1994, SHALL BE ELIGIBLE TO 
RETIRE IN ACCORDANCE WITH SAID FORMULA. 

(E) FURTHER, WITHOUT REGARD TO WHETHER THEY WERE

(1) TEAMSTER SUPERVISORY AND NON-SUPERVISORY,

ACCORDANCE WITH SAID “SIXTY -FIVE POINT” FORMULA

1 ils APPROVED BY THE COUNCIL ON APRIL 18, 1988; 
AN 
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(2) ANY FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE PARKS SECURITY 
DIVISION EMPLOYEE RETIRING IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT CONCERNING THE IMPACT OF 
oe ON THE PARKS SECURITY DIVISION, DATED JUNE 
Section 4. Section 292.21 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is hereby amended to read as follows: 


292.21 AGE AND SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE. 

(a) Upon retirement, a member shall receive a straight life 
retirement allowance and shail have the right to elect to receive a 
retirement allowance under an option provided in Section 292.27 in 
lieu of a straight life retirement allowance. Such member's straight 
life retirement allowance shall consist of the following benefits: 

(1) An annuity which shail be the actuarial equivalent of 
accumulated contributions standing to the member's credit in the 
employees savings fund at the time of retirement: and 

(2) A pension which, when added to the member's annuity, shall 
provide a straight life retirement allowance equal to the number of 
years, and fraction of a year, of the member's credited service 
multiplied by two percent of the member's final average 
compensation, EXCEPT AS MODIFIED BY THE FOLLOWING: 

FOR SUCH RETIREMENTS ON OR AFTER FEBRUARY 1, 1992. 
THE MULTIPLIER SHALL BE TWO AND ONE HALF PERCENT 
(2.5%) FOR A MAXIMUM OF THIRTY-FIVE (35) YEARS OF 
CREDITED SERVICE, ONE AND ONE HALF PERCENT (1.5%) 
FOR CREDITED SERVICE BETWEEN THIRTY-FIVE (35) AND 
FORTY (40) YEARS, AND ONE PERCENT (1%) FOR CREDITED 
SERVICE BETWEEN 40 AND FORTY-FIVE YEARS. 

EMPLOYEES RETIRING UNDER THIS SUBSECTION SHALL 
NOT EARN OR ACCRUE MORE THAN FORTY-FIVE (45) YEARS 
CREDITED SERVICE. 

(iii) FOR RETIREMENTS OF FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 
911 BARGAINING UNIT EMPLOYEES ON OR AFTER SEPTEM- 
BER 16, 1992, THE MULTIPLIER SHALL BE TWO AND ONE HALF 
PERCENT (2.5%) FOR A MAXIMUM OF THIRTY-FIVE (35) YEARS 
OF CREDITED SERVICE, ONE AND ONE HALF PERCENT (1.5%) 
FOR CREDITED SERVICE BETWEEN THIRTY-FIVE (35) AND 
FORTY (40) YEARS, AND ONE PERCENT (1%) FOR CREDITED 
SERVICE BETWEEN FORTY (40) AND FORTY-FIVE (45) YEARS, 
AND ZERO (0%) PERCENT FOR CREDITED SERVICE IN EXCESS 
OF FORTY-FIVE (45) YEARS. 

(3) THE FOREGOING NOTWITHSTANDING, ANY MEMBER OF 
THE FOLLOWING EMPLOYEE GROUPS SHALL RECEIVE A 
PENSION WHICH, WHEN ADDED TO THE MEMBER'S ANNUITY, 
SHALL PROVIDE A STRAIGHT LIFE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
EQUAL TO THE NUMBER OF YEARS, AND FRACTION OF A 
YEAR, OF THE MEMBER'S CREDITED SERVICE MULTIPLIED BY 
TWO AND ONE-HALF (2.5) PERCENT OF THE MEMBER'S FINAL 
AVERAGE COMPENSATION: 

(i) TEAMSTER SUPERVISORY AND NON-SUPERVISORY, 
EXEMPT AND APPOINTED EMPLOYEES, AND EXECUTIVE 
MANAGEMENT PLAN EMPLOYEES RETIRING IN ACCORD- 
ANCE WITH THE TERMS OF THE EARLY RETIREMENT INCEN- 
TIVE APPROVED BY THE COUNCIL ON APRIL 18, 1988; AND 

(ii) ANY FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE PARKS SECURITY 
DIVISION EMPLOYEE RETIRING IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT CONCERNING THE IMPACT OF 
LAYOFF ON THE PARKS SECURITY DIVISION, DATED JUNE 15, 
1992. 

(b) According to such rules and regulations as the Board of 
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Trustees may from time to time adopt, any member who retires 
prior to the attainment of the age of sixty-five years may elect to 
have his or her straight life retirement allowance actuarially 
equated to provide an increased retirement allowance payable to 
the members attainment of the age of sixty-five years and a 
reduced retirement allowance payable thereafter. The member's 
increased retirement allowance payable to the member's 
attainment of the age of sixty-five years shall approximate the sum 
of the member's reduced retirement allowance payable after the 
attainment of the age of sixty-five years and the member s 
estimated Social Security primary insurance amount. 

(c) If a retirant dies before having received, in straight life 
retirement allowance payments, an aggregate amount equai to his 
or her accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees savings fund at the time of his or her retirement, the 
difference between the member's accumulated contributions and 
the aggregate amount of straight life retirement allowance 
payments received by the member shail be paid from the 
retirement reserve fund to such person as the member nominates 
by written designation duly executed and filed with the Board. If 
there is no such designated person surviving the retirant, such 
difference, if any, shail be paid to the retirant's legal representative. 
No benefits shall be paid under this subsection on account of the 
death of a retirant if the member had elected option 1, A or B as 
provided in Section 292.27. 


292.22 DEFERRED RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE. 

(a) If any member who has eight or more years of credited service 
separates from the employ of the City, the District Court or the 
Housing Commission, prior to the member's attainment of the age 
of fifty-eight years, except through retirement, or death, such 
member shail be entitled to a retirement allowance as provided in 
Section 292.21, as the section was in force at the time of the 
member's separation from employment with the City, the District 
Court or the Housing Commission, provided that the member does 


not withdraw his or her accumulated contributions from the 


employees’ savings fund. The member's retirement allowance 
shall begin the first day of the calendar month next following the 
month in which his or her application for the same is filed with the 
Board of Trustees on or after the member's attainment of the age of 
fifty-eight years. During the period of the member's absence from 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, regular interest shall be credited to the member's 
accumulated contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees’ savings fund. 

(b) If any member who has eight or more years of credited service 
separates from the employ of the City, the District Court or the 
Housing Commission prior to the attainment of the age of fifty-eight 
years, except through retirement or death, and if the member 
thereafter dies prior to attainment of the age of fifty-eight years, the 
designated surviving spouse shall be entitled to aretirement 
allowance as provided in Section 292.27, Option A, as such section 
was in force at the time of the member's separation from 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, provided that the member does not withdraw any 
accumulated contributions from the employees’ savings fund. The 
designated surviving spouse's retirement allowance shall begin 
the first day of the calendar month next following the month in 
which the designated surviving spouse files an application for the 
same with the Board on or after the date the deceased former 
member would have attained the age of fifty-eight years. During 
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such deferral period, regular interest shall be credited to the 
deceased former member's accumulated contributions standing 
to his or her credit in the employees’ saving fund. 

(C) For a member employed in a covered position on or after the 
covered position effective date, who does not elect to terminate 
membership as provided in section 292.14(c), the age fifty-eight 
(58) commencement age provided in subsections (a) and (b) of 
this section shail be replaced by a commencement age that 's the 
earlier of: 

(1) The age of fifty-eight (58) years; or 

(2) The age. in years and full months. which when added to the 
member's years and full months of credited service equals or 
exceeds sixty-five (65) years. 

(d) Any member who had five or more years of credited service 


and was transferred from the employ of the City to the employ of the: 


County Health Department on July 1, 1947, shall remain a member 
during the period of employment by the County Health Department. 
Whenever the sum of City credited service and County credited 
service equals at least ten years, the member shall become 
entitled to a deferred retirement allowance computed according to 
Section 292.21 upon the basis of the member's City credited 
service. In determining the member's final average compensation, 
the member's compensations paid by the County Health 
Department shail be treated as if they were paid by the City. The 
retirement allowance shall begin the first day of the calendar month 
next following the month in which the member's application for the 
same is filed with the Board on or after the member's attainment of 
the age of sixty years, or the member's retirement from County 
employment, whichever is jater. If the member withdraws all or part 
of his orher accumulated contributions from the employees 
Savings fund, he or she shall thereupon cease to be a member and 
shall forfeit all rights in and to a deferred retirement allowance as 
provided for in this section. 

(E) FOR A MEMBER SEPARATING FROM CITY SERVICE 
PURSUANT TO THE EARLY RETIREMENT INCENTIVES AP- 
PROVED BY THE COUNCIL ON APRIL 18, 1988, THE AGE 
FIFTY-EIGHT (58) COMMENCEMENT AGE PROVIDED IN 
SUBSECTIONS (A) AND (B) OF THIS SECTION SHALL BE 
REPLACED BY A COMMENCEMENT AGE THAT IS THE EARLIER 
OF AGE FIFTY-EIGHT (58) YEARS OR THE AGE, IN YEARS AND 
FULL MONTHS, WHICH WHEN ADDED TO THE MEMBER'S 
YEARS AND FULL MONTHS OF CREDITED SERVICE EQUALS 
OR EXCEEDS SIXTY-FIVE (65) YEARS. 

Section 292.25 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is hereby amended to read as follows. 


292.35 EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND. 

(e) There is hereby established an employees’ savings fund. In it 
shall be accumulated, at regular interest, the contributions 
deducted from the compensations of members to provide their 
annuities, and from it shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contnbutions, as provided in this chapter. 

(f) Until January 1, 1967, the contributions of a member to the 
retirement system shail be the sum of three percent of the first four 
thousand, two hundred dollars ($4,200) of annual compensation 
plus five percent of the portion, if any, of the annual compensation 
which is in excess of four thousand, two hundred dollars ($4,200). 
Beginning December 31, 1966, each member shail contribute to 
the retirement system three percent of his or her annual 
compensation, except as hereinafter provided: 

(1) BEGINNING WITH pay periods ending on or after July 1, 1982. 
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each of the following shail not contribute: 

a. A member who is a part-time or full-time elected official; and 

b. A member who is part of the executive pay plan. 

(2) BEGINNING WITH pay periods ending on or after July 1, 1982. 
and through all pay periods ending before July 1. 1983, each of the 
following shail contribute 1.5 percent of the member's annual 
compensation: 


a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor union and is not 
employed ona regular or permanent basis by the District Court and 
'§ not employed by the Housing Commission and is not described 
in paragraph (b)(1) hereof; and 

b. A member who is represented by a union which has entered 
into a collective bargaining agreement providing for the contribu- 
tion of not more than 1.5 percent of each member's annual 
compensation to the employees’ savings fund. 

(3) BEGINNING WITH pay periods ending on or after July 1, 1983, 
each of the following shall not contribute: 

a. A member who is unrepresented by a labor union and is not 
employed on a regular or permanent basis by the District Court and 
is not described in paragraph (b)(1) hereof, and 

b. A member who is represented by a union which has entered 
into a collective bargaining agreement which does not provide for 
its members to make any contribution to the employees’ savings 
fund. 

(4) BEGINNING WITH PAY PERIODS ENDING ON OR AFTER 
OCTOBER 1, 1987, TEAMSTER SUPERVISORY AND NON- 
SUPERVISORY BARGAINING UNIT EMPLOYEES, ELECTIVE 
OFFICIALS, EXEMPT AND APPOINTED EMPLOYEES AND 
EXECUTIVE PAY PLAN EMPLOYEES, SHALL CONTRIBUTE TWO 
AND ONE HALF (2.5) PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES TO THE 
EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND; EFFECTIVE OCTOBER 1, 1988 
SAID EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE THREE (3.0) PERCENT 
OF THEIR WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEE'S SAVINGS FUND; 
EFFECTIVE OCTOBER 1, 1989 SAID EMPLOYEES SHALL 
CONTRIBUTE FOUR (4.0) PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES TO THE 
EMPLOYEE’ SAVINGS FUND; AND EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 1992, 
SAID EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE THREE (3.0) PERCENT 
OF THEIR WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVING FUND. 

(5) BEGINNING WITH PAY PERIODS ENDING ON OR AFTER 
OCTOBER 1, 1987, DISTRICT COURT EXEMPT EMPLOYEES 
SHALL CONTRIBUTE FOUR (4.0) PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES 
TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND. 

(6) BEGINNING WITH PAY PERIODS ENDING ON OR AFTER 
DECEMBER 1, 1989, THE FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 
PARKS SECURITY DIVISION EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE 
THREE AND FOUR TENTHS (3.4) PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES 
TO THE EMPLOYEES’ SAVINGS FUND. 

(7) BEGINNING WITH PAY PERIODS ENDING ON OR AFTER 
SEPTEMBER 16, 1992, THE FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 911 
OPERATORS’ DIVISION EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE 
FOUR (4.0) PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ 
SAVINGS FUND. EFFECTIVE WITH THE PAY PERIOD ENDING 
AUGUST 20, 1994, THE FRATERNAL ORDER OF POLICE 911 
OPERATORS’ DIVISION EMPLOYEES SHALL CONTRIBUTE SIX 
(6.0) PERCENT OF THEIR WAGES TO THE EMPLOYEES’ 
SAVINGS FUND. 

The Director of Finance, or other officer responsible for making 
the payroll, shall cause the contributions provided in subsection (b) 
hereof to be deducted from the compensation of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every payroll period, so long 
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as the member remains employed by the City, the District Court or 
the Housing Commission. 

(g) The contributions provided for herein shail be made 
regardless of the fact that the minimum compensation provided by 
law for any member shall be changed thereby. Every member shail 
be deemed to consent and agree to the deductions made and 
provided for herein. Payment of the member's compensation less 
Such deductions shail be a full and complete discharge and 
acquittance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the services 
rendered by such person during the period covered by such 
payments, except as to benefits provided under this chapter. When 
deducted, the contributions of each member shall be paid to the 
retirement system and shail be credited to the member's individual 
account in the employees’ savings fund. 

(h) In addition to the contributions deducted from compensation 
of a member as hereinbefore provided, a member shall, in order to 
qualify for prior service credit, deposit in the employees’ savings 
funds, by single payment or by an increased rate of contribution as 
determined by the Board, the accumulated contributions, if any, 
which the member withdrew therefrom, together with regular 
interest from the date of withdrawal to the date of repayment. 
Repayment shall be made in accordance with rules which the 
Board shail from time to time determine. The rules shall not require 
full repayment prior to the date which is one year following the date 
of renewed membership, nor shall the rules permit full repayment 
to extend beyond the date which is four years following the date of 
renewed membership, or following the effective date of this 
amendment, whichever is later. If a member dies prior to 
completion of repayment and leaves a spouse, then the spouse 
may pay the balance due within sixty days of the member's death. 
In no case shall any member be given credit for service rendered 
prior to the date he or she withdrew the accumulated contributions, 
until he or she repays to the employees’ savings fund all amounts 
due such fund by the member. 

(i) Upon the retirement of a member, his or her accumulated 
contributions shall be transferred from the employees savings 
fund to the retirement reserve fund. At the expiration of a period of 
five years from and after the date an employee ceases to be a 
member, any balance standing to the member's credit inthe 
employees’ savings fund, unclaimed by such member or the 
member's legal representative, shail remain a part of the moneys of 
the retirement system if no retirement allowance will become 
payable under this chapter on account of the member's 
employment with the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission. 

Section 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal indicated her surprise at being the subject of 
a State Journal Editorial in which she was described as an 
“obstructionist.” She has been called worse things. The State 
Journal, she said. is always in favor of taking chances with the 
taxpayers money. This is :ronic considering the fact that the 
members of their Board of Trustees do not even live in Lansing. 
She reported speaking with some of the County Commissioners 
earlier today about their interest in finding a solution to the Hall of 
Courts problem that would involve a consolidated courts facility, 
however, they are afraid that the price is so high the facility will 
never be built. She suggested that the space the City has 
committed to in the MUCC building may be utilized for District 
Court and Circuit Court courtrooms. She reported meeting with 
Col. Pat Dowell of the Volunteers of America. Pat has announced 
her retirement this month from VOA. Councilmember Beai urged 
her colleagues to visit the new VOA Homeless Shelter. Both the 
VOA and the City of Lansing should be proud of this new facility. 


Councilmember Allen wished good luck to Col. Dowell and said 
that everyone will miss her. She thanked the Police Department, 
Fire Department, the Bureau of ATF, the Ambulance Service 
Program, the news media, and the citizen volunteers who provided 
clothing, drinks and care to the Villas of Woodgate expiosion/fire 
victims and their families. This was a terrible tragedy for Lansing 
and she urged everyone to make donations to the victims. She read 
the following letter from Wilbur 0. Howard of 6200 Lerner Way: 


Dr. Mr. Jackson: 


On the night of Wednesday, December 14, 1994 | called 911 and 
asked for medical assistance for my wife. Within six minutes three 
paramedics arrived at my house. They were joined by four 
additional firefighters who attempted various methods to 
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resuscitation. 


They worked on my wife for about twenty minutes then transported 
her to the Michigan Capital Medical Center where she passea 
away. 


Due to circumtances, | was unable to get the names of the 
Paramedics and firefighters. | want to commend them for their 
efforts in providing emergency medical assistance to my wife. 
They were professional, efficient and kind. 


The Lansing paramedics and firefighters are well trained in 
handling medical emergencies. | recommend that the city officials 
maintian this valuable public service and continue the expensive 
medical training program. Thanks, for having skilled persons serve 
as paramedics for the protection of citizens of Lansing.

Councilmember Novak said that the tickets to the Greater Lansing 
Housing Coalition's fund raiser are $20.00 per ticket andthe 
benefit this year will feature a performance of “The Man Who Came 
to Dinner.” The money raised will be used to help increase owner 
occupied housing in the City. He announced a joint mesting of the 
Economic Development Committee and the Intergovernmental 
Affairs Committee tomorrow at 12:00 P.M. The Ethics Committee 
will meet following the Committee of the Whole meeting on 
Thursday. He announced a meeting with County Officials on 
February 8, 1995 regarding a consolidated courts facility. 


Councilmember Canady urged his colleagues and the administra- 
tion to get up and running on the telecommunications issue. 
Lansing Community College is ready to go on line on the 
‘information highway, but, because the City has not settled the 
dispute with Continental Cablevision they cannot. This project is 
being held up because of the City’s negotiations with Continental 
Cablevision over a franchise fee. This will come under discussion 
at their joint meeting with the LCC trustees tomorrow. They need to 
move towards closure on the Continental Cablevision Rebuild 
Project. Citizens are being denied services that should be available 
to them. Franchise fees should not be seen as sources of revenue, 
he said. 


Councilmember Jones announced that the Committee on General 
Services will meet tomorrow at 3:00 and the Committee on Ways 
and Means will meet tomorrow at 4:00. They will take up the 
telecommunications issue and the Continental Cablevision rebuild 
project. He asked everyone who will make a donation to the 
Edgewood Blvd. explosion/fire victims to make a matching 
donation to victims of the earthquake in Kobe, Japan. 


Councilmember Brockwell announced the cancellation of the 
Public Services Committee meeting scheduled for Thursday at 
4:00 P.M. because of a lack of agenda items. He apologized for his 
late arrival at tonight's meeting. He was attending a Greater 
Lansing Safety Council function. 


Council President Benavides announced that the next City Council 
meeting will be held at the State of Michigan Library and Historical 
Museum where the Mayor will present the 1995 State of the City 
Address. Channel 10 will provide news coverage of the Mayor's 
speech, however, the remainder of the meeting will not be televised 
because the facility does not have cablecasting capabilities. 
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PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Col. Pat Dowell of the Volunteers of America (VOA) announced her 
retirement effective January 31, 1995. She said that she is here 
tonight to thank the Councilmembers and City Administration for 
the support they have given to her and to the VOA. The VOA wouid 
not pe what they are today without the support they have received 
from the City. Their new expanded facility now serves women and 
children as well as men. Last year they served 83,980 meals. They 
will open their new Transitional House that will serve 24 more 
people next year. She urged the City’s continued support of the 
VOA and its’ new President. She thanked her husband Jack and 
her family for putting up with her involvement with the VOA for all of 
these years. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that he does not believe itis a 
function of the City to find a new location for the Black and Tan. The 
major problem with their attempts to relocate is the way they do 
business and their business practices and the things they offer that 
draw the unacceptable elements of society into their establish- 
ment. He suggested that the best thing for them to do is to locate on 
the outskirts of town so they can be someone else's problem. 


Ammahad Sherakki of 902 Willow spoke regarding the high 
unemployment rate among ethnic minorities. Blacks, he said, are 
the last to be hired and the first to be fired. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. announced his appearance on the 
next issue of “Required Viewing” this Friday night at 9:00 P.M. on 
Channel 37. He criticized the State Journal for the Editorial they ran 
in which Counciimember Beal was described as an obstructionist. 


Brenda Petite El of 300 W. Grand River appealed to Council for help 
getting her business established. She has her own building, but 
Cannot get financing for her business. She has no collateral and 
she has no established credit history. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked Councilmember Novak when the 
interviews for appointment to the Rail Council will be held. 
Councilmember Novak responded that they will be held at the next 
regularly scheduled meeting of the Economic Development 
Committee following tomorrow's meeting. Mr. Lewis commended 
the Fire and Police Departments for their response to the explosion 
and fire on the south side of Lansing last weekend. This fire was 
very well controlled and ail of the human services agencies worked 
weil together to provide relief to the victims. He sent condolences 
to the family of Tom White, a Lansing Civic Players Theater Gurid 
member who passed away recently. 


sherry Bass-Pole, President of the Lansing Jaycees, said that they 
have received an eviction letter from the City Attorney's Office for 
the space they occupy in the Civic Center. They need heip finding 
a new location. 


Ron Onuter of 6435 Rosedale said that he lives about 300 yards 
away from the scene of the explosion/ fire on Edgewood Blvd. last 
weekend. He arrived on the scene within 4 minutes of the explosion 
and got to the fire just in time to witness true heroism on the part of 
citizen volunteers. The people from Villas of Woodgate and 
Coulson Court, without concern for their own safety, acted to 
rescue others from these burning buildings. These citizens acted 
Quickly to save the lives of fire victims even before the Fire 
Department could arrive on the scene.

President Benavides, Council, Cabinet Members, Guests. 


Thank you for being here tonight to celebrate with me the 
accomplishments of 1994 and to take a positive, hopeful and 
realistic look into the challenges and policy directions | propose for 
the city this year. The state of the city is good—and getting better 
because together we are making it happen. Lansing is safer and 
financially stronger with services that are improving the quality of 
life for all of us. 


| would like to begin by acknowledging and thanking the members 
of City Council, who have served the public and this administration 
weil in their roles as challengers, overseers and decision makers. | 
look forward to yet another year of cooperation and partnership. 


| would also like to recognize my staff and cabinet who have been 
Catalysts and the foundation for the successes of the past year. 
They have provided strong and effective leadership, dedicated 
considerable time and energy to accomplishing our goals, and 
acted with an integnty that | believe has strengthened the public's 
trust in our government. 


Speaking of cooperation and partnership, | would also like to thank 
the staff of this magnificent State Library and Museum for hosting 
tonight's meeting. State facilities like this are a vital part of our 
community—and exemplify our goal of becoming a world class 
_ Capitol city. | urge all watching to visit this wonderful building. 


Several weeks ago an associate asked me to identity the “defining 
moment’ of my first year in office. . 


| considered the excitement and enthusiasm of the inauguration 
last January and the long line of well wishers who came to City Hall 
to help usher in a new era. 


| considered the creative community response to the Klan rally last 


April and the symbolic cleansing of the capitol steps by children 
from our area churches. 


| remembered the joyous day last October when business, labor 
and community leaders stepped up to the plate with me to 
announce minor league baseball is coming to Lansing! 


While each of these events holds special meaning to me, none 


_ compares to the power and impact of Silver Bells in the City. Over 


30,000 people jammed into downtown—peopie who wanted to be 
part of our revitalization. 


As | looked over the sea of faces, | saw renewed hope for our city. | 
Saw families with their babies bundied up in blankets, grandparents 
with their grandchildren, young people and senior citizens. | saw 
the rich diversity of our community reflected in the African- 
American, Hispanic, Native American, Asian and White faces as 
we ail joined in singing, smiling and celebrating the Holiday season, 
Our Community and our common humanity—together. | remember 
looking up at the Capitol building lit so magnificently against the sky 
and feeling the incredible pride in this community. | knew at that 
moment that “we are making it happen” was more than just a 
Clever image campaign. | knew with that kind of enthusiasm and 
empowerment that this city is well on its way to becoming the world 
Class city it is destined to be. 


It was an exciting end to an eventful year. We achieved the three 
major goals of the first year of our new administration: to restore 
trust, to regain the public's confidence, and to re-energize our 
community. 


We restored trust by aggressively pursuing a policy of openness, 
honesty, accessibility and accountability. We reversed the 
inappropriate aspects of the early retirement program. We opened 
the budget process to public participation. We in the Mayor's office 
t0Ok a pay Cut. And we proposed a strengthened ethics ordinance 
which was overwhelmingly ratified by the voters. 


We took firm action throughout the year to strengthen the City's 
finances. In our first budget, we created a Budget Stabilization 
Fund to protect the City against recessions. We also dedicated 4% 
of our General Fund to our infrastructure, recognizing needs that 
have been long neglected. We have begun the refinancing of our 
parking system debt, leveraging state funds to help resolve the 
massive debt we inherited from prior Administrations. And the year 
ended with Moody's Investors Service—citing Lansing's ‘im- 
proved economic outlook and financial standing’ —contirming our 
City's AA credit rating. And we did this without raising taxes. 
Public report cards assured departmental accountability. | am 
confident that most Lansing citizens feel better about our city 
government and trust that we are serving the public good and not 
personal self interest. 


We had to overcome the attitude that City Hall was a barrier to 
change and growth. We needed to create a win-win relationship 
between the public and private sector. The private sector joined us 
in one of our first efforts by contributing their time, money, and

talent to create a new image for the city. | want to thank the City 
Council for adopting the logo for that campaign as the new city 
seal. 


And finally, we needed to take action. It was time for the rhetoric to 
stop and work to start. It was time for a pian that united people and 
gave a renewed sense of hope for the future. 


| believe that the Cabinet | have assembled—a culturally diverse 
team that looks like Lansing—and the cooperation | have received 
from City Council, the businesses and labor communities, 
neighborhood organizations, colleges and other major organ- 
izations in the community, have combined to create the 
atmosphere necessary for growth and change. 


Construction will begin soon on the multi-use Stadium, the 
Transportation Center and Michigan United Conservation Club 
office building. Cooley Law School is expanding downtown. 
Ameritech is consolidating and bringing 300 families to Lansing. 
The international corporation of Smith-Kline-Beecham is duilding 
a pharmaceutical plant in the city. 


We are making it happen! 


Achieving these goals of trust, competence and action mace it 
possible to move toward our goal of a world class city which is 
economically strong, assures safety for its citizens, and provides 
Quality services. 

We have created the foundation for sustained renewal. People are 
feeling better about Lansing and our city government and have 
confidence that we have the vision and the team to make it happen. 
We enter 1995 with excitement, high expectations and confidence. 


Our primary focus in 1994 was economic development. It must be 
understood that these efforts are critical to every neighborhood 
and to each individual citizen. We know that we must grow. The 
Stagnation and decline we inherited in the heart of our City 
threatened ali our neighborhoods. 


The success we achieved last year in economic development now 
allows us to make improving the Quality of Life in-our neighbor- 
hoods an EQUAL priority this year. Let us begin in our neighbor- 
hoods, schools and parks. Let us make the same commitment to 
placing playground equipment in ail 63 Project PLAY sites that we 
have in duilding the new stadium downtown. 


We need to deliver City services at the neighborhood level. in 1994, 
we began to do this by organizing neighborhood response teams. 
These teams included representatives from the Police Depart- 
ment, Planning Department and City Attorney's Office, who went 
Out into the neighborhoods to respond to citizen complaints against 
drugs, gangs, criminal activity, absentee landlord problems, and 
general neighborhood nutsance issues. 


In 1995 we will begin a major decentralization of the Lansing Police 
Department and move more police officers into our neighborhoods 
and on to our school yards. The City will be divided into two 
precincts—one north of |-496, one south—and a command post in 
each will allow citizens easier access to and more accountability 
for police services. 


The City has received a Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 
planning grant to create network centers in the four wards of our 
City, similar to the one on Michigan Avenue. A network center 
brings human and social services together with the community 
police to provide comprehensive services to neighborhood 
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families in need. Discussions are underway to locate these 
network Centers at our middie schools or high schools. Mr. Adel 
Flourry, President of the Lansing School Board, has agreed to join 
me in giving a high priority to implementing this program. This 
first-in-the-nation approach will fight the negative perception of our 
schools and assure that our kids are safe. 


To assure its a success, | will be recommending that the $2.4 
million set aside from the sale of the Civic Center, for a single 
Southside community center, be used to match Robert Wood 
Johnson funds to guarantee that network centers be developed in 
all parts of our community. 


| want to thank Councilmember Sandy Allen for taking the lead in 
this proyect and we should appiaud her efforts. 


Our emphasis on neighborhoods must also include a focus on our 
youth. | have asked each Department Director to target grant 
requests and dollars on programs that assist families and high risk 
young people. Special emphasis will be focused on the prevention 
of youth violence. 


Kris Nicholoff, founder and driving force behind the Neighborhood 
Youth and Recreation Fund, has informed me that his organization 
will be a partner in this endeavor and has identified $40,000 of 
matching money for youth activities. This challenge grant will allow 
us to implement neighborhood sports leagues, special events and 
teen clubs. 


My Advisory Committee on Youth and Families has made its focus 
the expansion of after school activities for young people. The 
committee will be working with schools, neighborhood organi- 
zations, business, labor, service providers, community police 
officers, parents and kids to develop more educational and 
recreational programs. 


Last year through the Drug Free Youth Taskforce, we concentrated 
on expanding summer youth programs. It is our intent to do that 
again this year. 


Lomas Brown, of the Detroit Lions, has committed to doubling the 
computer camp program he sponsored last year. That means 50 
Lansing kids will have the opportunity to attend six weeks of 
intensive computer training. 

Our 15 VISTA volunteers who participated in our Summer of Safety 
program will continue year around. These individuals serve with 
our Community police officers to work on high priority issues facing 
neighborhoods. Just last week, we joined with our partners of the 
Lansing Neighborhood Association and Michigan State University 
to launch our Americorp program, aimed at environmental clean 
up of our neighborhoods. The VISTA and Americorp programs 
demonstrate that we will aggressively pursue Federal money to 
improve Our quality of life. 


My office is participating in the Young Spartans Program involving 
Michigan State University, the Department of Commerce, the 
Lansing School District and the Lansing Regional Chamber of 
Commerce that is currently operating in five Lansing schools. In 
addition, my office will be adopting a classroom in one of our area 
schools. This will expand my commitment to visit at Jeast one 
school each week and to place a high school intern in my office. 
Currently we have three. 


| have encouraged each Department to adopt a classroom to 
further cement the relationship between our city, its schools and 
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the future. 


These youth programs fight the causes of crime. Money spent now 
on our neighborhood kids is an investment in our future, and will 
avoid prison costs later. All of these programs will be achieved 
within existing resources by public/private partnerships and 
volunteerism. 


The City has also been working closely with Global Hopemakers, a 
non-profit organization which helped to create our sister city 
relationship with St. Petersburg, Russia. We have a grant from the 
United States Information Agency to create an educational 
exchange between Lansing and St. Petersburg high school 
Students. 


To assure that our neighdorhoods remain safe and secure, we will 
vigorously enforce our drunk driving ordinance and continue our 
aggressive prosecution policy that has seen a 67% increase in 
arrests and a 96% conviction rate. 


The City Attorney will work with our Police and Planning 
departments to enact a new civil infraction ordinance and increase 
enforcement of neighborhood problems. The City Attorney will 
develop an ordinance to more effectively deal with boarded up 
structures. The City Attorney will also work with the Police and 
Planning departments to develop incentives to reward good 
landlords and tougher penalties for landlords who are repeat 
offenders and don't care about our neighborhoods. 


Lansing is a great place in which to work, play, and do business, Dut 
itis also a terrific place to live. In order to increase home ownership 
we are working with Councilmember Paul Novak, the Neighbor- 
hood Council, the schools, local realtors and bankers, and will 
sponsor a home ownership fair in June. This ever will be held at 
the Lansing Center and showcase our quality schools, affordable 
homes, committed local financial instrtutions and the great sense 
of pride among people who live in the City. 


We will expand our Landlord and Neighborhood Development 
Committees to all community police districts to assure that rental 
property issues are identified and addressed. 


And in response to my biggest headache—potholes—our Public 
Service Department has initiated a Pothole Patrol and committed 
to responding to calls made to the pothole hotline within 24 hours. If 
you have a pothole to report, call the pothole hotline at 483-4161. 


We will expand neighborhood clean-ups and work with Urban 
Options to provide training on backyard composting. 

We have identified the repair needs of our aging streets and 
sewers, and are maamizing the use of Federal grant funding for 
projects. For example, we have received $4 million dollars to 
reconstruct the Shiawassee Street bridge this year. Last year, a 
cooperative effort between the City, the FMC Corporation, and the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources resulted in the 
removal of contaminated waste from Crego Park. And we received 
a National Award from the Environmental Protection Agency for 
our Combined Sewer Overflow Correction Program. 


We need a permanent funding solution to the Federal Mandate that 
requires us to separate our storm water and waste treatment 
system. | have asked our Public Service Department to work with 
the Council to solve this problem now, because keeping the Grand 
River clean is our top environmental priority. 


The Special Operations Unit of the Lansing Police Department has . 
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developed a handbook on gangs which is being distributed to 
Neighborhood Watch coordinators to help prevent and control 
gang activity. The unit has forwarded a new ordinance making tt 
illegal for persons under 18 to possess cans of spray paint. | urge 
its adoption. 


The Parks and Recreation Department will expand the Neighbor- 
hood Concert Series to seven this summer. A traveling drama 
troupe will perform in neighborhood parks and participate in our 
Kids Kamps. We will also be working with our employee unions to 
assign maintenance personnel to specific parks, and we will be 
encouraging neighborhood groups to adopt a park and help with 
Clean ups. 


A critical part of 1994's revitalization was the renewed emphasis in 
downtown festivais which brought record crowds at the Michigan 
Parades into the 21st Century, Fourth of July fireworks, Car Capital 
Celebration, Riverfest and Silver Bells in the City. I'm delighted to 
announce that there were no major incidents at any of these 
events. And this year, we are adding additional festivals, including 
a community wide alcohol-free New Year's Eve festival. 


In 1995 we will continue to make our services more accessible, 
accountable and user friendly. We will expand the use of Channel 
28. During the coming year, every department will appear on cable 
to explain their operations. ; 


The Personnel Department, working with Council, will develop an 
ethics handbook for each employee and all citizen members on our 
various boards and commissions. For the first time ever, | will 
convene a joint meeting of all boards and commissions to solicit 
their cooperation and insights on how we can more effectively 
serve the citizens of Lansing. 


A world class city requires a world class City Hall. in 1995. we will 
use the lobby of City Hall to showcase the diverse cultures within 
Our community. Together with our Sister City Commission, local 
businesses and labor leaders, we will create an atmosphere that is 
warm, inviting and educational. 


In order to support our city, we will give job preference to new hires 
who live in the city. We will work with contractors and unions to 
assure affirmative action and the hiring and training of Lansing’s 
youth. The Finance Department will soon be proposing amend- 
ments to our purchasing ordinance to give preference to local 
businesses and those that hire our residents. 


| am pleased to announce that Lansing has received a Milbank 
Memorial Foundation Grant which studies the compiex issues of 
urban decay and the interrelationship between public health and 
public order. | will soon be announcing the specifics of this 
multi-year project and look forward to a collaboration between 
Michigan State University, the Ingham County Health Department, 
the Capital Area Health Alliance, and Shared Vision. 


In 1995 | will spend more of my time on Regional issues. By this 
time next year, we should have firm agreements on our Fire 
Department's Hazardous Waste Materials Program, a Regional 
Water Authority and a Hall of Courts, all of which require regional 
cooperation. | will work with City Council to initiate a series of 
discussions with area leaders on regional approaches to recycling, 
cooperative purchasing, and a health care purchasing alliance. 


Security, strength and service wiil be the focus of 1995. It is clear 
these important ideas are interrelated. We cannot have strong 
neighborhoods unless we have a vibrant downtown. We will 
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continue our aggressive economic development strategy. 


We will make the completion of the transportation center, MUCC 
office building, and the stadium a continuing priority. We want 
these projects completed on time and on budget. The stadium will 
anchor the entertainment district in the heart of Lansing. 


Baseball has been the cause of much excitement in our 
community. We've got the spirit, we'll have the stadium, now we 
need aname for the team. if you've got an idea for a great name for 
our new baseball team, | hope you'll submit it to Channel 10 or the 
Lansing State Journal in the “Name the Team Contest.” 


in March ground will be broken for a $2 million Riverfront 
Development Project that will supplement the Lansing Center, 
showcase the Grand River and provide an approach to the new 
stadium. The new Riverfront Development will feature an 
amphitheater, a beautiful downtown park, a fountain, and a fine 
family picnic area. 


| will be sending to Council a recommendation for a new 
Entertainment District Authority. This new Board will charged with 
overseeing the Lansing Center, the Stadium and the City Market. It 
is imperative that we must promote, market and operate these city 
assets in a unified, efficient and business-like manner that targets 
our resources, coordinates our strategy, and maximizes our 
revenues! 


| will ask the Mayor's Parking Advisory Committee, that performed 
SO admirably in helping solve the financial crisis we faced with our 
parking system, to continue to meet and resolve any issues 
created by the new stadium.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked Mayor Hollister for the fine 
speech he gave tonight. He is encouraged over the state of affairs 
in the City of Lansing. He reported receiving many encouraging 
and complimentary comments about the State of the City Address 
during the recess. When asked to grade Mayor Hollister's first year 
by the press, he gave the Mayor an A-. He promised to work 
diligently with the Mayor to make sure that the projects started last 
year are completed, and he congratulated the Mayor on the 
success Of his first year in office. 


Counciimember Jones appealed to the listening public to contact 
Continental Cablevision regarding the letter full of misinformation 
that they mailed to all Lansing residents last weekend. Continental, 
he said, has refused to meet with the City’s representatives, 
particularly, Or. Muth from MSU. He urged Continental to act 
responsively and responsibly to develop a cable system that wiil 
truly serve the residents of the City. 


Councilmember Allen complimented Mayor Hollister and said that 
he has outlined a very ambitious program for the City for the next 
year and one that has a lot of merit. 


Councilmember Benavides congratulated Mayor Hollister on the 
State of the City Address. He did a fine job. It was up front and up 
beat. The community got the message that the Mayor will spend as 
much time on neighborhood safety and schools this year as last 
year. 


PUBUC COMMENTS 


Dale Bryzinski of 4209 S. Pennsytvania, President of the Greater 
Lansing Building Trades Association stated his concern about the 
MUCC project. He sees the City as a puzzle. The Mayor's speech 
tonight is a piece of the puzzie that will help put other pieces of the 
puzzie together. He asked Council to use careful consideration on 
this project. 

William Hubble, living on W. Holmes Rad., urged all property owners 
commercial and residential alike to remove the snow and ice from 
their sidewalks. Everyone must do their part to make this city 
operate property. 


Bob Aldridge of 3712 Wainwright, Secretary of the Lansing Board 
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of Education, congratulated the Mayor on the increased 
cooperation between the City of Lansing and Lansing Schools. He 
looks forward to seeing the level of involvement with neighborhood 
schools that they enjoyed in the 1960's and earty 70's. We need to 
get Dack to a place where our schools are an anchor for our 
neighborhoods and the Mayor is moving in that direction. He looks 
forward to the joint meeting tomorrow night and to a new spirit of 
cooperation in the future. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate indicated his concern over the 
portion of the Mayor's speech that dealt with the development of 
community centers in all four wards. He was on the South Side 
Community Center Committee and was surprised to near of the 
Mayor's plans. The same thing happened when he served on the 
Biue Ribbon Committee. 


Tom Washington, President of the Michigan United Conservation 
Club (MUCC) told Council that he is also President of the National 
Rifle Association (NRA). He spoke regarding their concerns over 
the accidental wounding and deaths of young people through the 
use Of firearms. The NRA has been attempting to bring a program 
to Lansing to teach gun safety to our youngsters. They suffered a 
disappointment today when the Lansing School District announc- 
ed that they would be unable to use this program. The pian was to 
bring the program to all Lansing school kids in grades K-5. He 
asked the Council and Mayor to address this situation during the 
joint meeting with the School District. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine complimented Mayor Hollister on the 
State of the City address. It was very positive, upbeat and well 
done. He asked to meet with the Mayor regarding the proposed 
transportation center. 


Emma Berry of 332 S. Pine thanked the Mayor for the State of the 
City address. She complimented Mayor Hollister on his sincerity, 
evidenced over the years of their long association. She is here 
tonight to address concerns she has regarding potential changes 
in the Community Policing Program. She has heard rumors about 
changes in services levels to neighborhoods. She spoke to Chief 
Boles tonight and got his assurance that there would not be 
changes in service to her neighborhood. 


Dave Muley of 301 Rumsey invited Council and the Administration 
to an open house in a restored historic building located at 831 N. 
Washington. This house shows what can be done with some of the 
older buildings.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 
There were no Scheduled Public Hearings 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Chief Boles explained that misleading news reports over the 
weekend have caused residents and neighborhood associations 
concer that there are plans to downsize the community policing 
program in Lansing. This is not the case. We are still as committed 
as we ever were to the community policing program and have 
plans for expansion, not diminution of the program. What they are 
considering, as part of the Police Department reorganization, is 
relocation of the Department through decentralization. They plan 
to split the Department into two precincts, one on the north side of 
|-496 and one on the south side of |-496. This shouid be 


accomplished by 1996. Community Policing Officers (COP’s) will 
be maintaining their duties through precinct assignments and the 
use of a team approach. None of the neighborhoods being served 
by COP’S will lose their officers under the pian as it is structured. 
Their plan will put more COP’S in neighborhoods rather than less. 


Councilmember Jones asked Chief Boles if there would be any 
reduction in the amount of time COP’S spend in neighborhoods 
because they are pulled out of their communities to perform duties 
in other parts of the city. 


Chief Boles responded that this will not happen to any greater 
degree than it has happened in the past. These officers have 
typically been utilized in this manner in the past in emergency 
situations. 


Bill Vernon of 2115 Lyons, on behalf of the Lansing Council of 
Veterans, asked that the City not expend any funds on the national 
convention of Disabled American Veterans being held in Lansing 
this year. He is opposed to the $1,000 donation that is on tonight's 
agenda. They want the proceeds from the sale of the Civic Center 
used, as promised, to relocate the veterans. Not used to subsidize 
other organizations. They had some progress today in locating a 
Storage place to house their records, etc. ail it requires now is the 
approval of the Board of the Scott House. 


Jan Kolp of 2828 Forest Rd. spoke in opposition to the proposed 
relocation of the Buffalo from Fenner Arboretum. 


Helen Fiser, Vice President of the Forest View Citizens Association 
thanked Councilmember Allen and Mayor Hollister for working with 
their organization. They hope to have a report to the Mayor within a 
week. She presented Mayor Hollister with a commemorative 
sweatshirt that says “KEEP MAC AT FENNER”. 


Dolores Maidiow-Kramer thanked Mayor Hollister and Council- 
member Allen for the time and energy they spent on behaif of 
keeping the Buffalo at Fenner. 


Richard Collins of 225 Moores River Or. said that the conflicting 
information they have received about the Community Policing 
Program is confusing. He is here to attest to the fact that 
community policing works in his neighborhood. He asked that the 
program not be changed. Their COP has done an excellent job. 
Most of the hookers and drug pushers are gone from their 
neighborhood and the kids now have a Police Officer as their friend 
which is the reverse of what the situation used to be like. This 
neighborhood used to do citizens patrol activities to keep the 
hookers and drug pushers away from their neighborhood. The 
former City Attorney's Office described these patrols as vigilantes 
and the neighborhood felt as if they had to fight the hookers, drug 
pushers and City Hall. This is no longer the case. The advent of 
community policing in their neighborhood has changed everything 
for the better. 


Dennis Kowalski of 216 Moores River Or. said he is concerned 
about the future of his neighborhood if the COP program is cut. He 
has lived in this neighborhood for four years and has seen ail of 
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their problems with hookers and drug pushers disappear because 
of the community policing officer they have been assigned. This 
officer has pride in this neighborhood and it shows. He did 
volunteer charity work over the Christmas holiday for kids who 
needed him. The City should not try to fix something that is not 
broken. 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer said that the COP program has 
made a tremendous difference in her neighborhood and needs to 
remain as the hub of the neighborhoods policing efforts. Regarding 
the proposal by Chief Boles to develop 4 community network 
centers; she opposes any move to return the COP’s to shift duties 
because they cannot expend the same efforts on behaif of the 
communities. The COP’s must be allowed to remain on the streets. 
She suggested that the Administration and City Council read 
Publication #18 at MSU in the Criminal Justice Department written 
by Bob Trojanowicz. She does not feel that the City can properly 
promote owner occupied home ownership in Lansing without the 
existence of COP’s. 


Emly Horne 110 S. Hodge St. asked Mayor Hollister about the 
networking of community centers. Allocations for the SSCC have 
been used for fire protection and police projects. What happened 
to the allocations from the proceeds from the Sale of the Civic 
Center that were supposed to go to the SSCC? 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. thanked Dennis Sykes for handling the 
matter (Item Vill C) with the Building Department for him. He 
protested the report from Special Assistant City Attorney John 
Donohue, which says that Code of Ordinance provisions for 
conflict of interest situations are unenforceable, and also that the 
provisions of the City Charter are unenforceable, and further says 
that the Ethics Board does not mean a thing. His neighborhood 
association discussed the concept of team policing. The reason 
that community policing works, he said, is that the criminals do not 
know what shift the COP is working, or, where he is at any given 
time. 


Gladys Gillison of 223 W. Barnes Ave. said that she is always 
reluctant to accept change. In the case of the community policing 
program and the changes it has brought to her neighborhood, it 
works. She asked the Administration not to “rock the boat.” Their 
COP has done away with drug use in their neighborhood. COP’s 
become personally involved in their neighborhood and its’ 
residents which is why they work. They get to know the 
- Circumstances and adjust their schedule to the needs of the 
neighborhood, in order to be more effective. 


Al George of 515 N. Butler said that this meeting is deja vu. He 
remembers watching the Police Department let his neighborhood 
go down the tubes. Their COP made the change in their 
neighborhood. Community policing works because of the personal 
involvement the officers have with the neighborhood. They should 
be left on their beat, not put on shifts. This program works, he said, 
leave it alone. 


Betsy Barnhill of 1705 Martin said that one of the first drug houses 
to be closed down was in her neighborhood. Since the advent of 
the COP program to her neighborhood 4% years ago they have 
seen 17 drug houses closed down. Their neighborhood is now on 
an upswing. They have had 4 new home owners move in in the last 
several months. She is angry with the City Council for the first time. 
They are already pulling her COP away from the neighborhood. 
The criminals know this, they see it and they act on it. She asked 
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that her neighborhood be allowed to keep their COP. 


Millie Ceasar of 1436 Ada, a member of Neighbors United in 
Action, said that their COP changed their neighborhood from one 
with a very Dad reputation to one whose reputation is now 
acceptable. Without a COP in the neighborhood, these problems 
will come right back. Their neighborhood will make the officers 
from the “team” as welcome as they did the COP’s. She suggested 
that the Officers in LPD that are complaining and protesting the 
COP program shouid sign up for the program and get out into the 
neighborhoods to meet the people. 


James Olmstead of 1617 Martin St. said that community policing is 
important to him. ithas done a tremendous job in his neighborhood. 
The kids in the neighborhood have a new found respect for the 
officers and the authority they have over them. Kids that would 
otherwise have no one to turn to can now turn to the COP. They 
have changed the lives of these kids, and everyone else in the 
community, in a positive way. 


isabell Deppe 1011 of Dakin St., Pastor at the Potter Park United 
Methodist Church and a member of the Potter Walsh Community, 
Said that she is very concerned about any potential change to the 
COP program. A switch to the shift schedule and removal of the 
Officers from the beat pattern would be a great detriment to the 
Potter Walsh Neighborhood. She has witnessed the great charge 
this program has brought to the Potter Walsh Neighborhood in the 
3% years that she has been a Pastor in the Church. Their COP 
knows each and every one of them by name and is supportive of 
the residents. He is knowledgeable of the tragedies that have taken 
place in this neighborhood. He is an integral part of the community 
and spends time with the kids above and beyond the cail of duty. It 
is her opinion that we have the best Community Policing Program 
in this State and we should carefully address the issue of a change 
to shifts. 


Shirley Murray of 1720 Bradley Ave. said that all of these speakers 
have had neighborhood watch groups that worked hard to make a 
difference in their neighborhoods and keep crime out. it did not 
work. They couid not do it on their own. It onty worked with the 
addition of the Community Policing Officers. They bring the people 
of the community together to work with the City. Landlords listen 
better to the COP’s when complaints are made about their tenants. 
The COP’s bring in citizen volunteers who work to make their 
neighborhood better places. Now is not the time to make changes 
to this program just when things are starting to get better. Some 
blocks in their neighborhood are 90% rental properties. The heaith 
of the City depends on making neighborhoods safe and Commun- 
ity Policing Officers are the way to do that and to make Lansing a 
good piace to raise families. 


Patrick Murray of 1720 Bradley, a member of the Lansing School 
Board, said that the attitudes of the kids in the Moores Park and 
Allen Schools have completely turned around since the COP came 
into their neighborhood. COP’s, he said, keep neighborhoods from 
having heart attacks. It is a successful and efficient way to prevent 
crime. Community Policing Officers are successful at prevention. 
He has never seen an Officer in a patrol car prevent a crime. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that he has lived for 2’ years ina 
neighborhood that is 77% rental, in a house that four years ago was 
a drug house and the subject of police raids. The COP’s were one 
of the first friendly, helpful faces these residents had seen for years. 
Mayor Hollister promised in his 1994 State of the City Address to 
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expand the COP program which is a nationally recognized 
program. This is a program that should be budget driven, not grant 
driven. Further, he cannot find documentation that the Board of 
Police Commissioners has approved the proposed changes to this 
program. This approval is required by the Charter. The administra- 
tion needs to take another look at Bob Trojanowicz s work and go 
back and read bulletin #18. 


Rudy Barnhill of 1705 Martin St.. a member of the Fabulous Acres 
Neighborhood Association, said that his neighborhood was one of 
the first to get a COP four years ago. They had 17 drug houses at 
the time. Their crime rate went from one of the highest in the City to 
one of the lowest. There used to be frequent unfriendly encounters 
with the Police Department in his neighborhood. This was all 
changed by the COP. The Building Safety Department has been 
able to close a lot of the drug houses thanks to the COP. They now 
have a new Tot Lot which can also be attributed to the COP. He 
does not want to see the kind of damage this change will make to 
their neighborhood. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre Crt. said that she is afraid that what the 
Administration has characterized as “just a rumor” 's true. if it is 
true, it will force more homeowners out of the City. The COP in her 
neighborhood is making it a better place to live. 


Lester 0. Stone of 1603 W. Kalamazoo a member of the Pastor's 
Conference of Greater Lansing reported meeting with the Mayor 
today at Friendship Baptist Church to discuss the termination of 
Yvonne Christopher as the Human Relations Director for the City. 
The Mayor presented justification for his decision, however, the 
Pastor's Conference rejected the rational he presented. They feel 
this firing was an unjustified firing of a person who had been in the 
position for only three months. This is in direct opposition to the 
principals the Mayor has advocated to this community. They feel 
this action to be cruel and brutal. The Mayor gave no indication that 
he was unhappy with Ms. Christopher when, one week prior to her 
firing, he was asked about her performance. They are asking that 
she be reinstated in the position. The African/American 
community is very upset over the Mayor's actions and this issue 
will not go away. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that positive changes have 
taken place in his neighborhood because of their COP. Disconti- 
nuation of the program wouid have a drastic affect on the citizens 
of the city, who have already suffered enough at the hands of City 
government. The first thing that happens whenever there are 
budget constraints is that the citizens get their programs cut. He 
asked whose idea it is to cut this program. 


Mayor Hollister responded to the people who have spoken 
regarding the Community Policing Program by saying that this 
program will not be cut. It will be continued and, in fact, expanded. 
This report was generated by people who are concerned about the 
Police Department reorganization. These officers operate under 
federal grants and it is not within the power of the Police 
Department to change their hours. Their plan is for expansion of 
this program, not diminution. He does not know exactly where this 
rumor began, but he held a press conference to dispel the affects 
of the misinformation which, apparently, was not entirely 
successful. 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said she is happy to hear that the 
COP program is to be increased rather than reduced. She has only 
lived in her neighborhood for 2’2 months, but she already knows 
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the COP and he knows her. The house that she purchased is a 
former drug house. 


Shirley Payne of 3316 N. Waverly and Twana Kahn of 336 N. 
Waverly approached the podium and spoke together in recognition 
of their COP. They want to keep their officer as long as they can. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked what role City Council will 
play in the COP issue. Will this issue be referred to the Committee 
on Public Safety, or will it be referred to the Committee of the 
Whole? 


Council President Benavides pointed out that they have not 
received a request from the Administration for involvement in this 
issue. 


Councilmember Allen said that the Chief of Police touched briefly 
on the issue of community policing at the last Public Safety 
Committee meeting. They will continue to work with the Police 
Department as their reorganization develops. 


Willie Davis, no address given, called for an investigation into 
discrepancies between charges filed for two different murders that 
took place in his neighborhood.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that tonight's public comments were a 
remarkable affirmation of the Community Policing Program. As 
previously stated, he, along with Chief Boles, held a press 
conference today to address the citizens concerns over the 
continuation of the Community Policing Program and the 
misreported diminution of COP services in neighborhoods. They 
will do their best to reassure everyone who still requires assurance. 


He reported on his recent trip to Washington to attend the National 
Conference of Mayors at which he met with the Congressional 
Delegation regarding the transportation budget. They expect to 
see allocations remain at current levels for this year, however, we 
may see some cuts the following year. They liked the project and 
felt it had good prospects. It is all up to CATA at this point and he 
expects some action from them this week. 


He found out at the convention that ISTEA money is on the list of 
cuts. There was increasing interest, on the part of the Mayors from 
other communities, in baseball as a recreational entertainment for 
their cities. They met with labor representatives, player's 
representatives and owners representatives, even President 
Clinton got involved. He sent a letter to them encouraging parties 
On both sides of the baseball strike to resolve the strike prior to 
February 6, 1995 (the beginning of Spring Training), or, he would 
involve negotiators from labor. The President made it clear that this 
issue should de resolved through collective bargaining and should 
be resolved now. He (Hollister) believes that President Clinton has 
improved the possibility of the strike being resolved through his 
intervention. He met with representatives of the Minor League 
Owners and learned that any anti-trust legislation would exempt 
minor league teams. 


Congress, he said, will pass a plan calling for a constitutional 
convention and a balanced budget to take effect in the year 2002. 
Social Security will not be cut, defense spending will be increased, 
interest on the national deficit will be paid and medicare will not be 
Cut. This leaves 1/3 of the pie which must include grants to state 
and local governments and could see reductions of up to 30%. This 
would include ISTEA and Community Policing grants. There are no 
public hearings on this budget process. It will be developed within 
30 days. It takes responsibility from federal government and gives it 
to state and local governments. This what is becoming known as 
devolution. The Crime Bill would be block granted and localities 
would have to chose between police on the street and community 
policing. 

They are serious about shifting responsibility for these programs. if 
we want programs, we will have to figure out how to fund them 
because the money will not be coming from Washington. He asked 
everyone to communicate with their congressmen to tell them the 
same things we heard here tonight. One biock grant that will not be 
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cut is the one for prisons. Police programs would be put in block 
grant programs and would be cut by two billion dollars. The Mayors 
were Clear that their priorities were prevention and early 
intervention. He distributed copies of a Priority Issues memoran- 
dum that was given to the Mayors at the conference and 
announced that copies are available for the public on the table at 
the back of chambers.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Committee on Ways and Means this Tuesday at 5:15 P.M. 


Councilmember Allen announced a meeting of the South Side 
Community Center Ad Hoc Committee Tuesday at 6:30 P.M. She 
reported attending an open house held at 819 N. Washington for a 
renovated old home originally built by P.J. Creyts. She compli- 
mented the owners on the amazing job they did on this house. She 
commented on the “unfortunate incident” at Everett High School 
and said that Council heid a joint meeting with the Board of 
Education and promised that the Public Safety Committee will 
remain involved with this issue. 


Councilmember Novak apologized for his absence at the State of 
the City Address he was delayed in an airport. The North West 
Neighborhood Alliance :s still having a problem getting stop signs 
installed at the intersection of Westmoreland and Theodore. They 
suomitted petition signatures from 45 residents of this neighbor- 
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hood. He asked that this issue be examined carefully and that the 
result is what is best for the neighborhood. They have another 
request pending for traffic control at an intersection. A traffic study 
will be performed this March and their requests should be 
addressed by summer when the kids get out of school. 


Councilmember Lilly apologized to Councilmember Novak for 
what he termed ‘unfortunate remarks’ made by him in the 
presence of a reporter that wound up in print. He should not have 
made the statements, they were in poor taste and rash, and he 
publicly apologizes to Councilmember Novak for them. 


Councilmember Jones thanked everyone who came to tonight's 
meeting in support of the Community Policing Program. He asked 
Mayor Hollister to think hard about this issue in the future 
especially with the proposed dry up of federal funds. We may getto 
the point of requesting a millage increase to keep this program as it 
currently exists. We cannot afford to allow the positive resuits this 
program has had on neighborhoods to be withdrawn. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that the Police Department 
should be paying some attention to the problem of guns in schools. 
They could probably get Police volunteers to spend a half hour in 
the morning, a half hour at lunch and a half hour to forty-five 
minutes when school gets out to make sure that nothing like the 
Everett High incident happens on school grounds again. We must 
do something about this now. We cannot wait until a kid is blown 
away on school grounds. 


Chery! VanDeKerkhove of 303 S. Holmes spoke in support of the 
two proposed Civil Rights ordinances. She related an incident in 
which a lesbian couple were refused service by a local Dakery and 
another incident where a lesbian couple were kicked out of a local 
restaurant for holding hands. She recommended the movie 
“Serving in Silence" to be aired next Monday night at 9:00 P.M. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that COPS should not be ona 
set schedule and he doesn't understand why we need restructur- 
ing of the Police Department. The reduction of federal funds for 
programs like this tells him that our economy is not good. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. challenged Mayor Hollister's 
comments, in the State of the City Address, relative to his success 
in restoring trust to City Government. This statement is not true. 
Trust has not been restored. They have attempted to restore it, but 
their attempt has been unsuccessful. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn urged City Council to do something to 
assist the Eyde Co. in finding funds to restore the facade of the 
Knapp Building which is falling apart. This City cannot afford to lose 
this building. We should work with the Eyde Brothers to develop a 
single building historic district to entitle them to funds to preserve 
this unique building. He objected to bids being let for a microfiche 
microfilm computer printer. This is a step back in technology. We 
should be scanning these documents onto a computer disk for 
storage. We should be empowering the residents of Lansing 
Housing Commission properties to own those properties. This 's 
being done in other cities. Council, he said, has 30 days to come up 
with a 2/3 vote on their assessment of the Christopher firing.

SPECIAL CEREMONY 


Mayor Hollister explained that the image Campaign Task Force 
developed a new logo and seal for the City along with a multi-media 
Campaign that has recerved an award. He introduced Bob Kolt, of 
Kolt & Serkaian Communications, Inc. who made a presentation 
regarding that award. 


Bob Kolt reported that the 23 member image Campaign Task 
Force researched the identity of the area and the community to 
determine what kind of image campaign the City should adopt. 
Over three million dollars were donated to conduct this campaign. 
They have gotten nothing but positive feedback on the campaign. 
They have now received an award for it. Pace Creative of Lansing 
has been instrumental in helping to develop the seai for the City. 
The seal will go on and be submitted for the Addy Award and they 
anticipate receiving a national award for this design. They 
developed a large rendition of the Seal for the Mayor to present to 
City Council to be displayed behind the dais. 


Mayor Hollister explained the significance of the colors on the seal 
symbolizing the diversity of the community, the purity of the Grana 
River, the representation of Lansing as a Tree City, ana the hope 
expressed in the sunburst. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


Mayor Hollister explained that all of these Business Financing 
Assistance Programs would be administrated by the Economic 
Development Corporation, the financing arm of the Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department. He is the Chairman of 
the Board of the Economic Development Corporation and 
Councilman Brockwell sits on the Board. They devised a smail 
business development loan program wherein business could 
borrow up to $300,000 at 5% over a twenty year period. They 
designated three areas as development areas, those being: 
Michigan Ave. from Clara's Restaurant to the Capitol duilding: 
Washington Square Mail and Environs: and finally, Old Town. The 
Public Hearings on tonight's agenda are for small business 
entrepreneurs who are interested in developing commercial 
businesses and residential uses in these areas. Ideally, EDC wouid 
like to See Commercial developments that house apartments /liv- 
ing space in the upstairs portions of their buildings. They want to 
get people living in the downtown area to be part of the 
revitalization of the City. He introduced Pat Cook of EDC who gave 
background information on each of these projects. 


Councilmember Novak noted that the total investment in these 
projects is 1.25 million dollars, of which $500,000 is EDC money, 
meaning that over 50% of the financing of the projects must be 
provided by the business owners.

He 
proposes development of afull fledged restaurant which will 
contain an open brewery. This is a very theatrical process which 
they expect to draw a lot of business to the new restaurant. Patrons 
will be able to see beer being brewed and they can ask questions of 
the brewmaster. They hope to be able to make root beer at the 
same facility. The restaurant will have a seating capacity of 200. 
The restaurant/ brewery will be located at 603 £. Michigan. They 
bought this property about one year ago and put a loft in up above. 
They are renting out the lower floor of 609 E. Michigan to a design 
business owned and operated by three women who moved their

business to Lansing from E. Lansing. He lives in the loft above the 
609 E. Michigan location and has rented the loft at the 603 E.

Councilmember Jones asked where they expect to hire their chef 
and brew master from. Mr. Hepler said that they hope to hire achef 
locally, but may have to go outside of the City, and possibly the 
State to find a qualified orewmaster. 


Mayor Hollister asked Mr. Hepler to tell everyone when they expect 
to open up. Mr. Hepier said they will be open by August 8th for two 
parties they have scheduled. They will then close down for a few 
days to work out any kinks they discover in their operation. 


Councilmember Allen asked Mr. Hepler if this would be his first time 
in the restaurant business. Mr. Hepler responded in the affirmative. 


Mike O'Leary, a partner in the Blue Coyote project, said that he is 
very glad to be able to bring this development to downtown 


Lansing. His father's company, O'Leary's has been in Lansing for 


years now and he is glad to be able to join him in the business 
community. He thanked the Administration and City Council for the 
cooperation they have given on these projects. 


Councilmember Lilly noted that the Public Hearing for the rezoning 
of the properties at 603 & 603% E. Michigan Ave. will be set tonight. 
They should be able to pass the rezoning at the meeting following 
the meeting in which the public hearing is held at, if there is no 
Opposition, and they can give it immediate effect to allow him to get 
going with his projects. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. complained that President Benavides 
did not follow protocol when he took comments on these public 
hearings all together rather than taking them separately.

Marilyn Frye of 222 Leslie explained that they are developing the 
second story of their two buildings into five apartments for 
residential uses for lower income residents. On the ground floor 
they will house fully stocked art studios with the idea of creating an 
art center for women artists. They have received tremendous 
assistance and cooperation trom staff at the Planning and Building 
Departments. The City, in general, has been a great place to do 
business. They are committed to using $50,000 of their own money 
on this project as weil as an enormous amount of time renovating 
the building at 1236 Turner Street. When they bought this building 
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the front wail was falling off. This has already been replaced and 
they now have a new wall that fits in very weil with the architecture 
of the ouilding. 


Terry Terry of the Old Town Business and Arts Association said 
that their proyect was given the go ahead by Emil Winnicker of the 
Development Department about one year ago. They are not asking 
for money, they are asking for a loan guarantee, they have their 
own financing. 


Mayor Hollister announced that all of these projects are scheduled 
to be completed in 1995. All business owners, with the exception of 
Dimitri Stathopoulos live in Lansing. Mr. Stathopouios lives :n €. 
Lansing, Dut, he is very glad to have this investment in Lansing no 
matter where the business owners live. 


Councilmember Novak announced that all of these projects will be 
taken up by the Economic Development Committee at their 
meeting tomorrow at 1:30 P.M.

Dimitrios Stathopoulos of 525 Walbridge in E. Lansing, owner of 
Dimitri's in the Washington Square Mall. said that his business has 
been in downtown Lansing for over 20 years. He owns the two 
buildings at 104 & 106 S. Washington. He has been trying for years 
to develop the upstairs portions of his buildings. He is very thankful 
for this program. He thanked EDC, the Mayor, and City Council for 
Providing business owners with this help. This project will be very 
good for the community. The upstairs of his buildings have not 
been rented for over 50 years. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mr. Stathopoulos how many 
apartments he would have in the upstairs portions of his duildings. 
Mr. Stathopoulos answered that it would be cost prohibitive to 
develop his upstairs into apartments. They will be developed into 
office space. The cost of apartments would not allow him a return 
on his investment.

Fred Rieger of 235 N. Hayford Ave., a Public Service Board 
member, spoke regarding the Tree Preservation Report. The 
Public Service Board met with the members of the Tree 
Preservation Committee and the Public Service Department and 
Parks Department to approve a report that recommended some 
changes to the report submitted by the Tree Preservation 
Committee. The Public Services Department has made many 
modifications in the processes that they use on this project. They 
have ironed out a lot of the problems with the Foster St. CSO 
project. They reviewed the Transportation/ Infrastructure Report 
on the City's streets, bridges and sidewalks. They met with the 
Mayor last Friday. He gave them the go ahead to develop 
recommendations to bring back to Council. They will start now to 
develop a pian of action. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said he is glad to see Council 
member Canady here tonight, because he has been waiting to 
hear him sing the MSU fight song. He asked how the ordinance on 
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graffiti and the ordinance on possession of spray paint by minors 
could possibly be enforced. He related his attempts over the ‘ast 
2-3 years to get some graffiti on the back of a neighboring house 
taken care of. He wound up removing the graffiti himself. He 
thanked Counciimemper Jones for nis work on the distribution of 
unclaimed bicycles. He asked what kinds of qualifications 
neighborhood associations must possess to be eligible to receive 
‘hese dikes. 


Councilmember Jones responded that they must be private 
non-profit organizations that nave been recognized by the State of 
Michigan. Once they have received this recognition they should 
contact Tina Gallente of the Council Staff to apply for unclaimed 
bikes. The process will go forward from there. 


Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope spoke in support of the graffiti 
ordinance and the ordinance prohibiting the possession of spray 
paint by minors. it is good to let young people know that they are 
responsible for what they do. Parents who want youngsters to go to 
the store and pick up spray paint for them can write their children 
permission slips. He thinks that the record keeping required by 
store owners could prove difficult for then to comply with and that 
kids should be required to remove the graffiti that they put on 
structures so that they can learn that crime does not pay. They 
should have to pay for the material to cover up the graffiti and also 
do community service to condone for their actions. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 €. Elm St. spoke in support of the appointment of 
Camille Abood to the Greater Lansing Convention/ Exhibition 
Authority Board. He is a fine gentleman and has done a jot of work 
for the Greater Lansing Food Bank. He also assisted Concerned 
Citizens to Save Lansing (CCSL) in their lawsuit over the early 
retirement program. He spoke in opposition to the graffiti 
ordinances, saying, they will not fix anything. The City approach to 
problem solving is always to pass an ordinance. You can pass all of 
the laws you want, but they must be enforced with equality, 
otherwise ail it does is breed contempt for the law. We would be 
better off not having all of these laws on the books that can be 
violated at will, because they breed contempt. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. spoke in opposition to the 
graffiti ordinances, saying, they cannot be enforced. These 
ordinances do not empower the residents of this city which is 
advocated by the image campaign. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine spoke in opposition to the graffiti 
ordinance. He supports the concept of making the people who do 
the graffiti do the cleaning of the graffiti. He spoke in support of the 
appointment of Camille Abood to the Greater Lansing Convention/ 
Exhibition Authority. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for more information about 
the position the Convention/ Exhibition Center appointees hold 
regarding the use of the Lansing Center by Citizens groups. He 
requested more information regarding the contract of lease with 
the Lansing Building Authority. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that the graffiti ordinance is 
just one more thorn in the sides of the people who own buildings in 
this City. There is nothing in the building code that is user friendly. 
Property owners in this town have no defense against the building 
inspectors from the Building Safety Department. This is a slap in 
the face to the people who go to the expense of owning property in 
this town and providing it as rental housing. The Building Safety 
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inspectors are unjust and unprofessional. Something needs to be 
done with this code.

Mr. Wiener announced that the Parks and Recreation Department 
will hold a public hearing on their proposed Five Year Master Plan 
on Wednesday, February 8, 1995 at 7:00 P.M. at the Foster 
Community Center. February 15th is the last day for applications 
for Neighborhood Grants. Last year $71,000 was distributed to 
neighborhood associations. The smallest grant was for $300 and 
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the largest was for $9,000 for a community computer center. There 
was a full range of applications received and they encourage 
neighborhood associations to apply again this year. A 12 member 
board will review the applications and announce the winners by 
April 15, 1995. Applications are available in Community Centers, 
Public Libraries and the information Desk in City Hall. 


Councilmember Allen reported receiving a considerable amount of 
phone calls today regarding the possible sale of the Waverly Golf 
Course. She's totally in the dark about the project, has never heard 
of it, and requested enlightenment. 


Mr. Wiener said that there has been discussion in the past number 
of years about developing this golf course. The Director of the 
Parks and Recreation Department has indicated a willingness to 
hear proposals to that effect. This is simply an exploration of 
proposals that are out there from people who are interested in 
developing this area. 


Councilmember Allen asked what brought this up again and why 
Councilmembers were not informed about it. 


Mr. Wiener said that this is new to the Administration as well. There 
was an indication of interest in developing this property and they 
said they wouid listen to the proposal. They will keep Council 
advised of further activities. 


Councilmember Allen said that she feels they have put the cart 
before the horse. Council should have been in on the front end of 
the project not on the back end. She criticized the Administration 
for the use of this type of tactics. 


Councilmember Lilly said that this surfaced two weeks ago when 
they ran an RFP (request for proposal) on Channel 28. The Parks 
Board has approved a development project to turn Waverly Golf 
Course into an 18 hole course. This is on the agenda of the 
Physical Development Committee for tomorrow at 5:00 P.M. so 
they can find out exactly what is going on. There are other 
proposals out there by developers. He agreed that it is difficult for 
them when news like this hits the newspapers before Council has 
been notified. Council must be convinced of the advisability of a 
project like this before it can go on the ballot for the vote of the 
people. This may be a vastly under utilized resource, but if we took 
it away, all we would have is Groesbeck, which is a very nice 18 
hole course, and two rather pathetic courses; Sycamore and Red 
Cedar. In the future Council should be put in the know about these 
projects before they hit the newspapers. 


Councilmember Beal asked who authorized the RFP and ran it on 
Channel 28? The Administration must be involved in this matter if 
they are out there seeking proposals for development of the golf 
course. Mr. Wiener said that the Administration authorized the 
Parks and Recreation Director to accept proposals. Council- 
member Beal admonished the Administration for not informing 
Council of their plans before they put them in a position of receiving 
a ton of phone calls and finding out about this from the State 
Journal. 


Councilmember Jones said that this is the most congested four 
corners in this City which could easily be developed right into an 
absurd gridlock. 


Councilmember Brockwell cautioned his colleagues not to close 
their eyes and ears about the development of this golf course. It is 
not the Administration's intent to give up a 9 hole golf course 
without getting an 18 hole course in the bargain. It should be noted 
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that the majority of players on this course do not live in the City of 
Lansing. This is just a proposal that they are considering and 
looking into. 


Council President Benavides asked Councilmember Lilly to see 
that the Physical Development Committee refers this issue to the 
Committee of the Whole for discussion this Thursday.

RESOLUTION #79 
RESOLUTION APPROVING BUILDING AUTHORITY CONTRACT 
AND NOTICE 


City of Lansing 
Counties of Ingham and Eaton, State of Michigan 


WHEREAS, there exists in and for the City of Lansing (the “City”), a 
need to construct a public parking lot and a public plaza and 
improve the site therefor, which are appurtenant and necessary for 
the use of the new public baseball stadium to be operated by the 
City of Lansing Building Authority (the Authority’), and there exists 
a need to acquire certain equipment and systems for the purpose 
of operating and maintaining the automobile parking system, lots or 
structures (collectively, the “Proyects'’); and 


WHEREAS, this City Council has determined, and does hereby 
reaffirm, that it is necessary for the public health, safety and welfare 
of the City to acquire the Projects for the use of the City; and 


WHEREAS, Act 31, Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra 
Session), as amended (“Act 31"), provides through the procedures 
Of building authority financing a means for the acquisition, 
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construction and financing of the Projects; and 


WHEREAS, the City, in accordance with the provisions of Act 31. 
has previously adopted Articles of Incorporation and has 
established the Authority with full powers to acquire and construct 
the Projects; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines it to be in the best interest 
of the City to acquire and finance the Projects through the Authority 
iN accordance with the provisions of Act 31; and 


WHEREAS, a Contract of Lease (the "1995 Contract") between the 
City and the Authority providing for the acquisition, construction 
and financing of the Projects and such matters as are deemed 
necessary thereto has been prepared: and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with the requirements of Act 31. a 
Notice of Intent to Issue Bonds must be published by the City at 
least forty-five (45) days before the issuance of bonds, before the 
1995 Contract between the City and the Authority can become 
effective: and 


WHEREAS, all of the expenditures for the Projects are expected to 
be funded by the City on a long-term basis solely with the proceeds 
of bonds to be issued by the Authority in one or more series in the 
aggregate principal amount of not to exceed Three Million Dollars 
($3,000,000), which bonds will be issued in expectation of or in 
reimbursement of the expenditures; and 


WHEREAS, the Internal Revenue Service has issued Treasury 
Regulation S 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended, governing proceeds of debt used for 
reimbursement, pursuant to which the City must declare official 
intent to reimburse expenditures with proceeds of such debt: and 


WHEREAS, prior to the issuance of the bonds the City must either 
receive prior approval of the bonds from the Michigan Department 
of Treasury or be exempt from prior approval as provided in 
Chapter Ill, Section Il of Act 202, Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as 
amended (“Act 202”). 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The City Council of the City hereby determines it to be 
necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City to 
acquire the Projects as set forth in the 1995 Contract for the use of 
the City. 


2. This City Council deems it to be in the best interest of the City to 
finance the cost of such Projects through the Authority in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 31. 


3. This City Council hereby approves the 1995 Contract for the 
acquisition and financing of the Projects. 


4. The Notice of Intention of Entering into Contract of Lease as 
hereto attached as Exhibit A shail be published in the Lansing State 
Joumal, a newspaper of general circulation in the City, promptly 
upon adoption of this resolution, said Notice to appear as a display 
advertisement at least one-quarter (1/4) page in size. 


5. The Mayor and City Clerk of the City are authorized to execute 
immediately and deliver the 1995 Contract to the Authority. The 
1995 Contract shall become effective upon the expiration of 
forty-five days (45) days following the date of publication of the 
aforesaid Notice, uniess, under the provisions of Section 8(b) of 
Act 31, the effectiveness of the 1995 Contract is stayed by reason 
of the filing of a petition for referendum thereon and the resultant 
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necessity of prior approval thereof by the qualified electors of the 
City. The City Council does hereby determine that the designated 
newspaper is the newspaper circulating in the City which reaches 
the largest number of persons to whom the aforesaid Notice 's 
directed and that publication of the aforesaid Notice in the 
designated newspaper represents the most practical and feasible 
means of informing the taxpayers and electors of the City of the 
Projects and the ‘inancing thereof. A copy of the 1995 Contract 
shall be placed on file :n the office of the City Clerk and shail be 
available for public examination. 


6. The City Council of the City does hereby ratify and confirm its 
covenant in the 1995 Contract to levy ad valorem taxes against all 
taxable property in the City to the extent necessary to meet the 
Obligations of the City thereunder in the event revenues from other 
sources are insufficient for any reason whatsoever. Any such 
taxes levied to pay the Cash Rental under the 1995 Contract shall 
be limited as to rate or amount in the manner provided by law. 


7. The City Council hereby makes the following declaration of 
intent for the purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of 
Treas. Reg. S 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended: 


(1) The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself for the 
expenditures for the Projects with proceeds of debt to be incurred 
by the City. 


(2) The maximum principal amount of debt expected to be 
issued for reimbursement purposes, including reimbursement of 
debt issuance costs, is $3,000,000, which may be issued in one or 
more series. 


(3) Areimbursement allocation of the expenditures for the 
Projects with the proceeds of the borrowing described herein will 
occur not later than 18 months after the later of (i) the date on which 
the expenditure is paid, or (ii) the date the Projects are placed in 
service or abandoned, but in no event more than three (3) years 
after the original expenditure is paid. A reimbursement allocation, 
is an allocation in writing that evidences the City’s use of the 
proceeds of the debt to be issued for the Projects to reimburse the 
City for a capital expenditure made pursuant to this Resolution. 


(4) The expenditures for the Projects are “capital expenditures” 
as defined in Treas. Reg. S 1.150-1(b), which are any costs of a 
type which are property chargeable to a capital account (or would 
be so chargeable with a proper etection or with the application of 
the definition of “placed in service” under Treas. Reg. S 1.150-2(c)) 
under general Federal income tax principles (as determined at the 
time the expenditure is paid). 


(5) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in reimburse- 
ment pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a manner 
described in Treas. Reg. S 1.150-2(h) with respect to abusive uses 
of such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using funds 
corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner that 
results in the creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas. Reg. 
1.148-1) within one year of the reimbursement allocation 
described in (3) above. 


(6) Expenditures for the Projects to be reimbursed from the 
proceeds of the borrowing for purposes of this Resolution do not 
include costs for the issuance of the debt or an amount not in 
excess of the lesser of $100,000 or 5 percent of the proceeds of the 
borrowing, Of preliminary expenditure not exceeding twenty (20) 
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percent of the issue price ofthe borrowing, within the meaning of 
Treas. Reg. S 1.150-2(f) (such preliminary expenditures inciude 
architectural, engineering, surveying, soil testing and similar costs 
incurred prior to construction of the Projects, but do not include 
land acquisition, site preparation, and similar costs incident to 
commencement of construction). 


8. This resolution is adopted to indicate the intent of the City only. 
and does not bind the City to acquire and construct any 
improvements or to issue any obligations of the City with respect 
thereto. 


9. The Director of Finance and the Director of Public Service or 
their duly authorized deputies are each authorized to request an 
order from the Department of Treasury of the State of Michigan 
(“State Treasury’) providing an exception for the bonds from prior 
approval or an order from State Treasury of approval to :ssue 
bonds, to pay any related fee, and to execute and deliver any 
documents as may be required by State Treasury in connection 
with such order. 


10. All resolutions and parts of resolutions insofar as the same 
conflict with the provisions of this resolution be and the same 
hereby are rescinded.

Resolution Authorizing Issuance and Sale of a Combined Sewer 
Overflow Limited Tax General Obligation Bond 
(Phase ||, Segment 2), Series 2 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has. issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the 
“NPDES Permit”) requiring the City of Lansing (the ‘City’’) to 
develop a Final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
“CSO Control Program’) to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (“ONR”) for 
approval: and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, DNR, 
acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality Division, 
has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the City in 
compliance with the NPDES Permit, and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended 
(“Act 320"), enables a city to issue and sell bonds to finance 
construction of improvements required by a permit issued by the 
State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize the 
issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 320 in an amount not to exceed Nine Million 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($9,500,000) for the purpose of 
rehabilitating the Twin 90s, improving the Clippert Street Storm 
Water Pump Station, and separating combined sewers in the area 
served by CSO regulator 041 (1-496 to Kalamazoo Street, Holmes 
Street to Clemens Avenue) and the Foster Avenue North (from 
Michigan Avenue to Hopkins Street) sanitary interceptor, and other 
improvements (together, the Improvements”) included in Phase 
ll, Segment 2 of the Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements 
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Project Plan required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City’s consulting engineers and suomitted 
for approval by the ONR: and 


WHEREAS, on Friday, October 14, 1994. in compliance with the 
requirements of Section 5/g) of the Home Rule Cities Act. Act 279, 
Puolic Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amendea, the City published in 
the Lansing State Journal the Official Notice to Electors and 
Taxpayers of the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds (the 
‘Notice of intent’) which described the bonds to be issued to 
finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, on December 20, 1994, the City issued the first series 
of limited tax general obligation bonds for the purpose of 
constructing the Improvements in the amount of $575,000; and 


WHEREAS, at this time the City Council wishes to authorize the 
issuance of the second series of limited tax general obligation 
bonds for the purpose of constructing the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter Ili, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance Act, 
Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, permits 
a Municipality to authorize, within limitations which shail be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete the authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE. BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant tothe CSO Control Program 
approved by DNR in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officers. The term “Authorized Officer” as used in. 


this Resolution shail refer to any one of the following City officers: 
the Director of Finance, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, 
or the City Clerk. 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City designated 
COMBINED SEWER OVERFLOW LIMITED TAX GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BOND (PHASE I!, SEGMENT 2) Series 2 (the 
“Bond"’) is authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a 
portion of the costs of the Improvements, including capitalized 
interest and costs incidental to the issuance, sale and delivery of 
the Bond. 


The Bond shall not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received an order of prior approval to issue the Bond or an order of 
exception from prior approval from the Municipal Finance Division 
of the State of Michigan Department Treasury. 


The Bond shail not be issued or delivered unless the City has 
received approval from the DNR of the plans and specifications for 
the Improvements. 


4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum of Eight Million Nine Hundred Twenty Five Thousand 
Dollars ($8,925,000) or such lesser amount as shall be determined 
by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale (the “Principal 
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Amount") and approved by the DNR and the Michigan Municipal 
Bond Authority (the “Authority”). The Bond shail be the second ina 
series of bonds to be issued in an aggregate principal amount not 
to exceed $9,500,000, as described in the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shail be issued in substantially the form of Appendix A, 
with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect changes in 
Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized Officer at or 
prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority granted by this 
Resolution. The Authorized Officer shail have the authority to make 
Such changes in the form of bond as shall be requested by the 
Authority, deemed reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in 
conflict with the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond shail 
oe in the form of a single fully-registered, nonconvertibie. 
nonchangeable bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, or such other date as 
may De determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of 
the Bond and approved by the DNR and the Authority. 


The Bond shail be payable in serial principal installments on April 1 
of each year beginning April 1, 1997, or on such other dates as may 
be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the 
Bond and approved by the ONR and the Authority. The schedule of 
serial principal installments shail be determined by an Authorized 
officer at the time of sale of the Bond and approved by DNR and the 
Authority. Interest on the Bond will be payable as provided under 
Section 5, on October 1, 1995, and semiannually thereafter on April 
1 of and October 1 of each year until maturity or earlier prepayment 
of said installment, or on such other dates as determined by an 
Authorized Officer at the time of the sale of the Bond and approved 
by the DNR and the Authority. 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DNR and the Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the Principal 
Amount and the dates and amounts of principal installments, shail 
be evidenced by execution of the Purchase Contract to be 
executed between the City and the Authority as described below. 


5. Sale of Bond; Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The City 
shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an interest 
rate of not to exceed two and one quarter percent (2.25%) per 
annum. The Bond shail be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority. 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shail not be received in one lump 
sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal installments of 
the Sond (the “purchased principal instailments’’) from the 
Authority as such purchases are approved by the DNR. These 
purchased principal installments shall be deemed to correspond to 
the serial principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The City 
shail have no obligation to repay any serial principal installments 
for which the City did not receive proceeds from corresponding 
purchased principal installments of at least a like amount. 


Interest on the Bond shail only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. 


In the event less than the Principal Amount of the Bond is 
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purchased by the Authority, any portion of the Principal Amount 's 
orepaid as provided below, or any serial principal payment 
becomes due before the City has received proceeds from 
corresponding purchased principal installments of at least a like 
amount. then tne Authority may prepare a new Serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City. 


6 Bond Register; Record of Payments. The Bond shail be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the Finance Director. 
The Finance Director shail record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the cancelled checks or other records evidencing such 
oayments shail be returned to and retained by the Finance Director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
Obligation of the City with respect to such payments shali be 
discharged to the extent of such payments. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shail deliver the Bond to the City 
for cancellation. 


7. Execution and Delivery. The Bond shail be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 
signatures on the Bond shail be a manual signature) and shall have 
the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or impressed on 
the Bond. After execution, the Bond shail be delivered to the 
Authority by the Finance Director or his designee. 


8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The bond shail be a limited tax general 
Obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first budget 
obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes imposed 
on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. Commenc- 
ing with the year 1995, there shail be levied upon the tax rolls of the 
City in the manner required by the provisions of Act 202, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, an amount such that the 
estimated collection therefrom will be sufficient to promptty pay, 
when due, the principal of and interest on the Bond becoming due 
prior to the next annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at the 
time of making any such annual tax levy there shall be other 
monies to make the required payments on the Bond, then the City 
shall take such monies into account in determining such annual 
levy. 

9. Debt Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is authorized 
and directed to pay, or cause to be paid, from the general fund or 
other available funds, all payments of principal, if any, and interest 
on the Bond to the Authority’s Depository, or in the event the 
Authority is no longer the owner of the Bond, to the Owner of the 
Bond, in accordance with the requirements of the Bond. 


10. Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond (except 
Capitalized interest as provided above) and the prior series of 
bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the CSO LIMITED TAX 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BOND CONSTRUCTION FUND (the 
“Construction Fund"). Said moneys shail be used solely for the 
purposes for which the Bond, and other bonds issued for the CSO 
Control Program, are issued. Any unexpended balance of the 
proceeds of the sale of the Bond remaining after completion of the 


improvements herein authorized may be used at the discretion of — 


the Director of Public Service for further improvements included in 
the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES Permit. Any 
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remaining balance after such expenditure shall be used for the 
prepayment of installments of the Bond or the purchase of 
installments of the Bond at not more than the fair market vaiue 
thereof. 


After completion of the improvements and disposition of remaining 
proceeds. if any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this 
Section, the Construction Fund may be closed. 


11. Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event any 
Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the City 
Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new Bond 
Maving 4 number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity and 
denomination as that mutilated. lost, stolen or destroyed. 


in the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrenderea to 
the City. In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a 
replacement Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City 
shall have received such proof of ownership and Joss and 
indemnity as they determine to be sufficient, which shail consist at 
least of (i) a lost instrument bond for principal and interest 
remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed bond: (ii) an 
affidavit of the registered owner (or his or her attorney) setting forth 
ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or destroyed and the 
circumstances under which it was lost, stolen or destroyed; (iii) the 
agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her attorney) to fully 
indemnify the City against loss due to the lost, stolen or destroyed 
Bond and the issuance of any replacement Bond in connection 
therewith; and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or 
ner attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection with the 
replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs which 
otherwise would be paid by the City. 


12. Arbitrage and Tax Covenants. The City hereby covenants that. 
to the extent permitted by law, it shail take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of'the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the “Code"), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and 
investment of Bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond 
proceeds. 


13. Approval of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the “Purchase 
Contract’), the proposed form of Issuer's Certificate to be 
executed by the City and the proposed form of Supplemental 
Agreement among the City, the Authority and the ONR (the 
“Supplemental Agreement’) on file with the City Clerk are hereby 
approved..The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the 
issuer's Certificate, and the Supplemental Agreement upon 
completion, in the forms approved hereby with such revisions as 
they may determine to be necessary or desirable, permitted by law, 
and not materially adverse to the City. 


14, General Authority for Authorized Officers. The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 
actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority 
and ONR in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority. The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointty or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver such other certificates, documents, instru- 
ments, and other papers as may be required by the Authority or 
ONR or as may be otherwise necessary or convenient to effect the 
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delivery of the Bond. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions. All resolutions and parts of resolutions 
insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this Resolution are 
rescinded.

Councilmember Canady said that he is still interested in finding out 
what transpired regarding the termination of Yvonne Christopher 
as the Director of the Human Relations and Community Services 
Department. He too feels that they are being left out of the loop. 
They are being treated like the ugly step-children of the 
Administration. He has heard only one complaint about her 
performance, and that was that she did not have enough contact 
with Councilmembers, which he has never heard from Council- 
members themselves. He asked for an exolanation of her 
dismissal. He announced that he would be appearing in this 
Saturday's performance of “A Street Car Named Desire” at the 
Boarshead Theatre. 


Councilmember Jones confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Committee on General Services this Wednesday at 3:00 P.M. 
He urged ail voters to get out tomorrow and vote for the renewal of 
the 18 mills on commercial property for the Lansing School District. 
Please vote for this proposal and support Lansing Schools. 


Councilmember Brockweil apologized for his absence last week. 
He still has a bad cold. He did watch the meeting on Channel 28. He 
congratulated Councilmember Canady and complimented him on 
his “great voice.” He will be unable to attend his performance at the 
Boarshead because he will be at the MSU Hockey game. He 
explained to Mr. Teets that the EDC money that will go to the 
development projects is not tax payer money, it is UDAG (urban 
development grant money). | 


Councilmember Beal confirmed the scheduled meeting of the 
Committee on Ways and Means scheduled for Wednesday at 4:30 
to allow them to meet with the County at 5:30 for the purpose of 
discussing the MUCC Building Project and the possibility of putting 
a consolidated courts facility in that building. She too, expressed 
her surprise on hearing that the release of Yvonne Christopher 
from her position was because of her relationship with Council- 
members. She has not heard any concerns raised by Council- 
members and would also like an explanation of her termination. 


Councilmember Allen announced the cancellation of the regularly 
scheduled meeting of the Public Safety Committee this week. 
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Councilmember Novak confirmed the meeting of the Ethics 
Committee scheduled for Tuesday at 11:30 A.M. and the joint 
meeting of the Economic Development Committee and the 
Committee on Intergovernmentai Relations at 1:30 P.M. at which 
time they will discuss the appointments to the Rail Council. The 
Public Safety Committee will take up the requests for installation of 
Stop signs on Theodore and Westmoreland from the North West 
Neighborhood Alliance at their meeting on February 14th at 6.15 
P.M. 


MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANTS COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener said that he appreciates the comments and concerns 
of Councilmembers regarding the RFP for the Waverly Golf 
Course. The Administration will continue to try to do a better job of 
giving Council information about expioratory actions that they are 
taking. He affirmed that nothing could be done about this project 
without their action and the approval of the voters. He understands 
the problems with the telephone calls. They will be glad to advise 
Council of the situation with the release of Yvonne Christopher, 
however, comments about personnel matters are not appropriate 
in a public setting. They are willing to discuss this matter with any 
Councilmembers who are interested at their convenience. All they 
need do is call the Mayor s Office and indicate their interest. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. said that he understands that the City 
has to apply for Federal UDAG money. It shouid still be passed on 
to citizens of the City of Lansing, not residents of other 
communities. He asked who would bear the financial responsibility 
for un boarding the house at 531 Lietram. He has been told that the 
City is negotiating an agreement to settle out of court with former 
City Attorney Alvan P. Knot. He noted the presence, of Chief 
Assistant City Attorney Melvin McWilliams at tonight's meeting. Mr. 
McWilliams was the City Attorney who informed the Retirement 
Board that early retirement should be implemented by an 
ordinance, not a resolution, and did not see fit to inform Council of 
this opinion at the same time. 


Russell Terry of 121 £. Mt. Hope said that maybe the graffiti 
ordinance will not solve the problem, but, he feels it is a step in the 
right direction until someone comes up with a better idea. 


Marge Ojibway of 310 Seymour urged Councilmembers to support 
the continuation of education grants under the Displaced 
Homemaker Single Parent Act. She requested that everyone write 
to their congressmen and support this act by February 1 Sth.

Land Use Permit. They want residential development in their 
neighborhood, not commercial development. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 €. Elm St. spoke in support of the Special Land 
Use Permit for Quality Dairy Co. because, they are a locally owned 
company. They bought the oid factory building across the street 
from this parking lot and that is where their bakery will be located. 
They have spent a lot of money on this project. This community, he 
said, must accommodate local businessmen. He has concerns 
about the way Mr. Martin maintains his property, but a good 
working relationship can take care of this problem. Mr. Martin has 
done a lot of rehabilitation to this building already. 


Shirley Murray, President of the South Central Neighborhood 
Organization said that SCNO has met with Mr. Martin on this issue. 
They are supporting his request with reservations. Some of their 
concerns were addressed but they are not really sure where they 
stand on this right now. They wouid like to take part in a new spirit of 
cooperation with the Quality Dairy, however, their basic concem is 
that this is really a residential area. She hopes the use of this lot for 
parking will not be too detrimental to the neighborhood. They are 
comforted somewhat that the City has required some landscap- 
ing/ buffering activities by QD. There is a parcel of vacant land to 
the south of this facility that is owned by Ingham County that would 
serve QD as a parking lot just as well as this parce! would and 
would not impact on a residential area. it would provide more 
advantageous entry and exit as well.

REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Priscilla Holmes, a member of the South Central Neighborhood 
Organization, living in the River Point Area said that the house at 
1003 Clear St., which the Mayor is requesting a Public Hearing for 
Demolish or Make-safe on, is in the flood plain. The previous owner 
did a lot of work on the house, but then was arrested for selling 
drugs. This house sits directly in front of River Point Park and will be 
at the entrance to the Rivertrail when :t is extended through the 
River Point Park area. She works with the Lansing Neighborhood 
Council and the Community Policing Program to identify problem 
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properties in each of the community policing districts. She is 
confused about the process for issuing an order for make-safe or 
demolish and would like clarification. 


Cinda Eltzroth of 600 E. Holmes Rd., member of the Public Service 
Board, spoke regarding a transportation study on Lansing’s streets 
Oridges and sidewalks that they sent to the Mayor's Office. Lansing 
has 36 miles of streets that are in critical stages of disrepair. in 
order to keep the streets in good conditions we must spend over 
four million dollars per year on infrastructure. They are interested in 
working with the Mayor and City Council to devise a plan to keep 
our streets in good condition. 


Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope spoke in support of the 
appointment of Tim Lewis to the Rail Council. He described the 
settlement of Knot v City of Lansing as a slap in the face to the 
opponents of the Early Retirement Plan. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. commented that Ms. Holmes wouid 
understand the demolish or make-safe process f the City krecked 
down her house. Regarding City Attorney's Opinion #95-01 on the 
two proposed Civil Rights Ordinances, public debate is good. The 
more public debate you have the more information you get and the 
more informed decision you are able to make. He protested 
“fundamental changes being made to the Community Policing 
Program.’ If you put community policing officers on shifts, 
everyone who wants to know what shift they are on will be able to 
find out, which will make them less effective. We have one of the 
finest community policing programs in the country, he said. people 
come from all over the United States to see our program. This is 
something we are doing right. Do not try to fix it. It isn't broke. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke regarding difficulties he has 
experienced in renting a stail at the City Market. He got estimates to 
have vents installed above his stall at the Market, but is being 
prevented from doing so by the Market Manager. He had 
previously spent $300 on circular vents which would correct the 
smoke problem and then he was moved to the East Side. He has 
now decided to move out of the Market. They have the wrong kind 
of person running it. The new rules are largely dictatorial and 
Outlaw things like listening to the radio in your own stall. They 
require vendors to be in their stall during all hours that the Markets 
open and do not allow for reciprocal arrangements for vendors to 
watch each others stalls even for a few minutes.

They are attempting to bring back the 
Farmer's Market atmosphere. They will down scale and create a 
community based focus on fresh food, the community, and kids. 
They will make it a central meeting and eating place with fresh 
food, fresh flowers and fresh produce. They are taking it back to the 
Open Air Farmers Market which is a theme that is working in other 
City Markets in the Country. They will have a kids show every 
Saturday from 11:00 A.M. to 2:00 P.M. along with community based 
entertainment every Saturday on the West side of the Market from 
12:00 P.M. to 200 P.M. They will improve community participation 
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in the Market, which is what has been missing, and is what makes 
farmers markets successful. They will rent out space on the West 
side for parties. They have already rented out space to the Lansing 
Art Gallery for an event on April 22, 1995. They will Nost a Maple 
Syrup breakfast on March 22, 1995. They will conduct a special 
Apple Weekend, and a special Squash Weekend and then a Corn 
Weekend. People with questions about the Market and upcoming 
events may cail 483-4300. They are making some tricky changes 
in the Market and some folks have gotten caught in the middle of it 
which is unfortunate. 


Councilmember Allen asked when the activities will start and are 
they just on Saturdays. Ms. Potter said that they are focusing on 
Saturdays at the present. The Market will be open from 7:00 A.M. to 
6:00 P.M. and there is no admission charge. The children's 
activities will begin April 8, 19985.

Oear Chairperson Jones and Members of the General Services 
Committee: 


| have reviewed and analyzed the proposed amendments to 
Chapters 296 and 297 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances. These 
ordinance amendments have latety been referred to as the Civil 
Rights Ordinance. As a result of my review and analysis, | am 
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submitting herewith City Attorney Formal Legal Opinion 95-01 
which attempts to provide a comprehensive legal review of the 
legal issues presented by the amendments. Also included in the 
Opinion is a summary of the current state of the law on “sexual 
orientation’. | would counsel the City Council, however, that the aw 
may Change in the very near future if any of the three most recent 
cases from the District of Columbia, Cincinnati or Colorado reach a 
higher level of review. 


Set forth below in summary form are my conclusions and 
recommendations concerning the Civil Rights Ordinance. All 
conclusions and recommendations are cross-referenced back to 
sections of the Opinion. 


@ Lansing is not pre-empted by the Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act 
from legislating in the area of civil rights and may adopt an 
Ordinance such as the one proposed with the changes suggested. 
(I) 


@ Anew public hearing on the Civil Rights Ordinance, as amended 
by the Human Relations Advisory Board Ad Hoc Committee, is not 
required. (Il) 


@ The Supreme Court has ruled that homosexuals do not have a 
fundamental constitutional right to engage in homosexual conduct. 
(lil A) 


@ Under equal protection of the law analysis, gays, lesbians and 
bisexuals do Not constitute a “suspect” or “quasi-suspect” class 
per the great weight of judicial authority in this Country (except for 
one recent federal decision in Cincinnati) and thus, review of laws 
regulating the class is neither “strict scrutiny’: “heightened 
scrutiny” or “intermediate scrutiny”. a rational basis test is used. (|I 
A) 


@ The most recent decision of the federal appellate court, en banc, 
in Washington, D. C., has concluded that sexual orientation is 
determined by conduct. (Ili A) 


@ There is no federal protection under Title VIi of the Civil Rights 
Act based upon sexual preference or orientation. (II! 8) 


@ Sexual orientation is not a subject of enforcement under 
Elliott-Larsen. A Michigan statute governing health facilities and 
agencies provides protection based on sexual preference. (III C) 


@ Under the test of reasonableness, the Council may establish the 
proposed protected classes with the exception of student status 
and heterosexua/ which, because of the lack of evidence on the 
record and the absence of prevailing state policy, will probably be 
declared to be an arbitrary exercise of municipal power, if 
challenged. (/V) 


® Ordinance violations are criminal acts. The proposed Civil 
Rights Ordinance will provide criminal sanctions for violations of its 
provisions; consequently, it must pass a strict test of vagueness 
and overbreadth. (V) 


@ Portions of the definition of sexua/ onentation are subject to 
challenge based upon vagueness and due process of law and 
should be corrected. (V) 


@ Portions of the definition of “harass” inthe Ordinance are 
unconstitutional as being void for vagueness in an area likely 
impinging on free speech. (V) 

@ The section of the ordinance allowing for an exemption to be 
granted by a government official exercising his/her discretion 
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suffers from a lack of standards in determining religious principles 
and fundamental constitutional rights. Even if standards are 
included, the provision may impinge on First Amendment Freedom 
of Religion. (V) 


@ |t appears that the ordinance departs from the Elliott-Larsen 
Civil Rights Act in granting exemptions for private clubs under the 
public accommodation section: the effect of this departure seems 
to be that exempt private clubs under Elliott-Larsen are swept back 
into the Ordinance prohibitions. (V) 


® Based upon the recent decision of the Michigan Supreme Court 
in People v De Jonge, which struck down teacher certification 
requirements when faced with a religious liberty challenge, the 
proposed ordinance in the suggested protected area of sexua/ 
orientation(and quite possibly marita/ statusin housing) places an 
unconstitutional burden on freedom of religion for those who have 
sincerely held religious beliefs and will most likely not survive a 
challenge on that basis and will be ruled unconstitutional in such 
cases. Pursuant to prevailing constitutional law, broader 
exemptions for religious liberty should be written into the ordinance 
to satisfy the constitutional requirement of narrow tailoring and 
least restnctive method. (V1) 


@ The proposed Civil Rights Ordinance will permit criminal 
prosecution of those who will not assist with an abortion (e.g. 
nurses, doctors, hospitals) or who otherwise treat differently a 
person who wishes to have an abortion or who has an abortion. 
This effect results from the removal by the drafters of the proposed 
Ordinance of a clause found in the definition of ‘‘sex’ inthe 
Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act. (VII) 


@ Through the insertion of the term ‘domestic partner’ ina 
definition of ‘family’ in Section 296.03(a), itappears that for 
purposes of the housing law, “family” will be redefined so that it will 
not retain its traditional meaning. Since this is a radical departure 
from the traditional meaning of “family”, Council may wish to 
further deliberate this matter as a policy concern. (VIil) 


@ With respect to Affirmative Action for the proposed protected 
classes in the housing section, the language is confusing but it 
appears to allow for affirmative action programs. There seems to 
be a specific exception for individual affirmative action consid- 
eration based on sexual orientation, but this exception may not 
prohibit an overall plan. (IX) 


@ The religious exemption provided in the Ordinance may not 
apply to certain mainline Protestant churches in Lansing because 
of their doctrinal position that women are not voting members of the 
Congregation. (X) 

@ The provision related to confidentiality found at 296.04 is 
probably not enforceable in many respects because of the 
Freedom of information Act (X). 


@ The definition of Familial Status on page 6 does not exactly track 
with State law. It appears that a word substitution on line 15 may 
change the meaning or interpretation of the class. (X) 


| recognize that the Opinion is lengthy; however, the issues raised 
by the proposed ordinances are so important and controversial 
that they are deserving of comprehensive treatment.

INTRODUCTION 

in the fail of 1994, ordinances containing proposed amendments to 
Chapters 296 and 297 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances were 
introduced in regular session of the Lansing City Council for first 
reading. These amendments can broadly be described as 
constituting municipal civil rights legislation for the City. While 
Lansing had previously established civil rights protection in the 
area of housing, the ordinance amendments under consideration 
expand that protection into the areas of employment, public 
accommodation and public service. Under the proposed 
legislation the Human Relations Advisory Board continues to be 
the primary enforcing agency for civil rights. 


In addition to the new soon-to-be regulated areas of employment, 
public accommodation and public service, the amendments 
create new protected classes of sexual orientation, student status 
and familial status. 


These proposed ordinance amendments have resulted in much 
public debate as evidenced by the number of people who spoke on 
the issue at the public hearing, the number of letters submitted to 
City Council and the continuing commentary during City Council 
meetings. 


It is very apparent that the main issue causing the extensive 
discussion by the public concerning these proposed ordinance 
amendments is the addition of sexual orientation as a protected 
class. A tension exists between groups desiring to prohibit 
discrimination based on sexual orientation and the resistance by 
groups on religious principles that such an addition will constitute 
endorsement of a scripturally prohibited lifestyle. This tension also 
exists in the law as this opinion will demonstrate. However, the 
tension is between freedom of religion as a First Amendment Right 
and sexual orientation as a proposed protected class furthering an 
alleged state interest. 


In this opinion, | have attempted to analyze these ordinance 
amendments on a comprehensive basis. Because the ordinance 
amendments provide criminal penalties for violations of their 
provisions, the review must be strict and particular attention must 
be paid to reasonableness, vagueness and overbreadth. 


During Council meetings, legal questions were presented to me for 
response. Hopefully, these questions have been addressed and 
answered in this opinion. 


The following opinion is divided into ten sections; each section 
addresses the amendments from a different legal perspective. 


DISCUSSION 
PROPOSED CIVIL RIGHTS ORDINANCE 


|. PRE-EMPTION 

Under the legal doctrine of pre-emption, a municipality may not 
legislate in an area in which it has been excluded by the State. This 
prohibition is permissible because a municipality is an agent or 
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instrumentality of the State and may not perform any act not 
authorized by Constitution or law, fairly implied therein; incidental 
to express powers; or necessary to accomplish the goals of power 
granted. 


In general, there is a four pronged test which is applied to 
determine whether an area of regulation has been pre-empted by 
the State. First. if the State law expressly provides that the State's 
authority to reguiate in a specified area of law is to be exclusive, 
there is no doubt that the municipal regulation is pre-empted. 


Second, pre-emption of a field of regulation may be implied upon 
an examination of legisiative history. 


Third, the pervasiveness of the State regulation scheme may 
support a finding of pre-emption. 


Fourth, the motive of the regulated subject matter may demand 
exclusive state regulation to achieve the uniformity necessary to 
serve the State's purpose or interest. See J. F. Cavanaugh & Cov 
Detroit, 126 Mich App 61 1, 634, 635; 337 NW2d 605 (1983); People 
v Llewellyn, 401 Mich 314, 323-324; 257 NW2d 902 (1977), cert 
den, 435 US 1008; 98 S Ct 1879; 56 L Ed 2d 390 (1978). 


in 1978 the Michigan Attorney General opined that municipalities 
were pre-empted from legisiating in the area of civil rights pursuant 
to Mich Const 1963, art 5 $29 and the Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights 
Act. 


However, in 1983 the Michigan Court of Appeals reviewed the City 
of Detroit Omnibus Human Rights Ordinance and held that 
“municipalities are not pre-empted from enacting laws in the field 
of civil rights.” See Cavanaugh v Detroit, supra, p 637. 


Thus, unless and until the Michigan Supreme Court determines 
otherwise in the future regarding the power of municipalities in the 
field of civil rights regulation, Lansing is not pre-empted from 
adopting a civil rights ordinance such as the one proposed. 


| would caution the Council, however, that the issue of pre-emption 
in the civil nghts area is a close one; it is quite possible that the 
Michigan Supreme Court will reach a result different from the Court 
of Appeals in a case property before it. 


|, PUBUC HEARING REQUIREMENT 

The Civil Rights Ordinance was introduced and read by title before 
the Lansing City Council. Subsequent to its introduction a lengthy 
public hearing was held and the opportunity for further public input 
was presented at Council committee meetings and at scheduled 
hearings before the Human Relations Advisory Board's Ad Hoc 
Committee. Changes to the draft of the Ordinance as introduced 
were made by the Human Relations Advisory Board. in general, 
and certainty not all inclusive, the Advisory Board: 


1) Added “familial status” as a protected group; 


2) Defined certain terms such as “department”: “familial status”: 
“source of income”; “person”: “handicap”, “discriminate”; “sex’: 
“sexual orientation” and “to harass”. 


3) Provided various exemptions for religious organizations. 


4) Carried the term “public service” wherever “public accom- 
modation” was used. 


5) Added a provision for confidentiality. 
6) Added a clarification section at 296.09 which addresses 


domestic partnership benefits; affirmative action plans; teaching in. 
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schools; and religious organizations. 
7) Added Americans with Disabilities Act provisions; and 


8) Made other miscellaneous language changes throughout the 
document. 


The changes made are still within the scope of a Civil Rights 
Ordinance as originally introduced. 


As the revised draft, dated November 30, 1994. is before the 
General Services Committee for review before being reported out 
to full Council, an issue has been raised as to whether the changes 
by the Human Relations Advisory Board require a new public 
hearing. 


There is no provision in the Home Rule Act which requires a public 
hearing before an Ordinance is adopted. Consequently the hearing 
procedure is governed by Lansing local law. The Lansing Charter 
provides at Section 3-303 that a public hearing be held on the 
proposed ordinance and that ail interested persons shall have the 
opportunity to be heard. Council Rule 20 also refers to public 
hearing on an Ordinance as part of a five step process. Neither the 
Charter nor the Council rules make provisions for rehearings or 
further hearings on ordinances. So, consequently, there is no clear 
direction with respect to the necessity for a new public hearing 
when changes are made to a proposed ordinance after hearing. 


However, guidance on this issue can be found in Lansing Charter 
303-2.2 which requires that no ordinances may contain more than 
one subject, which shall be clearty stated in its title. The term 
subject as used in such a provision is to be given a broad and 
extended meaning so as to allow the legislative municipal body full 
scope to include in one act all matters having a logical or natural 
connection. 56 Am Jur 2d $349, Municipal Corporations. And the 
general municipal law with respect to ordinance adoption by a 
legislative body is to the effect that the common provision that no 
ordinance may be enacted unless it shall have been introduced at 
a previous regular meeting does not necessarily operate as a 
limitation when amendments are made; but it does operate, it has 
been ruled, to prevent a material amendment, such as one going to 
the substance of the ordinance at the very meeting at which the 
ordinance is passed. See McQuillin, Mun Corn, $16.87 (3d Ed). 


In recognition of the general rule that when a charter or statute 
provides a mode of procedure for municipal councils to protect the 
citizens and taxpayers from hasty and iil considered legisiation or 
to enforce publicity of council action, such mode of procedure 
must be strictly observed, (see 56 Am Jur 2d, Mun Corp $346), it is 
my opinion that the new amendments to the Civil Rights Ordinance 
do not require a new public hearing. My opinion is based upon the 
following: 

1) There is no specific provision in the Charter or Council Rules 
requiring a new hearing; 

2) The subject of the amended ordinance is the same as the 
subject of the ordinance introduced; 


3) There has been more than adequate opportunity for public input 
on this Ordinance; 

4) The amended ordinance is not materially changed from the one 
introduced, as the term is broadly defined above. 


ll. CURRENT STATUS OF SEXUAL ORIENTATION (GAY, 
LESBIAN, BI-SEXUAL AND TRANSGENDER) iN THE LAW 
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An author of a law review article has written that before the birth of 
the modern gay rights movement in America in the late 1960's, 
lesbians, gay men, and bi-sexuais in the country lived for the most 
part in secrecy, shame, and isolation, and in fear of discrimination, 
violence and death. Before 1961, homosexual sodomy wa acrime 
in ail fifty states and the District of Columbia. By 1969, only two 
States had repealed their sodomy laws. Gay establishments in 
most cities were routinely raided by police, and their patrons 
arrested. The medical profession considered homosexuality a 
disease. AS a matter of course, men and women whose 
homosexual orientation was discovered were denied jobs, 
housing, schooling, and membership in religious groups. See 
Anti-Gay Initiatives: A Call For Heightened Judicial Scrutiny, 41 
UCLA Law Review 153, (October 1993). 


The legal commentator has also asserted that in the past 
twenty-five years, this situation has changed somewhat. In 
twenty-six states anti-sodomy laws have been repealed or 
invalidated under state constitutions. Six states, the District of 
Columbia, and more than 100 cities and counties have adopted 
laws forbidding discrimination on the basis of sexual orientation in 
housing, employment, or public accommodations. As of 1991, the 
governors of nine states had issued executive orders forbidding 
discrimination on the basis of sexual orientation in state 
employment. Some private organizations have adopted anti 
discrimination policies. Further , some courts have recognized the 
Custody rights of lesbian or gay parents, allowed same sex couples 
to adopt, and expanded the notion of “family” to include same-sex 
couples. in addition, some jurisdictions have adopted domestic 
partnership laws, granting a degree of formal recognition to same 
sex couples. See Anti-Gay Initiatives: A Call For Heightened 
Judicial Scrutiny, 41 UCLA Law Review 153 (October 1993). 


It is against this backdrop that the current legal status of sexual 
Orientation will be discussed. 


A. OUE PROCESS; EQUAL PROTECTION; SUSPECT CLASS 

In determining the status of the law in this country with respect to 
sexual orientation, one must begin with the United States Supreme 
Court case of Bowers v Harawick, 478 US 186; 92 L Ed 2d 140; 106 
S Ct 2841 (1986). Uniess or until it is narrowed or overruled, 
Bowers v Hardwick will dominate the law concerning government 
regulation of sexuality. In Hardwick, the Supreme Court upheld as 
constitutional a Georgia sodomy statute that made oral and anal 
intercourse a felony punishable by up to twenty years in prison. 


The Hardwick case has been interpreted primarily as a ruling on 
homosexuality. The Court explicitly limited its holding to the 
legitimacy of laws criminalizing sexual acts between persons of the 
same sex, refusing to indicate whether the same standard of 
deference to legislative determination of morality would apply if 
pairs of the opposite sex engaged in the prohibited behavior. Since 
Hardwick was decided, the threshold question in the litigation of 
lesbian and gay rights cases has become whether Hardwick only 
extinguishes the claim to a substantive due process privacy right, 
or whether it also redetermines challenges under the Equal 
Protection Clause. See Life After Hardwick, Harvard Civil 
Rights—Civil Liberties Law Review, Summer 1992. 


However, Hardwick leaves no realistic basis for predicting that 
homosexuals will be found to be protected by any heightened form 
of equal protection review. The inescapable message of Hardwick 
is that discrimination against homosexuais is based on an 
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appropriate societal revulsion for their activities. Both the holding 
and the tone of the Hardwick case raise substantial doubts about 
the capacity of federal constitutional law to play a major role in the 
near future in securing equal treatment for homosexuals. See 
Moving Toward Equal Treatment of Homosexuals, John Cary 
sims, University of the Pacific, McGeorge School of Law, July 
1992, 23 Pacific Law Journal 1543. 


The main issue presented in Hardwick was whether the Federal 
Constitution confers a fundamental right upon homosexuals to 
engage in sodomy. The Court held ... “we are quite unwilling to 
announce a fundamental right to engage in homosexual conduct." 
Bowers supra, 478 US 191. 


As Stated previously, the Hardwick decision was basically a due 
process decision where the Court found no fundamental right to 
homosexual conduct in the federal constitution. The Court in 
Hardwick did not reach the equal protection of the law issue. 


In an equal protection of the law analysis, a Court reviewing a 
Challenged law on the basis of discrimination will usually presume 
the law to be valid and sustain it if the classification drawn by the 
Statute is rationally related to a legitimate state interest. 


However, in certain circumstances the Court abandons its 
deferential role and sudjects laws to heightened scrutiny or strict 
scrutiny. For example, courts automatically subject to strict 
scrutiny laws embodying certain suspect classifications such as 
face or religion. Usually the Courts will take into account certain 
factors in determining whether a class is suspect or not. One factor 
is ‘stigma’ or a ‘history of purposeful discrimination”. An 

additional factor is “arbitrary” or “insidious” discrimination. A third 

factor in determining whether a classification is suspect is whether 

the group has been excluded from the political process. See 

Anti-Gay initiatrves: A Cail For Heightened Judicial Scrutiny, John 

F. Niblock, 41 UCLA Law Review 153, 165 168. 


The Supreme Court has never recognized Sexua/ Onentation as a 
suspect classification. Anti-Gay initiatives, supra, page 167. 
Several Courts throughout the United States have addressed 
Claims that homosexuals possess all of the criteria required of a 
suspect class, Dut currently not one has accorded gays and 
lesbians such status. (However, see Equasty Foundation below.) 
See Tempenng Title Vil's Straight Arrow Approach: Recognizing 
and Protecting Gay Victims of Employment Discnmination, Marie 
Elena Peluso, 46 Vanderbilt Law Review, 1533, 1553, November 
1993. 


Homosexuals, lesbians, and bi-sexuals have never been 
adjudicated to be a discrete and insular minority by the Supreme 
Court. Dissenting Opinion n1. Evans v Romer, S Ct of Colorado, 63 
USLW 2219; 882 P 2d 1335, p 1359. Citing High Tech Gays v 
Defense indus Sec Clearance Office, 895 F2d 563, 571 (9th Cir 
1990); Dahi v Secretary of the United States Navy, 830 F Supp 
1319, p 1323-25, (Ed CA 1993); See also, Padula v Webster, 822 
F2d 97, 103 (DC Cir 1987) ("*... it would be quite anomaious, on its 
face, to declare status defined by conduct that states may 
constitutionally criminalize as deserving of strict (or heightened) 
scrutiny under the equal protection clause"). Also see, Woodward 
v United States, 871 F2d 1068, 1076 (Fed Cir 1989), cert den, 494 
US 1003; 110 S$ Ct 1295; 108 L Ed 2d 473 (1990) (suspect or 
quasi-Suspect Class denied because “homosexuality is primarily 
behavioral in nature”) and Ben Shalom v Marsh, 881 F 2d 454, 7th 
Cir (1989), cert den, 494 US 1004; 110 S Ct 1296; 108 L Ed 2d 473

(1990), (“if homosexual conduct may constitutionally be 
criminalized, then homosexuals do not constitute a suspect or 
quasi-suspect class entitled to greater than rational basis scrutiny 
for equal protection proposes ’). 


However, rotwithstanding the solid line of cases which decline to 
grant homosexual orientation a ‘suspect’ or ‘quasi-suspect’ 
Status, one federal court recently took the opposite view. |n 
Equality Founcation of Greater Cincinnati, Inc., et al. v The City of 
Cincinnati, USOC SD Ohio, August 9 1994, 860 F Supp 417, p 440, 
the federal district court granted “quasi-suspect’ class status to 
gays, lesbians and bi-sexuals and concluded that laws drawing a 
distinction based on sexual orientation must be subjected to 
intermediate scrutiny. 


The basis for the Court's ruling in Equality Foundation was its 
conclusion that the class is not defined by conduct and that the 
condition of homosexuality exists independent of conduct. The 
Court states at 860 F Supp 440, as follows: 


“Rather. as discussed above, we conclude that sexual 
orientation, whether homosexual or heterosexual, exists inde- 
pendently of any conduct. Consequently, neither Bowers, nor the 
reasoning of High Tech Gays, Woodward, Padula, Ben-Shalom, 
nor any of the other cases similarly ruling is controlling. Bowers, 
therefore, does not preclude a finding that gays, lesbians and 
bi-sexuals Constitute a quasi-suspect Class. 

Accordingly, based on the foregoing, we conclude that gays, 
lesbians and bi-sexuals meet the requisite criteria for quasi- 
Suspect status. Thus, laws drawing a distinction based on sexual 
orientation must be subjected to intermediate scrutiny.” 


The Equality Foundation case raises the question as to whether the 
judiciary iS now signalling a trend toward a finding that sexual 
orientation is not based on conduct and that it is a condition which 
exists independently of conduct. This question was immediately 
answered in the negative by the District of Columbia federal 
appellate court decision in Steffan v Perry, No. 91-5409, United 
States Court of Appeals, OC Cir, 63 USLW 2337; 41 F3d 677, 
decided November 22, 1994, about three months after Equality 
Founaation. 


In Steffan v Perry, the Appellate Court, En Banc, held that if the 
government can criminalize homosexual conduct, a group that is 
defined by reference to that conduct cannot constitute a “suspect 
Class” for purposes of equal protection analysis. 


in its discussion, the Court stated “... the military may assume that 
when a member states that he is a homosexual, that member 
means that he either engages or is likely to engage in homosexual 
conduct’ ... “Homosexuaitty, like ail forms of sexual orientation, is 
tied closely to sexual conduct’ ... “To pretend that homosexuality 
or heterosexuality is unrelated to sexual conduct borders on the 
absurd. What distinguishes the class of homosexuals from the 
class of heterosexuals is not some vague “range of emotions” but 
the nature of the members’ sexual prociivities or interests" 


The Court went on to state that any assertion that there is no 
correlation between an individual's sexual orientation and his or 
her conduct, even defining “orientation” in the broadest possible 
terms, iS preposterous. 


The third case which was decided in the last six months of 1994 
was Evans v Romer, supra, Supreme Court of Colorado. The 
Colorado Supreme Court did not address the issue of whether gay 
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men, lesbians and bi-sexuals should be found to be a “suspect 
Class’ of a ‘quasi-suspect class’ because the issue, found in the 
negative as to the existence of either such class by the lower court, 
was not appealed. 


SO, in summary, the current status of the law in this country, (thats, 
until the U. S. Supreme Court reviews the matter) is that under the 
great weight of authority, gay men, lesbians and bi-sexuais: 


1) Do not constitute a suspect’ or “quasi-suspect class’ for the 
purpose of equal protection analysis. 


2) Gays. lesbians and bi-sexuals have never been adjudicated to 
be a discrete and insular minority by the U. S. Supreme Court. 


3) Gays, lesbians and bi-sexuais have been adjudicated by the U. 
S. Supreme Court not to have a fundamental due process privacy 
right to engage in homosexual conduct. 


4) The classes of homosexual and heterosexual are determined by 
conduct or behavior. 


It should be made clear that the analysis above focuses mainly on 
an equal protection analysis. Equal protection analysis is 
employed to determine the constitutionality of a law which treats 
people differently. If a class is treated differently in a iaw the 
reviewing court will employ a strict scrutiny (heightened scrutiny) 
or intermediate scrutiny of the law if the class is a ‘suspect’ or 
“Quasi-suspect’ class. If the class is neither suspect or 
Quasi-suspect, then the standard of review is rational basis review 
(See, for example, High Tech Gays v Defense Ind Sec Clearance 
Off, 895 F2d 563, 571 (Sth Cir 1990). 


The above analysis is presented to provide the Council with 
information concerning the current state of the law with respect to 
sexual orientation and to answer issues raised by Council 
Members regarding the topic of “suspect class” and how it may 
relate to homosexuality. The equal protection analysis is not 
directly relevant to the proposed ordinance before the Council 
because the proposed ordinance is not being tested with respect 
to the issue of whether it discriminates against gays, lesbians and 
bi-sexuals. However, the discussion is pertinent because: 


1) It may have a bearing on the legislative decision-making 
process of Council Members as to whether gays, lesbians and 
bi-sexuals should be granted protected class status under Lansing 
laws; 


2) It has a direct bearing on the discussion found later in this 
opinion on Freedom of Religion (see Section V1). 


As discussed later, | believe it is within the power of the City Council 
under current law, and subject to the other concerns and caveats 
in this opinion, to create a civil rights protection for gays, lesbians 
and bi-sexuals; however, the Council should be fully aware of all 
issues raised in this opinion before it acts. 


B. TITLE Vil DISCRIMINATION CLAIMS 

Title Vil of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 (Title Vil) defines unlawful 
employment practices. It includes a prohibition against discrim- 
ination against any individual with respect to employment 
compensation, terms, conditions, or privileges because ofthe 
individual's race, color, religion, sex, or national origin. 42 USC Sec 
2000e-2(a)(1). Italso prohibits the limitation, segregation, or 
Classification of employees or applicants based on these personal 
characteristics when these limitations would deprive individuais of 
employment opportunities or otherwise adversely affect their 
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status as employees. 42 USC Section 2000e-2(a)(2). 


Citing the current narrow definition of sex. courts continually 
construe Title Vil as inapplicable to homosexual plaintiffs: 
employment discrimination claims. Tempering Title Vil's Straight 
Arrow Approach: Recognizing and Protecting Gay Victims of 
Employment Discrimination, Marie Elena Peluso, 46 Vanderbilt 
Law Review 1533, 1537. (November 1993). 


In Williamson v A G Edwards and Sons, 876 F2d 69 (8th Cir 1989), p 
70, the federal appellate court heid that Title Vil does not prohibit 
discrimination against homosexuals. 


in the Sixth U. S. Circuit, which is Michigan's Circuit, the federal 
court nas held Title Vil inapplicable to discrimination based on 
sexual preference or orientation. Dillon v Frank, 1992 US App, 
Lexis 766 (6th Cir). 


Thus, the federal courts have determined that no federal protection 
against employment discrimination is available based upon sexual 
preference or orientation. 


C. MICHIGAN'S ELLIOTT-LARSEN CIVIL RIGHTS ACT AND 
OTHER MICHIGAN LAWS 


In Barbour v Department of Social Services, 198 Mich App 183 
(1993), the plaintiff sued for harassment based upon sexual 
orientation. The Michigan Court of Appeais held that harassment 
or discrimination based upon sexual orientation is not an activity 
proscribed by the Michigan Civil Rights Act. MCLA 37.2101, et seq. 
Thus, sexual orientation is not a subject of enforcement under the 
Michigan Civil Rights law. However, the Michigan statutes 
governing health facilities and agencies provide protection based 
on sexual preference. The heaith facilities statute provides: 


“A patient or resident will not be denied appropriate care on the 
basis of ... sexual preference ...” MCLA 333.20201(2)(a). 


No other Michigan state law could be found which provides direct 
protection for gays, lesbians and bi-sexuais from discrimination. 


IV. VAUDITY OF THE ORDINANCE: TEST OF REASONABLE- 
NESS AND NECESSITY 

The proposed ordinance before the Council is one with criminal 
sanctions accompanying any violation of its provisions. It attempts 
to prohibit discrimination in housing, employment, public 
accommodations and public services. It defines the protected 
Classes based upon religion, race, color, sex, age, height, weight, 
familial status, marttal status, student status, ancestry, national 
Origin, sexual orientation, political onentation, the use of adaptive 
devices, and source of income. 


The proposed ordinance constitutes new legislation for the City in 
the areas of employment, public accommodation and public 
services. The current ordinance only legisiates in the area of 
housing. 


in addition, the categories height weight, famikal status, student 
Status and sexual onentation have been added as new protected 
classes under the proposed ordinance. Currentty, on a state level, 
the Elliott Larsen Civil Rights Act covers religion, race, color, 
National ongin, age, sex, height, weight, martal status, and famihal 
Status, in its protection and handicap is covered by the 
Handicapper's Civil Rights Act. 


Thus, the proposed ordinance seeks to add political orientation, 
Student status and sexual onentationto the protections afforded by 
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State law as protected classes: these classes are not the subject of 
State civil rights laws. In addition, the definition of sexua/ orientation 
in the proposed ordinance includes Heterosexual, Homosexual 
Bi-sexual, of Transgenderor regarded as being or having a history 
of such identification. 


One of the tests of the validity of an ordinance is its reason- 
ableness. Generally speaking, ordinances must be reasonabie 
and not oppressive, and unreasonable ordinances are void. 
Moreover, the reasonableness of ordinances involve inquiry into 
whether or not they are arbitrary and discriminatory. A municipality 
Only has the power to enact reasonable ordinances. A police 
Ordinance cannot interfere with individual rights beyond the 
necessities of the case. See generally, McQuillin, Mun Corp, 
$18.01 (3d Ed). 


Where the power to legislate on a given subject is conferred. and 
the mode of its exercise is not prescribed, the ordinance passed in 
pursuance thereof must be a reasonable exercise of the power or it 
will be declared invalid. People v Armstrong, 73 Mich 288 (1889). 
The exercise of the police power through the enactment of a 
municipal ordinance must be reasonable in two respects: first, it 
must be for the public welfare; and, second. the measures adopted 
must have relation to the purpose sought to be accomplished. Tally 
v Detroit 1974, 54 Mich App 328, reh, 58 Mich App 261. However. a 
presumption prevails in favor of reasonableness and validity of a 
municipal ordinance unless the contrary is shown by competent 
evidence or clearly appears on the face of the enactment. Tally, 
supra. 


This reasonableness has been said to mean what is fairly 
appropriate in view of the conditions and not necessarily what is 
best. Further, it has been said that reasonableness of an ordinance 
depends on whether it tends to accomplish the objects for which a 
municipality exists. If there is no substantial connection between 
the assumed purpose of an ordinance and the end to be 
accomplished, it is unenforceable. Lastly, with reference to a list of 
reasonableness, it variously has been stated that the reasonable- 
ness of an ordinance !s to be determined in the light of its purpose 
as an entirety, the remedy in view and the complexity and 
dangerous conditions of the modern city. Regard must be had to its 
object and necessity. See McQuillin, Mun Corp, $18.06, (3d Ed). 


Addressing only the “reasonableness issue (vagueness and 
overbreadth issues are discussed later) it is clear that the City, 
under current law, can legisiate in the civil rights area. However, 
with respect to the new protected classes proposed by the civil 
rights ordinance, the test of reasonableness !s an area of pertinent 
discussion. While there has been much discussion and debate on 
the record in the ordinance process thus far with respect to the 
alleged discrimination of homosexuals, lesbian and bi-sexuals 
(and, inferentialty, transgenders) and the assertion that they shouid 
constitute a protected class under the legislation, the legislative 
record appears to be devoid of any evidence of discrimination with 
respect to heterosexuals (as defined in sexual orientation) and 
student status. | recognize that the other categories in the 
proposed ordinance did not receive evidentiary support in the 
hearing process, but these categories are already reflected in the 
Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act which constitutes the policy of this 
State. Consequentty, the State legislative record will support the 
reasonableness of these remaining categories. With respect to 
political orientation, that matter has been the subject of previous 
legislation in the Charter and the current housing law, therefore. itis 
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presumed that in the past proper evidentiary support was 
presented for this class. 


Consequently, and in summary, itis my opinion that the categories 
of student status and heterosexual (as included in the definition of 
sexual orientation), will fail the test of reasonableness if challenged 
in the future because of the lack of any evidentiary support on the 
record for such categories as protected classes. Thus, the 
designations of student status and heterosexua/ Most prodably will 
be declared to be arbitrary exercises of municipal power if 
challenged. | would advise that they be removed from the 
Ordinance unless proper evidentiary support is developed and 
oresented to the City Council. 


V. VALIDITY OF THE ORDINANCE: TEST OF VAGUENESS AND 
OVERBREADTH 

As stated in Section !V of this opinion and worthy of repeating here, 
the proposed civil rights ordinance provides criminal sanctions for 
any violation of its provisions. Ordinance violations constitute 
criminal acts. Detroit v Recorders Court Traffic and Ordinance 
Judge. 104 Mich App 214 (1981). 


One of the main tests used in determining whether an ordinance !s 
valid is the “void for vagueness’ test. Under the legal analysis of 
whether an ordinance is void for vagueness, where criminal 
penalties are at stake, a relatively strict test is warranted. 
Springfield Armory v City of Columbus, 29 F3d 250, 252 (1994). 


in order to pass constitutional muster, a penal statute must define 
the criminal offense ‘with sufficient definiteness that ordinary 
people can understand what conducts prohibited and in a manner 
that does not encourage arbitrary and discriminatory enforce- 
ment.” Kolender v Lawson, 461 US 352, 357: 103 S Ct 1855: 75L 
Ed 2d 903 (1983). 


It is a Dasic principle of due process that an enactment is void for 
vagueness if its prohibitions are not clearly defined. Grayned v City 
of Rockford, 408 US 104, 108; 92 S Ct 2294, 2298; 33 L Ed 2d 222 
(1972). Acriminal ordinance must give a person of average 
intelligence fair notice that his contemplated conduct 's forbidden 
by the statute and be narrowly drawn so as not to encourage 
arbitrary and erratic arrests. Morgan v Detroit, (DC 1975) 389 F 
Supp 922; Dearborn Heights v Bellock, 17 Mich App 163. 


The Michigan Supreme Court has stated that there are three ways 
a penal statute may be found unconstitutionally vague. They are: 


1) failure to provide fair notice of what conduct is prohibited; 


2) encouragement of arbitrary and discriminatory enforcement: 
and 


3) being overbroad and impinging on First Amendment freedoms. 


People v Howell 396 Mich 16, 20, 21 n 4; 238 NW2d 148 (1976): 
See also, People v Lino, and Peopte v Broshier, Michigan Supreme 
Court Nos 92352 and 95687. Decided December 28, 1994. 


In summary, due process of law requires definitiveness or 
certainty; a vague or uncertain law does not meet the requirement 
of due process. MLP Consttutiona/ Law, Section 345. 


Where a vague statute touches upon sensitive areas of basic First 
Amendment freedoms, it operates to inhibit the exercise of those 
freedoms. Grayned v City of Rockford, 408 US 104, 109: 92 S Ct 
2294, 2299: 33 L Ed 2d 222 (1972). Furthermore, a criminal statute 
may be challenged for vagueness on the ground that it is so 
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indefinite that it confers unstructured and unlimited discretion on 
the trier of fact to determine whether an offense has been 
committed. See McQuillin, Mun Corp, $16.10 (3d Ed). 


Lastly, a legislative body need not define every word ina statute to 
survive Constitutional vagueness challenge; it is merely necessary 
for the legislature to give adequate notice of what conduct ‘s 
prohibited and to provide clarity sufficient to avoid arbitrary and 
discriminatory enforcement. See Florida v Cox, 627 SO 2d 1201 
DC FL (1993). 


The proposed ordinance before the City Council not only provides 
criminal penalties, Dut it also impinges on first amendment 
freedoms (see Section VI, Tension between Sexual Orientation 
and Freedom of Religion). Consequently, in view of the above legal 
principles, a strict test of the proposed ordinance for vagueness 
and overbreadth is required. 


in testing the proposed civil rights ordinances for vagueness or 
overbreadth, | have identified the following areas which cause 
serious Concern: 


1) Page 9, lines 18-21. The definition of sexual orientation includes 
“regarded as being a heterosexual, homosexual, Di-sexual or 
transgender person or having a history of such identification. 


Despite hours of research | have not found one case which directly 
attacks the definition of sexual orientation. However, under the 
vagueness discussion above, | am concerned that the proposed 
definition may be subject to a successful attack. Especially 
concerning are the quaiifiers of “regarded as being” or “having a 
history of such identification’. The issue is whether the charged 
person will have fair notice that another is ‘regarded as being’ 
homosexual or “having a history of such identification . 
Furthermore, under the current state of the law as described in 
Section lil above, the current pronouncements of the judiciary are 
to the effect that the classes of gays, lesbians and bDi-sexuais are 
determined by conduct. If the classes are determined by conduct, 
unless a person actually observes the conduct, how can he or she 
be charged with knowledge that a person is a gay, lesbian ‘or 
bi-sexual? 


Consequently, | am alerting the Council that a major issue needs to 
be resolved legaily in the future in defining the class of gays, 
lesbians and bi-sexuals. There is a strong potential that the 
definition may be subject to future challenge under a void for 
vagueness or due process theory. At a minimum, | would 
recommend that the qualifying language referred to above be 
removed from the definition of sexual orientation. 


2) Page 10, lines 6 through 16. This section prohibits a demeaning 
or dehumanizing commynication which has the effect of 
significantly interfering with an individual's employment, public 
accommodation or public services, education, or housing. 


In Doe v University of Michigan, 721 F Supp 852 (1989) the federal 
district court held as void for vagueness a policy of the University of 
Michigan against harassment because of sexual orientation. Citing 
First Amendment free speech concerns, the Court found 
impermissible the language which prohibited speech which 
“stigmatized” or “victimized” an individual and which involved an 
express or implied threat to an individual's academic efforts 
employment, participation in activities or personal safety. 


The federal court stated, no one may be required at the peril of life. 
liberty or property to speculate as to the meaning of penal statutes. 
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All are entitled to be informed as to what the State commands or 
forbids’, citing Lanzetta v New Jersey, 306 US 451, 453, 59 S Ct

3) Page 32, lines 11 through 17; this Section allows for exemptions 
to be granted from the employment discrimination section. 


A serious concern is present here that there are a lack of standards 
pursuant to which a government official may exercise his/her 
discretion. 


Furthermore. for the reasons stated under the Freedom of Religion 
section which follow, certain aspects of this section may violate 
First Amendment fundamental freedom of religious rights because 
it would lodge in a governmental official unfettered discretion to 
determine religious principles and fundamental constitutional 
rights. 


In Doe v University of Michigan, 721 F Supp 852 (1989) the federal 
district court held as void for vagueness a policy of the University of 
Michigan against harassment because of sexual orientation.

3) Page 32. lines 11 through 17: this Section allows for exemptions 
to be granted from the employment discrimination section. 


A serious Concern is present here that there are a lack of standards 
Pursuant to which a government official may exercise his/her 
discretion. 


Furthermore, for the reasons stated under the Freedom of Religion 
Section which follow. certain aspects of this section may violate 
First Amendment fundamental freedom of religious rights because 
it would lodge in a governmental official unfettered discretion to 
determine religious principies and fundamental constitutional 
rights. 


4) Page 34, lines 21-24; Full and Equal “Enjoyment” of public 
accommodation or public service is provided. 


Enjoyment goes beyond utilization. | recognize that the terms 
“enjoyment” and “benefit” are also used in the Elliott-Larsen Civil 
Rights Act; however, a concern is raised that these terms may be 
void for vagueness. Full “enjoyment” is subjective and incapable of 
measure. Consequently, | would recommend that the term 
“utilization” be used because “enjoyment’ seems to create a 
vague duty in the public service and public accommodation 
Provisions. 


5) Page 36, lines 18-20. 


This is an exception under the public accommodation section. It 
provides an exemption for a private club from the effects of the 
Ordinance unless privileges, etc. are extended to customers or 
patrons of another establishment that is a place of public 
accommodation or if it is licensed, chartered or certified by the 
State or any of its political subdivisions. 


The underlying language reflects a departure from the language in 
Elliott-Larsen which references liquor establishments onty. The 
effect of the modified language may sweep back into the 
regulations the exemption granted because most organizations 
are ‘licensed, chartered, or certified by the State.” It is not clear 
why this change was made, but the effect of such change is to 
practically bring all organizations, companies, hospitals, busi- 
nesses and schools within the field of requiation. 


Vi. THE TENSION BETWEEN THE PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
AND FREEDOM OF RELIGION 

As is probably apparent to each Council Member after viewing the 
Public debate and reading citizen letters concerning the proposed 
Civil rights Ordinance, there is a tension existing between those 
holding Christian religious beliefs and those proposing the 
Classification of gays, lesbians, bi-sexuals and transgenders as 
members of a “protected class”. 


This tension is not particular to the public forum but exists in law 
between anti-discrimination ordinances and the free exercise of 
religion clause of the United States Constitution. See Sexua/ 
Onentation and the Law, 102 Harvard Law Review 1508, 1668, 
May 1989. 


Freedom of religion is expressly guaranteed by the First 
Amendment to the United States Constitution ... and stands at the 
core of our Nation's history and tradition. !t is among the highest 
values of our society. Evans v Romer, 882 P 2d 1335, 1341: 
Colorado Supreme Court, Oct 1994; citing Murdock v Pennsylva 
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nia, 319 US 105, 115-117, 63 S Ct 870, 876 877, 87 L Ed 1292 
(1943). The Michigan Constitution is atleast as protective of 
religious liberty as the United States Constitution. People v De 
Jonge. (After REM) 442 Mich 266, 273, n9, (1993). Article 1, Section 
4 of the Michigan Constitution “guarantees to every person the 
liberty to worship God according to the dictates of his or her 
conscience. De Jonge, supra, p 279 280, n27. 


There can be little douot that ensuring religious freedom is a 
compelling governmental interest. Evans v Romer, supra. p 
286-286. 


When a fundamental constitutional right is burdened by the 
government, the regulation must undergo strict scrutiny to survive 
a free exercise test. 


According to our Michigan Supreme Court, this strict scrutiny 's 
manifested in the “compelling interest’ test which is composed of 
five elements: 


1) Whether a defendant's belief, or conduct motivated by belief, is 
sincerely held. 


2) Whether a defendant's belief, or conduct motivated by belief, is 
religious in nature. 


3) Whether a state regulation imposes a burden on the exercise of 
such belief or conduct. 


4) Whether a compelling state interest justifies the burden imposed 
upon a defendant's belief or conduct. 


5) Whether there is a less obtrusive form of regulation available to 
the state. People v De Jonge, supra. p 280 (in striking down 
Michigan s teacher certification requirements as imposing a 
Durden on the free exercise of religion without a truly compelling 
State interest threatening the safety or welfare of the state in a clear 
and present manner.) 


in De Jonge, the Michigan Supreme Court also heid that the burden 
of proof is not on the one claiming constitutional protection to prove 
that some other alternative exists, but on the State to prove a 
compelling State interest justifying the burden. See De Jonge, 
supra, p 298. 


In Attorney General v Desilets, 636 NE 2d 233, 418 Mass 316, 328 
(1994), the Massachusetts Supreme Court, in balancing the free 
exercise of religion clause against an anti-discrimination statute 
which prohibited discrimination in renting apartments based on 
manial status, analyzed an issue where a landiord refused to rent to 
an unmarried couple based upon her religion's prohibition against 
fornication. The Court held that marital status is not a constitution- 
ally based prohibition against discrimination and is of a lower order 
than those provided for in the Massachusetts Constitution. 
Consequently, no compelling State interest was found in the record 
justifying a burden on the free exercise of religion. 


Other appellate courts have dealt with the question of a substantial 
burden on the free exercise of religion under their State 
Constitutions and have concluded that a marital status anti- 
discrimination law imposed a burden. See Smith v Fair Employ- 
ment and Housing Commission, 30 Cal App 4th 1008, 30 Cal Rptr 
2d 395 (1994). 


An Alaska Court, however, going through the same analysis under 
the circumstances in Alaska, came up with a contrary result. See 
Swanson v Anchorage Equal Rights Commission, 874 P 2d 274 
(1994). 


COUNCIL PROCEEDING 90 


in summary, the current law concerning the tension between 
religious liberty and anti-discrimination ordinances appears to be 
hata legislative enactment which infringes on a fundamental right, 
or which burdens a suspect class, is constitutionally permissible 
only if it is necessary to promote a compelling state interest and it 
does so in the least restrictive manner. The judicial review is one of 
Strict scrutiny. Compelling state interest in Michigan under the De 
Jonge decision means that it “must be truly compelling threatening 
the safety or welfare of the state in a clear and present manner” 
See De Jonge, supra. at p 286. 


Furthermore, in analyzing the tension, not only is it impermissible 
for courts to determine the validity of religious practices and 
beliefs, but no government official or body may delineate what is a 
proper form of faith and require citizens to act in accordance with 
government-mandated religious standards. See Evans v Romer. 
supra, dissent at p 1362 and West Virginia State Bd of Eauc v 
Barnette, 319 US 624, 642, 63 S Ct 1178, 1187. 87 L Ed 1628 
(1943). 


in analyzing the proposed ordinances under the above principles 
of law, it appears that a tension exits between religious liberty and 
anti-discrimination based on sexual orientation and marital status. 
The Ordinance prohibits discrimination on the basis of marital 
Status and sexual orientation and makes it a criminal offense, in the 
areas of: 


1) Sexual orientation, when it may violate a person's religious 
beliefs to employ or rent to a gay, lesbian or bisexual based upon 
religious principles. 


2) Marital status, when it may violate a person's religious Deliefs to 
employ or rent to an unmarried couple based upon religious 
principles against fornication. 


(It should be remembered that the current prevailing law in this 
country is that sexual orientation is based on conduct. See Section 
Il, supra.) 


Marital status is not given constitutional status in Michigan. It is not 
a fundamental right in Michigan emoedded in the Michigan or 
Federal constitution. However, marital status is found in the 
Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act as a protected class and thus the 
public policy of this state is to protect the class. 


Sexual orientation is not a fundamental right protected by federal 
law or constitution. Nor are gays, lesbians and bisexuals protected 
as a Class by the Michigan Constitution or the Elliott Larsen Civil 
Rights Act. Thus it is not the policy of this state to afford protection 
based upon sexual orientation. Under Equal Protection Analysis, 
most courts will not even afford a quasi-suspect class status based 
on sexual orientation and under Bowers v Hardwick. supra, 


_ homosexuals have no fundamental due process right of privacy. 


Furthermore, sodomy is still the law in this State and recently the 
gross indecency statue has been upheld by the Michigan Supreme 
Court. (See People v Lino, and People v Brasker, supra). The latter 
two facts are significant in that the U. S. Court of appeais for the 
District of Columbia has recently decided, en banc, that sexual 
Orientation is defined by conduct ( Steffan v Perry, supra). 


Consequently, it is my opinion that in the case of the marital status 
protection, there is a strong chance that under the recent De Jonge 
case, religious liberty will prevail over this provision of the proposed 
ordinance unless a record is developed which clearly demon- 
strates that the necessity for a marital status protection in housing 
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is a “compelling interest’ for Lansing. Currently, | do not believe 
there is any evidence in the record. 


It is my further opinion that because religious freedom holds such 
protection in our country, emoedded in the U. S. Constitution and 
guaranteed by the Michigan Constitution, that under the tive part 
test set forth by the Michigan Supreme Court in People v De Jonge, 
supra. the proposed Civil Rights Ordinance ««”""' not prevail over a 
religious freedom challenge and the ordinance as applied in such 
cases will be ruled unconstitutional, 


Specifically, the Ordinance burdens the free exercise clause in the 
following sections: 


1) Discrimination in Housing is prohibited. There is an attempt on 

page 16 to provide a limited exemption: however, the exemptions 

granted at law on the basis of freedom af religion will greatly 

exceed the housing exemption provided by the civil rights 

ordinance ‘f the religious freedom is asserted with respect to 
sexual orientation. 


Furthermore. the exemptions listed on page 15, starting at line 14. 
will most likely not be a limiting factor on a religious liberty claim 
related to sexual orientation or marital status. 


2) Discrimination in Employment claims based on sexual 
Orientation will not prevail over a religious liberty defense for the 
reasons set forth above. 


3) Section 296.05, Burden of Proof on page 39, is most likely 
unconstitutional on its face when applied to a freedom of religion 
Situation. This conclusion is based on the De Jonge holding. 


4) 296.09(2) on page 40 and 297.10(2) on page 54, are provisions 
which exempt religious organizations. However, they are not broad 
enough because the freedom of religious right runs to individuals 
under the United States and Michigan Constitutions and not only to 
representative bodies. 


inconclusion, based upon the recent court decisions recited 
above, | do not believe the Ordinance will survive constitutional 
attack in the area of sexual orientation when faced with a freedom 
of religion challenge: it will be a close call with respect to a religious 
challenge to the marital status provisions in the housing law. 


if Council decides to go forward with these Ordinances, broader 
exemptions based on religious liberty shouid be inserted because 
the Courts have determined that the least restrictive method 
should be chosen. 


Vil. THE PROPOSED ORDINANCE WILL ALLOW CRIMINAL 
PROSECUTION OF THOSE WHO WILL NOT ASSIST WITH AN 
ABORTION, OR WHO OTHERWISE DISCRIMINATE AGAINST A 
PERSON WHO WANTS TO HAVE AN ABORTION, OR A 
PERSON WHO HAS HAD AN ABORTION. 

At Section 296.02(!) of the proposed Ordinance (page 8, line 18), 
the term “sex” is partially defined as “Gender, Being Male or 
Female, including but not limited to, pregnancy, childbirth, or a 
medicai condition related to pregnancy or childbirth ...” 


At MCL 37 .2201(d) of the Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act, “Sex” is 
defined as follows: “Sex, includes, but is not limited to, pregnancy, 
childbirth, or a medical condition related to pregnancy or childbirth 
that does not include non-therapeutic abortion not intended to 
save the life of the mother. (Emphasis added). 


The drafters of the proposed ordinance have not included the 
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underlined portion of the definition of Sex as reflected in the 
Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act. The effect of this change is 
significant. It may subject hospitals, nurses, doctors and others 
who choose not to participate in an abortion with criminal 
prosecution under the ordinance. This result is possible because 
the definition of ''sex"’ in the ordinance includes a medical 
condition related to pregnancy, but does not exclude a non- 
therapeutic abortion not intended to save the life of the mother. 


This language !s an expansion of sex discrimination under state 
law and may not be permissible because it conflicts with the state 
law definition: however, the Council should consider whether it 
desires the Civil Rights Ordinance to produce this result. 


VII. RE-DEFINITION OF THE “FAMILY” 


Under Section 296.03(A), page 11, the term immediate family has 
been defined to mean “a spouse, domestic partner, parent, child or 
sibling. 


On page 30, line 26, the term “domestic partner’ is used in the 
context of the employment exemptions. 


On page 40, line 10, Section 296.09, the term “domestic partner’ is 
used in the context that domestic partnerships benefits are not 
mandated. 


On page 53, line 20, “domestic partnership benefits” are repeated 
in the same context as on page 40, line 10. 


Domestic Partner is not defined in the Ordinance. However, by 
including the term in the definition of family at 296.03(A) it appears 
that the intent of the drafters may be to redefine the definition of 
“family” as it has been traditionally known. 


The City Council is cautioned in this area of redefining family 
relationships. Courts have held that redefining such family 
relationships is not a proper subject for municipal regulation. See 
Lilly v Minneapolis, 1994 WL 315620 (Minn DC)(1994). 


There also is legal authority for the recognition of the sanctity of the 
family and the central role the family plays in society. See Moore v 
East Cleveland, 431 US 494, 503-504: 97S Ct 1932, 1937-1938; 52 
L Ed 2d 531 (1977), ("... the Constitution protects the sanctity of the 
family precisely because the institution of the family is deeply 
rooted in this nation’s history and tradition’); 


“The traditional relation of the family is a relation as old and as 
fundamental as our entire civilization”. Griswold v Connecticut, 
381 US 4791, 514-527, 14 L Ed 2d 510, 85 S Ct 1678 (1965). 


Michigan statutes have comprehensive provisions related to 
marriage, family relations and descent and distribution of estates. 
The recognition of a nontraditional family which is suggested by 
this ordinance is a radical departure from the traditional relation of 
the family and possibly should be a decision left to the State 
legislature which can address matters of state wide concern. 


IX. AFFIRMATIVE ACTION 

Although it is difficult to track and somewhat confusing, it appears 
that Section 296.03(1)C)(ii)(b), p 18, line 6, does not prohibit an 
affirmative action plan in the area of housing discrimination. The 
confusion exists because there is a specific exemption section on 
page 15, line 12, which exempts certain activities and the section 
pertaining to affirmative action plans is exempted from that section. 
Consequently, the language and cross-reference needs to be 
examined and readjusted. 
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Section 297.02(4) places an affirmative action duty on the Human 
Relations Board to carry out programs of community education 
and information in cooperation with educational community 
organizations with the object of discouraging and eliminating any 
such tensions. prejudice, intolerance or discrimination. These 
programs will be related to the protected classes. 


Section 297 97. page 50. line 23. requires an affirmative action 
program for the protected classes within City government. 


Section 297.09 requires a clause in all City contracts that binds 
contractors not to discriminate against the protected classes or 
else be in oreach of contract. 


There is a Section at 297.10, p 53, which provides that no person 
shall be entitled to affirmative action consideration based upon 
sexual orientation. | do not believe this prohibits an overall 
affirmative actionpian containing goals and objectives. 


X. MISCELLANEOUS 

@ The religious exemption provided in the Ordinance may not apply 
to anumber of mainline protestant churches in Lansing because of 
their doctrinal position that women are not voting members of the 
Congregation. 


@ The ordinance lacks standards for determining an exemption 
from its provisions. 


@ The provision related to confidentiality found at Section 296.04, 
page 36, line 22, may not be enforceable because of the existence 
of the Michigan Freedom of Information Act. 


@ The definition of Familial Status on page 6 does not exactly track 
with State law. The word ‘person’ on line 15 is ‘parent’ in State 
law. It appears that “parent” is the correct term unless there 's 
some other reason for changing the word. 


CONCLUSION 

In summary and conclusion, it is my opinion that the Lansing City 
Council may legislate in the area of Civil Rights by the adoption of 
ordinances similar to the ones proposed with the exception that for 
legal reasons student status and heterosexua/should not be 
included as protected classes. However, the proposed amend- 
ment to Chapter 296, which provides criminal sanctions for 
vidlations of its provisions, contains several constitutional 
infirmities which must be corrected before adoption. Included 
among the obvious constitutional infirmities and the apparent ones 
is the concern that void for vagueness and due process of law 
principles may render this Ordinance unconstitutional in the area 
of sexual orientation because of the difficulty in determining the 
individuals who actually comprise the protected class. ifthe 
Ordinance, as written, is applied to a person holding a sincere 
religious belief which prohibits homosexuality, the Ordinance will 
most likely be ruled unconstitutional as impinging on First 
Amendment freedom of religion nights. Furthermore, the Opinion 
points out a few major policy issues presented by the Civil Rights 
Ordinance in the area of sexua/ onentation, religion, family, and 
abortion which may require further discussion and debate.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE ON PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT, to whom was 
referred the report from the Director of Parks and Recreation 
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explaining a Request for Proposal (RFP) to develop Waverly Goif 
Course, 


REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The Committee expressed disappoint- 
ment that the RFP was issued by the Administration without 
advance notice to the City Council. The Council has been a 
lightning rod for the negative public outcry about this RFP. Mr. 
Reickel presented a reportthat gives a chronological history of the 
golf course development concept, the criteria for development, 
and assumptions and scenarios to be taken into consideration in 
any development proposais. According to the report, Waverly Golf 
Course has several major deficiencies. But commercial develop- 
ment would be possible only after a vote of the people of Lansing to 
dispose of this parkland, as well as a vote of the Lansing Township 
Board of Trustees to rezone the property. A developer would have 
to replace the Waverly Golf Course with ‘equal or enhanced 
facilities.” The Committee is willing to review any proposals 
submitted, but has not committed to support of the commercial 
development concept. Mr. Reickel agreed to provide the 
Committee with a report on any proposals received by the March 
30, 1995, deadline. This report is for information only.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell commended Bob Johnson and Sally 
Potter for the excellent job they have done in trying to get the City 
Market back on track. Not everyone agrees with the procedures, 
but it is important to make sure that the proper procedure 's 
followed so that we remain eligible for State and Federal funding. A 
lot of the changes in the Market were caused when several of the 
bigger vendors moved on. This was a natural sequence of events. 
All of the vendors that he is speaking of have become very 
successful. 


Councilmember Jones congratulated Henderson Bodiford, newly 
appointed Fire Chief and wished him luck in his new position. He 
confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting of the General 
Services Committee this Wednesday at 4:00 P.M. 


Councilmember Lilly said that they will have a report at the Physical 
Development Committee meeting tomorrow at 5:00 P.M. regarding 
the Quality Dairy parking lot and the aspects of the County owned 
property that was under discussion here tonight. He reported 
viewing a very exciting model of the new baseball stadium earlier 
today. It will be available Thursday at the Committee of the Whole. 
He requested 15 minutes at the beginning of the meeting for its’ 
presentation. They did an analysis of major construction projects in 
the City; the materials used in them, their design elements, and the 
architecture used and incorporated their findings into the design of 
the stadium. Consequently the stadium design is not what you 
would find common to other basebail stadiums, but it is common to 
Lansing. 


Councilmember Novak said that the issue of installation of stop 
signs at the intersection of Theodore and Westmoreland will be 
taken up at the Public Safety Committee meeting on Tuesday at 
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6:15 P.M. Another issue on their agenda is the matter of the 
installation of stop signs and/or traffic signals on N. Seymour. He 
urged ail parties interested in these two matters to attend the 
meetings. 


Councilmember Allen confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting 
Of the Public Safety Committee tomorrow at 6:15 P.M. She asked 
Mayor Hollister and Chief Bodiford if they have any further 
information about the cause of the explosion in Villas of Woodgate 
Apartment Complex on Edgewood Blvd. Chief Bodiford explained 
that the investigation is on-going. They are currently looking at the 
appliances in the apartment complex. 


Council President Benavides congratulated Chief Bodiford on his 
appointment. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Hubbell of 1827' W. Holmes Rd. urged everyone to clean 
the snow and ice from their sidewalks. He congratulated Tim Lewis 
on his appointment to the Rail Council. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. criticized Councilmembers for not 
announcing the Bea Christy Awards Dinner this Friday night. 
Tickets are still available as far as he knows. He suggested that this 
Awards Banquet be taped and replayed on Channel 28. This is a 
dinner to recognize and reward community activists. He sent his 
condolences to the family of John Danzo who passed away /ast 
weekend. He stated his confusion over how the distribution of 
funds from the sale of Board and Water of Light property, that was 
pulled from the Agenda on November 14, 1994 from the Committee 
on Ways and Means, appears on tonight's agenda from the 
Economic Development Committee. 


Mark Stenske of 1435 Robertson Ave., a member of Greater 
Lansing Right to Life, spoke regarding the portions of the two 
proposed Civil Rights Ordinances that allow for criminal 
prosecution of doctors, nurses and medical institutions that refuse 
to perform abortions. The attitudes and beliefs reflected in this 
ordinance are out of touch with a large portion of this community. 
Council should consider this ordinance very carefully. He 
questioned the qualifications of the peopie on the Human Relations 
Board who sponsored an ordinance containing recommendations 
such as this. 


Councilmember Novak said that the abortion issue is the result of 
language in Lansing's Code of Ordinances and definitions that 
exist in current State Statutes. This is just an issue of cleaning up 
the language of the Ordinance at the Human Relations Board level. 
Mr. Stenske asked what the purpose of this language being 
included in the ordinance was. Councilmember Novak indicated 
that he was unable to explain the intent of including this language, 
however, he can expiain that they were attempting to provide some 
of the protection that is provided in East Lansing’s Ordinance. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine thanked Council for his appointment to the 
Rail Council and for giving him the opportunity to serve on this 
Board. He asked Mayor Hollister if he has received confirmation of 
congressional support on the transportation center project. Mayor 
Hollister responded in the affirmative, saying, that he has received 
reports about dialogues between Jane Snowden, Representative 
Abraham and Congressman Chrysler, and it looks like they will be 
supporting the Center. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he is disappointec that 
Mr. Knot will continue to receive early retirement benefits from the 
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City. City Attorney Smiertka informed Mr. Terry that Mr. Knot does 
not receive any early retirement denefits. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden said that the project for the City 
Market outlined by Market Manager Potter is a very large and 
amoitious project. He does not believe that she has the proper 
mental aptitude to manage the Market and this type of project. 


Richard Lott of 1107 N.Capital said that the traffic engineer for the 
City of Lansing has interfered with his neighborhood and State of 
Michigan Department of Transportation pians for installation of 
traffic signals on Seymour and Oakland and Seymour and 
Saginaw. Mr. Berridge, the City’s Traffic Engineer has interfered 
and tried to make his neighborhood association jump through 
hoops. He has pitted two neighborhood associations against each 
other and basically left one association, who has been working on 
this issue for two years, completely out of the picture. They are 
insulted. Their association has been completely ignored with 
regard to an issue of safety that is important and central to them. 


Councilmember Allen apologized to Mr. Lott and said that there has 
been no deliberate intent to exclude them from these negotiations. 
She hopes they are all able to reach an agreement. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if Council has plans to 
follow up on Mr. Teet’s suggestion for taping of the Bea Christy 
Awards Banquet this Friday night? 


Council President Benavides assured Mr. Leeman that Council 
would look into it.

The City Council of the City of Lansing met in regular session and 
was Called to order at 7:00 P.M. by President Benavides

CONSIDERATION OF LATE ITEMS 
By Councilmember Allen

SPEGAL CEREMONIES 


A. Councilmember Allen presented a Resolution of Tribute to Emty 
Horne in honor of her twenty-plus years of service to the City of 
Lansing as a member of the Planning Board. 


B. Councilmember Jones presented a Resolution of Tribute to lvan 
Love, of Capital Area Community Services, for thew ‘Walk for 
Warmth’ program. Mr. Love announced that the “Walk” will begin at 
the Teamsters Hall on S. Washington. He thanked everyone who 
has participated with their fund raiser over the past three years. 
They have raised over $100,000, every penny of which has gone to 
pay the heating bills of tamities in the Lansing community. He urged 
everyone to participate in this year's walk and announced that 


busses will be available for those who are unable to complete the 


walk. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of an Amendment to Add a New Chapter, 

Chapter 81 1 —Telecommunications, to the Code of Ordinances for 

the purpose of Guiding the Development of, Operation of, 

Maintenance of and Fair Regulation of Fiber Optic /Telecommuni- 

Santi Service in the City of Lansing under the City's Police 
owers 


Robert Lacinski of 221 N. Washington said that he works for 
Ameritech in Lansing. They are opposed to this ordinance. They 
are concerned that the ordinance could interfere with their use of 
existing fiber optic systems in Lansing and that the ordinance 
appears to conflict with State and Federal laws which give the State 
and Federal Governments exclusive jurisdiction over telecommun- 
ications. He attended the telecommunications meeting at LC.C. 
three weeks ago and will continue to work with the General 
services Committee to resolve this issue. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 €. Elm St. said that this ordinance should have 
been passed several years ago. He supports the ordinance 
because this City has the right and responsibility of assessing 
franchise fees. Continental Cablevision of Lansing did this City 
Council a disservice by mailing out a letter full of misleading 
information. The State of Michigan does not grant franchises to 
cable companies, Cities do. The City should collect a 6% fee on the 
franchise, just as the State collects a 6% sales tax. 


William Hubbell of 1827% W. Hoimes suggested that the City act 
very quickly to appoint someone to the position of Tetecommunica- 
tions Director. 


Richard Weigand of 22207 Innesbrook Or. in Farmington Hills, on 
behalf of Continental Cablevision, said that he aiso attended the 
telecommunications meeting held at L.C.C. He urged Council to 
take a pro consumer approach to franchise fees and the 
compensation of costs that it requires for administeration of these 
rights-of-way. 


Councilmember Novak asked Mr. Wiegand ff the increase in the 
franchise fee that is achieved by the city will be passed on to the 
Customers in the form of a rate increase. Cable Rates in Westland 
are lower than rates in Lansing, even though Westland collects a 
higher franchise fee from the Company than Lansing does. 
Mr. Wiegand said that there are many different variables involved in 
rate setting. He cannot say how the price setting formula was 
developed, however, he can see that Councilmember Novak gets 
a copy of the formula. 


Dale Herder of Lansing Community College suggested a proposed 
change to the telecommunications ordinance that would add a 
provision to exempt educational telecommunications networks. 
They would like to expedite the application procedure. They were 
pleased to host the recent work session, which they all fee! was 
profitable. 


Councilmember Jones announced that the General Services 
Committee welcomes any provider of services and ail interested 
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citizens to the committee meeting this week where they will take 
this ordinance under discussion. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that his cable bill contains 
much higher prices than the prices that the Continental 
Cablevision representative talked about. He asked what the City 
expects to accomplish with this ordinance. 


Councilmembers Jones said that this ordinance would give the 
City control over how any company gets into the public right of way 
in the City of Lansing. The Telecommunications Director would 
keep track of where ail the fiber optic wire is located in the City in 
order to be able to properly manage other projects which might get 
in the way Of it. 


Alan Baird of Horizon Cable urged City Council to be pro- 
competitive in telecommunications. Rather than obtaining fees 
based on linear foot of cable placed in the right of way, fees should 
be based on services provided by the City. 


Alex Bolt of 1230 Reo Rad. said that he is a Continental Cablevision 
subscriber, but he gets lousy reception. Just because the City has 
given Continental Cablevision a franchise, does not mean that they 
don't have competition. This is a blatant user tax. 


Councilmember Lilly informed the public that this hearing is not 
about the increase in the franchise fee. This ordinance addresses 
telecommunications as a utility, and proposes a utilities fee for 
management of the installation of fiber optics. 


City Attorney Smiertka noted that Cable Channel 28 is in 
possession of a Video Tape of the work session conference held at 
L.C.C. on February 9, 1995. He requested that this tape be 
recorded as being part of the record of this public hearing.

REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Dale J. Brzezinski of 4209 S. Pennsytvania Ave., President of the 
Greater Lansing Building Trades, spoke in support of the M.U.C.C. 
project. His union put their support behind the Victor Building 
Project when it was being planned. That project was only 70% 
leased in the planning stage, but has been 99% leased since it s 
completion. He urged Council to support the M.U.C.C. project. 


Charlie Dodson of 5405 Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. said that he is 
the Business Agent for |ron Workers #425 and they support the 
M.U.C.C. project. They want to see this building go 8 stories. This 
building will be fully leased because of its’ proximity to the Capitol 
Building, the Lansing Center and the Baseball Stadium. it will also 
provide jobs and tax revenues for the City. 


Loren Nichols, speaking on behalf of the Michigan State Building 
Trades and South Eastern Michigan State Building Trades urged 
Council’s support of the M.U.C.C. project. There is a slight risk 
involved, but we cannot be a world class city without accepting 
some risk. This project, along with the construction from Sparrow 
Hospital, will improve the approach to the Capitol. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the City should give the 
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Board of Water & Light one buck for the Aldi property to make them 
whole and keep the rest of the money. He still does not understand 
how this issue got from the Committee on Ways and Means to the 
Committee on Economic Development. This is circumspection of 
the process that Council is supposed to operate under. He noted 
that the same labor representatives spoke before Council when 
the Radisson needed a subsidy from the City to get their hotel buitt. 
The real question here is; Should the City of Lansing get into the 
business of leasing buildings that they do not need, or, space that 
they do not need. This is a bad precedent, he said. 


Thomas Washington of 1429 Shelterun thanked everyone who 
appeared to speak about the M.U.C.C. building. He even thanked 
Mr. Teets for his interest, even though his comments were 
incorrect. M.U.C.C. first moved here in 1968 when Lansing's 
downtown was in much better condition. They tried to get their 
Board to buy the old Jury Rowe building, but that attempt failed. He 
has lived here since then and has been committed to his belief in 
this community. He looks forward to a time when the downtown is 
like it used to be. Recently their Board approved the purchase of 
building space next door to City Hall. They are asking this Council 
to do something for Lansing to help bring it back. 


Bob Ovenhouse of 5405 Martin Luther King Blvd. spoke in support 
of the M.U.C.C. building being built as an 8 story project. : 


Russell Terry of 121 €. Mt. Hope said that he has lived in Lansing for 
over twenty years and has never made more than $11,000 per 
year. He knows that most of the people of the City are in the same 
boat that he is. He thinks that the Baseball Stadium will require 
extra income and the citizens of the City will not be able to bail it out. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked for the exact amount of the 
City’s obligation for the lease of three floors of the M.U.C.C. project. 
Councilmember Novak answered that it would be between 4.8 and 
5.8 thousand dollars per year. Mr. Vaughan stated his concern over 
how many Lansing residents would be employed by this project 
and whether the employment would be fair employment. The 
majority of vendors at the City Market share the concerns he has 
raised over market policies. 


Alexander Boit of 1230 Reo Rd. said that in the case of Panetta vs 
City of Lansing, they have asked the City Attorney's Office to 
Stipulate to a change in venue and to stipulate to presentation of 
fact. This would save both parties a lot of time and expense, but the 
City Attorney's Office refuses to stipulate. The City wants to fight 
this out in Judge Steil's Court. 


Gary Granger of 1811 Cottonwood spoke in support of the 
M.U.C.C. project. This has been a team effort for the revitalization of 
the downtown area. They are not looking forward to conducting a 
relationship with the City of Lansing that leaves 2 or 3 floors of this 
building empty for any period of time. They are looking at a team 
approach with the City wherein everyone moves forward to get this 
project off the ground. They will not do anything to jeopardize the 
City’s financial standing. That is not in their best interest. He urged 
Council to think seriousty about this project and what it means to 
the revitalization of the downtown area. His job, if this project is 
approved tonight, is to lease out this building in the shortest period 
of time possible. Granger has bought two buildings in the City of 
Lansing. The M.U.C.C. building would be the only building they 
owned in Lansing that would be Class A Office Space that is within 
the view of the Capitol. 


Councilmember Beal asked about Granger's plans for construc- 
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tion on the Jim's Tiffany site. She understood that they were to build 
Class A Office Space on this site also. Mr. Granger responded that 
they are looking at space that would be more corporate in nature 
for that project. They have plans there for 200,000 square feet. 
They are probably about three years away from putting that 
building up and these two projects would not be competing. 


Councilmember Allen asked how many stories would be built on 
the Jim's Tiffany Place site. Mr. Granger answered that they 
propose a 10 story building at about $200,000 per square foot. 
There is nothing with this quantity of Class A Office Space 
available in Lansing today. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River said that he is not 
opposed to this project. He is opposed to the City leasing three 
floors in it and backing it to the tune of $400,000 plus per year while 
the tax that the City gets from the project amounts to $200,000 per 
year. This means $200,000 that goes into the TIFA rather than into 
the General Fund. if something happens to the building, the citizens 
of the City will eat that $200,000 per year. If this building is such a 
good proposition, why does the City have to back it to the tune of 
three floors. The City got back nothing on its’ $5,000,000 subsidy to 
the Radisson. If the City had not approved that, we would not have 
had to cut our Police Program. Guaranteeing this project is a big 
mistake and it goes against the will of the City in general. 


Councilmember Brockwell informed Mr. Pogoncheff that UDAG 
money was used to build the Radisson, not City tax payer money. 
This was federal money that could only be used for development 
purposes. 


Bob Mitchell, from the House of Representatives, commended 
Council for their patience in listening to everyone speak tonight. He 
served on the Capitol Complex Committee that was responsible for 
the Building of 6 major buildings in downtown Lansing, and for 
paving the downtown streets in red brick. in his experience, 
opportunities like this come about very rarely. We have an 
opportunity to continue the work that started in the mid 1980's and 
resulted in significant investment being made in downtown 
Lansing. This is a project for the on going benefit of all citizens of 
the City of Lansing and results in getting another premium building 
in the downtown area. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if Councilmember Canady 
was expected to show up at some point in tonight's meeting. 
Council President Benavides said that Councilmember Canady is 


enroute to the meeting.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister said that he will host a Budget Call-in Show on 
Channel 28 on Wednesday, February 22, 1995 between 5:30 and 
7:00 P.M. Anyone can call in and get their budget questions 
answered. The public is welcome to attend the meeting in Council 
Chambers also. The Chief of Police is meeting with community 
leadership regarding the Police Department Reorganization. 


He is circulating a memo from Sheila Ide, Safety Director, 
regarding $17,000 in MIOSHA Citations that the City received for 
MIOSHA violations. We have been given a $3,000 discount for 
corrections that have already been made and expect to receive 
additional discounts totalling 50% of the citations. He is thankful 
that the lives of the men involved were saved and that they are 
recuperating satisfactorily. Ms. Ide and Sharon Bommarito are 
available to answer any questions Councilmembers may have 
about this situation. He distributed minutes of today's Leadership 
meeting. 

He sent his condolences to the famity of Judge Davis and said he 
was saddened to hear of his death. He sent his sympathy, also, to 
the Sykes Family. Dennis Sykes’ father passed away today after a 
long illness. 


He announced that on Tuesday, February 21, 1995 they will hoid 
the first planning meeting of the “First Night”, an alcohol free new 
years celebration, coming up next New Years Eve. This event 's 
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being coordinated by Liza Estlund Olson of his office. Call Liza if 
you are interested in this event. Also tomorrow is the Town Hall 
meeting which will focus on safe schools and a drug free 
environment. 


He announced an April 26, 1995 Tailgate Party and Bus ride to see 
the Sultans of Springfield play the White Caps of Grand Rapids. The 
cost of the trip will be $20.00 per person. More information will be 
forthcoming. 3 


Tonight's meeting contains a defining moment, in a number of 
defining moments that his administration has shared with Council 
over the course of the last year. The actions taken tonight are 
central to his strategy for downtown revitalization. The Jury Rowe 
building sat vacant for 14 years because there was no willingness 
to offer partnership and encouragement for development of it. He 
has offered Mr. Washington his promise to do everything in his 
power to help make the M.U.C.C. building a reality. He knows this 
can be successful because he has seen it in his travels around 
other Capital Cities. They formed a partnership to construct at least 
an 8 story office building on this site. He has received and 
circulated to Councilmembers letters indicating interest on the part 
of legislators to develop legisiative office space in this building. The 
City could realize over $7,000,000 in property taxes if we lease this 
space for 10 years and receive taxes from this building over the 
course of 30 years. He needs their vote on this project tonight 
because of it’s importance to the development strategy for the 
downtown revitalization. He strongly urged Council to vote 
affirmatively on this issue tonight. 


Councilmember Lilly reported reading an article in the State 
Journal on Sunday that laid out for him, for the first time, the 
restructuring of the Community Policing Program. The article 
seemed to indicate major changes in the approach to community 
policing and community policing services. He hopes that this 
proposal comes to the City Council before going to the Citizens and 
that it will not be implemented before March 4, 1995 without the 
approval of the Council. This illustrates Counciimember's 
concerns about not being brought into the process at a point when 
they could have some input, and about getting information second 
hand from the news media, rather than getting it from the 
Administration as they should. That is part of their reluctance to 
enter into some of these projects. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mayor Hollister if he has any 
suggestions, or ideas that he wouid like to see implemented into 
the resolution approving the Continental Cablevision Rebuild 
project. if the Mayor has any changes he would like to see made, 
they can hold this resolution for a week. 


Mayor Hollister said that this is two issues; one is the re-write of the 
telecommunications process, the other is the rebuild of the 
Continental Cablevision system. These two projects should be 
going on together and complimenting each other. The more 
important issue is the telecommunications re-write and the 
de-reguiation approach they are recommending.

Mayor Hollister announced his commitment to seeing the M.U.C.C. 
building built by next year. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell sent condolences to the Davis Family 
and the Sykes Family. The M.U.C.C. building will have a 
tremendous benefit to this City in the future, he said. 


Councilmember Jones announced attending the Bea Christy 
Award Dinner last Friday night. He announced that the General 
Services Committee will be discussing the telecommunications 
ordinance and the Continental Cablevision rebuild at their meeting 
this week. 


Councilmember Lilly announced a joint meeting between the 
Physical Development and Economic Development/Intergovern- 
mental Affairs Committee tomorrow at 4:00 P.M. to take up the 
issue of housing stock and planning for housing stock. He said that 
Council had a good debate on the M.U.C.C. building because 
Councilmembers were extremety conscientious about studying 
the issue before voting on it. This is the best way to serve the 
citizens. There are no hidden numbers or costs associated with 
this project everything was laid out on the table for the public to 
examine. He thanked his colleagues for the debate on this issue. 


Councilmember Canady sent his condolences to the Davis Family. 
Judge Davis was a good neighbor and a good friend and an ardent 
Wolverine. He always had a good time at the Judge's place after 
the games, win or lose. He apologized in advance for not being able 
to attend the Judge's funeral. He will be in Court in Gaylord that day 
and may not be able to make it back in time, though he will be there 
in spirit. He issued a challenge to Councilmember Novak regarding 
the outcome of this week's MSU/U of M Basketball game, that the 
loser would sing the winner's fight song at the next Council 
meeting. He still does not understand the delay in approving the 
Continental Cablevision rebuild, and it necessary, He (Canady) will 
sponsor it in his own name next week. He wished ‘Happy 
Anniversary’ to Councilmember Lilly and his wife, who are 


celebrating their first wedding anniversary. 


Councilmember Novak asked that the Committee on General 
Services look at the existing utilities fee levied in the budget last 
year against Continental Cablevision when they are considering 
their rebuild. He told Mr. Teets that he is the impetus behind the 
movement of the Aldi property from the Committee on Ways and 
Means to the Committee on Economic Development. He is the 
skunk in the woodpile. 


Councilmember Allen echoed Councilmember Canady’s state- 
ment about sponsoring the resolution for Continental Cablevision's 
rebuild project next week. She reported that the matter of a Waiver 
of the Noise Ordinance for WILS Radio Station would be taken up at 
the Public Safety Committee meeting this week.

PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Hubbell of 1827’ W. Holmes Rd. said that he feels that 
Presidents Washington and Lincoin would be happy that we are 
conducting business as usual on their designated Birthdays. He 
reported writing a letter to C.A.T.A. asking them to support the 
Transportation Center, and he urges ail other bus riders to do the 
same. Their address is 4614 Tranter please write them and ask 
them to support the Transportation Center. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. offered his own tribute to Judge Davis. 
He has defended himself in Judge Davis’ court several times. 
Judge Davis was always a courteous and wonderful person. He 
probably played a small role in the re-write of Council Rules, 
because, his cases in front of Judge Davis dealt with his arrests in 
Council Chambers. Special interest groups won again tonight in 
City Hall and the citizens lost. This can be changed in the next 
election. The BBC vote won again like it did on the Lansing Center 
issue, the wastewater treatment rate and the earty retirement pian. 
The BBC do not know how to say no, but the public does. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that Chief Boles assured Public 
Safety Committee members that he wouid file a report with them by 
February 23rd regarding the reorganization of the Police 
Department and potential changes to the community policing 
program. Yet this report was released to the newspapers before it 
was given to Councilmembers. He called for the members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners to step forward and do their duty. 
They are supposed to approve policy making decisions made by 
the Police Department and should be addressing the questions of 
these communities. He questioned the wisdom of giving the 
contract for City Hall computerization upgrades to Unisys. They 
have been trying to make the OSS computers work right for years 
and are the same company that sold the City its’ mainframe, which 
we have a problem with at every election. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke regarding the incident at 
Dwight Rich Middle School, in which a principal restrained a 
Student during a confrontation. This is not a racial issue. It is about 
bringing morality and family principals back into our society. 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said that she is attending tonight's 
meeting to observe Council procedures. She got a good education. 
she applauded Council's system of government and commended 
them for doing a good job of acting in the best interests of the City. 
That is what the M.U.C.C. building represents, the best interests of 
the City. This is a radical step for Lansing, which although it has 
always been a capitol city, has not always been a world class 
capitol city. She lives next door to 728 W. Lapeer which was 
scheduled tor a make-safe or demolish hearing. She does not think 
that demolition is the nght way to go with this property. Demolition 
of housing stock, without replacement of living units, causes more 
decay for neighborhoods. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked where the money comes 
from for the Detroit Ball Bearing purchase agreement. City 
Attorney Smiertka said that it would come from the ACT 99 
proceeds reimbursement portion.

D. In consideration of an amendment to Chapter 660 by Adding a 
new section, Section 660.06, the Graffiti Ordinance 


Councilmember Allen said that she feels obligated to introduce any 
legislation that is proposed by a department regarding Public 
Safety. That is the purpose of public hearings, to examine problems 
and debate the merits of proposed legislation. Following the public 
hearing on an issue Council may propose changes to an 
ordinance, or, they may just let the legisiation die. 


Paul Tesziewicz of LPD thanked the Mayor for supporting these 
proposed ordinances and Councilmembers Allen, Beal and Novak 
for getting them through committee and into the process. it is 
unfortunate, but these ordinances are necessitated because of the 
society we live in. They are tools that will be used by Police to 
gather intelligence information on gangs and gang members. One 
ordinance requires property owners to clean up graffiti. This is 
necessary because graffiti leads to more serious crimes. Gang 
members fight over defacing each others graffiti, which leads to 
stabbings, shootings, and gang wars. Lansing has a gang problem, 
and it could get much worse if we do not do something about it. The 
three most prominent gangs in Lansing are; Gangster Disciples, 
Vice Lords and the Asian Lords. There are currently people in 
Lansing from Chicago recruiting members for the Gangster 
Disciples. He displayed 100 photos of graffiti that has appeared in 
Lansing within the last couple of months. The City cannot keep up 
with its’ use and is at the point of asking the residents to take 
responsibility for it. These ordinances can be used along with other 
intelligence gathering techniques to identify gang members, and, 
with the help of the courts, send a message that it is not popular to 
be a gang member. This community needs to develop alternatives 
for young people so that gangs are not so attractive to them. We 
have been contacted by the E. Lansing Police Department for a 
copy of the ordinances. The graffiti ordinance allows the property 
owner to recover most of the cost of removing the graffiti through 
the court system when the suspect has been apprehended. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said that he supports the 
ordinance prohibiting the possession of spray paint by minors, but 
he opposes the ordinance that makes the property owner 
responsible for clean up. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he has reservations about 
both ordinances. He does not think these ordinances are the 
proper tools as they are currently written. Businesses have a hard 
enough time already without government intruding and further 
regulating their businesses. This ordinance could force some store 
owners to stop selling spray paint. Our ordinances should cover 
civil infractions. The ordinance requiring removal of graffiti, or 
Criminal penalties makes the victim the criminal. He believes that 
60-70% of all property owners will remove graffiti of their own 
volition without interference by the City. Instances where property 
owners refused to comply with a request by the Police Department 
to remove graffiti would be rare. He suggested that we get more 
kids involved with community policing officers so that they are not 
So attracted to gangs. 


Robert Bennett of 222 W. Saginaw said that everything about these 
ordinances scare him. The language leaves these ordinances too 
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susceptible to misinterpretation by code compliance officers who 
love to nail people and will use the ordinance to nail some 
unsuspecting property owner. These ordinances are dangerous. 
They put the power in the wrong place, and they put the blame in 
the wrong place. They need to be re-written. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked about the incidence of graffiti on 
buildings and on bridges or other public facilities. We are punishing 
the wrong peopie with these ordinances. He does not believe that 
imposing a fine for failure to clean up graffiti is the way to go. 


Timothy Perrone, Assistant City Attorney, said that these 
ordinances are patterned after similar legislation adopted by the 
City of Warren. He has some proposed changes to the ordinances 
that address the possession of spray paint by a person 18 for use 
for employment, or other lawful uses, has proof of it, and produces 
that proof on request. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Or. said that he attended a 
meeting 2 years ago at the Kingsley Community Center about 
gangs and how to control them. We are developing the same 
problems that the speakers who addressed that meeting had at 
that time. Will we next outlaw baseball bats because they are a 
popular weapon among gang members? The way to fight gangs is 
through neighborhood empowerment. 


Joey Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said that the previous speakers are 
not familiar with the use of spray paint to do graffiti. These 
ordinances are simply a tool to be used against gang activities, if a 
suspect is apprehended. Painting over graffiti will not do very much 
to stop the problem. Gang members will just put new graffiti up. 
Graffiti artists are less frequently painted over. If you put up art that 
incorporates the graffiti they are defeated. We need parents that 
care and cooperate with each other, and when they see kids doing 
graffiti, report it to each other to get it stopped. The responsibility for 
this cannot all be put on the Police Department. 


William Hubbell of 1827’ W. Holmes Rd. said that just removing 
the graffiti will not work. It will come right back. We need to get a 
specialist in these matters. 


Douglas Fairbanks of Windsor Township said that the use of graffiti 
goes back to cave man days. It can be seen almost anywhere, 
even right in City Hall in the restrooms. We should be cleaning up 
the graffiti that we are responsible for before asking everyone eise 
to. 


Gwendolyn Conarton of 846 Seymour St. said that she is 
concerned about senior citizens and how these ordinances would 
affect them. In some cases they do not get out of their homes very 
often and may not even be aware that there is graffiti on the back of 
their garage until they receive a violation notice and fine from the 
City. You cannot keep kids from carrying spray paint. 


Kristen Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Rd. suggested that the 
booklets on gangs, prepared by the police department, be handed 
out at all parent/teacher conferences and that the city view the 
clean up of graffiti in a positive way. Businesses that sell paint 
would probably be glad to donate cans of unsold, excess paint to 
clean up graffiti. This law will do nothing but add another inch to the 
code book that no one is interested in looking at anyway. 


Councilmember Allen announced that this issue will be discussed 
in the Public Safety Committee meeting this week. She feets they 
have done a good job of getting the proposed ordinance out in front 
of the public for debate.

PUBUC COMMENT 


Heidi Doherty of 228 N. Foster Ave. protested the condition of, and 
lack of maintenance done on City fire hydrants. She is particularly 
concerned with the condition of the fire hydrant at N. Foster Ave. 
and Vine Street. 


Kelly Proper of 111 &. Cavanaugh protested the current parking 
prohibition on Cavanaugh. The accidents that purportedly 
necessitated the no parking zone happened within the first 200 feet 
of the intersection of S. Cedar and Cavanaugh. The residents on 
Cavanaugh are asking that they be allowed to park on their street 
on week nights, weekends and holidays. These residents are not 
only being deprived of much needed parking space at night and on 
weekends when they have guests visiting, they are also being 
endangered by the speed of the through traffic that refuses to slow 
down to allow them to pull into their driveways safely. This parking 
prohibition has turned Cavanaugh Rd. into a drag strip endanger- 
ing their kids who are expected to be more responsible than the 
adults who are speeding their cars up and down Cavanaugh Rd. 
She asked the neighbors who attended tonight's meeting to 
support her request to stand. Five people stood in support of her 
request that parking be reinstated on Cavanaugh Road. These are 
the people who take care of this road, she said, and they deserve 
the privilege of parking on it. They shovel the sidewalks and clean 

up the broken glass and debris and see that the street lights are 

replaced. They are here tonight to appeal to Council to bypass the 

Transportation Department's process and reinstate their parking 

rights on Cavanaugh because they cannot wait the fourteen 

months the process takes. 


Councilmember Allen agreed to try to speed up the Transportation 
Department's process to reinstate parking on Cavanaugh. 
Councilmember Lilly said that he lives about 6 blocks from this 
area. Most of the cars using Cavanaugh Rd. are teenage drivers 
and he finds it remarkable that there have not been more accidents 
on this strip. This problem began when they hooked Cavanaugh up 
from Pennsytvania through Cedar and on down to M.L. King Bivd., 
making Cavanaugh an arterial road. He has never had any problem 
with cars parking on Cavanaugh. He called for another traffic study 
and full recommendations for Cavanaugh from Lowcroft west, not 
just a spot study. 

Chuck Proper of 111 &. Cavanaugh protested Councilmember 
Lilly's request, saying, a study is not necessary. The problem is that 
the signs were put up prohibiting parking. This is because of the 
Transportation The Councilmembers who voted on 
this traffic control legislation are not even on Council anymore. He 
accused Dave Berridge of the Transportation Department of 
stacking the deck against these residents. The only problem with 
parking on Cavanaugh is in the first 200 feet west of Cedar St. They 
are being treated like second class citizens, but they are charged 
first class tax rates. This does not need to go back to the Traffic 
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Board. These no parking signs should be taken down tomorrow 
because they were improperly installed. These residents have 
been denied their rights unfairty. 


Robert Bennett of 222 W. Saginaw asked for an explanation of the 
proposed poverty guidelines on the agenda under the Mayor's 
letters. He protested the $118,000 transfer of funds to the City 
Market. The City used to subsidize the Market to the tune of 
$120,000 per year and we are now giving them $118,000 for six 
months. What is going on with this? Additionally, Council was 
supposed to be given a vote on any changes to the Market, did they 
vote on the restructuring going on over there? 


Richard Collins of 225 Moores River Or. opposed what he 
described as the trial and error method of reorganization of the 
community policing program. The COPS program works in his 
neighborhood and they are asking for a public hearing prior to 
implementation of the proposed changes. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said that he is a member of Concerned 
Citizens to Save Lansing and he has a real problem with the 
proposed reorganization of the Police Department. The COPS 
program has been in existence for several years and has done very 
weil. Why are they trying to change it now? He is afraid that the 
residents will lose out when the proposed changes are impie- 
mented. He asked for figures depicting the cost benefit of the 
reorganization. 


Councilmember Allen announced that the Public Safety Commit- 
tee will hold an informational meeting on March 14, 1995 from 6:00 
to 7:30 P.M., similar to the budget meeting held by Mayor Hollister. 
The meeting will be in Council Chambers, will be televised and will 
have call in capability. Also, the Police Chief will be present to 
answer questions. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. sympathized with Ms. Doherty with 
regard to her efforts to get information from the Board of Water & 
Light. The Board, he said, believes that they are above the law and 
he feels sorry for anyone who ever has a problem with this 
particular branch of City government. The proposed reorganization 
of the COPS program is ail fluff and cotton candy and he does not 
understand how anyone can make decisions based on a 
document like this. He cannot even gather enough information 
from this document to ask an informed question. There has been 
no cost benefit analysis done whatsoever. He demanded that 
Council put the brakes on this project. He objects to the service 
charge in lieu of taxes for the Lowertown Lofts Development 
Project. This project plan is already receiving business financing 
assistance from the City. How much heip do they need. He noted 
that the beneficiaries of the increase in the Police and Firemen’s 
Retirement System are not eligible to receive social security 
benefits. 


Terrill Putman of 606 E. Greenlawn said that he is not a member of 
the CCSL group, however, he is a concerned citizen. He urged 
passage of the two proposed Civil Rights Ordinances. If Lansing is 
to be a “World Class Capitol City”, we must make these ordinances 
happen. We cannot let this issue disappear. 


Robert Bailey of 325 E. Cavanaugh asked Council to give them 
back their parking privileges. 


Paul M. Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that he is distressed that 
Councilmember Jones has not received more support for his 
position, as the Chair of the General Services Committee, on the 
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Continental Cablevision Rebuild project. Continental Cable has put 
us Over a barrel on this matter, dealt with us unfairly and been jess 
than forthright. He looks forward to services being provided by 
Ameritech. He asked how the Police Precinct Advisory Board 
deals with the Board of Police Commissioners on the Police 
Department reorganization. Who designed the reorganization 
model referred to in the minutes, and where can it be reviewed. 
Why is March 4th the magic date for implementation of the change 
rather than the start of the new budget year on July 1st? Has the 
Board of Police Commissioners fulfilled their responsibility to the 
Mayor and the Community on this issue? One of the priorities of 
community policing should be the community input prescribed by 
Bob Trojanowicz. 


Councilmember Lilly told Mr. Scott that Chief Boles attended the 
Ways and Means Committee meeting on Wednesday and said that 
it is Not his intent to fully implement the entire reorganization as of 
March 4th. March 4th is a key date because it is the date in the 
union contract in which they can arrange additional shifts, however 
the reorganization plan will not be fully implemented until the July 
1st date, which is the beginning of the new fiscal year. This 
reorganization will be fully implemented through the budget 
process. 


Councilmember Allen reminded Mr. Scott of her announcement of 
the public meeting for citizen input into the reorganization. There 
will be many more opportunities for public input and involvement all 
the way around. The reorganization will not be implemented until 
after the budget has been adopted. 


Councilmember Jones said that at today’s leadership meeting 
discussion was held relative to the fact that the Police Department 
needs to be more specific in terms of how this program change will 
work with respect to the use of community policing officers and the 
percentage of time that they will be spending in their districts. They 
need a definitive explanation from the Police Department in terms 
of exactly how the changes will affect the COPS program and 
where the ideas came from. The City must listen to the input from 
the people during the implementation of the reorganization. 


Councilmember Lilly said that Chief Boles has agreed to work with 
Council to fully implement the changes and show where coverage 
is and how this is all coming together. Workers must Duy into total 
quality management, or it will not work. 


Mayor Hollister said that the question is how to spread the 
Community Policing Program City Wide, rather than restricted to 
the 15 neighborhoods that it is currently active in. One option is to 
assign more officers to the program, however, there is no more 
money coming out of Washington for this program. The money is 
going to prisons. To deal with the lack of funding we must 
reorganize and implement the program without the funds. Chief 
Boles presented this formulation which he has been developing for 
over a year and asked to have it presented with the Budget 
Process. We have to have input from the communities and that is 
what is going on now. There are traditionalists that do not want 
change and want things to stay the same. However, other parts of 
the City want this program as much as Dick Collins neighborhood 
does. What is he to say to those other parts of the City? They are 
trying to institutionalize this program to make it work for the whole 
City. 

Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope Ave. spoke regarding the waiver of 
the noise ordinance for WILS Radio Station and said that he hopes 
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they do not create a parking problem in the downtown area. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Councilmember Allen if 
she would get answers from the Traffic Board regarding the 
Cavanaugh parking problem. These people need relief and should 
be given it. He noted that the agreement for the Continental 
Cablevision rebuild approves their franchise until 2004, and 
thanked Councilmember Jones for taking the time to deal with this 
issue. If the community had known what the proposal for the COPS 
program was a month ago, we would not be going through this 
debate right now. 


Douglas Fairbanks of Windsor Township commended City 
Attorney Smiertka for his opinion on the Civil Rights ordinances. He 
opposes these two ordinances. He said that he hopes WILS does a 
better job with the lunchtime concert series than their predecessor 
did. 

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. said that it is quite 
obvious that the entire police department organization will have to 
be changed in order for this city to enter into the future. We need 
more computerization of patrol cars. He hopes that we do not wind 
up with police dogs in our schools. He agrees that the entire city 
should be under the protective umbrella of the COPS program. He 
Suggested support groups to support the services of community 
police officers in our neighborhoods, along the lines of community 
empowerment. These groups could heip fill in for the police.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister reported receiving a letter from CATA regarding 
the Transportation Center. He is circulating copies of the 
leadership meeting minutes to Councilmembers. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mayor Hollister to see to the upkeep of 
Council Chambers, by the Building Maintenance Department, 
following events the Administration holds on the tenth floor. 


Councilmember Beal asked Mayor Hollister to discuss the CATA 
issue. Is CATA waiting for us to buy the property to seil to them? 


Mayor Hollister said that three weeks ago, after the attorneys for 
both parties reached an agreement on the lease and transfer of 
land to finalize the CATA Transportation Center, a new lease was 
brought to the City Attorney's Office and he was asked to surrender 
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the old lease in favor of the new one. The new lease contained 
philosophies on sharing the cost and risk which would have made 
the City liable for the building after the second year of operation, if 
the project did not go. This provision would have made the City 
responsible for the operation of CATA. All risk was shifted to the 
City in the new lease. He reported asking Sandra Dragoo of CATA 
fora written statement of the impediment to the ground breaking for 
this project. If the project is not underway by the start of the new 
fiscal year, we will lose the funding for it. It should have been 
underway before now, but we have had a reluctant partner in 
CATA. 


Councilmember Beal told Mayor Hollister that the CATA Board 
Members are unaware that there are any changes in the project at 
all. Mayor Hollister’s comments make it sound as if the project is 
pretty weil dead. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that the risk for the City is that the City 
would be responsible for the total cost of the center even if it 
exceeded the total grant funds, but would have no control over the 
cost of building the center. Also, once the agreement is signed, and 
for any reason not followed through, the City would de responsible 
for all costs incurred by CATA going back to 1990. The risk was 
totally on the City. 


Councilmember Beal said that she has never been happy with this 
site because of the number of property owners involved. She wants 
Council to be included in discussions, if there is going to be some 
type of facility. She wants Council brought into the mix because 
she feels that Michigan Ave. should be part of the site. 


Mayor Hollister responded that the site is not the problem. The 
problem is the unwillingness of CATA to share in the risk. The issue 
of the site location was settled by attorneys.

WHEREAS, in order to acquire additional funds to complete the 
pedestrian walkway portion of the 1985 Project, the Authority and 
the City entered into a Full Faith and Credit General Obligation 
Supplemental Contract of Lease dated as of July 1, 1986 (the 
“1986 Supplemental Contract’) pursuant to which the Authority 
issued its Building Authority Bonds, Series 1986 dated August 1, 
1986 in the original aggregate principal amount of $800,000 (the 
“1986 Bonds”); and 


WHEREAS. in order to acquire funds for the purpose of paying for 
the cost of an addition to the North Grand Avenue parking garage 
(the 1988 Project’), the Authority and the City entered into a Full 
Faith and Credit General Obligation Second Supplemental 
Contract of Lease dated as of June 1, 1988 (the “1988 Second 
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Supplemental Contract’) pursuant to which the Authority issued its 
Building Authority Bonds, Series 1988 dated July 1, 1988 in the 
Original aggregate principal amount of $2,450,000 (the ''1988 
Bonds’) and the Authority has acquired the 1988 Project and 
leases it to the City pursuant to the 1988 Second Supplemental 
Contract; and 


WHEREAS, the Authority and the City entered into a Full Faith and 
Credit General Obligation Contract of Lease dated November 14, 
1989 (the “1989 Contract’) and pursuant to the 1989 Contract the 
Authority acquired, constructed, and equipped a project which was 
later modified by resolution of City Council to consist of several 
automobile parking lots, together with necessary and related 
appurtenances (the “1990 Project’), and the Authority leases the 
1990 Project to the City pursuant to the 1989 Contract; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of Act 31, in order to finance 
the costs of acquiring, constructing, and equipping the 1990 
Project, the Authority issued its Building Authority Bonds, Series 
1990 dated May 17, 1990 in the original aggregate principal 
amount of $32,791 403.90 (the 1990 Bonds’): and 


WHEREAS, the Authority is authorized under Section 11k of Act 31 
to issue bonds to refund outstanding bonds, in principal amounts 
greater than or lesser than the bonds to be refunded, and with 
interest rates greater than or lesser than the bonds to be refunded: 
and 


WHEREAS, in order to reduce the cost to the Authority of financing 
the 1985 Project, and consequently reduce the cost to the City of 
Leasing the 1985 project from the Authority, the Authority issued its 
Building Authority Refunding Bonds, Series 1991 dated March 1, 
1991 in the original aggregate principal amount of $4,390,000 (the 
“1991 Bonds’); and 


WHEREAS, the projected parking revenues which the City collects 
from the 1985 Project, the 1988 Project, and the 1990 Project 
(collectively, the Projects") do not evenly match the annual Cash 
Rentals payable by the City for lease of the Projects under the 1985 
Contract, the 1986 Supplemental Contract, the 1988 Second 
Supplemental Contract and the 1989 Contract (collectively, the 
Contracts’); and 


WHEREAS, the Authority proposes consolidation of its debt and 
reduction of current annual debt service costs of financing the 
Projects by extension of the debt maturity schedule, which would 
reduce annual Cash Rentals payable by the City for lease of the 
Projects, in order that the annual Cash Rentals payable by the City 
for lease of the Projects will more evenly match projected parking 
revenues, by the issuance of refunding bonds pursuant to Section 
11(k) of Act 31 (the ‘Refunding Bonds’) for the purpose of 
refunding a portion of the 1985 Bonds, the 1986 Bonds, 1988 
Bonds, the 1990 Bonds, and the 1991 Bonds (collectively, the 
“Prior Bonds’); and 


WHEREAS, the Finance Director of the City currently estimates 
that the proposed consolidation of the Authority debt will result ina 
net present value increase in debt service costs in an amount not 
to exceed $300,000, and a gross increase in debt service costs in 
an amount not to exceed $12,000,000: and 


WHEREAS, City Council acknowledges that the consolidation of 
the Authority dect and the reduction in current annual debt service 
costs through the issuance of refunding bonds will increase the 
number of years that the Cash Rentais will be payable by the City to 
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the Authority for lease of the Projects, which will result in an 
increase in total aggregate debt service costs to the Authority, inan 
amount projected by Stauder, BARCH and Associates acting as 
Financial Consuitant to the Authority (the “Financial Consultant’), 
and: 


WHEREAS. City Council has determined that itis in the best 
nterest of the City to request the Authority to consolidate its debt 
and thereby to reduce current annual Cash Rentals payable by the 
City for lease of the Projects, in order that the annual Cash Rentals 
will more evenly match projected parking revenues, through the 
issuance by the Authority of the Refunding Bonds. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. The City hereby requests the Authority to refund such portion of 
the Prior Bonds as the Authority shall determine is appropriate to 
reduce current annual Cash Rentals payable by the City for lease 
of the Projects under the Contracts, in order that the annual Cash 
Rentals will more evenly match projected parking revenues, by the 
issuance of Refunding Bonds to be issued by the Authority 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 11k of Act 31 in an aggregate 
amount to be determined by the Authority upon the sale thereof. 


2. Subject to issuance by the Authority of its Refunding Bonds, 
City Council hereby approves reduction of the current annual Cash 
Rentals payable by the City for lease of the Projects under the 
Contracts by the extension of the Cash Rental repayment 
schedule and the increase of the total aggregate Cash Rentals 
payable by the City, which Cash Rentals shall be payable as 
provided in a schedule to be delivered to the Finance Director of 
the City by the Authority effective as of the date of delivery of the 
Refunding Bonds. 


3. The City covenants and agrees to continue to make payments 
to the Authority, in accordance with the requirements of the 
Contracts, in amounts sufficient to pay the principal of and interest 
on any of the Prior Bonds which are not refunded and on all 
Refunding Bonds issued by the Authority and ail transfer and 
escrow agent fees and other expenses and charges payable with 
respect to the Prior Bonds and the Refunding Bonds. The City 
acknowledges and agrees that the Authority shall nave all rights 
and remedies set forth in the Contracts to enforce the obligations of 
the City with respect to the Refunding Bonds in the same manner 
and to the same extent that such rights and remedies were 
available with respect to the Prior Bonds. 


4. The City specifically (but not by way of limitation) reaffirms its 
pledge of its full faith and credit for the payment of its obligations 
with respect to the Refunding Bonds and its obligations to levy 
taxes for the making of the cash rental payments to the Authority in 
amounts sufficient to enable the Authority to pay the principal of 
and interest on any of the Prior Bonds which are not refunded and 
the Refunding Bonds in a i with the provisions of the 
Contracts. 


9. The Mayor and the City Clerk are hereby authorized to execute 
and deliver any necessary amendments to any of the Contracts. In 
reliance upon a certification of the Financial Consultant that no part 
of the maturity schedule for the 1990 Bonds extends beyond 2015, 
the City Council hereby determines that it is not necessary to 
publish a Notice of Intent to enter into a Contract of Lease 
supported by the limited tax general obligation of the City.

The City hereby covenants that, to the extent permitted by 
law, it will take all actions within its control and it shall not fail to take 
any action aS may be necessary to maintain the exemption of 
interest on the Refunding Bonds and the Prior Bonds from gross 
income for federal income tax purposes, including but not limited 
10. actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, !f applicable. 
and the expenditure and investment of proceeds and moneys

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal said that she took a very interesting trolley 
ride Saturday morning on a tour of the North end. Under discussion 
was development projects in Old Town. She thanked Donna 
Wynant for conducting the tour. She announced the cancellation of 
the regularly scheduled Ways and Means Committee meeting this 
week. They will conduct an emergency meeting Monday at 6:50 
P.M. to take care of any pressing business. 


Councilmember Allen announced the cancellation of the regularly 
scheduled Public Safety Committee meeting this week. She 
reported attending the annual Polish Dinner last Saturday night. 
She had a great time and encourages everyone to participate next 
year. 


Councilmember Novak said that he is in receipt of a communica- 
tion regarding a citizens concern over the Charter provision that 
allows Council to vote on the retention of a Department Head 
following their dismissal by the Mayor. He asked the City Attorney if 
his understanding that this vote must be taken within 30 days is 
correct. City Attorney Smiertka responded that the Charter 
provides that within 30 days of the filing of such a notice the 
Council would make a decision. The Charter requires a 2/3 vote 
and that determination be made within 30 days. Councilmember 
Novak said that the issue of expanding the boundaries of the North 
Town Smail Business Financing Assistance Program can be taken 
up in the Economic Development Committee meeting. He will 
contact some of the people from this area to see if they are 
interested in attending the meeting to address this issue. He 
congratulated Rudy Wilson the new president of the WSNA. 
Discussion has been taken on the Police Department reorganiza- 
tion plan from communities who are currently served by the COPS 
program, however, the vast majority of the City is not served by the 
COPS program and will not be served by the program in the same 
labor intensive and. capital intensive method that the 14 or 15 
Original communities have been. The district officer shift 
realignment can be used to emulate the COPS program. The next 
few months were designed to instill exactly the kind of public input 
that we need on this process. Opposing the shift change is the tail 
wagging the dog. This is a small part of the reorganization that :s 
coming up in the next few months. We owe it to the communities to 
incorporate their input into the process. He supports the 
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reorganization efforts so far. He announced the meeting of the 
Economic Development Committee on Wednesday at 8:00 A.M. 


Councilmember Jones reported that our new Rail Council Member. 
Tim Lewis, is working on a new lounge Car to go between Lansing 
and Port Huron. He announced the cancellation of the General 
Services Committee meeting scheduled for this week. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. told Council that Mr. Bernstein has not 
been in attendance at meetings recently because he has been 
hospitalized for foot surgery. He complimented Council for doing 
their homework on the issues. The construction of the M.U.C.C. 
building will not do anything to improve the infrastructure, he said, 
this money will go to pay for the Lansing Center and the baseball 
Stadium debt. 


William Hubbell of 18272 W. Holmes Rd. predicted that, at some 
time in the future. a group from outside of the City will come to 
Lansing to see the new basebail stadium. They will arrive at the old, 
decrepit Grey Hound bus station and think that they are in the 
wrong town. We need the new transportation center. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mr. Hubbell to make the same 
speech to the CATA Board of Directors and Ms. Dragoo. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow St. remarked that last week 
marked the 30th anniversary of the death of Malcolm X. He asked if 
there are any plans to honor him, other than the plaque on M.L. King 
Blvd.? 


Councilmember Beal suggested that Mr. Shekarakki is the perfect 
person to initiate such a movement. She invited him, along with any 
other interested party, to submit a letter to the Memorial Review 
Committee to institute a proper memorial to Mr. X. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the City has already 
changed the name of Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Ave. to 
memorialize Mr. Chavez. There is no reason to change the name of 
the City Market too. If the Market is renamed, then he would like to 
have the name of Oakland St. changed to Bernice Max St. and the 
name of Saginaw St. changed to Russell Terry St. He does not 
believe that the M.U.C.C. building will be leased to the capacity 
necessary to fill 8 floors. He urged caution in the completion of the 
baseball stadium project. 


Marge Ojibway of 310 Seymour spoke in opposition to the 
proposed grocery store at the intersection of Allegan and M.L. King 
Bivd. There is a need for a laundromat in the area of Pennsylvania 
and Michigan. Kelly's Downtown needs to expand their hours of 
operation to allow their employees to make more money. The 
general assistance program should be re-instituted in order to cut 
down on the need for more prisons. There should be more 
programs for people, rather than things. We need 24 hour child 
care for parents who work hours other than the traditional 
8:00-5:00 P.M. We should have parking meters that run 24 hours 
per day to bring more revenue to the City. The sewer rebuild on the 
east side should start at Magnolia and Prospect. 


Jenny Rotier of 609 Bluff St. said that she is a new resident to the 
downtown area. She is having a problem with the Building 
Department. Her car broke down and she had to buy a new Car. 
Now she finds that she cannot store her old car in her driveway 
because it is not running. This is a clean car that is kept locked and 
iS just sitting in her driveway. She asked if there were a process 
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whereby this ordinance could be changed. Councilmember 
Brockwell asked Ms. Rotier if she has spoken with anyone from the 
Building Safety Division. Ms. Rotier reported speaking with Dolores 
Fuller adout this situation. 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said that the Transportation Center 
is vital to the growth of the City. CATA is important to the City too. 
We need them. however, they need us as well. !f we are going to 
Duild the transportation center, we should require service 
improvements from them. Their fares have gone up, but their 
services have decreased on every route. They will not accept input 
from the public, nor cooperate with the release of information to the 
public. 


Councilmember Lilly said that he does not know what resources 
the City has to deai with Ms. Wallace's concerns, but the Michigan 
Department of Transportation does have some leverage over this 
organization because they control their funding. He suggested that 
Ms. Wallace put her concerns in a letter to Pat Nowak, Director of 
the Michigan Transportation Commission. Over 10% of the State 
gasoline tax goes to the bus companies and she would be better off 
dealing with the Department of Transportation on this issue than 
the City of Lansing. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked Councilmembers Lilly, Jones, 
and Novak for the joint committee meeting last Tuesday to deal 
with Lansing’s housing policies. He also thanked Bob Johnson 
from the Mayor's Office for his expertise at this meeting. He 
thanked Councilmembers Novak and Beal for their input on the 
North Town trolley tour. He thanked Donna Wynant and Jim 
Sturdevant from the Planning Department for arranging the tour 
and North Lansing for making them welcome. He remembers 
attending a Parks Board meeting when a proposal to develop the 
Waverly Golf Course was discussed. This meeting was held on 
June 16, 1993 and they discussed the development of both the Red 
Cedar and Waverly courses. He criticized the State Journal for not 
getting the right information.

Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke in support of the resolution 
establishing guidelines for poverty levels used in the 
determination of property tax exemptions, but, said that he hopes 
that some other tax does not take the place of the property tax 
that would be exempted. 


Judith Felice of 1462 Cambridge, a member of the Parks Board, spoke 
in support of the resolution setting a public hearing on March 27, 
1995 for the purpose of accepting comments on the Parks and 
Recreation proposed 5 year Master Plan. Draft copies of the plan 
are available for review on the 4th Floor of City Hall in the Parks 
Department and in the Community Centers. She complimented Council 
President Benavides for the courtesy he has shown in conducting 
this meeting. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. chastised members of the audience for 
booing at speakers. Booing has never been allowed at these 
meetings, and the audience should be instructed not to boo. 
Everyone is entitled to their opinion and to the expression of 
their opinion, he said. He opposes the arrangement with TMO, Inc. 
for the split of proceeds from ticket sales and concession sales at 
the baseball stadium. The people of the City are putting up fifteen 
times the financing that TMO is putting up for the stadium. The 
people of Lansing are getting 10% of the proceeds and TMO is 
getting 90%. This is not a good deal for the people. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked why the resolution approving 
the Parks and Recreation Five Year Master Plan is on tonight’s 
agenda for approval when the Public Hearing is not scheduled until 
March 27th. He asked for a full explanation of the transfer of 
funds resolution prior to it’s passage. 


Councilmember Allen asked City Attorney Smiertka to address the 
concerns of the audience relative to the project agreement and try 
to clear up any misconceptions they may be operating under. City 
Attorney Smiertka said that the Project Agreement with Clark 
Construction contains a clause that says that every subcontractor 
must have a procedure for the filing of grievances and the 
settlement of disputes. It also has a prevailing wage provision and 
a provision for contribution to a Health and Welfare fund to 
provide health insurance for workers. Non-union jobs are not 
prohibited and non-union companies are not excluded, nor are they 
forced to join a union. The City’s code of ordinances has always 
contained prevailing wage provisions for contractors who do 
business with the City. 


Councilmember Lilly added that this is an arrangement between Clark 
Construction Co. and their subcontractors. Council approved the 
contract with Clark Construction, but does not have approval over 
subcontractors, so there is not a lot that Council can do about 
this situation. He asked City Attorney Smiertka if the Council has 
any recourse in this matter. City Attorney Smiertka answered that 
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Clark Construction Co. is the contractor on this job. It is out of 
the legislative process. At this point the construction management 
agreement will be executed between Clark and the Administration. 
The subcontractors will contract with Clark Construction. If there 
is a complaint about the bidding process in the future, the Project 
Manager for the City would be responsible for handling it. 
Councilmember Lilly reiterated that Council has no authority to do 
anything about the complaints being made here tonight.

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister yielded the floor to Councilmember Lilly and asked 
him to announce major developments on the baseball stadium project. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Director of the State of 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources announced today that the 
City would receive a grant from the DNR in the amount of 1.28 
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million dollars for the reclamation of soils at the baseball 
stadium site. In addition, the Director of the Department of 
Transportation has announced that the City will receive a grant for 
$430,000 for the work necessary to re-direct Larch and Cedar 
streets. He added that the $30,000,000 figure quoted by Mr. Teets 
includes the interest on the project loan, which tax payers of the 
City of Lansing are not responsible for. The City is getting grants 
for state funding. The Baseball Stadium and Team will bring people 
into the downtown area who would not otherwise be there. It will 
bring in 3,000 people on 100 to 120 different nights each year that 
would not otherwise be in the downtown area. The baseball stadium 
project will officially get under way on Monday, April 3, 1995 with 
formal ground breaking ceremonies. Everyone is invited to attend 
this event. 


Mayor Hollister reported that these two grants add up to l. 7 
million dollars that the City received today towards the cost of 
the baseball stadium. He asked Bob Swanson, Director of the Finance 
Department to update Council on developments with the financing of 
the project. 


Mr. Swanson reported that the Administration approached local banks 
and asked them to enter into a partnership for local funding of the 
project. In response to this request, five local banks (First of 
America Bank, Capitol National Bank, City Bank, Dart National Bank 
and Michigan National Bank) entered into a consortium that has 
extended to the City of Lansing a financing opportunity. They will 
make $13,000,000 available to the City for the construction of the 
Stadium project ona fifteen year agreement under the terms of ACT 
99 financing. They have received a commitment for a 15 year loan at 
a fixed rate, with two interest reset dates one in 2000, and one in 
2005, interest to be reset at 1% of the 5 Year Treasury Note with 
a cap on the interest rate so that it never exceeds 10.375%. 
Payments on the loan would be made quarterly giving the City 
additional flexibility. It would be set up for the City to draw 
money as costs are incurred, rather than drawing the money all at 
once to keep the interest costs low. The City will provide their 
limited tax, general obligation pledge, just as they have done on 
every other bonding issue, as security on the Stadium. The loan can 
be prepaid and refinanced without penalty for the first five years 
keeping closing costs at a lower figure. 


Mayor Hollister added that Council, last December, adopted a 
proposal to spend up to 12.2 million dollars on _ stadium 
construction. The Administration will ask Council to modify that 
proposal to increase the amount to 12.7 million to include 
construction required to comply with the Americans With 
Disabilities Act (ADA). Grand Rapids failed to take ADA 
requirements into consideration in the construction of their 
Stadium and as a result will now spend millions more on retro- 
fittings to comply with them. Similarly MSU failed to make 
provisions to comply with ADA on the renovation of their football 
stadium and had to make last minute changes that cost them more 
money. He will come to Council next week with a request to increase 
the approved expenditure by .5% to meet ADA standards. He has 
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received compliments from the Banking industry on the 
professionalism exhibited by City Staff on the development of this 
project. 


The project agreement with Clark Construction Company is the exact 
same kind of agreement that Magnesium Corp. of Eaton Rapids had for 
the construction of their project which is widely acclaimed. The 
statements made here tonight have not been accurate. We are on 
track and on budget to get this project accomplished. 


He announced that the Downtown Mall association has received a 
commitment from the owner of the Parthenon to develop a small park 
on the vacant land next to his restaurant that was vacated by a 
fire a couple of years ago. Kelly Thompson is in charge of this 
project and anyone interested in helping with it may call 487-3700. 


He reported that Lomas Brown of the Detroit Lions has committed to 
sponsoring a computer camp again this year. This year he has 
received a commitment for the backing of the United Way of Greater 
Lansing as a partner. The capacity will be double that of last 
year. 


Local polling shows the approval rating of the Mayor and 
Councilmembers to be up, he said, and the pollsters have agreed to 
send this information to Councilmembers. Next Monday’s meeting will 
be an important one for this city; he will come to Council 
requesting approval of the financing agreement and possibly for the 
acquisition and condemnation of Paramount Coffee property. 


Councilmember Beal asked if the agreement with the Team would be in 
front of Council next week also? City Attorney Smiertka answered 
that they are in.the process of reviewing the draft agreement which 
originally contained 60 pages of text and now, following extensive 
revisions by his office, contains 73 pages. Following the 
completion of the review by his office, the draft will be sent back 
to the Team and could possibly be back before Council next Monday. 
Councilmember Beal questioned the advisability of approving the 
financing of the stadium prior to signing an agreement for the 
acquisition of the Team. City Attorney Smiertka indicated that the 
agreement with the Team can be added later. Councilmember Beal said 
that she is attempting to make sure that General Fund dollars do 
not get spent on the stadium. This is a promise she made to Lucile 
Belen prior to Ms. Belen leaving office. She cited a clause in the 
agreement that guarantees that the City will budget the money to 
make the payments on the stadium loan and will budget for the 
payments and raise taxes, if necessary, to assure that payments can 
be made. If this clause were taken out, would the banks still want 
to enter into this agreement? She does not believe that the figures 
add up to show that the revenues from the stadium will be 
sufficient to make the payments on the loan. The way to get people 
into the City is to make it a desirable place to live. Then people 
will move here and businesses will follow. 


Mayor Hollister said that the Administration will announce an 
agreement with General Motors to bring in $100,000 per year as part 
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of the naming of the Stadium. The figures that Councilmember Beal 
is using to arrive at her deduction are incomplete and extremely 
conservative to start with. They are creating economic development 
in the City. This is what everyone keeps asking for, however, when 
they bring new business developers before City Council, Council 
must have the decency to thank the developers and welcome them and 
their businesses to the City of Lansing. A few weeks ago when he 
brought Harry Hepler before City Council with his plans to develop 
a restaurant, brewery, and residential apartments in the downtown 
area, Councilmembers did not offer any thanks to Mr. Hepler 
whatsoever. 


Councilmember Lilly stated, once again, that this is not tax payer 
money . 


Councilmember Canady said that this debate is pointless. This is a 
project that has already received the unanimous approval of 
cCoune1i..

1) Be an owner of and occupy as a homestead the property for which 
an exemption is requested. 

2) File a claim with the assessor or Board of Review, accompanied 
by federal and state income tax returns for all persons 
residing in the homestead, including any property tax credit 
returns filed in the immediately preceding year or in the 
current year. 

3) Produce a valid drivers’ license or other form of identifi- 
cation if requested. 

4) Produce a deed, land contract, or other evidence of ownership 
of the property for which an exemption is requested. 

S) Meet the federal poverty income standards as defined and 
determined annually by the United States office of management 
and budget. 

6) Homestead have a true cash value which is less than the average 
true cash value of all homestead properties in the city, based 
on the previous year values. 

7) File an application for an exemption after January 1, but 
before the day prior to the last day of the Board of Review. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED that the Board of Review 
shall follow the above stated policy and guidelines in granting or 
denying an exemption, unless the Board of Review determines there

(a) That certain code, an official copy of which is on file in 
the office of the city Clerk, being marked and designated as the

(a) Insurance and Bonds. The following insurance requirements 
shall apply to any person, firm or corporation engaging in the 
business of building wrecker or building mover. 


Every person, firm or corporation engaged in either of such 
businesses shall file with the City Clerk a public liability policy 
insuring such person, firm or corporation and the City against any 
liability imposed upon such person, firm or corporation and/or the 
City arising out of the performance of the work carried on by such 
person, firm or corporation. Such policy so filed shall provide for 
the payment to any person injured, or to another person because of 
the death of a person, of not less than one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000), and for the payment of not less than three 
hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) for injuries to or the death of 
more than one person, and for property damage in the amount of not 
less than one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000). 


In addition to the insurance policies hereinbefore specified 
to be filed with the City Clerk and to be approved as a pre- 
requisite to the issuance of a license, any person, firm or 
corporation engaging in the businesses specified herein shall file 
with the City Clerk a bond in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000), indemnifying the City against any and all violations of 
any ordinance, rule or regulation of the City and for any and all 
damage to public property of any kind or nature, and conditioned on 
the licensee’s paying to the City of all fines or penalties which 
may be assessed against such licensee for the breach of any 
Ordinance relating to the work carried on by such person, firm or 
corporation. 


(b) License a rmj Demolish Buildings. No person, firm or 
corporation shall engage in the business of wrecking buildings or 
other structures without first obtaining a license therefor from 
the City authorizing the holder thereof to carry on or engage in 
such business. 


(1) Issuance of license. The City Clerk is hereby authorized to 
issue a license to wreck buildings and other structures to any 
reputable person, firm or corporation, upon the payment of a 
license fee and the execution and delivery to the City Clerk of a 
public liability policy that complies with subsection (a) hereof. 
No license shall be issued until the applicant therefor 
demonstrates knowledge, experience and equipment to properly 
conduct wrecking operations to the satisfaction of the Building 
Safety office. 


(2) Issuance of permit. No permit shall be issued for the 
wrecking of any building or structure to anyone other than a 
person, firm or corporation licensed under this code, except for 
the following: 


I. A permit may be issued to a licensed building contractor for 
the wrecking of a private garage on residential property. 
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II. A permit may be issued for the wrecking of a minor building 
or structure to the owner of premises upon which such minor build- 
ing or structure is located. The work or operation of wrecking, 
under a permit issued to an owner as above provided, shall be 
performed or executed by the owner, his or her employees or the 
members of his or her family, acting under the supervision and 
direction of the owner. 


For the purpose of this section, a minor building shall 
be described as follows: : 


A. A one-story building not exceeding ten thousand (10,000) cubic 
feet in volume above the grade line; or 


B. A two-story building constructed of frame or brick veneer 
containing not more than twenty-five thousand (25,000) cubic feet 
in volume above the grade line. 


The Board of Appeals may grant variances from the above 
requirements where there are unusual practical difficulties or 
hardships, provided that such variation will not affect the general 
welfare, health or safety. 


(3) Wrecking. Wrecking of buildings shall be conducted in such 
manner as not to create a nuisance to persons on public streets or 
on adjoining property. When necessary to prevent excessive dust, 
building material shall be wet down. Materials removed from any 
Structure shall not be permitted to fall into streets, alleys or 
adjacent property or otherwise create a nuisance. Whenever a 
building is being wrecked in violation of these requirements, the 
Manager of the Office shall order the work stopped until such 
conditions have been remedied. 


(4) Utility disconnects. Before any wrecking operations are 


Started, the proper utility companies shall be notified so that any 
gas, water or electrical service can be properly disconnected. 
Evidence of such notification shall be provided prior to issuance 
of a permit. 


(5) Sanitary Sewer. Wrecking contractor shall properly cap exist- 
ing sanitary sewer and have it inspected by the public service 
department prior to backfilling. 


(c) License and Permit to Move Buildings. No person, firm or 
corporation shall engage in the business of moving buildings or 
other structures without first obtaining a license therefor from 
the City, authorizing the holder thereof to engage in such 
business. 


(1) Issuance of license. The City Clerk is hereby authorized to 
lssue a license to move buildings and other structures to any 


reputable person, firm or corporation upon the payment of a license 
fee and the execution and delivery to the city Clerk of a public 
liability policy that complies with the provisions of subsection 
(a) hereof. No license shall be issued until the applicant therefor 
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demonstrates knowledge, experience and equipment to properly 
conduct the operation of moving buildings and structures to the 
Satisfaction of the Building Safety office. 


(2) Issuance of permit. No permit shall be issued for the moving 
of any emia Or structure on the public streets of the City to 
any one other than a person, firm or corporation licensed under 
this Code. 


(3) Utility disconnects. Before any moving operations are 
Started, the proper utility companies shall be notified so that any 
gas, water or electric service can be properly disconnected. Evi- 
dence of such notification shall be provided prior to issuance of 
a permit. 


(4) Sanitary Sewer. Moving contractor shall properly cap existing 
Sanitary sewer and have it inspected by the public service 
department prior to backfilling. 


(S) Moving of buildings. Buildings or structures moved into or 
within the City shall comply with the provisions of this Code and 
shall not be occupied until a certificate of occupancy has been 
issued by the Manager of the Building Safety office. A building in 
sound structural condition which was erected prior to the enactment 
of this Code need not meet all requirements of this Code when, in 
the opinion of the Manager of the Building Safety Office, basic 
life and safety considerations have been met and no greater hazard 
to occupants exists than existed at the building’s previous 
location. 


No moving permit shall be issued until the necessary clearance 
has been made with the Department of Parks and Recreation, which 
has jurisdiction over any trees that might be involved or injured 
in the moving operation, and/or any utility company, board, firm, 
corporation or department owning or controlling any telegraph, 
telephone, electric light or power or fire or police alarm wires 
with which such building may come in contact or which may be 
affected by such moving.

1426.01 ADOPTION OF 1994 EDITION OF UNIFORM MECHANICAL CODE; SCOPE; 
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REFERENCES AND CITATIONS; CONFLICT OCF LAWS. 

(a) That certain code, an official copy of which is on file in the 
office of the City Cierk, being marked and designated as the 
Uniform Mechanical Code, 1994 edition, including Appendix Chapter 
B, published by the International Conference of Building Officials 
and the International Association of Plumbing and Mechanical 
Officials, 1s hereby adopted and made a part of the Building Code 
of the City pursuant to the authority vested in the City by 
M.C.L.A. 125.1508; M.S.A. 5.2949(8), and the Home Rule Act

There is hereby established a Mechanical Board in and for the 

City. The Board shall be composed of five members appointed by the 

Mayor with the advice and consent of Council. Except as otherwise 
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provided, four members shall be licensed mechanical contractors 
representing the following groups: 

(a) Residential heating and air conditioning contractors; 


(b) Commercial heating and air conditioning contractors; 
(c) Refrigeration contractors; and 
(d) Industrial mechanical contractors. 


The fifth member shall be any resident of the City. The Mayor, 
with the advice and consent of Council, may appoint a second 
unlicensed person to serve on the Board when a licensed mechanical 
contractor is not available. Not more than two unlicensed persons 
shall serve on the Board at the same time. Members shall serve for 
terms of four years each and such terms shall commence on July 1 of 
the calendar year. 

All vacancies thereafter are to be filled by the Mayor with the 
advice and consent of Council. The Chief Mechanical Inspector shall 
serve as a liaison between the Manager of the Building Safety 
Office and the Board and is hereby authorized to attend all 
meetings in a nonvoting capacity.

In order to hear and decide appeals of orders, 
decisions or determinations made by the Building Official relative 
to the application and interpretations of this code, there shall be 
and is hereby created a Board of Appeals consisting of members who 
are qualified by experience and training to pass upon matters 
pertaining to mechanical design, construction and maintenance and 
the public health aspects of mechanical systems and who are not 
employees of the jurisdiction.

1424.01 ADOPTION OF 1993 EDITION OF NATIONAL ELECTRICAL CODE; 
SCOPE; REFERENCES AND CITATIONS; CONFLICT OF LAWS. 

(a) That certain code, an official copy of which is on file in the 
office of the City Clerk, being marked and designated as the 
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National Electrical Code, 1993 edition, published by the National 
Fire Protection Association, is hereby adopted and made part of the 
Building Code of the City, pursuant to the authority vested in the 
City by M.C.L.A. 125.1508; M.S.A. 5.2949(8), and the Home Rule Act 
(M.C.L.A. 117.1 et seq.; M.S.A. 5.2071 et seq.), as amended. Such 
Electrical Code provides regulations for the erection, 
installation, alteration, repair, relocation, replacement, addition 
to, use and maintenance of electrical systems. Each and all of the 
regulations, provisions, penalties, conditions and terms of such 
National Electrical Code shall be deemed adopted and made a part 
hereof by reference as 1f fully set out in this chapter, save and 
except such provisions as may be hereinafter amended or repealed. 

(b) References throughout these Codified Ordinances to the 
National Electrical Code shall be deemed to mean the National 
Electrical Code adopted in subsection (a) hereof and it may be so 
cited. References throughout these Codified Ordinances to the 
Electrical Code of the City shall be deemed to mean this chapter, 
including the National Electrical Code adopted in this chapter, and 
it may be so cited. References throughout these Codified Ordinances 
to the Building Code of the City shall be deemed to mean all of the 
provisions of Titles Two and Four of Part Fourteen of these Codi- 
fied ordinances, including the technical codes adopted therein by 
reference, and it may be so cited. References throughout these 
Codified Ordinances to the Building and Housing Code of the City 
shall be deemed to mean all of Part Fourteen of these Codified 
Ordinances and it may be so cited. 

(c) Unless otherwise expressly provided, in the event of a 
conflict between any of the provisions of the National Electrical 
Code, herein adopted, and a provision of this chapter, or any other 
provision of these Codified Ordinances, or any other local 
ordinance, resolution, rule or regulation, the local provision 
shall control..In the event of a conflict between any of the 
provisions of the National Electrical Code, herein adopted, and 
State law, including rules and regulations promulgated pursuant to 
State law, the State law shall control. In the event of a conflict 
between any of the provisions of the National Electrical Code, 
herein adopted, and a provision of any other standard technical 
code adopted by reference by the City, the stricter or higher 
standard shall control.

APPLICATION TO EXISTING ELECTRICAL SYSTEMS AND EQUIPMENT 

Sec. 1424.02 (A) Additions, Alterations or Repairs. Additions, 
alterations or repairs may be made to an electrical system and 
equipment without requiring the existing electrical system and 
equipment to comply with all the requirements of this code, 
provided the addition, alteration or repair conforms to that 
required for a new electrical system and equipment and provided 
further that no hazard to life, health or safety will be created by 
such additions, alterations or repairs. 

Minor additions, alterations and repairs to existing electrical 
system and equipment may be made in accordance with the law in 
effect at the time the original installation was made, when 
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approved by the building official. 

(B) Existing Installations. Electrical systems and equipment 
lawfully in existence at the time of the adoption of this code may 
have their use, maintenance or repair continued if the use, 
maintenance or repair is in accordance with the original design and 
no hazard to life, health or property has been created by such 
electrical system and equipment. 

(C) Changes in building occupancy. Electrical systems and 
equipment which are a part of any building or structure undergoing 
a change in use or occupancy, as defined in the building code, 
shall comply with the requirements of this code which are 
applicable to the new use or occupancy. 

(D) Maintenance. All electrical systems and equipment, both 
existing and new, and all parts thereof shall be maintained in a 
proper operating condition in accordance with the original design 
and in a safe and hazard-free condition. All devices or safeguards 
which are required by this code shall be maintained in conformance 
with this code. The owner or designated agent shall be responsible 
for the maintenance of the electrical system. To determine 
compliance with this subsection, the building official may cause 
any electrical system to be reinspected. 

(E) Moved Building. Electrical systems and equipment which are a 
part of buildings or structures moved into or within this juris- 
diction shall comply with the provisions of this code for new 
installations. 


DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 1424.03. GENERAL. for the purpose of these provisions, 
certain terms, phrases, words and their derivatives shall be 
construed as specified in this section. Where terms are not 
defined, they shall have their ordinarily accepted meanings within 
the context with which they are used. Webster’s Third New 
International Dictionary of the English Language, Unabridged, 
copyright 1986, shall be considered as providing ordinarily 
accepted meanings. Words used in the singular include the plural 
and the plural the singular. Words used in the masculine gender 
include the feminine and the feminine the masculine. 

APPROVED, AS TO MATERIALS, EQUIPMENT AND METHOD OF CONSTRUCTION, 
refers to approval by the building official as the result of 
investigation and tests conducted by the building official, or by 
reason of accepted principles or tests by recognized authorities, 
technical or scientific organizations. 

APPROVED AGENCY is an established and recognized agency regularly 
engaged in conducting tests or furnishing inspection services, when 
the agency has been approved by the building official. 

BUILDING CODE is the Uniform Building Code promulgated by the 
International Conference of Building officials, as adopted by this 
Jurisdiction. 

BUILDING OFFICIAL is the officer charged with the administration 
and enforcement of this code, or a duly authorized representative, 
and is the authority having jurisdiction for this code. 

CHIEF ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR shall be the person providing expertise 
for the building official in the area of electrical regulations. 

CODE ENFORCEMENT AGENCY is the department, division or agency of 
this jurisdiction charged with the function of code enforcement and 
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shall be under the administration and operational control of the 
building offie1al. 

ELECTRICAL CODE is the national electrical code promulgated by the 
National Fire Protection Association, as adopted by this 
JUSLSeiction. 

ELECTRICAL CONTRACTOR means any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in the business of erecting, installing, altering, 
repairing, servicing or maintaining electrical wiring devices, 
appliances or equipment. 

ELECTRICAL JOURNEYMAN means any person, other than an electrical 
contractor, who, as his or her principal occupation, is engaged in 
the practical installation or alteration of electrical wiring. An 
electrical contractor or master electrician may also be an 
electrical journeyman. 

ELECTRICAL WIRING means all wiring, generating equipment, fix- 
tures, appliances and appurtenances in connection with the gener- 
ation, distribution and utilization of electrical energy, within or 
on a building, residence, structure or property, and including ser- 
vice entrance wiring as defined in the National Electrical Code. 

FIREWALL is the same as an area separation wall as used in the 
building code. 

LISTED AND LISTING are terms referring to equipment and materials 
which are shown in a list published by an approved testing agency, 
qualified and equipped for experimental testing and maintaining an 
adequate periodic inspection of current productions and which 
listing states that the material or equipment complies with 
accepted national standards which are approved or standards which 
have been evaluated for conformity with approved standards. 

MASTER ELECTRICIAN means a person having the necessary 
qualifications, training, experience and technical knowledge to 
supervise the installation of wiring and equipment in accordance 
with the standard rules and regulations governing such work. 


CONFLICTING PROVISIONS 

SEC. 1424.04. Where, in any specific case, different sections of 
this code specify different materials, methods of construction or 
other requirements, the most restrictive shall govern. 


ALTERNATE MATERIALS AND METHODS OF CONSTRUCTION 

SEC. 1425.05. The provisions of this code are not intended to 
prevent the use of any material or method of construction not 
specifically prescribed by this code, provided any alternate has 
been approved and its use authorized by the building official. 
The building official may approve any alternate, provided that the 
proposed design is satisfactory and complies with the provisions of 
this code and the material, method or work offered is, for the 
purpose intended, at least the equivalent of that prescribed in 
this code in suitability, strength, effectiveness, fire resistance, 
durability and safety. 

The building official shall require that sufficient evidence or 
proof be submitted to substantiate any claims regarding the use of 


alternates. The details of an action granting approval of an. 


alternate shall be recorded and entered in the files of the code 
enforcement agency. 
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MODIFICATIONS 

SEC. 1424.06. Whenever there are practical difficulties involved 
in carrying out the provisions of this code, the building official 
may grant modifications for individual cases, provided that a 
special individual reason makes the strict letter of this code 
impractical and the modification is in conformity with the intent 
and purpose of this code, and that such modification does not 
lessen health, life and fire safety requirements. The details of 
actions granting modifications shall be recorded and entered in the 
files of the code enforcement agency. 


TESTS 

SEC. 1424.07. Whenever there is insufficient evidence of compli- 
ance with any of the provisions of this code or evidence that 
materials or construction do not conform to the requirements of 
this code, the building official may require tests as evidence of 
compliance to be made at no expense to this jurisdiction. 

Test methods shall be as specified by this code or by other 
recognized test standards. In the absence of recognized and 
accepted test methods for the proposed alternate, the building 
official shall determine test procedures. 


All tests shall be made by an approved agency. Reports of such 
tests shall be retained by the building official for the period 
required for the retention of public records. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF BUILDING OFFICIAL 

SEC 1424.08. (A) GENERAL. The building official is hereby author- 
ized and directed to enforce all the provisions of this code. For 
such purposes, the building official shall have the powers of a law 
enforcement officer. 

(B) DEPUTIES.In accordance with prescribed procedures and with the 
approval of the appointing authority, the building official may 
appoint a chief electrical inspector and other related technical 
officers and inspectors and other employees as shall be authorized 
from time to time. 

(C) RIGHT OF ENTRY. Whenever necessary to make an inspection to 
enforce the provisions of.this code, or whenever the building 
official or an authorized representative has reasonable cause to 
believe that there exists in a building or upon a premises a 
condition or code violation which makes such building or premises 
unsafe, dangerous or hazardous, the building official or an author- 
ized representative may enter such building or premises at all 
reasonable times to inspect the same or to perform any duty imposed 
upon the building official by such codes, provided that if such 
building or premises be occupied, the building official shall first 
present proper credentials and request entry. If such building or 
premises is unoccupied, the building official shall first make a 
reasonable effort to locate the owner or other persons having 
charge or control of the building or premises and request entry. If 
entry be refused, the building official or an authorized represen- 
tative shall have recourse to every remedy provided by law to 
secure entry. 

When the building official or an authorized representative shall 
have first obtained a proper inspection warrant or other remedy 
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provided by law to secure entry, an owner or occupant or other 
persons having charge, care or control of the building or premises 
shall not fail or neglect, after proper request is made as herein 
provided, to promptly permit entry therein by the building efficial 
or authorized representative for the purpose of inspection and 
examination pursuant to this code. 

(D) STOP ORDERS. Whenever work is being done contrary to the 
provisions of this code, the building official may order the work 
stopped by notice in writing served on persons engaged in the doing 
Or causing such work to be done, and such persons shall forthwith 
stop work until authorized by the building official to proceed with 
the work. 

(E) AUTHORITY TO DISCONNECT UTILITIES IN EMERGENCIES. The building 
official or authorized representative shall have the authority to 
disconnect electric power or energy service supplied to the 
building, structure or building service equipment therein regulated 
by this code in case of emergency where necessary to eliminate an 
immediate hazard to life or property. The building official shall 
whenever possible notify the serving utility, the owner and 
occupant of the building, structure or electrical system or 
equipment of the decision to disconnect prior to taking such 
action, and shall notify the serving utility, owner and occupant of 
the building, structure or building service equipment, in writing, 
of the disconnection immediately thereafter. 

(F) AUTHORITY TO CONDEMN ELECTRICAL SYSTEM AND EQUIPMENT. Whenever 
the building official ascertains that an electrical system or 
equipment regulated in this code has become hazardous to life, 
health or property, the building official shall order in writing 
that such electrical system or equipment either be removed or 
restored to a safe condition, whichever is appropriate. The written 
notice itself shall fix a time limit for compliance with such 
order. Persons shall not use or maintain defective electrical 
system or equipment after receiving notice. 

When equipment or an installation is to be disconnected, a written 
notice of such disconnection and causes therefor shall be given 
within 24 hours of the order to disconnect to the serving utility, 
the owner and occupants of the building, structure or premises. 

When an electrical system or equipment is maintained in violation 
of this code and in violation of a notice issued pursuant to the 
provision of this section, the building official shall institute 
appropriate action to prevent, restrain, correct or abate the 
violation. 

(G) CONNECTION AFTER ORDER TO DISCONNECT.Persons shall not make 
connections from an energy or power supply nor supply power to an 
electrical system or equipment which has been disconnected or 
ordered to be disconnected by the building official or the use of 
which has been ordered to be discontinued by the building official 
until the building official authorizes the reconnection and use of 
the electrical system or equipment. 

(H) LIABILITY. The building official, or an authorized 
representative charged with the enforcement of this code, acting in 
good faith and without malice in the discharge of duties, shall not 
thereby render the building official personally liable for any 
damage that may accrue to persons or property as a result of an act 
or by reason of an act or omission in the discharge of duties. A 
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Suit brought against the building official or employee because of 
an act Or omission performed by the building official in the 
enforcement of provisions of this code shall be defended by legal 
counsel provided by this jurisdiction until final termination of 
such proceedings. 

This code shall not be construed to relieve from or lessen the 
responsibility of a person owning, operating or controlling any 
building, structure or building service equipment therein for any 
damages to persons or property caused by defects, nor shall the 
code enforcement agency or its parent jurisdiction be held as 
assuming such liability by reason of the inspections authorized by 
this code or approvals issued under this code. 

(I) COOPERATION OF OTHER OFFICIALS AND OFFICERS. The building 
official may request, and shall receive so far as is required in 
the discharge of duties, the assistance and cooperation of other 
officials of this jurisdiction. 


UNSAFE ELECTRICAL SYSTEMS OR EQUIPMENT 

SEC. 1424.09. Electrical systems or equipment regulated by this 
code which are unsafe, or which constitute a fire hazard, or are 
otherwise dangerous to human life are, for the purpose of this 
section, unsafe. Use of electrical systems or equipment regulated 
by this code constituting a hazard to safety, health or public 
welfare by reason of inadequate maintenance, dilapidation, 
obsolescence, fire hazard, disaster, damage or abandonment is, for 
the purpose of this section, an unsafe use. 

Unsafe electrical systems or equipment are hereby declared to be 
public nuisances and shall be abated by repair, rehabilitation, 
demolition or removal in accordance with the procedures set forth 
in the uniform code for the abatement of dangerous buildings or an 
alternate procedure as may be adopted by this jurisdiction. As an 
alternative, the building official or other employee or official of 
this jurisdiction as designated by the governing body may institute 
other appropriate action to prevent, restrain, correct or abate the 
violation. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 

SEC. 1424.10. (A) GENERAL. In order to determine the 
Suitability of alternate materials and methods of installation and 
to provide for reasonable interpretations of this code, there shall 
be and is hereby created a board of appeals consisting of members 
who are qualified by experience and training to pass upon matters 
pertaining to design, construction, installation and maintenance of 
electrical systems and equipment. The chief electrical inspector 
shall be an ex officio member and shall act as secretary of the 
board but shall be appointed by the governing body and shall hold 
office at its pleasure. The board shall adopt rules of procedure 
for conducting its business and shall render all decisions and 
findings in writing to the appellant with a duplicate copy to the 
building official. 

(B) LIMITATIONS OF AUTHORITY. The Board Of Appeals shall have no 
authority relative to interpretation of the administrative 
provisions of this code nor shall the board be empowered to waive 
requirements of this code. 
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VIOLATIONS 

SEC. 1424.11. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to erect, construct, enlarge, alter, repair, move, 
improve, remove, convert or demolish, equip, use or maintain an 
electrical system or equipment or cause or permit the same to be 
done in violation of this code. 

SEC. 1424.12. ELECTRICAL BOARD; ESTABLISHMENT; COMPOSITION; 
APPOINTMENTS; TERMS. There is hereby established an electrical 
board in and for the city. The board shall be composed of five 
members appointed by the mayor with the advice and consent of 
Council. One member of the board shall be an electrical contractor, 
one shall be an electrical journeyman and one shall be a 
representative of an electrical utility. Each of such members shall 
have had a minimum of five years of electrical experience in the 
group he or she represents. One member shall be a representative of 
a manufacturing industry employing electrical journeymen and the 
fifth member shall be a resident of the city. All members shall 
serve for a term of four years. Such terms shall commence on july 
1, of the calendar year appointed. All vacancies shall be filled by 
the mayor with the advice and consent of Council. The Chief 
Electrical Inspector shall serve as the secretary of the board. 


SEC. 1424.13. AUTHORITY OF BOARD. (A) The Electrical Board shall 
be an advisory board and shall have all the responsibilities and 
duties identified in the city charter, including but not limited 
to, the following: 

(1) The board shall ace — building sue a! cara regarding 
interpretations of the 1 Electrical as adopted and 
amended in this rll 

(2) The board shall review, prepare and/or recommend to the mayor 
and council rules and regulations or amendments to the National 
Electrical Code.. 

(3) If a vacancy occurs in the position of chief electrical 
inspector, the board may submit names of qualified individuals to 
the personnel and training department for consideration by the 
city. In addition to any requirements set forth in the job 
description by the city, the chief electrical inspector shall have 
a master electricians license. 

(4) Appeals regarding any rules and regulations or provisions of 
the National Electrical Code, or of any interpretation thereof, 
Shall be submitted to the Electrical Board of Appeals established 
pursuant to this section and section 1424.10 of this ordinance. 

SEC. 1424.14. ELECTRICAL WORK; LICENSE AND REGISTRATION OF LICENSE 
REQUIRED; EXCEPTIONS. | 

(A) No person shall engage in the business of or perform the work 
of electrical contracting, unless the person has first registered 
his or her electrical contracting license with the Building Safety 
office. 

Except as otherwise provided in this ordinance, a person, firm or 
corporation shall not engage in the business of electrical con- 
tracting unless the persons, firm or corporation has received from 
the electrical administrative board or from the appropriate munici- 
pality an electrical contractor’s license in accordance with act 
217, of 1956, as amended. 

Except as otherwise provided in this ordinance, a person, other 
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than a person duly licensed by the board or the appropriate munici- 
pality and employed by and working under the direction of a holder 
of an electrical contractor’s license, shall not in any manner 
undertake to execute any electrical wiring. No person, other than 
a licensed electrical journeyman registered with the city, or a 
person duly licensed and employed by and working under the dir- 
ection of a holder of an electrical contractor’s license registered 
in the city, shall in any manner undertake to execute any electri- 
cal wiring except that no registration shall be required for the 
following: 

(1) A bona fide owner personally installing electrical wiring, 
facilities or fixtures in his or her own home or on his or her own 
premises at which he or she presently resides or is about to 
reside, provided that such owner: 

(A) Furnishes a signed affidavit stating that the work is to be 
done by himself or herself in accordance with this chapter in his 
or her own home in which he or she and his or her family reside or 
are about to reside; 

(B) Applies for and secures a permit; 

(C) Pays the required fees; 

(D) Applies for inspections; and 

(E) Receives the approval of the chief electrical inspector. Such 
homeowners’ privileges shall extend to single family residences 
only and shall not apply to any residence or structure from which 
any monetary gain is being received or which is being used for 
commercial purposes. 

(2) The manufacture, including test or repair, of new electrical 
equipment ; 

(3) work involved in the operation of signals or the transmission 
of intelligence by a utility providing such service, but not 
including an A.C. Power supply or distribution panels; 

(4) Electrical installation or repair for a public utility 
specifically exempted by this chapter when performed by employees 
of such utility; and 

(S) The installation of elevators or dumbwaiters or the erection 
of signs, but not including the connection to a current supply. 

(6) No license shall be required to execute work covered by sub- 
sections a to h of section 7 of act 217, of 1956, as amended. 


(B) Registration forms shall be approved by the board. A licensed 
electrical contractor shall be registered with the Building Safety 
office only after the payment of a fee established by resolution of 
Council. A licensed master electrician shall be registered with the 
division only after the payment of a fee established by resolution 
of council. 

(C) The Building Safety Office shall allow to be registered, pur- 
Suant to this section, only those persons with a current electrical 
contractor’s license or a master electrician’s license issued by 
the electrical administrative board of the state, or an electrical 
contractor’s license or a master electrician’s license issued by 
any municipality in the state having standards for licensing not 
less than those established by the electrical administrative board 
of the state. (D) Each registration shall expire on the date the 
applicable license expires. 
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SEC. 1424.15. (A) PERMITS REQUIRED. Except as specified in 
subsection (b) of this section, no electrical system regulated by 
this code shall be installed, altered, repaired, replaced or 
remodeled unless a separate electrical permit for each building or 
structure has first been obtained from the building official. 

(B) EXEMPT WORK. An electrical permit shall not be required for 
the following: 

(1) Portable motors or other portable appliances energized by 
means of a cord or cable having an attachment plug end to be 
connected to an approved receptacle when that cord or cable is 
permitted by this code. 

(2) Repair or replacement of fixed motors, transformers or fixed 
approved appliances of the same type and rating in the same 
location. 

(3) Temporary decorative lighting. 

(4) Repair or replacement of current-carrying parts of any 
switch, contractor or control device. 

(5) Reinstallation of attachment plug receptacles, but not the 
outlets therefor. 

(6) Repair or replacement of any over current device of the 
required capacity in the same location 

(7) Repair or replacement of electrodes or transformers of the 
Same size and capacity for signs or gas tube systems. 

(8) Taping joints. 

(9) Removal of electrical wiring. 

(10) Temporary wiring for experimental purposes in suitable 
experimental laboratories. 

(11) The wiring for temporary theater, motion picture or 
television stage sets. 

(12) A permit shall not be required for the installation, 
alteration or repair of electrical wiring, apparatus or equipment 
or the generation, transmission, distribution or metering of 
electrical energy or in’ the operation of signals or the 
transmission of intelligence by a public or private utility in the 
exercise of its function as a serving utility. 


Exemption from the permit -requirements of this code shall not be 
deemed to grant authorization for any work to be done in violation 
of the provisions of this code or any other laws or ordinances of 
this jurisdiction. 

APPLICATION FOR PERMIT : 

SEC. 1424.16. (A) ISSUANCE. The application, plans and specifi- 
cations, and other data, filed by an applicant for permit shall be 
reviewed by the building official. Such plans may be reviewed by 
other departments of this jurisdiction to verify compliance with 
any applicable laws under their jurisdiction. If the building 
official finds that the work described in an application for a 
permit and the plans, specifications and other data filed therewith 
conform to the requirements of this code and other pertinent laws 
and ordinances, and that the fees specified in section 107 have 
been paid, the building official shall issue a permit therefor to 
the applicant. 

When the building official issues a permit, the plans and specifi- 
Cations shall be endorsed in writing or stamped "approved." Such 
approved plans and specifications shall not be changed, modified or 
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altered without authorizations from the building official, and all 
work regulated by this code shall be done in accordance with the 
approved plans. 

The building official may 1lssue a permit for the construction of 
part of an electrical system before the entire plans and specifi- 
cations for the whole system have been submitted or approved, pro- 
vided adequate information and detailed statements have been filed 
complying with all pertinent requirements of this code. The holders 
of such permits shall proceed at their own risk without assurance 
that the permit for the entire building, structure or building 
service will be granted. 

(B) RETENTION OF PLANS. One set of approved plans, specifications 
and computations shall be retained by the building official until 
final approval of the work covered therein. One set of approved 
plans and specifications shall be returned to the applicant and 
shall be kept on the site of the building or work at all times 
during which the work authorized thereby is in progress. 

(C) VALIDITY OF PERMIT. the issuance of a permit or approval of 
plans and specifications shall not be construed to be a permit for, 
or an approval of, any violation of any of the provisions of this 
code, or of any other ordinance of the jurisdiction. Permits 
presuming to give authority to violate or cancel the provisions of 
this code or other ordinances of the jurisdiction shall not be 
valid. 

The issuance of a permit based upon plans, specifications and 
other data shall not prevent the building official from thereafter 
requiring the correction of errors in said plans, specifications 
and other data, or from preventing building operations being 
Carried on thereunder when in violation of these codes or of any 
other ordinances of this jurisdiction. 

(D) EXPIRATION. Every permit issued by the building official under 
the provisions of this code shall expire by limitation and become 
null and void, if the building or work authorized by such permit is 
not commenced within 180 days from the date of such permit, or if 
the building or work authorized by such permit is suspended or 
abandoned at any time after the work is commenced for a period of 
180 days. Before such work can be recommenced a new permit shall be 
first obtained so to do, and the fee therefor shall be one half the 
amount required of a new permit for such work, provided no changes 
have been made or will be made in the original plans and specifi- 
cations for such work; and provided further that such suspension or 
abandonment has not exceeded one year. In order to renew action on 
a permit after expiration, the permittee shall pay a new full 
permit fee. 

A permittee holding an unexpired permit may apply for an extension 
of the time within which work may be commenced under that permit 
when the permittee is unable to commence work within the time 
required by this section for good and satisfactory reasons. The 
building official may extend the time for action by the permittee 
for a period not exceeding 180 days upon written request by the 
permittee showing that circumstances beyond the control of the 
permittee have prevented action from being taken. 

(E) SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION. The building official may, in 
writing, suspend or revoke a permit issued under the provisions of 
this code whenever the permit is issued in error or on the basis of 
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incorrect information supplied, or in violation of any ordinance or 
regulation of the jurisdiction. 


PERMIT FEES 

SEC. 1424.18. Unless otherwise provided for in this chapter, all 
fees, the collection of which is provided for in this chapter, 
shall be set by resolution of council and shall be paid in advance. 
Copies of the electrical permit fee schedule shall be on file in 
the office of the City Clerk and in the Building Safety Office. 


REFUND OF FEES 

SEC. 1424.19. Holders of permits, upon which work has not been 
Started, may make written application for a refund of fees paid for 
such permits, provided such application is made and attested before 
a notary public by the same person or corporation who originally 
applied for such permit or by the estate of such person or receiver 
of such corporation within six (6) months of date of issue. Upon 
verifying the facts in such cases, the director shall refund 
seventy-five percent (75%) of all fees in excess of five dollars 
($5.00) In such manner as may be directed by the City Controller. 


INVESTIGATION FEES; WORK WITHOUT A PERMIT. 

SEC. 1424.20. (1) INVESTIGATION. Whenever any work for which a 
permit is required by this code has been commenced without first 
obtaining said permit, a special investigation shall be made before 
a permit may be issued for such work. 

(2) Fee. An investigation fee, in addition to the permit fee, 
shall be collected whether or not a permit is then or subsequently 
issued. The investigation fee shall be equal to the amount of the 
permit fee that would be required by this code if a permit were to 
be issued. The payment of such investigation fee shall not exempt 
any person from compliance with all other provisions of either this 
code nor form any penalty prescribed by law. 


INSPECTIONS 

SEC. 1424.21. (A) GENERAL. All electrical systems and equip- 
ment for which a permit is required by this code shall be subject 
to inspection by the building official, and the electrical system 
shall remain accessible and exposed for inspection purposes until 
approved by the building official. 

It shall be the duty of the permit applicant to cause the 
electrical system to remain accessible and exposed for inspection 
purposes. Neither the building official nor the jurisdiction shall 
be liable for the expense entailed in the removal or replacement of 
any material required to permit inspection. When the installation 
of an electrical system and equipment is complete, an additional 
and final inspection shall be made. Electrical systems and 
equipment regulated by this code shall not be connected to the 
energy source until authorized by the building official. 

Approval as a result of an inspection shall not be construed to be 
an approval of a violation of the provisions of this code or of 
other ordinances of the jurisdiction. Inspections presuming to give 
authority to violate or cancel provisions of this code or of other 
Ordinances of the jurisdiction shall not be valid. 

(B) INSPECTION REQUESTS. It shall be the duty of the person doing 
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the work authorized by a permit to notify the building official 
that such work is ready for inspection. The building official may 
require that every request for inspection be filed at least one 
working day before such inspection is desired. Such request may be 
in writing or by telephone at the option of the building official. 

It shall be the duty of the person requesting inspections required 
by this code to provide access to and means for inspection of such 
WOrk. 

(C) INSPECTION OF WORK COVERED BY PERMIT. No person conducting or 
performing work covered by a permit required by this chapter shall 
fail to notify the electrical inspector when such work has been 
completed. No person shall conceal any portion of such work until 
it has been inspected and approved by the electrical inspector. If 
the work is found to be properly performed and safe, a certificate 
of inspection shall, if requested, be issued. The electrical 
inspector shall have the authority to order any person to make such 
corrections of work that are deemed necessary by the inspector in 
order to bring such work into compliance with this chapter. 

(D) OPERATION OF ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT. The requirements of this 
section shall not be construed to prohibit the operation of any 
electrical system or equipment installed to replace existing 
equipment. The request of reinspection of such equipment must have 
been filed with the building official not more than 48 hours after 
such replacement work is completed and before any portion of such 
electrical system is concealed by any permanent portion of the 
building. 

(E) OTHER INSPECTIONS. In addition to the called inspections 
required by this code, the building official may make or require 
other inspections of any work to ascertain compliance with the 
provisions of this code and other laws which are enforced by the 
code enforcement agency. 

(F) REINSPECTIONS. A reinspection fee may be assessed for each 
inspection or reinspection when such portion of work for which 
inspection is called is not complete or when corrections called for 
are not made. 

This provision is not to be interpreted as requiring reinspection 
fees the first time a job is rejected for failure to comply with 
the requirements of this code, but as controlling the practice of 
calling for inspections before the job is ready for such inspection 
or reinspection. 

Reinspection fees may be assessed when the approved plans are not 
readily available to the inspector, for failure to provide access 
on the date for which inspection is requested, or for deviating 
from plans requiring the approval of the building official. 

To obtain a reinspection, the applicant shall file an application 
therefor in writing upon a form furnished for that purpose, and pay 
the reinspection fee in accordance with fee schedule adopted by 
City Council. 

In instances where reinspection fees have been assessed, no 
additional inspection for the work will be performed until the 
required fees have been paid. 


CORRECTION APPROVAL 
SEC. 1424.22. (A) ENERGY CONNECTIONS. An electrical system or 
equipment regulated by this code for which a permit is required 
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Shall not be connected tO a source of energy or power until 
approved by the building official. 


(B) TEMPORARY CONNECTIONS. The building official may authorize the 
temporary connection of the electrical system or equipment to the 
source of energy or power for the purpose of testing the equipment, 
or for use under a temporary certificate of occupancy.

1422.01 ADOPTION OF 1994 EDITION OF UNIFORM PLUMBING CODE; SCOPE; 
APPLICATION OF COUNTY CODE TO PRIVATE SYSTEMS; REFERENCES 
AND CITATIONS; CONFLICT OF LAWS. 

(a) That certain code, an official copy of which is on file in the 
office of the City Clerk, being marked and designated as the 
Uniform Plumbing Code, 1994 edition, And Appendix Chapters A, B, C, 
D, E, F, H And J; And the IAPMO Installation Standards contained 
therein, published by the International Association of Plumbing and 
Mechanical officials, is hereby adopted and made a part of the 
Building Code of the City pursuant to the authority vested in the 
City by M.C.L.A. 125.1508; M.S.A. 5.2949(8), and the Home Rule Act 
(M.C.L.A. 117.1 et seq.; M.S.A. 5.2071 et seq.), as amended. Such 
Plumbing Code provides regulations for the erection, installation, 
alteration, repair, relocation, replacement, addition to, use and 
Maintenance of plumbing and/or drainage systems, except that any 
private or on-site sewage disposal system or any private or on-site 
water supply system shall be constructed and maintained in 
accordance with applicable provisions of the Ingham County Sanitary 
Cede.

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The Board of Plumbing shall consider all proposed amendments to 
the Uniform Plumbing Code, as adopted and amended in this chapter, 
promulgated to safeguard the standards for the installation and 
alteration of plumbing within the City, and shall make recommend- 
ations regarding the same to the Mayor and Council. 

If a vacancy occurs in the office of the Chief Plumbing Inspector, 
the Board may submit the name of a qualified person to the 
Personnel and Training Department for consideration. The City shall 
then appoint a person to the office of Chief Plumbing Inspector, 
but any person who meets the minimum qualifications may be appoint- 
ed, whether or not he or she is on the list submitted by the Board. 
The Chief Plumbing Inspector shall have six years of experience in 
the plumbing field as a master or journeyman plumber licensed by 
the State. The Chief Plumbing Inspector must be registered with the 
Michigan Department of Labor as a plumbing inspector and plan 
reviewer. 

The Board shall make, advise, review and/or recommend all neces- 
sary rules, regulations and interpretations and applications of the 
Uniform Plumbing Code. In addition, the Board shall possess all 
powers granted to it as an advisory board by the City Charter and 
shall advise the Chief Plumbing Inspector to implement and enforce 
the same. The Board shall advise the Plumbing Inspectors only in 
the areas of its technical expertise, leaving administrative 
direction to the Manager of the Building Safety office. Appeals 
regarding any rules and regulations or provisions of the Uniform 
Plumbing Code, or of any interpretation thereof, shall be submitted 
to the Plumbing Board of Appeals established pursuant to this 
section. 

In order to hear and decide appeals of orders, decisions or deter- 


Minations made by the Building official relative to the application 


and interpretations of this code, there shall be and is hereby 
created a Board of Appeals consisting of members who are qualified 
by experience and training to pass upon matters pertaining to 
plumbing design, construction and maintenance and the public health 
aspects of plumbing systems and who are not employees of the 
jurisdiction.

1422.05 PLUMBING WORK; LICENSE AND REGISTRATION OF LICENSE

No person shall engage in the business of or perform the work of 
plumbing contracting, unless the person has first registered his or 
her license with the Building Safety Office. No person, other than 
a licensed master or journeyman plumber, or a plumbing apprentice, 
who is employed by and working under the direction of a holder of 
a master plumber’s license whose business is registered with the 
City, shall in any manner undertake to execute any plumbing work. 
Registration forms shall be approved by the Board of Plumbing. A 
plumbing business license shall be registered with the Building 
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Safety office only after payment of a fee, as established by 
resolution of Council. A licensed master plumber shall be 
registered with the Building Safety Office only after the payment 
of a fee established by resolution of Council. A licensed 
journeyman plumber shall be registered with the Building Safety 
Office only after payment of a fee established by resolution of 
Council. 

The Building Safety office shall allow to be registered pursuant 
to this section only those persons with a current journeyman or 
master plumber’s license issued by the State Plumbing Board. 

All registrations shall expire on the same date the applicable 
license expires. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.06 INSTALLATIONS AND ALTERATIONS; PERMIT REQUIRED. 

No person shall install or alter plumbing in the City without 
first obtaining a permit therefor from the Building Safety Office. 
The application shal] be addressed to the Chief Plumbing Inspector 
and shall be accompanied by the necessary permit and inspection 
fees and by a plan showing the proposed installation or alteration. 
If such application is in proper form and the proposed installation 
or alteration will not violate the law or the rules and regulations 
to be promulgated hereunder, a permit shall be issued for the work 
named in the application. Such permit shall be posted on the pre- 
mises where the work is to be done and shall remain posted until 
final inspection and approval. If the application is not in proper 
form it shall be referred to the Chief Plumbing Inspector who shall 
have power to grant variations in order to prevent undue hardship, 
provided such variations do not, in the opinion of the Chief 
Plumbing Inspector, create a health hazard. (Ord. 851. Passed 
6-22-92.) 


1422.07 HOMEOWNER’S PRIVILEGE. 

Nothing contained in this chapter shall prohibit any bona fide 
owner from personally doing any work regulated by this chapter in 
his or her own home or on his or her own premises at which he or 
she presently resides or is about to reside, provided that such 
owner: 

(a) Furnishes a signed affidavit; 

(b) Applies for and secures a permit; 

(c) Pays the required fees; 

(d) Does the work in accordance with this chapter; 

(e) Does the work himself or herself; : 

(£) Applies for inspection; and 

(g) Receives the approval of the Inspector. 


Homeowner’s privileges shall extend to single-family residences 
only and shall not apply to any residence or structure from which 
a monetary gain is being received or is intended to be received or 
which is being used for commercial purposes. 

A person may obtain a homeowner’s permit on only one residence in 
any twelve-month period. The twelve-month period shall commence 
from the date of the last homeowner permit obtained by the 
homeowner. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 
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1422.08 ADVERTISING. 

Any person who engages for Nire in the business of plumbing, drain 
laying or sewer cleaning in the City shall, after the effective 
date of this section,. have prominently displayed on all vehicles 
used to convey material and/or equipment, in lettering of two and 
one-half inches or more on each side of the vehicle, the business 
mame under which the business operates. 

Any word or words used in any sign, display, business form, docu- 
ment or advertising medium which indicates or tends to indicate 
that any person is qualified to contract for, supervise, install, 
repair, replace, remove or service any plumbing which requires a 
permit or inspection from the City shall be in violation of this 
chapter unless the same are uttered, published or displayed by 
authority of a licensed or registered master plumber whose place of 
business is known to and registered or recorded with the authority 
specified by the statutes of the State and the ordinances of the 
City. Specifically, the intention 1s to regulate sewer cleaners, 
welders, plumbing supply firms, refrigeration installers, instal- 
lers of fire sprinkler systems, and similar trades and vocations, 
so that they shall not advertise under the classification or cap- 
tion of "plumbers" or "plumbing" unless a licensed master plumber 
is authorized or responsible as part of the business so advertised. 
(Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.09 VIOLATIONS; INSPECTIONS; NOTIFICATION; STOP WORK ORDERS; 
LIABILITY. 

(a) Violations. Any violation of this Plumbing Code by any person 
to whom the Plumbing Inspector has given written notice thereof 
shall be corrected within fifteen days of receipt of such notice. 
Failure to comply with this section is a violation of this Plumbing 
Code and shall subject the violator to all the penalties provided 
for by these Codified Ordinances. 


(b) Inspections. All plumbing and drainage systems shall be 
inspected by the Chief Plumbing Inspector or his or her authorized 
representative to ensure compliance with all the requirements of 
this Plumbing Code. 


(c) Notification. The person doing the work authorized by the 
permit shall notify the Plumbing Inspector orally or in writing 
that such work is ready for inspection. Such notification shall be 
given not less than twenty-four hours before the work is to be 
inspected. Such person shall make sure that the work will stand the 
tests prescribed elsewhere in this Plumbing Code, before giving 
such notification. 


(d) Stop Work Orders. Whenever any work is being done contrary to 
the provisions of this Plumbing Code, the Chief Plumbing Inspector 
or his or her authorized representative may order the work stopped 
by serving written notice to that effect on any person engaged in 
doing or causing such work to be done, and any such person shall 
forthwith stop such work until authorized by the Chief Plumbing 
Inspector or his or her authorized representative to proceed with 
the work. 
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(e) Liability. The Chief Plumbing Inspector or any employee 
charged with the enforcement of this Plumbing Code, acting in good 
faith and without malice in the discharge of his or her duties, 
shall not thereby render himself or herself liable personally and 
is hereby relieved from all personal liability for any damage that 
may accrue to person or property as a result of any act required or 
by reason of any act of omission in the discharge of his or her 
duties. Any suit brought against the Chief Plumbing Inspector or 
his or her employees because of such act or omission performed by 
him or her in the enforcement of any provisions of this Plumbing 
Code shall be defended by the Department of Law until final 
termination of the proceedings. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.10 EXISTING EQUIPMENT. 

Plumbing and drainage systems, hot water heaters and other 
miscellaneous equipment lawfully installed prior to the effective 
date of this chapter may have their existing use, maintenance or 
repair continued if the use, maintenance or repair is in accordance 
with the original design and location and is not a hazard to life, 
health or property. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.11 HAZARDOUS EQUIPMENT. 

Whenever the Chief Plumbing Inspector or his or her authorized 
representative learns or ascertains that any plumbing equipment has 
become hazardous to life, health or property, he or she shall 
order, in writing, that such equipment be restored to a condition 
of safety or be dismantled or removed from its present location. 
The written notice shall fix a time limit for compliance with such 
order. No person shall use or maintain the defective equipment 
after receiving such notice. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.12 ALTERNATIVE MATERIALS AND METHODS OF CONSTRUCTION. 

This chapter 1s not intended to prevent the use of any material or 
method of construction not specifically described by this chapter, 
provided that any such alternative has been approved. 

The Plumbing Board may approve any such alternative, provided it 
finds that the proposed design is satisfactory and complies with 
this chapter and that the material, method or work offered is, for 
the purpose intended, at least the equivalent of that prescribed in 
this chapter in quality, strength, effectiveness, fire resistance, 
durability and safety. ? 

The Board shall require that sufficient evidence or proof be 
submitted to substantiate any claim that may be made regarding such 
use. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 
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1422. 13 EXCAVATIONS; SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS; PERMIT 
REQUIRED; EXCEPTIONS. 

No person shall excavate or obstruct any public or private street, 
alley or other thoroughfare for the purpose of installing plumbing 
Or sewerage, or connect to any private or public sewer, without 
first obtaining the proper permit therefor. No person shall com- 
mence the construction, reconstruction, alteration or repair of a 
plumbing or sewerage system within the walls of a building without 
first obtaining a plumbing permit therefor. However,-no permit 
shall be necessary for the unstopping of sewers or waste pipes. No 
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person shall install piping for potable water on any property, 
whether inside or outside the walls of a building, without first 
obtaining a plumbing permit therefor. However, no permit shall be 
required for the installation of water service lines by the Board 
of Water and Light. All plumbing permits shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations of the Municipal department having juris- 
diction. | 

When making application for a permit the following information 

should be furnished: 

(a) The name and address of the owner, agent or other person for 
whom work is being done; 

(b) The name and address of the master plumber; 

(c) The name and address of the builder, contractor, architect or 
agent having charge of the work; 

(d) The location of the work, including municipality, street and 
number, or lot and block when street and number are not 
available; and 

(e) The number and kind of fixtures to be installed or the nature 
of reconstruction, alteration or repair. 


The builder, architect or plumber may, and shall when required, 
file a plan and specification sheet showing the type of fixtures to 
be used; the location and size of all soil, waste and vent pipes; 
building drains and building sewers; inside conductor; chases, 
recesses or pockets to be provided for their installation or for 
access to the same; and the means provided to gain access to traps, 
cleanouts, fixtures, water control valves and other valves. (Ord. 
851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.14 FEES AND INSPECTIONS. 

(a) Unless otherwise provided for in this chapter, all fees, the 
collection of which is provided for in this chapter, shall be set 
by resolution of Council and shall be paid in advance. 


(b) Plumbing safety inspections of existing buildings for resale 
purposes, including a letter listing any corrections needed, shall 
be performed upon receipt of a written request and upon payment of 
a fee set by resolution of Council. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.15 ADDITIONAL PERMITS AND FEES. 

A permit shall be required and an inspection fee shall be charged 
for the repair, cutting into or installation of any soil pipe, 
waste pipe or fitting, including replacement of all plumbing 
fixtures and relief valves. (Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.16 PERMIT ISSUANCE, REVOCATION AND EXPIRATION. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in Section 1422.07, permits for 
plumbing work shall be issued only in the name of persons who are 
registered licensed master plumbers. 

(1) All work not performed under a homeowner’s permit shall be 
performed entirely under the supervision of a properly reg- 
istered employing master plumber. 

(2) All work not performed under a homeowner’s permit shall be 
done by a licensed master plumber or by journeymen plumbers 
Or apprentices who are registered as such with the State 
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Plumbing Board and who are working under the direct super- 
vision of a master plumber. 

(3) The City Board of Plumbing may recommend the revocation of a 
permit of any piumber who has violated any of the provisions 
of the rules and regulations governing plumbing, or who 
neglects to make necessary changes as directed within three 
days after notification. 


(b) Every permit issued by the Chief Plumbing Inspector under this 
chapter shall expire by limitation and become null and void if the 
work authorized by such permit is not commenced within sixty days 
from the date of such permit or if the work authorized by such 
permit is suspended or abandoned for 120 days at any time after the 
work is commenced. Before such work can be recommenced, a new 
permit therefor shall be obtained and the fee therefor shall be 
one-half the amount required for a new permit for such work, 
provided that no changes have been made or will be made in the 
Original plans and specifications for such work, and provided, 
further, that such suspension or abandonment has not exceeded one 
year from the date of expiration of the permit. In all other 
circumstances, the permittee shall pay the full permit fee. 


(c) Any permit holder who violates any of the provisions of this 
Chapter or any rule adopted pursuant to this chapter may have his 
or her permit revoked and any future permit withheld pending the 
correction of an existing violation. The Chief Plumbing Inspector 
may, in writing, suspend or revoke a permit issued under provisions 
of this Plumbing Code whenever the permit is issued in error or on 
the basis of incorrect information supplied by the applicant. 
(Ord. 851. Passed 6-22-92.) 


1422.17 AMENDMENTS TO UNIFORM PLUMBING CODE. 


The Uniform Plumbing Code adopted by Section 1422.01 is hereby 
amended as follows: 


U.P.C. Section 202 ¢ is hereby amended by adding the following 
definition: 


Circuit vent - A circuit vent is a branch vent that serves two or 
more traps and extends from in front of the last fixture connection 
of a horizontal branch to the vent stack. 


U.P.C. Section 710.6 - Backwater Valves is hereby deleted and a new 
section added as follows: 
Backwater Valves 


Backwater valves shall be of an approved PVC, cast iron or brass 
body, noncorrosive bearings, seats and self-aligning discs, and 
shall be constructed so as to ensure a positive mechanical seal and 
to remain closed, except when discharging wastes. Such valves shall 
remain sufficiently open during periods of low flows to avoid 
screening of solids and shall not restrict capacities or cause 
excesSive turbulence during peak loads. Unless otherwise listed, 
valve access covers shall be of a bolted type with a gasket and 
each valve shall bear the manufacturer’s name cast into the body 
and the cover. 
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U.P.C. Section 311.0 - Prohibited Fittings and Practices is hereby 
amended by changing subsection 311.3 to read as follows: 


311.3 No waste connection shall be made to a closet bend four (4) 
inches or less or to a stub of a water closet or similar fixture 
without venting. 


U.P.C. Section 318 - Solid Waste Disposal is hereby added to read 


as follows: 

All food preparation and food dispensing areas shall be equipped 
with garbage disposal units installed in accordance with all 
applicable Plumbing Code requirements. 


U.P.C. Section 701.0 - Materials is hereby amended by deleting 
subsection 701.1 THROUGH 701.1.3 and adding the following: 


Drainage pipe shall be cast iron, galvanized steel, galvanized 
wrought iron, lead, copper, brass, extra strength vitrified clay 
pipe, ABS, PVC not less than SCH 40 underground, or other approved 
materials having a smooth and uniform bore, except that: 

701.1.1 No galvanized wrought iron or galvanized steel pipe shall 
be used underground. Such pipe shall be at least six (6) 
inches above ground. 

701.1.2 ABS, PVC and DWV piping installations shall be limited to 
those structures where combustible construction is 
allowed. 

701.1.3 No vitrified clay pipe or fittings shall be used above 
ground. Such pipe or fittings shall be kept twelve (12) 
inches below ground. Table 4-1, Sinks and/or dishwashers 
(residential), is hereby amended by deleting "two inches"

U.P.C. Section 906.7 - Frost or Snow Closure is hereby amended by 


deleting two (2) inches (50.8mm) and adding three (3) inches 

(82.6mm) in the first sentence, and by adding the following 
paragrapn: 

Vent piping for outdoor installation shall be a minimum of 3" in 
diameter. The change in diameter shall be made inside the building. 
If there is an overhang of more than 1 foot the vent stack shall 
extend undiminished thru the overhang.

REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Beal confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, this Wednesday at 4:15 P.M. She com- 
mented on the recent conflict at Eastern High School. She commended 
the kids who demonstrated on behalf of the teacher at the School 
Board meeting. This community needs to work together to solve the 
problems in our schools, she said. This is a serious problem. It is 
not an issue of race, but rather, it is an issue of class. Sixty- 
-seven percent of the kids at Eastern qualify for the free lunch 
program. They have a large amount of kids from the lower stratums 
of our society. We have to have a standard of civility in our 
schools and in our society so that our young people can grow up and 
meet the challenges of getting a job and working with others. We 
are in for trouble ahead, she warned, and Council needs to make 
their voices heard and lend their support and assistance to the 
people who want to effect change in our schools, because unless the 
schools improve, people will continue to leave our community and 
move into other communities towards safer schools. These kids need 
a lot of support, help and mentoring, and they need to be kept on 
track and to know what they are in school for. 


Councilmember Allen confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting of 
the Public Safety Committee on Wednesday at 5:30 P.M. The Committee 
will take up the issue of the request for a parking regulation 
change on Cavanaugh Rd. and the Graffiti Ordinances. She announced 
a public meeting for discussion on the Community Policing reorgan- 
ization. The meeting will have call-in capability and will be 
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broadcast live over Channel 28. The Public Safety Committee will be 
present as will the Chief of Police and a member of the Board of 
Police Commissioners. Interested parties may call 483-4177. She 
urged everyone to participate. 


Councilmember Novak announced a meeting of the Committee on Econ- 
omic Development to be held on March 15, 1995 at 8:00 P.M. He an- 
nounced the availability of "Neighborhoods in Bloom" applications 
whereby neighborhoods can get free annuals to plant in the City 
right-of-way to beautify their neighborhoods.

Councilmember Jones commended the students who marched on the Board 
of Education Administration Offices to support the retention of the 
Eastern High Teacher. These students want both teachers, and stud- 
ents, to be respected and do not appreciate this teacher being 
made the fall guy. School Board members, he said, need to take re- 
sponsibility in this situation and stop passing the buck and making 
everything an issue of racism. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the most important issue to 
all voters is crime. It has been that way for many years and will 
continue to be so in the future. The trouble is the distinction of 
what types of crimes they are concerned about. They are more con- 
cerned with violent crimes than with white collar crime. He, how- 
ever, is concerned with white collar crime, and refuses to vote for 
anyone who participated in the white collar crime that was Early 
Retirement. 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect requested that the time capsule 
that is encased in the cornerstone of the Civic Center be removed 
prior to the change of ownership. He further requested that the 
City retain the items from the time capsule for future viewing by 
the public. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope predicted that the Baseball 
Stadium will not make the money it is expected to make. 


Sherry Bass-Pohl, on behalf of the Lansing Jaycees, accused the 
City of Lansing of violating the lifetime lease between the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Jaycees. The Jaycees moved out of the Civic 
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Center last weekend. They were put to additional expense because 
the elevator in the building was non-functional and they had to 
spend $150. 


Cheryl Sequora of 3006 Trappers Cove #3A stated her agreement with 
the comments made by Mrs. Bass-Pohl. 


Ken Vaughan. of 114 Garden St. said that he has been a substitute 
teacher in the Lansing School District, and in his experience 
values do not exist in some students. Their behavior then has a 
negative affect on other students. The major focus of schools 
should be to always maintain a learning atmosphere. It is time for 
the School Board and everyone else connected with education to 
establish prime directives for students and teachers and to enforce 
them. Every class he taught on his last assignment was completely 
disruptive and necessitated him calling the principal into the room 
everyday. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. expressed his appreciation 
of the fact that Councilmembers Beal and Jones Nave involved them- 
selves in the situation at Eastern High School. The problem with 
our schools is that we have taken the ten commandments out of them. 
He commended the 300 students that protested at the School Board 
meeting. He said that this 1s not an issue of racism, it is an 
issue of discipline. We need to allow our teachers to maintain 
control in their classrooms. We cannot have the attitude that 
students can do whatever they want to do. 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said that it is not just teachers who 
should be disciplining our children. Everyone needs to help out. We 
should take the tribal approach wherein everyone must take part and 
lend a hand to help raise the children. We must participate in a 
community effort to raise good children. We must educate our young 
girls and prevent them from having babies at fifteen and sixteen 
years of age.

Mayor Hollister thanked Councilmember Benavides for the role he 
played in resolving the Paramount Coffee stalemate. 


He announced that Eastern High School has won a major award in 
the Michigan Academic Decathlon. They will go on to represent 
Michigan at a national competition in Chicago next month. 


He reminded everyone that tomorrow night, Parks and Recreation 
Director R. Eric Reickel will hold a meeting on the Moores River

An affirmative vote tonight will 
allow them to begin construction and ground breaking on April 3, 
1995. Every action he has brought to Council since December has 
been advantageous to the City and has been an improvement over 
their initial projections. This project has overwhelming public 
support. The project began as a dream of Councilmembers 
Canady and Lilly. It is not just baseball, it is low cost family 
entertainment. The eyes of the City are on this meeting tonight, as 
are the eyes of the investors around the Country. This proposal 
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before Council tonight is better than the one that was originally 
projected and a rejection of this proposal would not be easily 
explained to investment brokers.

WHEREAS, this City Council has been presented with a proposed 
form of Limited Tax General Obligation Installment Purchase 
Contract dated March 27, 1995 (the “Installment Contract”) 
between the City and Clark Construction Company (the “Setler’); 


WHEREAS, the Installment Contract provides that the Seller wiil 
Sell to the City the property specifically described in Exhibit A of the 
Installment Contract or such portion thereof as can be acquired 
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with the Maximum Principal Amount of $12,708,000 (the 
“Stadium"); and 


WHEREAS, the City shail pay for the Stadium by making Contract 
Payments as specifically described in the Installment Contract: 
and 


WHEREAS, the Seller intends to assign the Installment Contract to 
First of America Bank Michigan, N.A.;Lansing, Michigan (the 
“Bank"), pursuant to a proposed Assignment and Disbursement 
Agreement dated as of March 27, 1995 between the Seller and the 
Bank; and 


WHEREAS, the Bank intends to include Capitol National Bank, City 
Bank, Community First Bank, Dart National Bank, and Michigan 
National Bank as participants in the purchase of the Installment 
Contract from Seller pursuant to a participation agreement by and 
among these banks; and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with the terms of the Assignment, the 
Seller will direct the City to make all Contract Payments directly to 
the Bank and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Stadium is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Stadium in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99; and 


WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by a city under Act 99 shail not exceed one and one 
quarter percent (1-'%) of the equalized assessed value of the real 
and personal property in such city at the date of such contract or

WHEREAS, purchase of the Stadium by the City pursuant to the 
Installment Contract will not result in the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by the City under Act 99 exceeding one and one quarter 
percent (1-%4%) of the equalized assessed value of the real and 
personal property in the City. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT; 


1. Itis hereby found and declared to be for public purposes and in 
the best interest of the welfare of the residents of the City to acquire 
the Stadium in accordance with the provisions of Act 99 and the 
Installment Contract attached hereto and made part hereof. 


2. The Stadium is hereby determined to be lands, property and 
equipment which will be used for public purposes. 

3. The useful life of the Stadium is hereby determined to be not less 
than thirty (30) years. 

4. This City Council hereby approves the Installment Contract 
attached hereto and made part hereof. The Mayor of the City is 
authorized to execute and deliver the Installment Contract subject 
to such additions, changes and variations to the Installment 
Contract or its Exhibits and Schedules as he may deem necessary 
subject to the approval of the City Attorney, including specifically 
the inclusion of additional parties as sellers of a portion of the 
Stadium or of real property on which the Stadium would be located 
(provided that the aggregate Principal Amount of property to be 
purchased from ail sellers shall not exceed the Maximum Principal 
Amount) 


5. The property to be acquired pursuant to the Installment Contract 
shall be acquired for a price not to exceed the Maximum Principal 
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Amount as described in the installment Contract. 


6. The City Council does hereby ratify and confirm that the City’s 
obligation under the Installment Contract to make Contract 
Payments is a limited tax general obligation of the City and hereby 
authorizes the establishment of appropriate line items as 
necessary for acquisition of the property to be acquired under the 
Installment Contract. THE CITY SHALL INCLUDE IN ITS BUDGET 
AND PAY EACH YEAR, UNTIL THE CONTRACT PAYMENTS ARE 
PAID IN FULL, SUCH SUM AS MAY BE NECESSARY EACH YEAR 
TO MAKE ALL CONTRACT PAYMENTS WHEN DUE, AND THE 
CITY AGREES, IF NECESSARY, TO LEVY SUFFICIENT TAXES TO 
PROVIDE THAT SUM WITHIN APPLICABLE CONSTITUTIONAL, 
STATUTORY AND CHARTER TAX RATE LIMITATIONS. The 
City’s obligation under the Installment Contract to make Contract 
Payments shall continue without reduction or abatement for any 
Cause or reason whatsoever, including, but not limited to, casualty 
which results in the Stadium being untenantable, and without right 
of setoffor recoupment, until the Contract Payments are paid in full.

Council President Benavides 
welcomed Dr. Mahoney and his Parks and Recreation class from 
Michigan State University to tonight's meeting. 


MAYOR HOLLISTER PRESENTS 
FY 1995/1996 BUOGET MESSAGE 
MOVING LANSING FORWARD 


President Benavides, Councilmembers, and citizens of Lansing, | 
appreciate the opportunity to present you with my Fiscal Year 
1995-96 budget recommendation. When | presented you with my 
first budget message as the newly elected Mayor last year, | asked 
with alarm that we work together to “fix the mess” we had inherited. 
| could not have been more pleased with the positive response and 
Collaboration | received from the City Council, city employees, and 
countless citizens across Lansing. Your hard work, cooperation, 
creative ideas, and sacrifices have helped both to restore the 
broken trust in Lansing City government and to put our City's 
finances back on solid footing. 


| present to you tonight a budget proposal intended to continue 
moving Lansing forward by building upon the foundation we have 
laid in our current budget. 


| believe that the most important steps we can take in this regard 
involve improving the safety and the quality of life in our 
neighborhoods. Consequently, as you examine and work on the 
budget in the coming weeks, you will recognize a growing 
commitment to increase services and opportunities in our 
neighborhoods. | know that this is a commitment which is shared 
by all members of the City Council, since many of the proposals are 
based directly upon recommendations contained in your budget 
resolution. | want to sincerely thank you for your fine work and 
ideas. 


But before | highlight the more important new features of my 
proposed budget, let me re-emphasize the guiding financial 
principles that remain unchanged and serve as the comerstones 
of our improving fiscal situation. First and foremost, this budget is 
fully balanced without raising any taxes and without using any fund 
balances or gimmicks. The budget is based on continuation of the 
15.04 mil 1s for operating and 2.36 mills for debt service, and the 
recommended general fund expenditures of $85.87 million are fully 
Supported by projected revenues of $85.87 million. In short, itis an 
honest budget. 


Second, my budget proposal assumes a continued emphasis on 
saving money for a rainy day by maintaining a Budget Stabilization 
Fund at a level at least equal to 7% of the General Fund. Together, 
we took the financially difficult but prudent action to create this fund 
last year, and my FY 1995-96 recommendation assumes the 
inclusion of $6 million in this fund. This provides us with important 
insurance against employee layoffs and service cuts if the 
economy should decline or if the federal or state governments 
reduce funding to local governments. 


Third, my budget proposal continues the commitment we 
collectively developed last year to focus upon infrastructure 
improvements such as roads and the equipment needed to 
improve the capabilities of our work force. My recommendation 
provides your requested 2.3% of revenues and designation of 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds for infras- 
tructure development, and | also have dedicated an additional 
$400,000 in one-time or intermittent revenue growth to the 
infrastructure fund. My proposal also contains specific recom- 
mendations for expending the remaining undesignated proceeds 
from the sale of the Civic Center on infrastructure improvements. 


The FY 1994-95 budget was based on these same principles, and 
we now project that we will close this year with a surplus of as much 
as $1.5 million. | am recommending that the first $354,000 of any 
Surplus be appropriated to the Budget Stabilization Fund, and that 
any remaining surplus be used for infrastructure improvements. 


My infrastructure recommendations assume the development of a 
new funding source to pay for Combined Sewer Overflow (CSO) 
Capital and debt service costs, which now constitute a severe drain 
onthe General Fund. Assuming implementation for half a year, this 
funding source will allow us to address our CSO commitment and 
free up funds for other infrastructure projects as well. | want to 
applaud Councilmembers Novak and Brockwell, and their 
Combined Sever Overflow Committee, for their courage and 
honesty in addressing this difficult issue. 

These changes will allow us to increase our infrastructure 
expenditures from $3.4 million this year to over $6.0 million in FY 
1995-96. | propose that we supplement our ongoing infrastructure 
projects with an additional $700,000 for critically needed road 
repairs; over $650,000 to begin the replacement of our 20-year old 
Police radio system; $500,000 for a new ladder truck for the Fire 
Department; and a host of other important projects which have 
been on hold for far too long. 


| also am proposing to make our long-term infrastructure 
development even more secure by fully funding depreciation on 
long-term capital purchases within the Fire Department, beginning 
with the ladder truck recommended for purchase in FY 1995-96. 
Such depreciation funding will assure that when we need to 
replace major apparatus in the future, funds will already have been 
set aside for this purpose. 


My emphasis on a balanced budget, the Budget Stabilization Fund, 
and continued infrastructure development is important because 
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they are the keys to our future stability and growth. | am pleased to 
report that the “credit watch” Lansing was under before we took 
these actions has been removed, and banks now are showing an 
increased willingness to invest in Lansing. The most recent 
evidence of this is the consortium of six local banks that have 
agreed to finance the construction of our new baseball stadium. 
The economic development that accompanies this private 
investment translates into increased jobs and more growth, and | 
believe it also results in more people wanting to live in Lansing and 
fully participate in our community. 


While strong economic development and the rebuilding of the 
Downtown Lansing are essential to the vitality and well-being of 
our neighborhoods, such development is not enough. That is why | 
am placing a major emphasis this year upon improving the quality 
of life in our neighborhoods. 


Feeling safe is a prerequisite to enjoying a decent quality of life, and 
| recognize that citizens in some of our neighborhoods do not feel 
safe. Consequently, my budget proposal includes concrete 
recommendations to improve the safety of our neighborhoods, 
many of which were also included in the City Council request. | am 
recommending an additional $190,000 in overtime funding to 
assure that a full complement of officers will be on the streets 
throughout the summer months. A portion of this funding will be 
used to conduct concentrated “sweeps” for curfew violators. | also 
am recommending funding to fill the 12 Police Department 
positions that were unfunded in the current year, as well as 3 new 
positions. | have also authorized the immediate filling of 10 
currently vacant positions in this year's budget. 


In addition, we will continue to decentralize police services so that 
more officers are working closely with residents in the neighbor- 
hoods, and two officers will be assigned specifically to serve 
warrants on people who have already been accused of committing 
crimes but not yet been apprehended. | believe that, taken 
together, these recommendations will send a powerful signal that 
we are serious about fighting crime and about working with 
neighborhood residents to address their safety concerns. 
Community policing works. Not only will we maintain it—we will 
expand this successful experiment to the entire City. 


But to make neighborhoods truly vital, we must couple our program 
for improving safety with new services and opportunities for our 
neighborhood residents. | am particularly concerned about the 
poor economic circumstances and troubled family lives of many of 
our City's youth, and | strongly believe that our future depends 
heavily on investing in these youths and their families. Neighbor- 
hood programming provides these youths, as well as all of our 
citizens, with a sense that the community is concemed about their 
well-being and development. It provides constructive outlets that 
otherwise would not be available to many of our residents. 


To expand neighborhood programming, we propose more than 
$250,000 for recreational programs and opportunities for families 
and youth through the Parks and Recreation Department. This 
funding will support vital activities such as restoring our senior 
citizens program, providing security at our swimming pools, and 
providing late night youth sports, neighborhood concerts, specialty 
youth camps, and other sports opportunities. 

The budget also includes nearty $600,000 for new or replacement 


equipment for our parks, which is much needed after years of 
underfunding. Finally, | will demonstrate my personal commitment 
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to neighborhood development by increasing funding for the 
Neighborhood Grant Program and transferring responsibility for 
this program directly to my office. This program empowers 
neighbors to work together to improve their own quality of life. 


In addition to these neighborhood funding priorities, | want to 
assure you that will continue to aggressively seek foundation and 
grant funding to improve our neighborhoods. We already are 
working with the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation to obtain 
funding for our proposed neighborhood network centers, and with 
the Milbank Foundation to improve child health and welfare. We 
also are working with the Lansing School District in an effort to 
replace playground equipment at schools and in parks through 
“Project Play”. As we face the real threat of loss of federal and state 
dollars in the current budget cutting environment, systematically 
pursuing these and other grant opportunities becomes even more 
Critical. For this reason, my proposal also includes funding for a 
grant writer to assist City departments with grant writing. 


| would be remiss if | did not mention the contributions of city 
employees to our success in the current year. As we have worked 
to fix the fiscal mess, city employees and their bargaining units 
have been key partners. Not only were modest wage increases 
accepted, but many positions were held vacant this year so that we 
could bring our budget into balance. | am pleased to be able to 
recommend the restoration of funding for most of these vacant 
positions in my proposed budget. 


In addition, our work force has been active in making recommen- 
dations for improving our efficiency and saving taxpayers dollars. 
To acknowledge their efforts and to reward their continuing 
contributions, | am implementing an employee recognition 
program. 

My opportunity to work with and observe City departments over the 
past year also has convinced me that our hard-working employees 
need improved tools to enhance their productivity. When we talk of 
infrastructure, many people speak only of physical capital such as 
roads and heavy equipment. But perhaps our greatest asset is our 
human capital—the experience and talents of our City work force. 


| want to make a greater investment in our work force and the tools 
that enable our workers to serve the citizens of Lansing. To 
accomplish this, lam recommending computer upgrades for 
employees working with old computers, as well as several other 
computer systems enhancements. These include an up to date 
and comprehensive property appraisal system and an automated 
fingerprint identification system. 


| am also recommending the investment of an additional $40,000 
for an internal training program, through which City employees will 
receive training in Lansing on vital skills development. We also 
need to do more to encourage new talent from within the City to 
consider City employment as a career opportunity. With this in 
mind, | have included your request to initiate a cadet program 
within the Police Department, and | am recommending funding for 
a similar program in the Fire Department. 


Just as we must invest wisely in the training and equipment 
necessary to maximize the productivity of our work force, we must 
give our managers the flexibility required to effectively operate 
their departments. | know that line item budgets can be very 
comforting for those who oversee the expenditure of public funds. 
But for this reason they also can limit the creativity, effectiveness, 
and accountability of the people we pay to deliver services to the 
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public. 


David Osborne and Ted Gaebler recognized this directly in their 


landmark book, Reinventing Government. They point out that: 


“Most public budgets fence agency money into dozens of separate 
accounts, called line items. This was Originally done to control the 
bureaucrats—to hem them in on all sides, so they could not spend 
one penny more than the legislature mandated on each item of 
government. But once again, our attempt to prevent bad 
management made good management impossible.” 


We need to hold our managers accountable for ethical behavior 
and the results of their decisions, but we also need to free them to 
try new ideas and ways of doing things without the overwhelming 
burden of political and bureaucratic oversight to which line item 
budgets subject them. Therefore, | am proposing that the FY 
1995-96 budget be adopted as a single line item for each 
Department or Fund. 


Finally, one may ask how we are able to recommend these new 
initiatives without raising taxes. There are several reasons, with 
perhaps the most important being the frugality we have collectively 
displayed in the current year. We also are currently benefiting from 
fairly strong increases in several revenue sources associated with 
a growing economy. We all know that such growth will not last 
forever, so it is important that we continue to be fiscally 
conservative and not spend more than our revenue streams can 
continue to support. The funding enhancements included in my 
budget proposal follow this principle. 


It also is important that all citizens pay their fair share of taxes, so 
that the vast majority of citizens who do so do not have to pay extra 
or be deprived of needed services. For this reason, | am proposing 
additions to the Treasury/Income Tax staff to aggressively pursue 
unpaid back taxes from businesses and individuals. Our City 
Treasurer has estimated these efforts should result in the 
collection of an additional $500,000. It is unethical and unfair to 
allow some to escape paying their fair share when the vast majority 
are paying honestly, so | urge you to support this initiative. 


President Benavides, Councilmembers, and citizens of Lansing, 
the budget | present to you tonight is one of continued fiscal 
integrity; investment in both the physical infrastructure and in the 
people who make the City work; and improvement of the quality of 
life in our neighborhoods. | pledge that my staff and | will work 
Closely and openty with you and the public in the coming weeks as 
you study and make decisions on my recommendations.

D. in consideration of the Five Year Park and Recreation Master 
Plan for the Years 1995-2000 


R. Eric Reickel, Director of the Parks and Recreation Department, 
along with Robert Ford, Project Manager for the Five Year Park and 
Recreation Master Plan gave an overview of the plan and 
explained that it is a compilation of projects that must be delineated 
in a master plan format in order for the City to be eligible for State 
and Federal Grant monies to help finance the improvements. This 
plan has already been subjected to a public hearing in front of the 
Parks Board and submitted to the Mayor. 


Barry Crown of the Parks Board explained that this is the Parks 
Department plan for the next five years. Itis a flexible plan and can 
be amended to adapt to the City's changing needs. The Parks 
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Millage expires this year, making this plan even more important to 
the Parks Board and to the City's residents. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate thanked George Harlow and 
the Members of the Parks Board and the consultants, committee 
members and Parks and Recreation Department staff who worked 
on this plan. It is a comprehensive demographic study and master 
plan. He urged all residents in the audience to get out to their local 
parks, take their lawn mowers along, and help maintain the parks. 
There will be a millage renewal ballot proposal this August at the 
Primary election. It is time, however, to concentrate on improve- 
ments to neighborhood parks rather than spending the majority of 
our money at Potter Park. 


Janet Clark of 5846 Curtice in Mason spoke in support of the Five 
Year Parks and Recreation Master Plan. 


Glen Allen, President of the Friends of Tumer Dodge urged Council 
to endorse this plan. The City showed great foresight in the 
preservation of the Turner Dodge Mansion for the future enjoyment 
of its residents, however, this structure needs some renovation on 
the inside. They will conduct a fund raising campaign to get private 
investment involved in the renovation of the inside of the Turner 
Dodge Mansion to get it redecorated and furnished as prescribed 
in the master plan. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that Lansing has alot of nice 
parks; Potter Park, Fenner Arboretum, Red Cedar Golf Course, 
Groesbeck Golf Course, the River Trail System, Moores Park, 
Frances Park, the Community Centers and Bancroft Park to name 
a few. This is an impressive demographic study and master plan 
and Council should take the time to read the document. The Parks 
Board put a lot of time and effort into this project. He asked Mr. 
Reickel what type of facility would be housed in the Oak Park 
Complex. Mr. Reickel said that it would house the maintenance 
center for all of the City's parks. Mr. Leeman suggested that the 
Parks Maintenance Center and Central Garage be put in the same 
facility to prevent duplication of services and expense. He 
suggested that the residents on the east side of town, along with 
MSU students and East Lansing residents be brought into the 
Strategy for the renovation of Rainy Park. 


Kris Nicholoff, President of the Lansing Youth and Recreation 
Fund, said that he founded this organization four years ago this 
coming August and since that time has raised over $500,000 in 
donations to the Parks Department from private citizens and 
businesses for parks programs. These people appreciate the 
commitment of the City to the Master Plan. He attended a meeting 
tonight for the Magic Johnson Golf Classic. They will maintain their 
commitment to the City as long as the City keeps their commitment 
to the Parks. He cannot raise funds for parks programs without the 
cooperation of City Government. Young people are the most 
important asset we have, and he commended Councilmembers for 
their continuing commitment to them. 


Betty Jones of 131 E. Jolly said that she submitted a letter to the 
Parks Board regarding the condition of the bathrooms at Gier Park, 
which are very bad and need work immediately. They cannot be 
used this season in their present condition. Also, the Davis Park 
bathrooms need to have lighting installed. 


Councilmember Novak said that he has heard the same 
complaints about the condition of the bathrooms at neighborhood 
parks. Complaints include the lack of walls in the bathroom stalls. 
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He asked Parks Director Reickel to provide Councilmembers with 
an estimate on the cost of upgrading these facilities to be in their 
possession at the time they are considering changes to the Master 
Plan. 


Carol Webster, Executive Director of the Potter Park Zoological 
Society, the non-profit private sector arm of the Zoo, said that her 
organization raises money for educational and capital improve- 
ment activities for the Zoo. The Zoo is the best thing Lansing has 
going for families right now, and their bathrooms were renovated 
last year. She asked that everyone continue their support of the 
Zoo. This year they will celebrate their 75th birthday. 


Rick Brigham of 1115 Prospect said that he is a member of the 
Friends of Fenner Arboretum Nature Center. This is an organiza- 
tion that helps to support Fenner financially and physically. He 
thanked Council for their renovation, which was part of the last 5 
Year Master Plan. He urged everyone to come out to Fenner to 
view their improvements. He looks forward to the improvements 
they will realize through this new five year plan, including improved 
security around the perimeter of the center and the procurement of 
land around the center to buffer it from private development. 


Claude Rainey of 205 E. Gier said that he is a member of the Gier 
Park Advisory Board and the bathroom facilities at Gier Park are 
not fit for animals. They have put over $60,000 of equipment into 
Gier Park and were told that the 91-92 budget included funding to 
take care of the facilities. There is no way that those bathrooms can 
be used by human beings this year without improvements. There is 
no way that the concession stand can be used in its’ present 
condition. He reported meeting with Mr. Reickel and Dick Schaffer 
last Friday who indicated their surprise on hearing of the condition 
of these facilities. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that everyone here tonight is 
missing the point. The Five Year Master Plan can be approved, but 
it will not do any good without the renewal of the Parks Millage. He 
urged everyone to vote for the renewal of the millage in the August 
Primary election. Lansing is fortunate to have the 108 parks that it 
has. 


Laura Winkle of 1023 Smith Ave. said that she is the Vice President 
of the Friends of Cooley Gardens, and she urged everyone to make 
a visit to Cooley Gardens.

Priscilla Holmes of 220 Reo Ave., speaking as the Community/- 
Landlord Organizer and staff person to the residents of the 
Genesee Neighborhood Area, reported that they are concerned 
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about the property at 728 W. Lapeer. This property first came to the 
attention of the City in 1992. The current owner was notified in July 
of 1994 that the property was unsafe-or-dangerous and the City 
would be initiating the demolition process on it. The bottom line is 
that this house is vacant and has a negative affect on the 
neighborhood. She urged Council to proceed with the 60 day order 
to demolish-or-make safe. - 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said that she lives next door to the 
728 W. Lapeer address. She disagrees with the previous speaker. 
She does not think demolition is the right way to go with this 
property, it should be repaired. If the current owner will not fix it, it 
should be given to Habitats for Humanity for rehabilitation. We 
desperately need housing in the downtown area. We need a 
resident tax payer base. More residents and less vacant space 
would make her feel safer in her neighborhood. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in opposition to these 
proceedings. This is a legislative body not a judicial one. When the 
judiciary starts passing laws then the legislative body can start 
Sitting in judgement of laws that they pass.

CITIZEN COMMENT ON CITY MATTERS 


William Hubbell of W. Holmes Rd. said that he has been given the 
run around in his attempts to determine the City's position on the 
Transportation Center project. Additionally, the matter ofthe 
formation of a Memorial Review Board and application process 
has not been addressed yet. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. stated his objection to the passage of 
an Ordinance supporting the 1992 Early Retirement Resolution 
and said that he refuses to be intimidated by the Retirement Board. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he found out today that 
the City of Lansing has 1.5 million dollars in their budget that could 
be used to purchase unsafe or dangerous homes for renovation. 


Linda Henderson of Nashville said that she maintains a Law 
Practice at 115 W. Allegan urged passage of the two proposed Civil 
Rights Ordinances. She spoke in support of the passage of the 
resolution of Tribute to Cesar Chavez. He performed a tremendous 
service for the farm workers in this country and she remains 
hopeful that Cesar Chavez Ave. will retain its’ memorial 
designation. 

Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer told Council that removing public 
phones will onty serve as a minor deterrent to drug dealers. Most of 
them do not rely on pay phones.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


Mayor Hollister's Executive Assistant, David Wiener, presented a 
proclamation declaring the month of April 1995 as Fair Housing 
Month to Joanne Pohl and Bob Egan of the Human Relations 
Advisory Board. Ms. Pohi thanked Mr. Wiener and announced that 
the Human Relations Advisory Board’s Housing Sub Committee 
will be using this month to educate people about fair housing in 
Lansing. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 
There were no Scheduled Public Hearings 
PUBUC COMMENT 


Ina Martin of 3421 Glasgow stated that she is a Docent at the Potter 
Park Zoo and urged Council to pass the Parks & Recreation Master 
Plan and renewal of the Parks Millage. There is room in the mitlage 
for both Potter Park and the neighborhood parks. Potter Park was 
the recipient of a number of improvements through the last Five 
Year Master Plan, such as construction of new restrooms that were 
badly needed, soil erosion control along the river bank and 
reconstruction of the pavilions that serve visitors to the park, as 
well as the Zoo. The Zoo hosts 300,000 visitors per year, and last 
year over 40,000 people came to see the Wonderland of Lights 
Luminary between Thanksgiving and New Years. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the audience owes Mrs. 
Martin and the other Docents at Potter Park a round of applause. 
We need to work together, he said, to get the vote out and pass the 
parks millage. He accused the Board of Water & Light of ripping off 
the residents of the City of Lansing while sitting on a sixty million 
dollar pile of money. He urged Council to keep their eyes on the 
issue of the sale of the BWL Office Building. 


William Hubbell, living on Cavanaugh Rd., protested the two 
ordinances for introduction on tonight's agenda. These ordin- 
ances, prohibiting uttering and publishing, are just another case of 
people being presumed guilty rather than innocent. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked the Public Services 
Committee for their prompt attention to the financial issue in Old 
Forrest Neighborhood. He asked Councilmember Allen if there is a 
particular reason that the City is introducing a bad checks 
ordinance. Councilmember Allen stated that it is being done at the 
request of the Police Department. Mr. Scott suggested that these 
ordinances could have an impact on the libraries as they receive 
some of their funding from penal fines of violations prosecuted by 
the County Prosecutor s Office. He indicated his dissatisfaction 
with the recommendations of the Elected Officer's Compensation 
Commission. He believes that Council should be getting at least 
$20,000 per year. 


City Attorney Smiertka addressed Mr. Scott's questions about the 
uttering and publishing ordinances. These ordinances are similar 
to ordinances enacted by nearly every other City. There is a state 
Statute that covers these areas and requires prosecution by the 
County Prosecutor, however, there are so many bad checks 
written that it is impossible for the County Prosecutor to prosecute 
all of them. As a resutt the County Prosecutor's Office is utilizing 
Lansing Policemen to help them keep up this function and it is 
taxing the resources of the Police Department. These ordinances 
would allow bad checks to be handled administratively rather than 
utilizing police time. 

Mr. Scott repeated that his concern is that, if these cases are no 
longer prosecuted by the County Prosecutors Office, there 
remains a potential loss of revenues for the Libraries who receive a 
portion of their funding from fees paid in the prosecution of these 
cases. City Attomey Smiertka responded that he does not see very 
much impact on the libraries from the change in this system, 
because so few of the cases are currently prosecuted. 

Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that he thinks the process 
broke down again. The Board of Water & Light should have waited 
to make announcements about the sale of their building until after 
they had met with City Council. He asked Councilmember Lily to 
discuss his recommendations for changes to the Parks & 
Recreation Master Plan. He asked for a figure on the Fair Market 
Value on the E. Mt. Hope property. 

Barry Crown of 3036 Westchester said that a summary of the Parks 
& Recreation Five Year Master Plan was received by City Council a 
few weeks ago. Now it is time to approve the plan. It can be 
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amended at any time in the future to meet the City’s changing 
needs, however, we need to approve it right away. If we do not, we 
will not be qualified for state funding. The Department of Natural 
Resources requires adoption of this plan in order for City's to be 
eligible for grant funds. Now is not the time to argue about changes 
to this plan. 


Mary A. Prince of 2116 Ferroll St. urged Council to keep the funding 
for Potter Park Zoo intact. We must not lose any of the State funds 
that we receive for the Zoo. 


Bill Flagg of 609 Jolly Rd. spoke in opposition to the project 
agreement for construction of the Baseball Stadium, specifically 
he opposes the “union only” portion of the agreement. He asked 
why the figures on the different phases of the construction project 
are not available to the media and the public. He asked what the bid 
was for the excavation of the bowl of the stadium. Councilmember 
Lilly reported that particular bid was 2.7 million dollars. Mr. Flagg 
said that Associated Builders and Contractors ran a newspaper 
advertisement last week protesting the project agreement and 
have received a large response from the public. ABC wants the 
“union only” portion of the project agreement repealed. 

Jim Boardway of 609 E. Jolly Rd. said he is a member of Associated 
Builders and Contractors. He commented that the ground breaking 
for the Baseball Stadium was a wonderful event today, however, he 
wonders what it will cost the property owners and tax payers in the 
City to have the “Union Only” portion of the project agreement 
adhered to. He urged focal business owners and tax payers to 
demand that open competition and protective bidding processes 
be followed in the construction of the stadium. He predicted that 
the “Union Only” portion of the agreement will force the cost of 
building the stadium up because of the lack of “Merit Shop” 
bidding. 

Councilmember Beal answered Mr. Boardway's complaint, saying, 
that the Council cannot do anything about the project agreement. 
That is in the purview of Clark Construction. This is a matter of 
agreement between Clark Construction and their subcontractors. 
City Attorney Smiertka clarified; the project agreement is between 
Clark Construction and their sub-contractors. Workers must 
become union members during the period of time that they are 
actually working on the stadium project, in order to work on the 
project. 


Councilmember Allen asked if City Council authorized the Mayor to 
approve the contract with Clark Construction. City Attorney 
Smiertka answered in the affirmative. Counciimember Allen asked 


if the contract could be changed prior to being signed by the Mayor 
and Clark Construction. 


City Attorney Smiertka responded that the construction contractor 
is responsible for contracting with other sub-contractors to bring in 
the work within a specified price. Clark Construction has chosen to 
enter into a project agreement so that there will be no strikes or 
shortages, in order to assure that the project can be delivered by 
opening day in 1996. 

Councilmember Lilly noted that this type of agreement is becoming 
more and more familiar in major construction contracts in the State 
of Michigan. This type of arrangement was recently incorporated 
into a major contract in Eaton Rapids and has also been 
incorporated into the contract for the Sparrow Hospital renova- 
tions. 
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Dave Clark President of Associated Builders and Contractors said 
that he was told by Clark Construction that only the City of Lansing 
could make any changes to the project agreement. The City, he 
said, contracted with Clark Construction for the building of the 
Stadium, and should be able to have the last say in how the project 
agreement is written. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that the City can contract in any way it 
wishes with Clark Construction, however, what must be recognized 
is that without an agreement of this type the contractor is being 
given an excuse for failing to bring the project in on time. This would 
mean taking on liability for the City that would not usually be taken. 


Councilmember Beal asked if Council approved the contract with 
Clark Construction. Councilmember Lilly answered that Council 
has already given their approval to the contract. This was done 
prior to the project agreement being developed back in December. 


City Attorney Smiertka stated that the final construction contract 
has not yet been signed. 


Councilmember Beal clarified that contractors on this project will 
have to pay prevailing wage and their workers will have to be in the 
union for the term of their involvement on this project. City Attomey 
Smiertka answered in the affirmative. 


Dave Clark stated that at least 30 people requested bid packages 
on this job. At the last bid letting, which was held last Thursday, 
there were 6 people present and none of them were Merit Shop 
peopte. He does not have a problem with paying prevailing wage, 
however, he does have a problem with making his employees join a 
union and pay union dues in order to work on a job. This is forcing 
companies to change the way they do business and have done 
business for years and years. He came to the meeting tonight to 
find out who makes the decisions around here, and now he's not 
sure that anyone on Council knows.

Mr. Wiener thanked Council, the Mayor's Cabinet, staffmembers 
and the public who attended today s ground breaking of the 
Baseball Stadium. This was an historic day for the City of Lansing 
and will lead to wonderful entertainment possibilities for the 
residents of the City. He hopes that this is indeed, our ‘Field of 
Dreams’ and that it helps us achieve many of the goals that we 
have set for ourselves. He thanked the Lansing Symphony 
Orchestra for playing at the ceremony, the volunteers who passed 
out packets of peanuts and Crackerjacks and the students of 
Bingham School. He presented Counciimembers Beal and 
Canady with commemorative baseball bats that were distributed to 
all Councilmembers at today's ceremonies. 


The Baseball Stadium project agreement came about, he said, 
because of the Project Task Force which is composed of 
representatives of the City of Lansing, Representatives of the 
Labor Unions and Representatives of Clark Construction. The 
rationale behind the agreement was to assure that we could meet 
the deadline that we set for ourselves for completing the stadium 
project. We gave ourselves one year to complete a very difficutt 
project and the requirements of the project agreement seemed 
necessary to successfully complete the project on time. This 
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agreement will not increase the budget of the stadium project and it 
gives us a Commitment on the part of the contractors to bring the 
project in on time. The agreement has a protected class portion 
that includes women and minorities, as weil as Lansing residents. 


He invited everyone to attend a Pancake Breakfast to be held 
between 8:00 A.M. and 12:00 P.M. this Saturday moming at the City 
Market. He thanked Sally Potter, City Market Manager, and Bob 
Johnson of the Mayor's Office for their efforts on behalf of the 
Market and Adams Outdoor Advertising for the billboards they 
contributed as part of the Image Campaign. One billboard will be on 
Saginaw St and will give directions to the Market. 


He announced that the Turner Dodge House will host an annual 
visit by the Easter Bunny, advance reservations requested by April 
12th, children between the ages of 4 and |2 are welcome to join 
them for this event. 


The Lansing Public Library will open its’ Local History Room on 
Saturday, April 29, 1995, and he urged everyone to visit the Library 
to view the Lansing History Showcase. 


He thanked the Women's Choir of Shiga Prefecture who visited the 
Mayor's Office today and sang ‘Happy Birthday’ to him. They will 


perform in concert tonight at the People's Church in East Lansing. - 


He thanked the Kyoto Broadcasting Companies for helping to 
make this event possible. 


Councilmember Jones asked Mr. Wiener about the status of 
Precinct Advisory Committees that were to have been appointed to 
provide community input on the reorganization of the Police 
Department. 


Councilmember Beal asked Mr. Wiener to go into more detail 
regarding the project agreement for the construction of the 
baseball stadium. Specifically, she wants to know more about how 
this agreement will protect the workers in the City of Lansing. 


Mr. Wiener said that the agreement clearly sets forth the goals of 
the City, to the Unions and Clark Construction, as being protected 
Class citizens hiring and City of Lansing residents hiring. They 
assured the City that they can promise protection of Lansing 
residents in the hiring of these workers. Contracts like this are 
monitored by the Human Relations Department, as well, providing 
the City with another safety feature. 

Councilmember Beal asked Mr. Wiener if they had established a 
goal for the hiring of these protected class citizens and Lansing 
residents. 

Mr. Wiener responded that the target is 20% minorities and women. 
The unions made a commitment to the City on this and will 
implement a process for monitoring these issues. 
Councilmember Beal requested that the vote on the contract with 
the Baseball Team be delayed until after everyone is back from 
spring vacation and that it be discussed in group session prior to 
being passed. She requested a working session of the Committee 
of the Whole be scheduled % hour prior to the regular Committee of 
the Whole session. 


Councilmember Benavides indicated his agreement with Coun- 
cilmember Beal's request. 

Councilmember Lilly suggested that the agreement between the 
City and the Team be stated in ‘letter of intent form’ and that 
changes be shown from that point forward.

She stated her disagreement with the 
recommendations of the Elected Officers Compensation Commis- 
sion (E.0.C.C.) for increases to City Councilmember salaries. She 
asked the City Attorney to review their options in terms of 
accepting or rejecting the proposal. 

Councilmember Jones announced the cancellation of the 
regularly scheduled Public Services Committee meeting this week. 
The General Services Committee will meet Wednesday at 3:00 
P.M. and the Committee on Ways and Means will meet Wednesday 
at 4:00 P.M. 


Councilmember Novak announced that the Committee on 
Economic Development/Intergovernmental Affairs will meet on 
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Wednesday at 8:00 A.M. 


Councilmember Allen confirmed the regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Public Safety Committee this Wednesday at 6:00 P.M. She 
stated her disappointment with the recommendations of the 
E.0.C.C. She does not feel that the recommendation for salary 
increases for Councilmembers fairly represent the amount of time 
and effort they put into their positions. Additionally, she feels that 
the low rate of pay for councilmembers limits the candidates who 
run for election in terms of qualifications and ability. Most 
Councilmembers hold down full time jobs on top of their service to 
the City because of the low rate of pay. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Physical Development 
Committee will meet this Tuesday at 4:00 P.M. in order to 
accommodate the time constraints of the joint City Council/Board 
of Water and Light meeting. He expressed his feelings of pride and 
honor at being allowed to represent the City Council at today’s 
ceremony. This is a dream that will come true for the City, but only. 
through a lot of hard work. 


Councilmember Benavides said that he was honored to have 
Councilmember Lilly represent City Council at the presentation 
today. He has had a big impact on the outcome of the entire 
baseball project. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Dimitrios Stathopoulos of 525 Walbridge in E. Lansing addressed 
City Council relative to the parking problems he is experiencing at 
his Washington Square Mall location. He recently received the 
approval of Council for his development project. He has space 
above his establishment that he wishes to lease, however, the 
person interested in leasing his upper floors has indicated that they 
need between four and six parking spaces reserved for their use in 
front of the store. 


Kelly Thompson of 226 Beal, #3 in E. Lansing, spoke on behalf of 
Lansing 2000, in support of the continuation of flexible parking 
rates. They should be used as a tool to attract business to the 
downtown area. 


William Hubbell of 1827% W. Holmes Rd. said that an ordinance 
must be written to implement the recommendation for the 
establishment of a Memorial Review Board. As of today, an 
application for appointment to this Board, which is supposed to be 
available at the City Clerk's Office, does not exist. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. indicated his interest in finding out 


how much money the members of the EOCC make per year. He _ 


suggested that Council dismantle the commission. He said that 
there is a scandal at the City Market under the charge of Mayoral 
Business Ombudsman Bob Johnson. He urged Mayor Hollister to 
move the City forward in trust through the establishment of a 
memorial review board ordinance and a new ethics ordinance. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine stated his disappointment in the 
recommendations made by the EOCC. The City of Lansing 
residents certainly get their moneys worth out of Councilmembers. 
Councilmembers deserve to be paid for the hours they put in. This 
City and this Administration, he said, has baseball fever. What 
about the roads and the infrastructure. What about real issues that 
need attention in this city, we need to reexamine our priorities. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that it is not fair to raise the 
Mayor's salary over $10,000 and give Councilmembers a lousy

at the property addresses described on “Exhibit 1" attached; and

COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell said that he enjoyed the pancake 
breakfast at the City Market last Saturday, very much. They had a 
beautiful White Tiger from Potter Park Zoo on display. He 
announced that Gerry Brady of the Zoo will attend a conference in 
Moscow this spring regarding this species and its’ protection. He 
reported attending the opening of the Neighborhood Center at the 
Caesar/Donora Park and having a great time there as well. He 
thanked the Field Division of the Parks and Recreation Department 
for delivering the wood chips to his neighborhood park. 


Councilmember Lilly confirmed the regularty scheduled meeting of 
the Physical Development Committee tomorrow moming. They will 
take up the Lowertown Lofts request and the Bailey Development 
request, as well as appointments to the Historic District 
Commission. He gave his baseball report, which he was unable to 
give at the Committee of the Whole. The City, he said, has already 
sold three of the suites in the Stadium. Finance Director Swanson 
and City Attorney Smiertka have reported regarding their meetings 
with the team owners. Their negotiations are coming along. They 
are currently working on the wording of ten items that do not 
materially change the agreement set forth with the team in the 
letter of intent. They hope to have the agreement ready for adoption 
by City Council at the end of this week and would like to have it to 
Council by next week. He is aware that Councilmember Beal will be 
absent next week and that this issue ts important to her, however, 
he will be absent at the April 24, 1995 meeting and this is an issue 
that is equally important to him. The site work is progressing and 
there are no current problems with the site. He warmed the viewing 
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audience that there will be multiple construction projects being 
conducted all over the downtown area this spring and summer that 
will cause many traffic delays and tie ups. There will be a brochure 
mailed out depicting a map of the construction sites and where 
they are located. Channel 28 will develop a % hour video showing 
the construction projects and where they are at. Councilmember 


Brockwell added that the three suites that have been sold are three - 


Of five and they sell for $25,000 each. 


Councilmember Allen thanked City Attorney Smiertka for holding 
the informational meeting last Thursday about the Baseball 
Project. He did a very thorough job of explaining the contract. She 
promised to do her best to see that the traffic control orders are 
more comprehensive from now on.

Councilmember Jones thanked Karen Schmidt of Channel 28 for 
taking pictures at the dedication of the Neighborhood Center at the 
Caesar/Donora Park. They will air on Channel 28 next Monday. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. congratulated Harold Leeman on 
winning their pancake eating contest at the City Market pancake 
breakfast last Saturday. He apologized to anyone who was not able 
to get pancakes because of their actions. He urged Council to 
reject the recommendations of the EOCC and to disband the 
commission. They did not do their job properly. No one in the 
course of these meetings spoke in support of raises for the Mayor 
or the City Clerk, and several people spoke in support of raises for 
Councilmembers. Yet the Mayor and the City Clerk both get huge 
raises, and Council gets $1,000. There should be a methodology 
established to determine pay raises for the City Clerk and the 
Mayor. 


Willie Williams of 500 W. Lenawee spoke regarding the City's deal 
with General Motors to name the Basebail Stadium. They (GM) 
offered one million dollars to name the stadium and offered to 
match any other offers that were made. Mr. Williams proposes that 
local Churches get their congregations together and solicit a 25 
per person donation, which would raise five million dollars and offer 
the City $5,000,000 to name the stadium “Jesus' Ballpark” and to 
name the team the “Lansing Christians.” 


Scott Walker of 2832 Greenbriar said that the contracts for revenue 
sharing on sales of tickets and concession items at the Baseball 
Stadium should be based on a variable percentage scale. Council 
should be very careful and protective of this contract agreement. 
He does not approve of the idea of a Stadium Authority. The City 
should bring in a proprietor to do the scheduling of acts in the 
stadium. 


Tom Washington of Michigan United Conservation Clubs said that 
he is interested in the property owned by the Board of Water & Light 
on Capitol Ave. His organization was not aware that the BWL 
building was for sale and would have been interested in acquiring 
it. They intend to pursue the acquisition of these properties. He 
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asked to go on record as informing Council of that fact. He believes 
that the City has a responsibility to sell real property through the 
use of an open and competitive bidding process. They will begin 
construction of the MUCC building on Michigan Ave. sometime 
within the next three days. It is doubtful, at this point, that they will 
build the eight story building originally planned because the 
lending institutions are not comfortable with the leasing arrange- 
ments as signed. They are, however, prepared to build the lounge, 
restaurant, and brew club along with their own offices.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. urged Council not to pass 
this ordinance and warned them that they are being black- 
mailed by the G.E.R.S. Board. He expressed his theory that 
three seated members of City Council have a conflict of 
interest in this situation because they voted for Resolution 
#201 of April 13, 1992, and voted to appropriate $125,000 
of taxpayer money to defend the plan, and have not admit- 
ted that they erred. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St said that tonight is the 
night that the citizens of Lansing will really get the shaft. 
He accused Council of impeding the Board of Ethics in 
their attempts to seek justice in this matter. He predicted 
trying times ahead if this ordinance is adopted. 


Bill Buyak of 609 Jolly Rd., a member of Associated 
Builders and Contractors, Central Michigan Chapter, spoke 
in opposition to the “union only” portion of the project 
agreement for construction of the Baseball stadium. He 
requested that the City amend this agreement. 


Jim Boardway of 609 E. Jolly Rd., a member of the Associ- 
ated Builders and Contractors, urged Council to amend the 
project agreement for construction of the baseball stadium 
by removing the “union only” portion. In Ingham County, 
he said, only 18.8% of construction workers are union- 
ized. This agreement excludes over 3,550 open shop con- 
struction workers in this area. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. noted that draft #6 of the 
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Early Retirement Ordinance will be passed by Council 
tonight. He read portions of draft #4 of that ordinance. 


Dean Kimmeth of 606 Bartlett St. spoke regarding prop- 
erty located on Bartlett St. between Saginaw and Genesee 
at 605-607 Bartlett. The property is rental property and 
has been the cause of continual problems to the other res- 
idents since the summer of 1994. The behavior of the ten- 
ants is disruptive and disrespectful to their neighbors. 
Most recently, on April 8, 1995 at 11:00 P.M., an assault 
was committed upon a female at that residence. The same 
thing happened the week before and both times the Police 
were called to the residence. The absentee landlord is not 
interested in helping the neighborhood to find a solution to 
this problem. He reported sending a letter to Mayor Hollis- 
ter, City Attorney Smiertka and Councilmember Novak on 
February 15, 1995 regarding this problem. All of the 
neighbors are scared and are considering the option of 
moving out of the City. He appealed to Council for their 
help in this matter. Mayor Hollister asked City Attorney 
Smiertka to investigate the City’s options in this case. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke in support of the 
appointment of Joanne Jager to the Historic District Com- 
mission. He said that he is finally able to see a dim light at 
the end of the tunnel that is early retirement. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that city residents began 
speaking out against the Early Retirement Plan on April 8, 
1992. He supports the draft of the ordinance amendment 
that is proposed for adoption tonight because it protects 
all of the rights of the City in this matter. He asked Mayor 
Hollister and Councilmembers if they are comfortable that 
the rights of the city are protected under the provisions of 
the current draft. Mr. Scott expressed his feeling that there 
is never going to be a good time to adopt this ordinance. 


Harold Halstead of 2816 Hopkins, owner of Spartan Cab, 
spoke in opposition to the proposed ordinance amend- 
ment that would repeal the requirements for City licensing 
of public drivers. Once per year, public drivers are required 
by the code of ordinances to have a driving record and 
Criminal history record run by the City of Lansing in order 
to get their public license approved. He can easily obtain 
copies of his employees driving record, however, the crim- 
inal history record is more difficult to procure. He applied 
for his license renewal today, and does not understand 
what the big deal is about performing this service. The 
public is entitied to be protected from drivers who have 
things ike drunk driving, reckless driving, 
suspended/revoked license and conviction of felony 
charges on their records. He believes that the revocation 
of this code will be a terrible disservice to the residents of 
Lansing because screening of this nature will not be avail- 
able to him. 


Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope spoke in opposition to 
the passage of the early retirement ordinance. He warned 
Council to take heed to public opinion, because, their col- 
leagues who voted for early retirement were voted out of 
Office and the same thing can happen to them. This is a 
Stab in the back to the poor people of this city who are 
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tired of the injustices that they must endure. He stated that 
49% of the residents of Lansing make less than $24,000 
per year and urged Council to reconsider this item and use 
common sense. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell spoke regarding a point of 
view that appeared in the State Journal on February 24, 
1995 written by a retired City employee who retired at age 
45 with a pension of $32,000 per year. 


Kathy Langschwager of 1328 Prospect said that it is more 
lucrative to retire from the City of Lansing than it is to win 
the state lottery. She asked if the City intends to actively 
pursue prosecution against Terry McKane in a court of law. 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer urged Councilmember Beal 
to vote her conscience and not to give in to pressure to 
compromise her principles. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that he stood up, 
along with seven other people, three years ago to protest 
the adoption of the earty retirement plan. He decried the 
fact that we have spent the last three years trying to cor- 
rect the process used to adopt the plan. It has been a large 
divisive issue for that entire period of time. He objects to 
the fact that the two law firms that asserted to the city that 
they could adopt the process by resolution are still doing 
business with the City. He urged Council to address the 
problems on Bartlett St. right away. He asked Mayor Hol- 
lister to comment on the Board of Water & Light/M.U.C.C. 
issue. 


Cecil Mayall of 633 Terminal Rd., a member of Associated 
Builders and Contractors, spoke in opposition to the 
“union only” portion of the project agreement for the con- 
struction of the baseball stadium. He urged Mayor Hollis- 
ter and City Council to change direction and institute a fair 
policy that gives all companies equal opportunity to com- 
pete for stadium work. 


Dave Clark, no address given, a member of Associated 
Builders and Contractors, spoke in opposition to the 
“union only” portion of the project agreement for the con- 
struction of the baseball stadium.

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed the minutes of the leadership 
meeting held this afternoon in his office and a summary of 
the opinions of key personnel on the adoption of the early 
retirement ordinance. This ordinance simply corrects an 
action that was incorrectly passed. He joined with the citi- 
zens of the city last year by stipulating in court that the 
passage of the plan was done improperty, and he still feels 
this way. The ordinance proposed for passage tonight 
authorizes the Retirement Board members to make pay- 
ment of pension benefits. Without this ordinance there is 
no authority to make payments and any payments that are 
made are illegal. 


The Mayor distributed copies of ratings articles that show 
the improvements to Lansing’s credit rating. He, along 
with Bob Swanson, Finance Director, Judyth Kehler, Trea- 
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surer, and Dennis Sykes, Planning Director visited the Wall 
Street agencies. The ratings articles he is distributing are 
from the rating agencies they visited. The agencies cited 
such factors as the establishment of the rainy day fund 
and the infrastructure fund, the upgrade of the City’s com- 
puter systems and capital needs that is in process, as well 
as increased collection of outstanding tax liability. He com- 
mended Treasurer Kehler for her increasingly vigorous 
efforts to collect outstanding tax payments. They dis- 
cussed such things as the outstanding CSO liability that 
the City has before it and the drain that creates on the gen- 
eral fund. Councilmember Novak is chairing a committee 
that is looking at ways to relieve the general fund of this 
obligation. He invited Councilmembers to see him person- 
ally for a more in depth report of the agency findings. 


Mayor Hollister distributed a letter from Joe Maguire of 
Wolverine Development regarding a donation made by the 
Maguire family in 1986 and dedicated to the Memory of 
their Grandfather. The $25,000 was made with the stipula- 
tion that it be used to help create a memorial in the form of 
public art or enhancement in the Market Square Park area 
at the corner of Michigan and Cedar or in the 
Michigan/Cedar Corridor project. 


He reported on the success of the Spring Fling held at the 
Lansing Center on Wednesday, April 12, 1995. Over four 
hundred middle school and high school youths partici- 
pated. The downtown merchants were delighted with the 
response. This event will be held again next year. Sugges- 
tions for improvement are welcome. Last Saturday the 
Easter Egg hunt at the City Market was a great success, as 
well. Over 600 children participated in the youngest cate- 
gory and 300 in the older category. The City Market mer- 
chants sold out that day. He asked Sally Potter to outline 
upcoming events at the Market. Ms. Potter said that the 
Official City Market Super Saturdays will begin next week. 
They start at 11:00 A.M. and feature community based 
performers. This week will feature a performance of 
gospel music. Entertainment will vary from week to week 
and, once again, admission is free. All of the performances 
will be filmed and shown on cable television. The film is 
being shot by Harry Hill Vocational students, who are also 
staging radio promotionals for the show. She reported that 
all of the Market vendors participated in the Easter Egg 
Hunt and they were very pleased with the results. 


Mayor Hollister announced that he will attend the East 
Lansing City Council meeting next week to discuss with 
them the proposed regional recycling effort. This is a pro- 
posal for East Lansing to join Lansing in our more sophis- 
ticated and well developed recycling program so that the 
two communities combined can get a larger market share. 


He invited Councilmembers to participate in the ribbon 
cutting of the mini park beside the Parthenon Restaurant 
tomorrow at 11:00 A.M. 


He reported that the outstanding issues that were holding 
up the progress of the Transportation Center have been 
resolved and the final resolution of the land transfer is 
being worked out. He hopes to be able to announce com- 
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pletion of these negotiations next week and to present 
Council and the CATA Board with an agreement for their 
approval. 


Mayor Hollister reported on a meeting between Mr. 
Granger and Mr. Washington last week on the M.U.C.C. 
project. They are both trying vigorously to assure the con- 
struction of an 8 story building on the M.U.C.C. site. 


He introduced Gillian Zucker, General Manager of the 
Springfield Sultans and welcomed her to Lansing. Ms. 
Zucker thanked Mayor Hollister and said she is glad to be 
here. She stated her commitment to providing quality 
products to the residents of Lansing. Her office is located 
at 121 S. Washington in the back of the building. Her 
phone number is 485-4500. They will announce the name 
of the team on May 25th and will be open for business 
with the sale of team items. 


Mayor Hollister invited everyone to take part in the trip to 
Grand Rapids to see the Sultans play the Grand Rapids 
Whitecaps next Wednesday. 


Councilmember Novak requested a City Attomey’s Opinion 
on the sale of property by the Board of Water and Light 
with regard to whether this sale should have been subject 
to the competitive bidding process and whether or not the 
Code of Ordinances or City Charter require any particular 
disposition of proceeds from the sale. 


Councilmember Lilly said that he is looking forward to the 
opening of the Team Store and to the Grand Rapids trip to 
see the Sultans/Whitecaps game. 


Councilmember Jones asked that the City Attorney work 
with the residents of Bartlett Street. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that he has been aware of the 
problems in that neighborhood for close to a year. He will 
continue to work with the residents.

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE TERMS THEREOF. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 292, Section 292.20, of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be 
amended to be read as follows: 


292.20 RETIREMENT AGE AND SERVICE REQUIRE- 
MENTS. 


(a) Except as provided in subsection (b) , (c) , or (d) 
hereof, any member who either has attained or attains the 
age of fifty eight years and has eight or more years of 
credited service, or has attained or attains the age of fifty 
five years and has twenty-five or more years of credited 
service, may retire upon his or her written application to 
the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, neither 
less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, subse- 
quent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall 
receive a retirement allowance, as provided in Section 
292.21. 


(b) Effective June 30, 1987, a member who is associated 
with the Fraternal Order of Police Park Security Division 
and who either has attained or attains the age of fifty-eight 
years and has eight or more years of credited service, or 
has attained or attains the age of fifty years and has 
twenty-five or more years of credited service, may retire 
upon written application to the Board setting forth at what 
time, neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety 
days, subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such 
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member desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the mem- 
ber shall receive a retirement allowance, as provided in 
Section 292.21. Effective December 1, 1989, a member 
who has twenty-five years of credited service, may so 
retire regardless of his or her age. 


(c) Effective November 1, 1995, a member who is associ- 
ated with United Auto Workers Local 2256 and who either 
has attained or attains the age of fifty eight years and has 
eight or more years of credited service, or who has 
attained the age of fifty years and has twenty-five or more 
years of credited service, may retire upon his or her writ- 
ten application to the board of trustees setting forth at 
what time, neither less than thirty days nor more than 
ninety days, subsequent to the execution and filing 
thereof, such member desires to be retired. Upon retire- 
ment, the member shall receive a retirement allowance, as 
provided in Section 292.21. 


. (d) A member, employed in a covered position on or after 
the covered position effective date, who does not elect to 
terminate membership as provided in Section 292.14(c) 
and who has eight or more years of credited service, and 
whose years and full months of attained age, when added 
to years and full months of credited service, equal or 
exceed sixty-five years, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board. Such application shall set forth at 
what time, neither less than thirty nor more than ninety 
days subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, the 
member desires to be retired. Upon the member's retire- 
ment, the member shall receive a retirement allowance as 
provided in Section 292.21. The foregoing notwithstand- 
ing, this provision shall not be operative for any Fraternal 
Order of Police 911 Operators’ Division employees, except 
as follows: 


(1) Any Fraternal Order of Police 911 Operators’ Divi- 
sion employee satisfying said formula between 
December 1, 1992 and May 31, 1993, is eligible to 
retire during said window of opportunity, pursuant 
to an Act 312 arbitration award. 


(2) Thereafter, any Fraternal Order of Police 911 Opera- 
tors’ Division employees satisfying said formula on 
or after August 20, 1994, shall be eligible to retire in 
accordance with said formula. 


(e) Further, without regard to whether they were employed 
in covered positions at the time of retirement, vested 
employees from the following employee groups, are eligi- 
ble for retirement in accordance with said “Sixty Five 
Point” formula, retroactive to their retirement dates: 


(1) Teamster Supervisory and Non-Supervisory, exempt 
and appointed employees, and Executive Manage- 
ment Plan Employees retiring in accordance with 
Said “sixty-five point” formula pursuant to the terms 
of the early retirement incentives approved by the 
Council on April 18, 1988; and 


(2) Any Fraternal Order of Police Parks Security Division 
Employee retiring in accordance with the terms of

the agreement concerning the impact of layoffs on 
the Parks Security Division, dated June 15, 1992. 


(F) NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER SUBSECTION OF 
THIS SECTION OR SECTION OF THIS CHAPTER TO THE 
CONTRARY AND IN CONFIRMATION AND RATIFICATION 
NUNC PRO TUNC OF A CERTAIN MEMORANDUM OF 
UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE CITY OF LANSING AND 
TEAMSTERS, LOCAL 580, REGARDING VOLUNTARY 
REDUCTION IN FORCE (RATIFIED AND ACCEPTED AS A 
BINDING COLLECTIVE BARGAINED AGREEMENT BY CITY 
COUNCIL RESOLUTION NO. 201 ON APRIL 13, 1992) 
AND RESOLUTION NO. 382 ADOPTED BY CITY COUNCIL 
ON JULY 13, 1992, MEMBERS DESCRIBED IN SECTION 
292.14 WHO WERE THEN IN THE FOLLOWING CLASSIFI- 
CATIONS: LOCAL 580 TEAMSTERS SUPERVISORY AND 
CLERICAL/TECHNICAL/PROFESSIONAL BARGAINING 
UNITS (EXCLUDING THE DISTRICT COURT BARGAINING 
UNIT), EXECUTIVE MANAGEMENT PLAN EMPLOYEES, 
NON-BARGAINING UNIT CITY EMPLOYEES AND EXEMPT 
DISTRICT COURT EMPLOYEES (EXCEPT THE DISTRICT 
COURT JUDGES), BUT EXCLUDING ELECTED CITY OFFI- 
CIALS; AND WHO MET ALL THE FOLLOWING CRITERIA:. 


(1) RETIRED ON OR AFTER JULY 1, 1992 AND BY JAN- 
UARY 4, 1993; AND 


(2) SIGNED AND DELIVERED TO THE CITY NOT LATER 
THAN DECEMBER 1, 1992 THE REQUISITE WRIT- 
TEN NOTICE OF INTENT TO EXERCISE THE RIGHT 
TO RECEIVE CERTAIN EARLY RETIREMENT INCEN- 
TIVES CONTAINED IN SAID MEMORANDUM AND 
RESOLUTION NO. 201; AND 


(3) WITHOUT RETIREMENT INCENTIVES, HAD EIGHT 
OR MORE YEARS OF SERVICE CREDIT; ARE 
GRANTED THE ADDITIONAL FIVE YEARS OF SER- 
VICE CREDIT AND THE INCREASED BENEFIT MUL- 
TIPLIER OF 2.75% AS DESCRIBED AND CON- 
TAINED IN SAID MEMORANDUM. NOTWITHSTAND- 
ING SUCH INCREASED SERVICE CREDIT AND BEN- 
EFIT MULTIPLIER, NO ANNUAL BENEFIT PAYMENT 


SHALL EXCEED THE LIMITATIONS AS PRESCRIBED BY 
INTERNAL REVENUE CODE SECTION 415. 


(G) THE ADOPTION OF THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 
292.20(F) SHALL NOT BE DEEMED, NOR CONSTRUED, 
AS A WAIVER, RELEASE OR RELINQUISHMENT OF ANY 
RIGHTS OF THE CITY OF LANSING OR THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES TO PURSUE CIVIL OR CRIMINAL ACTIONS 
AGAINST ANY INDIVIDUAL(S) WHO MAY HAVE COMMIT- 
TED, OR PARTICIPATED IN, ACTIONS OR OMISSIONS TO 
ACT, OF MISFEASANCE, MALFEASANCE, BREACH OF 
FIDUCIARY DUTY, BREACH OF PUBLIC TRUST, NEGLI- 
GENCE OR ANY TYPE OR NATURE OF WRONGDOING 
WHATSOEVER IN CONNECTION WITH THE IMPLEMENTA- 
TION AND/OR ADOPTION OF THE 1992 EARLY RETIRE- 
MENT PLAN WHICH IS BEING CODIFIED IN CERTAIN 
RESPECTS BY SECTION 292.20(F). 


THE CITY AND THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES HEREBY 
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RESPECTIVELY RESERVE THE RIGHT AND ANY CLAIM 
OR DEFENSE TO DISCONTINUE, DENY OR RECOUP THE 
BENEFITS CONTAINED IN SECTION 292.20(F) TO AND 
FROM ANY MEMBER OR BENEFIT RECIPIENT UPON A 
FINDING THAT SUCH MEMBER OR RECIPIENT COMMIT- 
TED, OR PARTICIPATED IN, ACTS OR OMISSIONS TO 
ACT, OF MISFEASANCE, MALFEASANCE, BREACH OF 
FIDUCIARY DUTY, BREACH OF PUBLIC TRUST, NEGLI- 
GENCE, OR ANY TYPE OR NATURE OF WRONGDOING 
WHATSOEVER IN CONNECTION WITH THE IMPLEMENTA- 
TION AND/OR ADOPTION OF THE 1992 EARLY RETIRE- 
MENT PLAN AS CODIFIED IN 292.20(F). THE CITY AND 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES HEREBY ALSO RESERVE THE

OF SECTION 292.20(F) TO AND FROM ANY MEMBER OR

EARLY RETIREMENT PLAN WITH KNOWLEDGE THAT 
SAID PLAN WAS IMPROPERLY ADOPTED BY RESOLU- 
TION 201 OF 1992 OR OTHERWISE IMPROPERLY 
ADOPTED, OR ELECTED RETIREMENT WITH THE 
KNOWLEDGE THAT SAID MEMBER OR RECIPIENT HAD 
NO LEGAL ENTITLEMENT TO SUCH EARLY RETIREMENT 
BENEFITS, OR THAT SUCH ENTITLEMENT WAS SIGNIFI- 
CANTLY QUESTIONABLE UNDER CHARTER, LAW ORDI- 
NANCE. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the pro- 
visions hereof are hereby repealed. 


section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part 
thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by City Council.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell said that he feels a lot of sym- 
pathy for the Bartlett St. neighborhood. He asked the City 
Attorney about the possibility of filing a class action suit 
against this land owner for neglect, loss of property value 
and loss of enjoyment. The City Attorney said that they 
could sue under nuisance theory and the City could sue on 
the same basis. Councilmember Brockwell asked if a law- 
suit by the city would be more effective than a lawsuit by 
the neighbors and City Attomey Smiertka said that a case 
by the neighbors would be more effective. 


Councilmember Jones announced the cancellation of the 
General Services Committee meeting scheduled for 
Wednesday at 4:00 P.M. He announced that the first Coun- 
cil Budget meeting will be held this Saturday. The public is 
welcome to attend and the meeting, which will be from 
9:00 A.M. to 4:30 P.M., will be televised on Channel 28, 
and will cover the Planning Department, Parks & Recre- 
ation Dept., the Mayor's Office, City Clerk’s Office and City 
Council. 


Councilmember Lilly announced the cancellation of this 
weeks’s regularly scheduled Physical Development Com- 
mittee meeting. 


Councilmember Novak addressed the use of the common 
law nuisance laws to deal with the neighborhood problems 
on Bartlett St. saying, the City Attorney,s office has been 
very effective in taking actions on these types of problems 
and escalating the pressure to make sure that this type of 
activity will not be tolerated in neighborhoods. If there is a 
well documented case, the City should be involved with 
the common law nuisance actions, because neighborhood 
Organizations do not have the resources to take these 
types of actions. The neighborhood could file an Amicus 
Brief if the City Attorney’s Office started taking an 
expanded common law nuisance approach. There are 
houses like this all over the City and this particular house 
has become a repetitive problem for it's neighbors. He 
requests that the City Attorney’s Office take an expanded 
enforcement approach. City Attorney Smiertka said that he 
would assign an Assistant City Attorney to this matter 
tomorrow because he believes they have enough to get 
this house into court. 


Councilmember Beal reported talking to an Urban Geogra- 
phy class at Oklahoma State University while on vacation. 
She reported visiting New Harmony, IN and discussing 
ways to protect the City Market. She confirmed the regu- 
larly scheduled meeting of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee this Wednesday at 4:15 PM. 
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MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister complimented Hortense Canady on her 
service to Lansing Community College and to the Lansing 
School Board. She is a woman who should not be under- 
estimated. He thanked Council for paying tribute to her 
this evening. He pledged to work with the City Attorney on 
the Bartlett St. matter. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. objected to the early retire- 
ment ordinance that was passed tonight and said that the 
department heads that retired in 1992 would have been 
gone with the election of a new administration. The action 
taken by Council tonight to fix the early retirement situa- 
tion will ensure that nothing ever comes of the prosecu- 
tion of violations. Now it is up to the people to fix the situ- 
ation in the next election. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. spoke in support of the 
idea of lighting the Capital Dome in the colors of the Amer- 
ican Flag on patriotic holidays. She asked for a financial 
impact study of this possibility. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that he is unhappy 
with the situation on the passage of the early retirement 
ordinance. C.C.S.L. has been left out of everything that has 
been going on. They were the focal point of the fight 
against early retirement, yet they have been kept out of it. 
They would like to be told what is going on and he 
requests an update. C.C.S.L. worked hard to get new peo- 
ple elected and they feel they deserve to be kept informed. 


Councilmember Novak agreed to schedule a meeting of 
the Ethics Committee to make a presentation as to the sta- 
tus of the litigation that is proceeding with regard to Terry 
McKane and James Blair. They will provide C.C.S.L. with 
notification. 


Lee Taylor of 1910 W. St. Joseph spoke on behalf of her 
mother, Martha Williams, who also lives on W. St. Joseph, 
regarding the incidence of crime in their neighborhood. 
She asked that the authority of City Council, the Mayor, 
and the Police Department be used to take action against a 
gang of youths that are committing crimes of violence and 
harassment in her neighborhood. They have shot her 
property with BB guns, shot her dog with BB guns and 
threatened members of her family. The instances of vio- 
lence are escalating and getting worse and worse in 
nature. Two of the young people in this gang were arrested 
last year for stealing cars and are now back on the street 
harassing her family. They are aware of the unprotected 
state of her mother and brother and take advantage of it. 
They have called the Police repeatedly, but are told that 
there is nothing the Police can do. They have contacted the 
City Attorney and been told that he cannot do anything. 
What is going to stop these young people from commit- 
ting greater and greater crimes against her family? 


Councilmember Novak suggested that Ms. Taylor attend 
some of the WSNA Crime Committee meetings to talk to 
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the Community Policing Officer. He asked that Ms. Taylor 
meet with him following tonight's meeting to address the 
issues she raised. There are proposals for expanded over- 
time for Police and for enforcement of the curfew law. 


William Hubbell of 1827 1/2 W. Holmes Rd. said that 
Council has been fooled again. They should reconsider 
their vote on leasing space in the M.U.C.C. building now 
that the Board of Water & Light Building is up for sale. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis complimented the City 
Market on their festivities over the weekend. He asked 
Mayor Hollister’s staff when they expect to make appoint- 
ments to the Ethics Board. He noted that we had two 
speakers address Council tonight regarding neighborhood 
problems and wonders what will happen when summer 
arrives. 


Joy Wallace of 732 W. Lapeer said that Councilmembers 
should stand firm in their convictions and not be blown 
about by the wind. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow said that the 
movement to change Cesar Chavez street back to Grand 
Ave. is not about business and history, it is about hate and 
bigotry. This is proven by the fact that new businesses on 
Cesar Chavez Ave. are paying money to get the street 
renamed Grand Avenue. He has attempted to ascertain 
how many streets there are in the City, and so far has only 
been able to determine that no one knows, yet there has 
been an uproar surrounding the changing of two street 
names to commemorate minority leaders.

A. Mavor Hollister presented a Proclamation proclaiming 
April 23-28 1995 as National Crime Victims’ Rights Week 
to Muriel Kirby. Mrs. Kirby thanked Mayor Hollister for this 
proclamation and for his advocacy of victims rights. 


B. Mayor Hollister accepted the Presentation of the Arbor

Julie Williams, a Lieutenant with the Lansing Police 
Department Technical Services Division, said that her 
department processes these applications. They have 
determined that there is no benefit to the City in providing 
these services because; they are special interest based and 
are utilized primarily by the Taxi cab companies, they are 
cost prohibitive, the Police Department recovers only 1/2 
of the expense of completing this process, and, this puts 
the liability on the City rather than on the private taxi cab 
company. Taxi drivers can be required by the cab compa- 
nies to get their CCH (comprehensive criminal history) and 
driving record from the State Police as a condition of their 
employment. 


Doug Fairbanks of Windsor Township said that the public 
deserves to be protected and Council should give this 
repeal careful consideration because it provides protection 
to citizens who use cabs. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of the 
repeal of these requirements. This responsibility rightly 
belongs with the cab companies, he said. The City should 
not be performing these services for special interest 
groups. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked how long this ordi- 
nance has been in effect. City Attorney Smiertka said that it 
has been in the Code since 1978. 


William Hubbell of 1827 1/2 W. Holmes Rd. spoke in sup- 
port of the repeal of these requirements. He commended 
Council for using their common sense in this matter. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn spoke in support of the repeal 
of these requirements, however, if this ordinance is not 
adopted, he would like to see a change to the ordinance 
that would force taxi cab companies to pay for the criminal 
checks that are done on potential drivers. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke in support of this 
amendment, saying, it is time that government got out of 
the pockets of citizens.

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PUBLIC COMMENT 


Fred Stackable of 300 N. Cesar Chavez Ave. spoke regard- 
ing comments that were attributed to Mayor Hollister in a 
recent State Journal article. He does not believe that these 
comments accurately reflect the Mayor's feelings on this 
subject and thinks that the Mayor was misquoted. 


Marilynn Grigg of 800 Downer requested that the budget 
for the coming year be increased to include more money 
for major street repairs. She is tired of calling about pot 
holes. She requested that a Truck Route be established on 
the East side and that signs be posted. 


David McCardel of 2801 Bryon Ct. said that he lives in a 
subdivision on Waverly Rd. that is accessed by Glenbume 
Boulevard. He requested repair of this street that serves as 
the entry into their subdivision and is in very bad shape. 
This street is past the point of having the pot holes filled 
in. It needs to be completely repaved between Waverly and 
Seaway. The condition of this street is causing a loss of 
property sales in the subdivision. He requested that Mr. 
Dykema’s attention be directed to this area also. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. read the letter from Con- 
cerned Citizens to Save Lansing (CCSL) that appears on 
tonight's agenda. He requested that Council instruct the 
trustees of the Employees Retirement System to cease 
making payments to Terry McKane and Jim Blair. 


Douglas Fairbanks of Windsor Township urged opponents 
of the two proposed Civil Rights Ordinances to keep their 
cards and letters of opposition coming. 


Bilky Miller of 6031 Rockingham Or. requested street and 
sidewalk repair in the area surrounding Harley Franks 
School, and the installation of signs saying that it is a 
school district. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis called for discussion of 
the CCSL letter on tonight’s agenda. He requested that 
Council take some action to pay tribute to Don Cook on his 
retirement from the Board of Ethics prior to his last Ethics 
Board meeting in June. He thanked Councilmember Jones 
for working to get money for the Gier Park Concessions 
building and Plaza.

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed copies of a letter that he and 
Council President Benavides sent to the Mayor of Okla- 
homa City, offering them the use of Lansing's specially 
trained dogs that are part of the Police and Fire operations. 
The dogs are trained to sniff out explosives and bodies. 
This has been a real tragedy for Oklahoma City. He was 
deeply moved by the memorial service held on Sunday 
and sends his prayers to the people of OMahoma. 


Council staff, he said, were responsible for taking the min- 
utes of the leadership meeting held in his office today, and 
he asked that he be given copies. 


Mayor Hollister addressed the public nuisance situation on 
Bartlett St. that was brought out by Mr. Kimmeth at last 
week's meeting. The City has attempted to make contact 
with the absentee landlord to inform him that lawsuits 
have been initiated. He will keep advised of the progress 
on this complaint. He thanked the City Attorney for taking 
the lead on this problem. 


He distributed brochures on the Housing Fair that will be 
held on June 3rd at the Lansing Center from 9:00 A.M. to 
3:00 P.M., admission is free. The brochures, stickers and 
buttons are available through his office. He said that he is 
anxious to join in a partnership with City Council to pro- 
mote home ownership in Lansing. 


He reported driving through the Old Forest Neighborhood 
to view their attractive, new, historic street signs. He con- 
gratulated Paul Scott on his successful efforts to get the 
Signs erected. 


The Mayor announced that Thursday, April 27th is ‘Take 
Your Daughter/Son to Work Day’. He will host a reception 
in his office from 10:00 A.M. to 11:30. A.M. He urged all 
City Employees to participate along with their daughters 
and sons. 


Mayor Hollister reported that the celebration of Earth Day 
this year has a special significance because it will cele- 
brate the purchase of a new Public Service pickup truck 
that has been converted to utilize alternate fuel sources. 
This truck should be 90% more efficient and produce less 
pollution than it’s predecessors. 


He introduced Tanya Olson, the new Recycling Coordina- 
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tor, and announced up coming events at the City Market. 


Last Saturday was the kickoff of the Super Saturdays at: 


the City Market. The events hosted on Super Saturdays 
will be filmed by area high school students and will then 
be aired on four different community cablevision channels. 
be events this Saturday feature In-line Skating and Bicy- 
cling. 


He reported attending last week's meeting of the East 
Lansing City Council at which they adopted the joint recy- 
cling agreement with Lansing to provide regional recycling 
services to residents of both cities. Together, the two cities 
will get a larger market share, increase revenues and bring 
costs per unit down. He urged Councilmembers to 
approve this agreement tonight and thanked Lenora Jadun 
and Green Manufacturing Initiative for their leadership on 
this project. 


The Mayor announced the availability of a brochure show- 
ing locations of all road construction that will be going on 
in the downtown area this summer. This brochure will 
enable people to see what traffic patterns will be affected 
and avoid traffic jams. 


Mayor Hollister reported that Finance Director Swanson, 
Treasurer Kehler, and Comptroller Rubley are all back from 
a trip to St. Louis to negotiate the resale of Lansing Build- 
ing Authority Bonds, and have put Lansing in the position 
of being the first municipality in the country to get a less 
than 6% interest rate, when they negotiated a 5.75% rate. 
This will bring the payoff in at less than the $2,000,000 
that was originally projected. 


He reported that 4-§ bidders submitted proposals on the 
Waverly Golf Course. These proposals are currently going 
through the procurement and evaluation process. He 
asked Council to note that one of the developers on this 
issue sent their proposal to the State Journal, not the City, 
an the proposal has not received the endorsement of his 
Office. 


Mayor Hollister announced that the Boxes at the Baseball 
Stadium have begun selling. The cost of leasing a box is 
$25,000 per year for three years. For this amount the 
lessee gets 10 tickets to the game, V.I.P. services and 
other bonuses. So far we have sold 11 boxes and we have 
9 left to sell. He expects to receive final copies of the lease 
with the Team by tomorrow to be forwarded to Council for 
consideration at Committee of the Whole on Thursday. 


He confirmed that the remarks referred to by Mr. Stack- 
able, that were attributed to him, were not made by him. 
However, he supports the Cesar Chavez street name desig- 
nation and believes that removal of it would be hurtful and 
divisive to the community. He thanked everyone who 
attended Saturday's celebration of Mr. Chavez as a war 
veteran who served with distinction. He is a role model for 
young children, particularly those of hispanic heritage. 
Eighty percent of young people have no heroes or role 
models and removing this designation would be damaging 
to them. He does not, however, believe that Mr. Stackable 
is motivated by any racial issues. 
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The Mayor invited the public to “Meet the Team” tomorrow 
at the City Market between 11:00 and 1:00 and urged 
everyone to stop and see the work that has been done on 
the Baseball Stadium. 


Councilmember Novak thanked Mayor Hollister for the 
meeting today on the Housing Fair and ways of increasing 
home ownership in the City. There were some very inter- 
esting ideas discussed. 


Councilmember Canady said that the RFP on the Waverty 
Golf Course contained a guarantee by the developers that 
they would not make any disclosures to the press such as 
the one that was given to the State Journal. He asked 
Mayor Hollister if the administration would seek punitive 
damage for that violation. Mayor Hollister promised to 
look into that possibility.

CONTRACT FOR THE PROCESSING AND MARKETING 
OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS BETWEEN THE CITY OF 
LANSING AND THE CITY OF EAST LANSING 


THIS CONTRACT, made and entered into this day of 1995, 
by and between the City of Lansing, a Michigan municipal 
corporation (“Lansing”), and the City of East Lansing, a 
Michigan municipal corporation (“East Lansing”), both 
located in Ingham County, Michigan. 


WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, Lansing and East Lansing each provide within 
their City limits for curbside collection and fixed site drop 
off deposit of recyclable materials; 


WHEREAS, for purposes of disposition and sale of recy- 
clable materials to buyers thereof, Lansing and East Lans- 
ing consider that it will be mutually beneficial to combine 
such collected recyclable materials for processing and 
marketing; 


WHEREAS, Lansing has a facility (“Transfer Station”) 
designed for receipt, consolidation and processing of 
recyclable materials from which the same may be mar- 
keted, and the Transfer Station has the capacity to receive, 
consolidate, process and market recyciable materials from 
East Lansing; 


WHEREAS, Lansing and East Lansing each have the equip- 
ment and personnel to perform the services and undertak- 
ings by them to be performed under this Agreement: 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of 1951 PA 35, as 
amended, Lansing and East Lansing are authorized to 
enter into this joint intergovernmental agreement; 


NOW, THEREFORE, the parties, for and in consideration of 
the premises and the mutual covenants and undertakings 
herein contained by them respectively to be kept and per- 
formed, do covenant and agree as follows: 


Section | - General Provisions 
1.01 GENERAL STATEMENT OF INTENT. 


In the manner and for the term as more specifically pro- 
vided for in this Agreement and for the parties, mutual 
benefit, East Lansing shail, by and with its equipment and 
personnel, bring all &s collected/dropped off recyclable 
materials, in the categories agreed to and identified by the 
parties, to be received and accepted by Lansing at. the 
Transfer Station for measurement, deposit, processing, 
consolidation, marketing and sale, together with the like 
measured Lansing recyclable materials. East Lansing and 
Lansing shail share in the sale proceeds of said recyclable 
materials and in the cost and expense of operation of the

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Transfer Station for the disposal of said recyclable materi- 
als. 


1.02 TERM. 


The term of this Agreement shall be three (3) consecutive 
years commencing on the execution of the Agreement, 
EXCEPT that either party may terminate and cancel the 
Agreement upon one (1) year written notice to the other. 
The duties and obligations under this Agreement shall 
commence on the first Monday which comes days or 
more after the Agreement is executed. 


1.03 LANSING DUTIES. 


A. Lansing shall accept collected recyclable materials at 
the Transfer Station from East Lansing for measurement, 
deposit, processing, consolidation, marketing and sale. 


B. Lansing shall perform in a proper and workmanlike 
manner all the necessary services to measure, consoli- 
date, process, market and sell the Contract Recyclable 
Materials provided for in this Agreement. Lansing will pro- 
vide prompt attendance to East Lansing city vehicles to tip 
their loads at the Transfer Station. 


1.04 EAST LANSING DUTIES. 


A. East Lansing shall deliver to Lansing at the Transfer Sta- 
tion collected recyclable materials (“Contract Recyclable 
Materials”) identified and described in “Attachment All 
(incorporated. herein by reference); provided that said 
materials shall first meet the specifications and be in com- 
pliance with the contamination levels as stated in said 
“Attachment A”. In this Agreement, the materials which 
comply with “Attachment All are the “Contract Recyclable 
Materials. ,, 


B. East Lansing shall deliver to the Transfer Station all said 
Contract Recyclable Materiais which it collects from curb- 
side or drop off containers. While East Lansing has eésti- 
mated quantities of materials which will be collected and 
delivered to Lansing, it is understood and agreed that 
these are estimates only, and no minimum quantities are 
guaranteed by East Lansing. The parties understand that 
fluctuations in seasonal and daily participation and vol- 
umes will result in greater tipping requirements due to 
seasonal and peak conditions. 


C. After adoption of this Agreement, the Contract Recy- 
Clable Materials sting may be amended from time to time 
upon the parties mutual written agreement. 


D. East Lansing shall exercise due care to prevent any haz- 
ardous substance from being included in or with the Con- 
tract Recyclable Materials it delivers to the Transfer Station 
for processing and marketing. Lansing shall have the right 
to reject any material delivered to the Transfer Station for 
processing which, in the reasonable opinion of the Lans- 
ing personnel at the Transfer Station, is deemed a haz- 
ardous substance. “Hazardous Substance” means any 
waste (including “hazardous waste” as defined in the 
Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation 
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& Liability Act of 1980, as amended, and “Solid Waste” as 
defined in the Resource Conservation & Recovery Act of 
1976, as amended, and state counterpart laws thereto) 
substance, pollutant, contaminant, il petroleum product, 
commercial produce or other substance (a) which is 
listed, reguiated or designated as toxic or hazardous (or 
words of similar meaning and regulatory effect), or with 
respect to which environmental law or (b) exposure to 
which may pose a health or safety hazard. 


E.If the Contract Recyclable Materials East Lansing deliv- 
ars to the Transfer Station contain therewith any solid 
waste refuses (which is not deemed hazardous) and which 
is a material (s) that can be received at a licensed landfill 
for disposal, Lansing will provide for disposal of the same 
without reimbursement from East Lansing; provided the 
quantity does not exceed twelve (12) cubic yards in any 
contract year. If the quantity exceeds twelve (12) cubic 
yards in a contract year, Lansing will provide for its dis- 
posal at the landfill and the equivalent landfill dumping 
charge. for said materials shail be added to the East Lans- 
ing processing fee in accordance with provision 4.06 of 
this Agreement. Lansing shall use only solid waste dis- 
posal facilities licensed under 1978 PA 641. 


F. East Lansing personnel delivering materials to the 
Transfer Station shall comply with all requests and direc- 
tions of Lansing Transfer Station personnel regarding the 
delivery and unloading of materials. Any materials deliv- 
ered by East Lansing to the Transfer Station deemed unac- 
ceptable for disposal shall be promptly removed by East 
Lansing upon the request of Lansing personnel. 


G. East Lansing shall make its deliveries of Contract Recy- 
Clable Materials to the Transfer Station during normal 
Lansing operating days and times. Said normal operating 
days and times are Monday through Friday, 7:30 a.m. until 
3:30 p.m., except City of Lansing holidays. City of Lansing 
holidays are: New Years Day, Martin Luther King Day, 
Good Friday, Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, 
Veterans Day, Thanksgiving Day, and Christmas Day. In 
any calendar week in which the Lansing holiday does not 
fall on a Sunday, normal operating days and times for that 
week will also include Saturday, 7:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 


H. On a normal operating day, Lansing will, upon request 
of East Lansing, extend the operating hours for up to two 
(2) additional hours at the beginning and end of the day, 
i.@., upon request, Lansing will open the Transfer Station at 
5:30 a.m. and/or close it at 5:30 p.m.; provided, however, 
that such an extension is subject to the following condi- 
tions: 


(1)The extension must be requested in one (1) hour incre- 
ments commencing the appropriate one- half (1/2) past 
the hour. 


(2)The extension must be for hours which result in contin- 
uous working hours with normal operating hours, i.e., if 
5:30 a.m. is requested then 6:30 a.m. must also be 
included. 
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(3)The request for extension of morning hours is made 
not later than 3:30 p.m. on the preceding normal operating 


day. 


(4)The request for extension of aftemoon hours is made 
not later than 2:30 p.m. on the same normal operating day.

In the event Lansing extends the normal operating hours 
and/or days of the Transfer Station at the request of East 
Lansing, the cost associated with said additional hours 
and/or days will be assessed to East Lansing in accor- 
dance with provision 4.05 of this Agreement. 


1.05 EMPLOYEE BENEFITS, LIABILITIES AND 
INSURANCE 


A. For purposes of this Agreement, East Lansing employ- 
ees are not, and shall not be considered, subcontractors 
or employees of Lansing. East Lansing shail be responsi- 
ble for compliance with applicable federal, state, and local 
taxes or charges such as worker's compensation, state 
and/or federal unemployment taxes or insurance coverage 
and general liability coverage against losses or injury aris- 
ing out of the activities of any employee or other personnel 
working under . the control or supervision of East Lansing.

Section 2 - Termination, Civil Rights, Confidentiality 
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2.01 TERMINATION OF AGREEMENT FOR CAUSE. 


Except as otherwise provided in this Agreement, in the 
event of any default in or breach of the Agreement, or any 
of its terms or conditions by either party hereto, such 
party shall, upon written notice from the other, proceed 
immediately to cure or remedy such default or breach. In 
case the default or breach is not cured or remedied within 
thirty (30) days after receipt of the notice, the aggrieved 
party may institute such proceedings as may be necessary 
or desirable in its opinion to cure and remedy such default 
or breach, including but not limited to, proceedings to 
compel specific performance by the party in default or 
breach of its obligations; or the aggrieved party may upon 
giving written notice after said thirty (30) days, terminate 
this Agreement. 


2.02 FAILURE OF CONDITIONS. 


The parties agree to use good faith and their best efforts to 
fulfill their obligations under this Agreement. If either party 
is unable to perform or satisfy any of the conditions on its 
part to be performed or satisfied, then the other party shall 
have the option to: a) waive any condition and close the 
transaction; b) terminate this Agreement and declare it null 
and void and of no further force or effect: or c) enforce its 
right under this Agreement through an action for damages 
Or specific performance. 


2.03 CIVIL RIGHTS. 


Neither party will discriminate as to provisions of services 
pursuant to this Agreement or as to hiring or terms or 
conditions of employment based on race, creed, color, 
religion, national origin, age, sex, handicap, martial status, 
height, or weight or other illegal basis. Incorporated herein 
by reference are the “nondiscrimination” requirements and 
“prohibitions against unfair labor practices” of Articles Xil 
and Xill of a certain grant contract between the Natural 
Resources Commission, Michigan MDNR, Waste Manage- 
= Division, and City of East Lansing dated October 10, 
1990. 


2.04 FINDINGS CONFIDENTIAL. 


Except as Lansing may otherwise determine to be required 
by law, any reports, information, written or verbal data, 
etc., given to or prepared or assembled by Lansing under 
this Agreement will be kept confidential and shall not be 
made available to any individual or organization other than 
East Lansing and the Clean Michigan Community Project 
without prior written approval of the municipality generat- 
ing the report or information, provided, however, that 
Lansing shall provide all necessary records and assistance 
to the City of East Lansing necessary for it to comply with 
East Lansing’s reporting requirements under that certain 
ale grant contract entered into between the City of 


Lansing and the Natural Resources Commission, Waste 
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Management Division, dated October 10, 1990. 


Section 3 . Scope of Services 


3.01 Lansing shall provide services of the Transfer Station 
to East Lansing as a consolidation and processing site for 
the Contract Recyclable Materials that East Lansing cot 
lects at curbside and at drop off containers and transports 
to the Transfer Station. East Lansing vehicles will dump 
their Contract Recyclable Materials as directed by Lansing 
personnel on the Transfer Station floor in front of the roll 
off pits. Dumping shall be item by item so that quantity of 
each can be measured by weight. Once Lansing has con- 
firmed consistent quality control of the loads of the curb- 
side collection vehicles, Lansing may direct that the com- 
partments of the East Lansing curbside collection vehicles 
may be emptied directly into the roll off containers. East 
Lansing vehicles bringing Contract Recyclable Materials 
from drop off sites shall always empty their loads on the 
Transfer Station floor in front of the appropriate roll off 
containers. Lansing Transfer Station personnel! will assist 
East Lansing personnel with the removal of contaminates 
- and/or contaminated material from the Contract Recy- 
clable Materials delivered before it is placed in the roll off 
container. In cases of accidental contamination from East 
Lansing material, Lansing Transfer Station personnel will 
assist East Lansing personnel in removing said contami- 
nation and/or contaminated material from the roll off con- 
tainer. Any such contaminated material which cannot be 
disposed of by Lansing at a licensed landfill will be 
promptly removed from the Transfer Station by East Lans- 
ing personnel. 


3.02 East Lansing personnel shall be responsible for the 
complete removal of all material from the container (hop- 
per or compartment) in which it was collected and stored 
and/or transported to the Transfer Station. Any tools 
needed for removal shall be provided by Lansing if 
requested. Each vehicle shalt be unloaded completely on 
each trip to the transfer station. 


3.03 Lansing shall solicit price proposals for the individual 
Contract Recyclable Materials as currently agreed upon in 
writing. The price proposals shall be developed in cooper- 
ation by both parties. Officials of both parties shail also 
review and select by agreement the market for each mate- 
rial that is the most advantageous for efficiency and price. 
Market contracts or purchase agreements will be signed 
by Lansing officials and any dispute that develop during 
the term of the contracts or purchasing agreements shall 
be resolved by Lansing. Where possible, in the best inter- 
est of both parties, price proposals shall be solicited on a 
yearly basis unless otherwise mutually agreed. 


3.04 ADMINISTRATION. 


Full, accurate and complete documents, books, records 
and accounts shall be kept of the Contract Recyclable 
Materials delivered by East Lansing to the Transfer Station 
and of shipments of Contract Recyclable Materials to mar- 
kets and copies of the same shall be provided to East 
Lansing. Full, accurate and complete documents, books,

records and accounts of the “expenditure and revenue, as 
described in Section 4 of this Agreement shail be kept by 
Lansing and copies provided to East Lansing. Reports 
shall be submitted to East Lansing on a mutually agreeable 
time schedule, no less than monthly. Original copies of 
daily vehicle delivery weights will be provided to each East 
Lansing driver for his or her truck load. 


Section 4 - Revenues and Expenditures. 


4.01 For each quarter of the fiscal year/ Lansing shail be 
prepared to show and reconcile a balance sheet of, each 
party's share of gross revenue from sale of Contract Recy- 
clable Materials and obligation for transfer station costs 
and expenses. Shared revenues and transfer station costs 
and expenses shall be calculated on a percentage basis 
using actual tonnage figures delivered by the respective 
parties. Each party shall be credited the percentage share 
of gross revenue that is equal to its percentage share of 
transfer station put through tonnage for a specific mater- 
ial. Transfer station expense shall consist of Lansing’s cost 
for transfer station personnel, expenses and equipment as 
described on “Attachment B”. The percentage share of 
transfer station expense shall be equal to each party's per- 
centage of total tonnage processed through the transfer 
Station. The net revenue due East Lansing shall consist of 
its gross revenue credit less its share of transfer station 
expense. Less any additional charges and expenses as 
described in provisions 4.04, 4.05 and 4.06 of this Agree- 
ment. 


4.02 East Lansing and Lansing during the term of this 
Agreement shall share in the revenues received from the 
marketing and sale of their combined Contract Recyclable 
Materials on a pro rata basis for each separate classifica- 
tion of material contained in “Attachment All. East Lansing 
and Lansing’s share for each said classification shall be 
established quarterly during each fiscal year by calculating 
the total tonnage of the specific material processed during 
each quarter at the Transfer Station as determined from 
each party's tonnage records for the quarter compared to 
the tonnage thereof that each supplied. Each parties share 
of the sale proceeds for the specific Contract Recyclable 
Material shail its fractional share of the total tonnage of 
that material. The sale revenue for each separate classifi- 
cation of material contained in “Attachment All shall be 
determined separately in the aforestated manner and the 
sum of all the separate classifications sales for the quarter 
shall be the party’s quarterly gross revenue. Said gross 
revenue shall not be distributed but will be a credit subject 
to reduction as further stated in this Section 4. 


4.02 The following alternative method for determining ton- 
nage of a specific material delivered may be utilized upon 
mutual agreement of both parties. Weighing of specific 
materials shall be for a two week duration, after which 
time, Officials from both parties shall meet and review the 
weights to determine a percent weight of total load for 
each material. The agreed upon percentage shall be used 
for the remainder of the fiscal year quarter to calculate 
individual specific material weights from a single total load 
weight for each vehicie. 
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4.03 In contract year one of this Agreement, Lansing 
agrees that East Lansing’s share of the transfer station 
expense shall not exceed 80% of East Lansing’s total 
gross revenue credit. In subsequent years of this Agree- 
ment, if gross revenue credits do not equal Transfer Sta- 
tion expenses, each party shall be responsible to pay their 
percentage share of the remaining expense amount 
needed to cover expenses. 


4.04 East Lansing shall contribute to Lansing's operational 
cost and expenses of the Transfer Station and Lansing’s 
personnel operating it during the term at this Agreement 
on a quarterly fiscal year basis. Said contribution shall be 
determined on a pro rata basis established by calculating 
the total tonnage of all materials processed during any fis- 
cal quarter at the Transfer Station to the total tonnage of 
the East Lansing’s materials brought to the Transfer Sta- 
tion for recycling. The Factional share determined by this 
method shall be East Lansing’s percentage of contribution 
to the cost and expenses and personnel of the Lansing 
Transfer Station as specifically contained in “Attachment 
B”, incorporated herein by reference. 


4.05 East Lansing will be charged a fee assessed quarterly 
to cover the actual cost of wage and fringe benefits for a 
Lansing employee to be present at the Transfer Station for 
any deliveries and only for deliveries outside of normal 
operating hours and days. If East Lansing requests that 
the Transfer Station be open on a day that it is not nor- 
malty scheduled to be open, the minimum expense shall 
be equal to the cost of the Lansing employee's pay and 
fringe benefit rate for three (3) hours. Any additional time 
shall be charged only for the actual time Lansing’s 
employee is needed to serve the East Lansing tipping 
process. 


4.06 If East Lansing delivers more than tweive (12) cubic 
yards of refuse and unrecyciable materials to the Transfer 
Station per contract year, it shall be assessed at the then 
current landfill costs for the amount of cubic yards over 
twelve (12) cubic yards pursuant to provision 1.04 E. of 
this Agreement. 


4.07 East Lansing will not be charged a fee for the prepa- 
ration of reports, documentation, or revenue/expense 
determination. 


4.08 After the closing of each fiscal quarter and the sub- 
traction from East Lansing’s gross revenue under 4.02 of 
Transfer Station operation costs under 4.04 and fees and 
charges under 4.05 and 4.06, East Lansing shall receive 
from Lansing the net revenue remaining, or, in case of a 
deficit, East Lansing shall pay to Lansing its pro rata share 
of the sum so determined. Said reconciliation of revenue 
and expenditures shall be completed at the close of each 
fiscal quarter within 30 days of said completion. The resul- 
tant net revenue due East Lansing or deficit reimburse- 
ment due Lansing shall be paid to the other party within 30 
days of completion of said reconciliation. 


Section 5 - Additional Provisions 
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5.01 This Agreement shall be binding upon and the bene- 
fits shall inure to the successors, representatives and 
assigns of the parties. 


9.02 This Agreement shall be governed by the laws of the 
State of Michigan. 


9.03 Any failure of either party to enforce at any time any 
term or condition of this Agreement shall not be construed 
to be a waiver of said term or condition or of the right of 
either party thereafter to enforce such term or condition. 


9.04 Any waiver, alteration, assignment, modification or 
amendment of this Agreement shall not be effective unless 
in writing, signed by both parties. 


5.05 Time is of the essence in all the provisions of this 
Agreement. 


5.06 This Agreement constitutes the entire agreement 
between the parties and there are no agreements or under- 
standings concerning the subject matter of this Agreement 
which are not fully set forth herein. 


5.07 If any provision of this Agreement is invalid or unen- 
forceable, the other provisions hereof shail be liberally 
construed to effectuate the purpose and intent of this 
Agreement. 


5.08 Should any section, clause, or phase of this Agree- 
ment be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect 
the validity of the Agreement as a whole, or any part 
thereof other than the part so deciared to be invalid. 


5.09 Any notice, demand, request, or other instrument 
which may be or is required to be given under this Agree- 
ment shall be sent by United States mail, certified, return 
receipt requested, postage prepaid and shall be addressed, 
if to Lansing, to the City of Lansing, c/o City Clerk, 9th 
Floor, City Hall, 124 W. Michigan Avenue, Lansing, MI 
48933, and by providing a copy to the City Attormney’s 
Office, 5th Floor, City Hall, 124 W. Michigan Avenue, Lans- 
ing, Ml 48933, or such other address as Lansing may des- 
ignate by written notice and, if to City of East Lansing, at 
410 Abbott Road, East Lansing, Michigan 48823, or at 
such other address that East Lansing shail designate by 
written notice. 


5.10 Each and every of the rights, remedies and benefits 
provided by this Agreement shail be cumulative and shall 
not be exclusive of any other of said rights, remedies and 
—— or of any rights, remedies and benefits allowed 


9.11 Nothing in this Agreement shall deprive East Lansing 
or Lansing of any rights they may exercise by virtue of the 
provisions of their respective City charters including the 
right of either legislative body to discontinue or reduce 
curbside recycling services to its constituents upon thirty 
(30) days prior written notice to the other party to this 
Agreement.

RESOLUTION #277 


BY THE COMMITTEES ON WAYS AND MEANS AND 
PUBLIC SERVICES 


WHEREAS, in order to allow flexibility in the monthly park- 
ing rates which are charged based on facility utilization 
and downtown business recruitment efforts, the Mayor 
and the Parking and Downtown Development Advisory 
Committee have proposed a fundamental change to the 
methodology by which the Municipal Parking System 
charges monthly parking fees; 


WHEREAS, the approved minutes for the Mayor's Parking 
and Downtown Development Committee containing the 
recommendation for this matter are on file with the City 
Clerk's office: 


WHEREAS, these changes have been reviewed by the 
Committee on Ways and Means and the Committee on 
Public Services; 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, the Lansing City 
Council hereby reaffirms the monthly parking rates, estab- 
lished by Resolution numbers: 309 passed on May 20, 
1991, 515 passed on September 7, 1993, and 577 passed 
on October 3, 1994, as maximum monthly parking fees; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the Lansing City Council 
hereby authorizes the Mayor or his designee to reduce the 
maximum monthly parking rates when it is determined on 
a case by case basis that such variance is in the best finan- 
cial interests of the Municipal Parking System in connec- 
tion with fluctuating facility utilization and downtown mar- 
keting, business retention, and business recruitment 
efforts.

The Lansing Center is a public assembly facility, owned by 
the City of Lansing. The facility was erected initially in 
1986 with six meeting rooms and two exhibit hails. In 
December, 1994, the expansion of the Lansing Center was 
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officially completed with the opening of Exhibit Hall C. 
Today the facility has 12 meeting rooms, a banquet room 
capable of dividing into eight additional rooms, a pub, 
cafe’ and three exhibit halls. 


The Lansing Center’s primary mission is to bolster the 
local economy through the housing of conventions, trade 
shows, corporate and association meetings whose atten- 
dees utilize the services of local hotels, airlines, etc. The 
Lansing Convention & Visitor's Bureau, under a marketing 
agreement, reserves the Lansing Center calendar for activ- 
ities scheduled more than 12 months into the future. In 
keeping with the intent of this agreement, no local single- 
day activity will be confirmed unless the event will occur 
within 12 months of the date of inquiry. 


The increased number of available meeting and banquet 
rooms provides greater opportunity for use by the local 
public than in the past. Therefore, and in keeping with a 
spirit of community cooperation, the following policy is 
established:

Neighborhood organization, or other community group 
whose members are property owners or renters within the 
corporate limits of Lansing.

Resource Center, said that the City has helped them reno- 
vate houses to be used as transitional housing for home- 
less persons. They have a program for home ownership 
counseling that is designed to help low income buyers 
achieve home ownership. This program has enabled them 
to assist 29 families to purchase their own home in Lans- 
ing. She supports the Consolidated Strategy Plan and 
urges all Councilmembers to attend the Housing 
Resources Fair at the Lansing Center on June 3, 1995. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked to have a Planning 
Department representative explain what this plan involves. 


Emil Winnicker explained that this Plan contains all of the 
grant monies that the City of Lansing expects to receive 
for housing resources in 1995/96. The process is some- 
what different this year than it has been in the past, in that, 
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in previous years this public hearing was held in conjunc- 
tion with the City of Lansing Budget Public Hearing. The 
Consolidated Strategy Plan will submit the Comprehensive 
Housing Affordability Strategy along with the Enterprise 
Zone application. This plan covers a five year period and 
tonight’s public hearing is the third in a series of hearings 
scheduled to allow for public input in the preparation of 
the plan submission. 


PUBLIC COMMENT 


Darryl Burgess 1407 Prospect read his letter protesting 
the sale of the Civic Center which appears on tonight's 
agenda as item VIII 1. 


Robert Bennett of 222 W. Saginaw Hwy. commended 
Councilmembers for the good job they are doing. He criti- 
cized the recommendations of the Elected Officer Com- 
pensation Commission (EOCC) with regard to increases in 
Councilmember salaries.

He supports 
the concept of the abolition of the EOCC. 


Ed Simmer of 2609 Gier St. said that Council has a com- 
munication problem and needs to pay more attention to it. 


Tina Cruz, no address given, stated that she has a presen- 
tation to make to Council tonight that will serve as the 
unofficial kick-off of Cinco De Mayo. She spoke to her 
community, saying, it is time to heal now from the pain 
they suffered over the death of her son, Cipriano Torres, 
who died as a result of gun shot wounds that he received 
in a confrontation with Police one night in November. She, 
along with supporters from the community, have effected 
changes in the training of Police Officers that will insure 
that there is never another incident like this. She urged the 
City to put into place policies that will provide for more 
police officer positions to allow the Department to cut 
down on overtime and give their officers more vacation 
time every year so that they do not become overworked 
and stressed. She urged the community to allow the heal- 
ing process to begin and to forgive the Officers involved in 
her sons death. She criticized the media and the manner in 
which they handled the reporting on this incident and 
urged them to become more responsible and respectful.

B. In consideration of the Proposed City of Lansing Oper- 
ating and Capital Improvements Budgets 


Jan Brigham of 2107 Devonshire, a Zoo Keeper at Potter 
Park Zoo, spoke in support of the addition of an assistant 
Zoo Keeper position to the Zoo staff. Their staff is no 
longer sufficient and cannot keep up with the increases in 
animals and exhibits at the Zoo. They are barely able to 
meet feeding and cleaning requirements at minimal stan- 
dard levels. They do not have the time to do proper obser- 
vance activities that would protect the animals from illness 
and disease. 


Therese Moran of 321 W. Oakdand Ave., a Zoo Keeper at 
Potter Park Zoo, agreed with the statements made by the 
previous speaker. Potter Park Zoo, she said, keeps animals 
in social groups that reflect their natural order. There are 
no solitary animals kept alone in cages. This requires more 
attention and man hours by the Zoo Keepers. They are 
requesting that they be allowed to utilize the additional 
income from increases in admission fees to fund an assis- 
tant Zoo Keeper position. 


Judy Harlow of 3630 Ridgefield, a Docent at the Potter 


Park Zoo, said that the Zoo needs a new Educational Com- 
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plex. They are currently conducting educational programs 
out of an inadequate facility. 


Cinda Eltzroth of 600 E. Holmes spoke regarding the repair 
and rebuilding of City streets. and the proposal of the Ad 
Hoc Stormwater Committee to put 1.5 million dollars of 
infrastructure money into other projects. She opposes 
their recommendation. The Stormwater Utility should be 
funded on an equitable user system basis. Residential 
home owners should not bear the responsibility for it. 
Please keep the 6.1 million dollars in the budget for repair 
and rebuilding of City streets. 


Rick Kibby, a member of the Stormwater Utility Commit- 
tee, said that this system should be a “pay as you go” user 
based system. Home owners are over burdened by this 
system. He urged Council to fund the 6.1 million dollars 
for infrastructure that was included in the Mayor's Pro- 
posed Budget. 


Fred Rieger of 135 N. Hayford, a member of the Public 
Service Board asked Council to adopt the Public Service 
Department Budget as is, including the 6.1 million dollars 
for street repair. 


Bruce Augenstine of 3412 Oakmont Or. said that he is a 
member of the Potter Park Zoological Board and urged 
Council to support full funding of the Zoo. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the CSO project 
will provide some of the funding for street repairs. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St spoke in opposition to the 
diversion of 1.5 million dollars from Act 51 Major Street 
Funds to the Stormwater Utility. 


Robert Bennett of 222 W. Saginaw suggested that the City 
implement incentive programs to entice employees to live 
in the City of Lansing. The City would benefit from a more 
comprehensive automobile use policy that would prohibit 
employees from driving city cars back and forth to their 
homes which are out of the City. In some cases this is a 40 
mile per day trip. We could save $120,000 per year by 
removing the funding for the City Market. 


Kelty Ann Whitney from the Potter Park Zoological Society 
urged Council to support the funding for a new educa- 
tional complex at the Zoo. They offer educational pro- 
grams to Lansing schools and Boy Scout and Girl Scout 
groups as well as day care and scholarships for low 
income families to send their children to kids camps and 
the Zoo. Additionally they sponsor a work-study program. 
The demands for educational programs at the Zoo have 
i ly the antiquated facility they are currently operat- 
ing from. 


Gretchen Courad, Senior Vice-President of Governmental 
Affairs at the Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce, 
said that they are opposed to the diversion of 1.5 million 
dollars from Act 51 Major Street funds to a Stormwater 
Utility Enterprise Fund. This would amount to a tax 
increase. They support the creation of the Stormwater 
Enterprise Fund and are willing to share some of the cost. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDING 319 


The City has projected new revenues to reach 3.8 million 
dollars and expenses to reach 4.4 million dollars and 
needs to prioritize and cut corners, in order to balance it’s 
budget in the same manner that families have to do. When 
families get into a deficit situation they cut corners and 
reduce their spending. The City must do the same. 


Carl Koinigsknecht, on behalf of the Industrial Council of 
the Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce, said that 
they have been paying close attention to rate methodology 
and funding and are opposed to the diversion of 1.5 mil- 
lion dollars to General Fund spending because it will 
impact on the ability of business and industry to compete. 


Gerald Brady, Director of the Potter Park Zoo and General 
Curator, said that he will be unable to attend Saturday's 
budget wrap up session. He urged Council to fund the 
Assistant Zoo Keeper position mentioned previously. He 
has been with the Zoo for over 6 years and during that 
course of time they have seen many changes in the zoo, 
but no changes in zoo staffing that the Zoo Keepers need 
to maintain animal husbandry standards. The increase in 
admission fees by .50 will raise $45,000 that could be allo- 
cated to fund the assistant zoo keeper position that they 
desperately need. 


James Sikarski, Veterinarian at the Potter Park Zoo and a 
member of the Board of Directors of the Zoological Soci- 
ety, spoke in support of the funding of the Assistant Zoo 
Keeper position at Potter Park Zoo. He expressed his feel- 
ing that the Zoo funds have been pirated to cover other 
programs. Failure to fund this position will place the Zoo in 
jeopardy, because if they do not adequately maintain prac- 
tices to safeguard the health of the animals the USDA will 
impose their programs on the Zoo. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked when the budget 
would be approved. Councilmember Beal responded that it 
will be adopted at next week's meeting. He said that he 
feels the arguments made by the Zoo staff tonight were 
compelling and deserve close consideration. People are 
concemed about parks funding and they are concemed 
about funding for the stormwater utility. It is becoming 
more and more of an incentive to live outside of the City. 


Barry Crown of 3036 Westchester, a member of the Parks 
Board, said that he is pleased with the overall Parks bud- 
get, however, he is aware that some councilmembers want 
to divert money from the Zoo for other parks. The citizens 
voted in a millage five years ago to help fund the parks in 
the city. Council should not hold the Parks Department 
programs hostage by diverting their funding for unproven 
programs. The Parks Millage must be renewed, either by 
vote of the citizenry, or through Council action. Neighbor- 
hood programs can be addressed and evaluated in the 
next budget cycle. General fund resources should be given 
to the Zoo to develop programs for the children of this city.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener thanked the Police agencies that made the trip 
to Okiahoma last week. It was a difficult weekend in Lans- 
ing. There were several fires, including a fire in a large 
apartment complex and we lost two lives in yet another 
fire in a single family home. He introduced Fire Chief Hen- 
derson Bodiford and Fire Inspector Les Hunter and asked 
them to make a presentation regarding fire safety. 


Chief Bodiford thanked Mr. Wiener and said that the Fire 
Department had a tough time last weekend. There have 
been a significant amount of fires in Lansing in the last few 
months that have resulted in large losses of property and 
lives. Lansing fire fighters feel as badly about this as does 
anyone. Most of the fires in Lansing contain an element of 
human error. The public is concerned about the incidence 
of fires in apartment complexes. He sees the frequency of 
apartment fires as unusual, but does not have an answer 
as to why they are occurring. The Fire Department has 
done a good job of containing the loss of life and property 
in these fires. He expressed his sympathy to the families of 
fire victims. He appealed to the public to help the Fire 
Department prevent fires by following fire safety practices: 


¢ Attend one of the many Fire Department sponsored Fire 
Safety Education Programs 


¢ Avoid careless use of smoking materials by adults Be 
careful with smoking materials and do not smoke in bed 


e Purchase a smoke detector (This is one of the most effec- 
tive, safest items that can be purchased to save lives) 
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° Make certain that smoke detectors are in good operating 
condition 


¢ Check the batteries to see that they are active and that 
they are plugged in 


¢ Replace batteries that are no longer active (at least once 
per year) 


¢ Purchase a portable fire extinguisher and keep it in good 
working condition 


¢ Keep your fire extinguisher near your kitchen and leam 
how to use it property 


¢ Have your home inspected for fire safety including elec- 
trical and heating systems 


° Know where the exits are in your home and practice fire 
drills with family members 


elf you have a fire, get yourself and others out of the 
building and then call the Fire Department immediately 


e Keep emergency lighting in your home to assist you in 
finding the way to the exits 


eUse windows as exits, if necessary, in one story 
dwellings 


¢ Do not use elevators, in case of fire, use the stairwell 


¢Do not store flammable materials inside your house, 
store them property outside of the home 


¢ if you have a fire in your building and there is smoke, 
stay close to the floor and find your way to an exit 


¢ If your clothes catch on fire, stop! drop! and roll! 


Chief Bodiford introduced Fire Inspector, Les Hunter, who 
reiterated that the most effective form of fire prevention is 
to have a working smoke detector in your home. He urged 
everyone to check their smoke detectors and their batter- 
ies. 


Mr. Wiener distributed minutes of the Leadership Meeting 
held in the Mayor's Office today. He distributed a summary 
of items discussed at the budget meetings that will be 
scheduled for the budget wrap up session this Saturday. 
All Department Heads have been asked to prepare a one 
page memo on each of these items and be prepared to dis- 
cuss them with Councilmembers in the upcoming budget 
session. 


He announced that they have reached an agreement with 
CATA for the Transportation Center that they would like to 
present to Council at the Committee of the Whole meeting 
this week. 


The Mayor's Office has just received notice of receipt of 
$100,000 in MSHDA grants to be used for home improve- 
ments and urban homesteading. 


The City of Lansing, Lansing School District and Michigan 
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State University Spanish Speaking Parents Association will 
host a celebration of the diversity of our Worid Class Com- 
munity on Thursday, May 18, 1995 from 7:30 A.M. to 5:00 
P.M. at the Lansing Center. The event is open to the public 
for a small admission charge. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that he is in receipt of a 
working document on parking for the baseball stadium 
that he would be happy to share with his colleagues. He 
stated his intent to declare a conflict of interest on the 
CATA situation because his bureau, MDOT, administers 
transportation funding. He will not vote on this issue 
because he participates in activities with inter-modal ter- 
minals throughout the State. He requested a print out of 
transfers to date so that they can discuss the transfer pol- 
icy. He requested that Council be given a report of those 
activities on a monthly basis. 


Councilmember Beal requested that City Attorney 
Smiertka send Councilmembers a memo telling them the 
procedures they are supposed to follow regarding the fil- 
ing of affidavits of disclosure on conflict of interest situa- 
tions. They are elected to vote on issues and should not be 
declaring a conflict just because the vote is on a tough 
isSue. 


Councilmember Lilly said that there are two different con- 
flict of interest situations. One where there is a monetary 
involvement and one where there is just an appearance of 
a potential conflict. He wishes to be clear which procedure 
to follow in the second instance where there is no mone- 
tary value attached to the situation, but there may be an 
appearance of a conflict because you are working with two 
different branches of government. 


Councilmember Novak agreed that there are two different 
conflict of interest situations, one in which there is a clear 
financial interest involved and one in which there is not a 
Clear financial interest, but an appearance of impropriety. 
Perhaps discussion by the Ethics Committee could be 
helpful in this situation to help them identify what process 
to adhere to in each case.

b. Destroy, take, disconnect, tamper or meddle with any 
utility meter or any property belonging to the City, to the

c. Destroy, damage or in any manner alter or deface any 
drinking fountain or public toilet or restroom, or deposit or 
throw any substance in any drinking fountain or in any 
manner pollute the water therein. 


(D) USE ANY PAINT, SPRAY PAINT, PIGMENT OR SIMI- 
LAR MEANS TO INJURE, DEFACE OR DESTROY PUBLIC 
PROPERTY OR THE PRIVATE PROPERTY OF ANOTHER, 
INCLUDING THE MAKING OF ANY DRAWING, INSCRIP- 
TION, DESIGN, SCRIBBLING, MOTTO, PICTURE, PICTO- 
GRAPH OR OTHER MARKINGS COMMONLY REFERRED

He said that 
he has also received a number of calls from City employ- 
ees and volunteer Board members expressing their dissat- 
isfaction with the manner in which they are treated by 
Councilmembers. People are not happy about the way they 
are treated when they come before council and when they 
volunteer their time to serve their community by sitting on 
City Boards. Particularty, with respect to the members of 
the Elected Officers Compensation Commission 
(E.0.C.C.), whose members feel as if they have been brow- 
beaten and berated because of their recommendations. He 
has heard that the Ethics Board will invoive itself in investi- 
gating this issue, which in his opinion, is ndiculous. Per- 
haps, he said, the £.0.C.C. recognized the fact that Coun- 
cilmembers positions are part-time jobs and that Coun- 
cilmembers are expected to have other primary sources of 
income. It is shameful to discourage people from serving 
in a public capacity by subjecting them to this kind of 
treatment. Neither can employees be treated in this man- 
ner. This is a condemnation of the way some Councilmem- 
bers treat people.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed. minutes of today’s leadership 
meeting and a summary of the activities at the City Market. 
This weekend the Market will host a Human Services dis- 
play to show various human services agencies located in 
the City and the services they provide. Also this weekend: 
the Michigan Parades into the 21st Century Parade. 


He announced that the City Attorney was continuing legal 
actions against the homeowner on Bartlett Street. This 
landlord is unresponsive and negligent. They are attempt- 


ing to resotve this issue as quickly as possible. 


The Mayor announced a public meeting of the Parks Board 
this Wednesday in Councit Chambers to hear presenta- 
tions from the developers interested in development of the 
Waverly Golf Course. Delta and Lansing Township officials 
will - present and the meeting will be broadcast on Chan- 
nel 28. 


He reported visiting the Elizabeth Street neighborhood 
today and doing a “walk through” with Public Services 
Director Lenora Jadun. The tree preservation policy is in 
force and a Forester and Public Service representative are 
on site when a tree needs to be taken down. He requested 
that the issue of the tree demolition on Elizabeth St. be 
Sa TO THE COMMITTEE ON PHYSICAL DEVEL- 
PMENT. 


Last week, said Mayor Hollister, $60,000 in Neighborhood 
Grants were awarded for 20 neighborhood projects to 
encourage neighborhood development/beautification & 
Parks and Playground enhancement. He thanked Mr. 
Wiener for his work on the project. Twenty thousand dol- 
lars will be awarded this summer for neighborhood youth 
programs. 


He announced the death of LPD Central Records employee 
Cecilia Parks. Mrs. Parks was 48 years old and died from 
leukemia on Sunday, May 14, 1995. He sent his condo- 
lences to her family. 


The Mayor announced a Diversity Program to be spon- 
sored by the City and the Lansing School District on May 
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18, 1995 at the Lansing Center. There will be a major 
speaker involved and a lunch program on cultural diver- 
sity. Tomorrow night will be a Town Hall meeting on cul- 
tural diversity and it’s impact on our community. 


He reported that he has just returned from a visit to our 
Sister City, St. Petersburg, Russia, where they celebrated 
the 50th anniversary of the end of the Patriotic War. Rus- 
sians do not call that war WWII as Americans do, they call 
it the Great Patriotic War. They were honored to be part of 
a congregation that made a presentation at the monument 
for those who died in the siege of Leningrad. Russia lost 
27,000,000 people in that war, compared to the 500,000 of 
the United States. This was a very beautiful and moving 
ceremony. 


Mayor Hollister announced the receipt of a grant of 
$51,000 for an expanded program with Russia to teach 
leadership skills and community problem solving in col- 
laboration with the Lansing School District. Additionally, 


Sparrow Hospital has adopted a-Sister Hospital.in. St.. 
Petersburg. Lenora Jadun and Robert Swanson were very< 


helpful to Mayor Chaust of St. Pertersburg and his Cabi- 
net. Inflation has risen dramatically in Russia in the last 
year. Last year one U.S. dollar was worth 1,900 rubles. 
Today one U.S. dollar is worth 5,000 rubles. He expressed 
his desire to invite all of the Mayors of Lansing’s Sister 
Cities to the opening of the Stadium next year. 


He reported meeting President Clinton at the airport prior 
to leaving for Russia. He told President Ctinton that this 
community raised $70,000 for the Oklahoma City disaster 
fund. President Clinton was so impressed with this fact 
that he put it in his international speech. This single action 
by citizens of this community has gone a long way to off- 
set the view that the people of Michigan are ait Michigan 
Militia members. 


Council President Benavides said that a picture in the State 
Journal showed Mayor Hollister and President Clinton and 
it appeared that the Mayor had President Clinton’s total 
concentration. This must be what they were discussing.

INFORMATION REGARDING ELECTED OFFICIALS 
COMPENSATION COMMISSION 


The council has not had a raise since 1990. The proposed 
increase of $1,123 recommended by the EOCC, represents 
a $225 per year increase over that time period; or about 
1.7% each year. 


The Mayor's last raise came in 1992. In the 13 years 
between 1983 and 1992, the Mayor's salary has been 
raised 12 times, the Council's — 7 times. The Mayor's 
salary went from $43,343 in 1983 to $74,096 in 1992, an 
increase of $30,753 or 70.9%. This represents an annual 
increase of $3,417 per year; or about 7.9% each year. Dur- 
ing the same time period, the Council's salary went from 
$8,285 to the present $12,877. The Council's increase was 
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$4592 or 55.4%. On an annual basis this represented a 
$510 per year increase or 6.2%. 


More importantly, the disparity between the Mayor's and 
Council’s salary has grown dramatically, as can be seen 
from the accompanying bar chart and line graph. In 1983, 
the Mayor made $35.058 more than the Council. By 1992, 
the margin had grown by $26.161 to $61.219. If the pro- 
posed EOCC recommendations go into affect, the disparity 
hetween the two offices will have more than doubled from 
$35,000 in 1983 to $71.000 in 1996. This is extremely 
important to understand because there is NO difference in 
qualifications for the two offices and little substantive dif- 
ference in the degree of responsibility (except for day-to- 
day administration). 


To emphasis the dramatic nature of the increase in the 
salary disparity, if the Council had merely maintained the 
margin of difference between the two salaries that existed 
in 1983, we would be making today over $39,000! (See 
cotummn 4 of the attached table.) 


lf we had received comparable rate increases as the 
Mayor, between 1983 and 1992, our present salary would 
be $14,159. If we took this base and applied the same rate 
that the EOCC recommended for the Mayor, our salary 
‘level would increase to $15,476 on June 1 and $16,234 on 
January 1, 1996. (See column 5 of the attached table.) 


If the EOCE had merely recommended the same overall 
rate increase for us as they did the Mayor (96.1%), our 
1996 salary level would be $16,247. (See column 6 of the 
attached table.) 


In 1983, the Council’s salary of $8,285 represented 19.1% 
of the Mayor’s salary at that time. As proposed by the 
EOCC, the Council's 1996 salary would be only 16.5% of 
the Mayor's. If you simply kept the same proportion 
between the two salaries as existed in 1983, the Council’s 
1996 salary should be set at $16,235. . 


On the major, substantive issues that the Mayor has to 
deal with, what responsibility does that office carry where 
the 
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Councilmembers do not have a comparable or greater 
responsibility? Budget? Bonding? Finances? Contracts? 
Grants? Setting overall policy for City government? 
Employment levels? Economic Development? Responding 
to constituent concerns? Capital improvements? Taxa- 
tion? (We are, in fact, the only body that can set taxes.) 


Why is it important to begin to reduce the disparity? 


1. The very fact that we do have comparable responsibili- 
ties, the more the wage disparity continues then the less 
likely that the positions will be seen as having equal 
authority. And in terms of the Charter, except for day-to- 
day administration, they are very much equal. 


2. According to the 1990 Census, 65% of the households 
in Lansing make less than $35,000. Forty-seven percent 
make less than $25,000. The median household income is 
$26,398. When you look at the current salary of $12,877 
or even the proposed salary of $14,000, many individuals 
are effectively excluded from holding office because the 
pay just doesn’t compensate for the sacrifices in time 
spent away from home or time taken off from a job. Con- 
sequently, you end up with a Council whose living stan- 
dard is higher than the people they represent. This is nota 
Small consideration because, as all of us know, the most 
important issues to voters are those that affect their pock- 
etbook. 
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Why should the EOCC be abolished? The proposed raises 
lack any intuitive or rational basis upon which to formulate 
their recommendation. For example: 


1. They recommend a 20% increase in salary for the 
Mayor, because he/she is the Chief Operating Officer of 
Lansing government. They state: The position “requires 
the holder to manage all departments of the City....” This 
rationale is false. The Mayor does not manage the follow- 
ing city departments or agencies - City Council, City Clerk, 
District Court, Law, or Board of Water and Light. The EOCC 
goes on to justify this level by pointing to the fact that the 
Mayor “recommends” the budget. By the same token, they 
fail to acknowledge that the Council “adopts” the budget. 
And as we have seen this year, the Council has NO hesita- 
tion to make any changes it sees fit. Finally, the EOCC 
points to the Mayor’s responsibility to “execute all pro- 
grams consistent with City Council approval.” And once 
again when they come to Council consideration they fail to 
distinguish between those who set policy and those who 
Carry it out. In every e Situation, the position 
that must adopt or establish or set something, is consid- 
ered the position with the higher degree of responsibility. 


2. Following their determination that the Mayor is the CEO 
of the City, they rationalize that the position ought to be the 
highest paid in city government (except for Judges — 
why?). Again there is no rational basis for this. Beside job 
responsibilities, difficulties, et cetera, a major considera- 


tion in setting a salary is education and qualifications for . 


the job. In the case of the Mayor, there is no educational 


requirement and the only qualification for the job is that. 


one be a registered voter in the City of Lansing. It is 
exactly the same for Councilmembers. It is possible (and 
has happened in other cities) that an 18-year-old high 


school student, who has yet to graduate from high schooi, - 


could get elected Mayor. An 18-year-old, high school stu- 
dent making $85,000 a year! 


3. The EOCC recommends that the Clerk's pay be compa- 
rable with those of like-size cities. However, there is no 
documentation that they compared like-duties; and, in 
fact, just 5 years ago, the City Clerk transferred all record 
keeping of birth and death certificates to the County Clerk. 
Further, based on Council policy, the Clerk's duties relative 
to Council have been reduced. So actually the Clerk’ 
responsibilities have decreased slightly. Furthermore, the 
County Clerk has more statutory responsibility but 
receives less pay. To raise our Clerk’s salary by 20% to 
$58,000 could easily put pressure on the County Board of 
Commissioners to raise the County Clerk’s pay, comparably. 


4. According to the minutes of the March 22 EOCC meet- 
ing (see attachment), their original recommendation for 
Council salaries was $20,000. At the next meeting this was 
cut to $14,000 with no explanation given! What we have 
heard is that one individual argued that Council could not 
receive a 55% increase because our unions would be 
upset. So they settled for an 8.7% increase and gave the 
Mayor and Clerk 20% increases. Not only is the initial 
argument illogical because the 8.7% increase is higher 
than our unions got, but the Mayor as the CEO gets a 
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larger raise than those he manages. This sort of reminds 
you of the automobile industry! 


>. Even their study of comparable cities lacks any explana- 
tion or justification. They looked at 11 other Michigan 
cities, but only 4 of those had populations over 100,000. 
The following table shows a breakdown of salaries for 
mayor, clerk, and council, on a per capita basis, for the 5 
cities with populations over 100,000.

As can be seen, on the surface, there is no rational basis 


_ for setting the salaries as they did. 


6. The deliberations of the EOCC may not get caught up in 
the politics of the moment, but the way Council deals with 
them certainly does. One can easily see this when one 
looks at the number of times the Council gives the Mayor a 
raise and refuses one for themselves. Also. if one looks at 
what happened to the Clerk’s salary between 1989 and 
1992 when Jim Blair was in that office, you can see the 


effect of the feud that went on between Blair and the Coun- ~ 


cil. Elected officials salaries are always going to be tied up 
in politics, so let's bring it out of the backroom and out 
into the light of the Councit chambers. Few citizens attend 
those meetings or care. Bring it out where the people will 
have a greater opportunity to know what is going on 
before the decision is made! 


POSSIBLE ALTERNATIVES 


1. Accept the EOCC recommendations and do not abolish 
the Commission. 


Benefits: Little political fallout. 


Maintain a situation where we don't have to get involved in 
Our Own Salary increases. 


Negatives: Disparity between Mayor's salary and Council's 
Salary continues to grow. 


Ability to attract low- to moderate-income candidates is 
diminished. 


2. Abolish EOCC and set no increases for anyone. 


3. Abolish EOCC and set different increases for all or 
some. 
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There is one alternative that makes some sense. Clearly 
the growing disparity between the Mayor's salary and the 
Council's must be addressed. Merely adjusting the Coun- 
cil’s salary to the same rate as the Mayor has received 
since 1983 would increase our pay to about $16,250. 


While there is about as much legitimate rationale to set 
our salaries at $20,000 (as originally agreed to by EQCC 
members) as to set the Mayor's at $85,000 or the Clerk's 
at $58,000. let’s assume for the moment that such a figure 
is reasonable. 


We meet 50 weeks a year. Each Councilmember serves on 
2 or 3 standing committees, the Committee of the Whole, 
and regular Council Meetings. Using an average of 4.25 
meetings per week [This would cover those who sit on 3 
committees but don’t meet often and budget hearings.] 
you arrive at 212.5 possible meetings per year. Setting our 
base salary at $16,250 and a per diem rate of $17.65, if a 
Councilmember attended every meeting they were sup- 


posed to attend, they could earn another $3,750, for atotal- . 


possible annual salary of $20,000.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing (the “City”), and the City of 
Lansing Building Authority (the “Authority”), an Authority 
duly incorporated by the City pursuant to the provisions of 
Act 31, Public Acts of Michigan, 1948 (First Extra Ses- 
sion), aS amended, have previously entered into a Full 
Faith and Credit General Obligation Contract of Lease 
dated November 14, 1989 (the “Contract”); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Contract, the Authority has 
proceeded to acquire, construct, and equip a project which 
was later modified by resolutions of City Council and the 
Authority to consist of several automobile parking lots, 
together with necessary and related appurtenances (the 
“Project”), and the Authority leases the Project to the City 
pursuant to the Contract; and 


WHEREAS, in order to finance acquisition, construction, 
and equipping of the Project, the Authority issued its 
Building Authority Bonds, Series 1990, dated May 17, 
1990 in the original aggregate principal amount of 
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$32,791 ,403.90 (the “1990 Bonds”); and 


WHEREAS, a portion of the 1990 Bonds has been 
refunded by the Authority with proceeds of its Building 
Authority and Building Authority Refunding Bonds, Series 
1995 (the “1995 Bonds”); and 


WHEREAS, the City and the Authority entered into the 
Contract pursuant to the conclusions of a study which 
demonstrated a need to provide for the design, engineer- 
ing, acquisition, improvement, construction and equipping 
of parking facilities within the City’s central business dis- 
trict; and 


WHEREAS, the Capital Area Transportation Authority 
(“CATA”) proposes construction of a facility in which 
buses would park, which would be the station from which 
buses would depart and to which buses would return, and 
which would also contain automobile parking (the “Bus 
Facility”); and 


WHEREAS, construction of the Bus Facility would fulfill the - 


need to provide transportation parking in the area in which 
the proposed Bus Facility would be located, and therefore 
appears to be in accord with the original proposed inten- 
tion to use the property subject to the Contract to provide 
transportation parking; and 


WHEREAS, it is the requirement of the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation and the federal government that 
CATA obtain title to the site on which the proposed Bus 
Facility would be located before proceeding to construct 
the Bus Facility thereon; and 


WHEREAS, the site on which the proposed Bus Facility 
would be located, which is the site shown on Exhibit A 
attached hereto and made part hereof (the “Site”), is 
leased by the Authority to the City under the Contract; and 


WHEREAS, the City and the Authority wish to transfer the 
Site to the City by utilizing the provisions of Section 18 of 
the Contract to delete the Site from the property subject to 
the Contract, in order that the City could then deed the Site 
to CATA; and 


WHEREAS, the revenues derived from the operation of the 
Project are not pledged for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the 1990 Bonds or the 1995 Bonds, but the 
1990 Bonds and that portion of the 1995 Bonds pertaining 
to the Project are payable solely from the proceeds of 
Cash Rentals required to be paid to the Authority by the 
City under the Contract, said Cash Rentals being limited 
tax full faith and credit first budget general obligations of 
the City payable from general funds of the City; and. 


WHEREAS, the City has obtained a certificate from the City 
Engineer stating that such release of the Site from the 
terms of the Contract meets the criteria of Section 18 of 
the Contract; and 


WHEREAS, CATA will be paying market value to the City 


_ for the Site; and 
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WHEREAS, CATA is an authority which operates as a 
quasi-governmental unit, financed in part by a tax voted by 
the residents within the CATA’s district; and 


WHEREAS, CATA will be utilizing the facility for a public 
transportation center in accordance with CATA’s purposes; 
and 


WHEREAS, the City intends that the net proceeds of the 
sale of the Site will be deposited to the Debt Retirement 
Fund for the outstanding 1990 Bonds. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. In reliance upon the certificate from the City Engineer 
attached as Exhibit B hereto and made part hereof, the City 
Council hereby determines that release of the Site to the 
City for the purposes stated in the premises of this Reso- 
lution would meet the requirements of Section 18 of the 
Contract, and would not impair the operating utility or 
materiatly alter the character of the Project. under the 
terms of the Contract. 


2. The City hereby approves modification of the size and 
scope of the Project defined in the Contract by deleting the 
Site. The City hereby requests the Authority to release the 
Site to the City under the conditions that the City will sell 
the Site to CATA, and that CATA will construct the Bus 
Facility on the Site and lease the Bus Facility to the City. 
The City hereby requests the Authority to convey the Site 
to the City, without consideration, by quit claim deed in 
such form and manner as may be approved by the City 
Attorney in accordance with the requirements of Section 
24 of the Contract. 


3. The City hereby determines that construction of the Bus 
Facility by CATA on the Site will constitute a public pur- 
pose. | 


4. The City hereby directs the Finance Director to convey 
net proceeds of the sale of the Site to the Authority as pre- 
payment of the City's Cash Rental obligation pursuant to 
Section 3 of the Contract, and to request the Authority to 
place such net proceeds in the Debt Retirement Fund for 
the outstanding 1990 Bonds and use such proceeds to pay 


a portion of the 1990 Bonds on the earliest possible date, . 


through calling a portion of the 1990 Bonds prior to matu- 
rity if so advised by Bond Counsel for the 1990 Bonds. 


The City hereby acknowledges that the deletion from the 
Contract of the Site will not entitle the City to any abate- 
ment or diminution of the Cash Rentals or other obliga- 
tions payable under the Contract except as may be pro- 
vided in a schedule to be delivered to the Finance Director 
of the City by the Authority after conveyance to the Author- 
ity of proceeds of the sale of the Site. The City hereby 
covenants and agrees to continue to make Cash Rental 
payments to the Authority in the full amounts provided 
under the Contract. The Cash Rentals are limited tax full 
faith and credit first budget general obligations of the City 
payable from general funds of the City including collec- 
tions of ad valorem taxes which must be levied by the City 
if necessary to make such payments subject to applicable 
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Statutory, charter and constitutional limitations. 


9. The Mayor and City Clerk are hereby authorized to exe- 
cute and deliver an amendment to the Contract if deemed 
appropriate by the City Attorney, and any and all other 
agreements, documents and certificates necessary to 
accomplish the intent of this Resolution, and to take all 
other actions necessary to accomplish the intent of this 
Resolution.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN,

The City of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1. That Section 872.04 of Chapter 872 of the Codi- 


fied Ordinances of Lansing, inn is sis amended 


to read as follows: 


Section 872.04 LICENSE EXPIRATION, REVOCATION AND 
DENIAL. 


(A) EXPIRATION. Each license issued under Section 
872.03, regardiess of when issued, shall automatically 
expire, unless revoked earlier, on April 30 of each year, but 
may be revoked at any time by Council for cause. Council 
may revoke or refuse to issue a license for operating a 
taxicab, limousine, shuttle bus or horse drawn carriage for 
failure to comply with any of the conditions prescribed in 
Section 872.03. 


(B) HEARING REQUIRED. BEFORE ACTING ON A DENIAL 
OF A LICENSE, OR A DENIAL OF A LICENSE RENEWAL, 
OR A REVOCATION OF AN ALREADY EXISTING LICENSE, 
COUNCIL OR ITS DESIGNATED HEARING OFFICER SHALL 
HOLD A HEARING ON THE MATTER TO DEVELOP PRO- 
POSED FINDINGS OF FACT AND A PROPOSED CONCLU- 
SION. IN LIEU OF DESIGNATING A HEARING OFFICER, 
THE COUNCIL MAY AUTHORIZE A STANDING COMMIT- 
TEE TO CONDUCT THE HEARING. THE APPLICANT OR 
LICENSE HOLDER SHALL BE SERVED WITH NOTICE OF 
SUCH HEARING BY FIRST CLASS MAIL, MAILED NOT 
LESS THAN TEN DAYS PRIOR TO THE HEARING DATE. 
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SUCH NOTICE SHALL CONTAIN A DESCRIPTION OF THE 
PROPOSED COUNCIL ACTION, REASONS FOR THE PRO- 
POSED ACTION, THE DATE, TIME AND PLACE OF HEAR- 
ING, AND A STATEMENT THAT THE APPLICANT OR 
LICENSE HOLDER MAY PRESENT EVIDENCE AND TESTI- 
el AND MAY CONFRONT WITNESSES AT THE HEAR- 
ING. 


(C) FINDINGS AND CONCLUSION. A TRANSCRIPT 
ANO/OR DETAILED MINUTES OF THE HEARING SHALL BE 
AVAILABLE FOR REVIEW BY ALL PARTIES. IF THE DESIG- 
NATED HEARING OFFICER CONDUCTS THE HEARING, 
SUCH OFFICER SHALL FORWARD TO COUNCIL PRO- 
POSED FINDINGS OF FACT AND A PROPOSED CONCLU- 
SION, ALONG WITH A TRANSCRIPT AND/OR DETAILED 
MINUTES OF THE PROCEEDINGS. COUNCIL MAY 
AFFIRM, MODIFY OR DISAFFIRM THE HEARING OFFI- 
CER’S PROPOSED FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLU- 
SION, OR CONDUCT A NEW HEARING. COUNCIL'S DECI- 
SION SHALL BE FINAL. AND THE CLERK SHALL PROVIDE 
A COPY OF THE COUNCIL'S ACTION TO THE APPLI- 
CANT.OR LICENSE HOLDER. 


Section 2. That Section 872.06 of Chapter 872 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 872.06 FARES. 


(a) Posting. Every taxicab, limousine, shuttle bus or horse- 
drawn carriage operated in the City shall have posted in it 


a printed schedule of the rates currently in effect. The let- 


ters and figures of such printed schedule shall be not 


- smaller then eleven-point type and the schedule shall be 


posted in a location which is visible to any passenger. (0) 
Receipts. The owner or driver of a taxicab, limousine, 
shuttle bus or horse drawn carriage shail, upon demand, 
deliver to the person paying for the hire at the time of such 
payment a receipt therefore. Such receipt shall contain, in 
legible type or writing, the name of the owner, the driver's 
City license number, all-items for which a charge is made, 
the total amount paid and the date of payment. 


(c) Payment in Advance; Refusal of Service. Every driver 
of a taxicab, limousine, shuttle bus or horse-drawn car- 
riage may demand the legal fare in advance and may 
refuse employment unless so prepaid. However, no driver 
of a taxicab, limousine, shuttle bus or horse drawn car- 
riage shall otherwise refuse or neglect to convey a person 
upon request anywhere in the City, unless previously 
engaged or unable to do so. 


(d) Payment Required. No person shall engage and/or 
obtain the services of a taxicab, limousine, shuttle bus or 
horse-drawn carriage without paying the legal fare there- 
fore. 


Section 3. That Section 872.10 of Chapter 872 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 872.10 WRECKERS; LICENSE REQUIRED; CONDI- 
TIONS; FEES. 


No person shall operate or cause to be operated a wrecker 
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upon the streets of the City without first obtaining either a 
Class A license or a Class B license to do so from the City. 


(a) In order to obtain or operate under a Class A license, a 
person shall: 


(1) Agree to service non-preference police calls twenty 
four hours a day, seven days a week, including holidays; 


(2) Employ a twenty-four hour dispatch operator on the 
business premises for purposes of operating a communi- 
cations hookup twenty-four hours a day; 


(3) Maintain a minimum of five wreckers available for usé, 
one of which shall be a heavy-duty wrecker capable of flip- 
ping and towing inoperable or wrecked semitrailer trucks. 
Such heavy-duty wrecker shall have the capacity to handle 
at least a 60,000 pound tow; 


(4) Maintain a dispatching office and an enclosed storage 
yard within the City; 


(5) Maintain, at a minimum, storage lot business hours for 
the public to obtain possession of stored vehicles from 
6:00 a.m. to 10:00 p.m. weekdays and Saturdays, and 
from 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. Sundays and holidays; 


(6) Employ an adequate staff of trained and city licensed 
wrecker operators; 


(7) Comply with all police operational procedures; and’ 


(8) Respond to requests by private property owners or 
persons lawfully in possession or contro! of property to 
remove vehicles cited by the Police Department for a viola- 
tion of Section 8.07 of the Uniform Traffic Code, as 
enacted in Section 420.03 of the Traffic Code. 


(b) In order to obtain or operate under a Class B license, a 
person shall have a minimum of one wrecker available for 
service calls at all times and shall employ an adequate 
Staff of trained and City licensed wrecker operators. 


(c) Upon approval of Council, the City Clerk is hereby 
authorized to grant such Class A and Class B licenses. 
Such licenses shall expire on April 30 of each year, untess 
revoked earlier as provided in Section 872.13. Nonrefund- 
able fees to be paid for a Class A or a Class B license and 
for each wrecker kept and used under each such license 
shall be determined by resolution of Council. The Clerk 
shall issue a City identification embiem for each licensed 
wrecker, indicating that such vehicle is licensed. Each 
emblem shall be affixed to the inner side of the lower right 
hand corner of the front windshield. Wrecker licenses are 
not transferable from one person to another, but a license 
may be transferred from one wrecker to another wrecker 
upon application to the Clerk and upon payment of a non- 
cae transfer fee determined by resolution of Coun- 
cil. 


section 4. That Section 872.20 of Chapter 872 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 872.20 CONDUCT OF WRECKER OWNERS AND 
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(a) No driver of a wrecker shall seek employment at the 
scene of an accident or at the area of a disabled vehicle 
without having been summoned to such scene or area by 
the owner of such disabled vehicle, its driver or agent or 
the Police Department. 


(b) Every driver of a wrecker shall clear the area of debris 
before leaving the scene of a collision where such driver 
has been called to tow away a disabled vehicle. 


(c) Every licensee shall be responsible for the safekeeping 
of vehicles and the contents thereof while stored on the 
licensee's premises. 


(d) No person licensed under this chapter as the owner or 
operator of a wrecker shall permit the use of such wrecker 
on the streets of the City by anyone other than a City 
licensed driver employed by such operator or owner. 


Section 5. That Sections 872.23 and 872.24 of Chapter 
872 of the Codified Ordinances of Lansing, Michigan, are 
hereby repealed and deciared null and void and of no 
effect. 


Section 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsis- 


tent with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. Sec-

A. Susan Carter of the Lansing Area Safety Council 
announced the 19th Annual Police and Fire Field Day and 
Safety Patrol Picnic to be held Wednesday, May 24, 1995 
between 9:30 A.M. and 1:00 P.M. at Frances Park Coun- 
cilmembers and the Mayor are invited to attend. Come 
early if you want hotdogs. 


PUBLIC COMMENT 


Bill Vernon of 2115 Lyons, speaking on behalf of the Lans- 
ing Veterans Council, requested that they be allowed to 
retain possession of a Brunswick Pool Table that was in 
residence at the Civic Center. Lansing Area Veterans were 
gifted with the table in lieu of payment for their ushering 
services at an event at the Civic Center many years ago, he 
said. There is some dispute with the City over the owner- 
Ship of the table. 


Lou Talirico of 1904 N. Hayford stated that he ushered the 
event at the Civic Center for which the Brunswick Pool 

Table was offered as payment. This pool table has been 
‘cated in the Veterans quarters at the Civic Center since 
iat time some thirty years ago. 


Cherryl Villeau of 226 S. Eighth St. read a letter from Mary 
Margaret Murphy-Woll opposing the use of millage funds 


for recreational programs. She submitted a resolution 
dated 9-24-90 in which promises are made that the mill- 
age would be used only for parks improvements and not 
for recreational programs. 


Janet Clark of 6035 Executive Or., a member of the Com- 
mittee for Strategic Planning for Senior Programs, urged 
Council to fund more seniors programs. Seniors, she said, 
are the largest growing segment of our society today. East 
Lansing spent ten times as much on senior programs as 
Lansing did. Grand Rapids and Flint have better senior 
programs than does Lansing. She submitted petitions 
signed by eighty-seven residents supporting strong senior 
programming in Lansing. 


Dorothy Carr of 1702 Linval, spoke in support of additional 
funding for senior programs. Everyone, she said, will be a 
senior someday. Seniors received the largest amount of 
budget cuts. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn spoke in support of the reso- 
lution to override the Mayor's veto of portions of the 1995- 
96 budget. He feels that Council displayed great leadership 
in the budget hearings, which is exactly what the City 
needs. He said that appropriations from the general fund 
for Parks and Recreation have not been delivered as 
promised in the resolution referred to by Mary Margaret 
Murphy-Woll. He believes that an appropriation from the 
millage is proper to make up the deficit that is owed to 
parks programs from the general fund. He does not per- 
ceive a benefit to the City from the public relations con- 
tract, other than the city sponsored billboards that are all 
over town. The P.R. firm had promised to relocate into the 
City and have not done so. There is no reason for them to 
await the construction of the MUCC building. They should 
have done some promotion of the City Market, Historic 
Preservation, Neighborhood Pride Week, the Human Ser- 
vices Fair and the Turner Dodge renovations. 


Russell Terry of 121 &. Mt. Hope spoke in support of 
awarding ownership of the Brunswick Pool Table to the 
Veterans, if for no other reason, than in consideration of 
their displacement from the Civic Center. 


Stella Allen of 2000 Boston Bivd. #17, a member of the 
Strategic Planning Committee for Senior Programs, said 
that the number of seniors in the Lansing area has dou- 
bied in the last few years and their needs have increased. 
They need places for themselves and for their programs. 
This is a critical need. They have suffered funding cuts 
over and over again and are down to a bare bones opera- 
tion. None of the recommendations for senior programs in 
the previous Parks and Recreation Master Plan were 
adopted. 
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Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that senior citizens have 
a great deal of time on their hands and do a great job in the 
community in many different ways, particularly as volun- 
teers. The City does not need a paid Senior Coordinator for 
seniors programs when the seniors themselves can per- 
form this function. They should form a committee to acti- 
vate the senior to get this job done by volunteers. He 
urged citizens to watch the vote tonight on the budget veto 
override resolution. He supports the override. 


Ed Simmer of 2609 Dyer said that if Council does not 
override the budget veto tonight, a lot of young people and 
parks are going to suffer. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. spoke in opposi- 
tion to the override of the Mayor's budget veto. He thought 
the Image Campaign of last year was very successful and 
would like to see it repeated. The veto involves a very 
minute portion of the budget. It is better to drop the over- 
ride and mend fences than to continue the argument. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St spoke in support of the 
veto override and said that he hopes Council can pass it.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed minutes of today’s leadership 
meeting and copies of an article regarding a Cub Scout 
cleanup effort in Delta Township during which the kids 
were singing the “Lansing We're Making It Happen” image 
theme song. He distributed a copy of the summary of 
activities at the City Market. Last weekend saw the Market 
hosting the Human Services Fair. He thanked Human 
Resources Director Art Walker for his assistance in orga- 
nizing that event. He reported receiving a letter from Con- 
gressman Dick Chrysler commending the City on the 
newly revitalized City Market. 


He thanked Dennis Sykes and the staff of the Planning 
Department for the Neighborhood in Bloom program 
which distributed 3,760 flats of flowers to the residents of 
the City for neighborhood beautification. The flats that 
were distributed would cover 1/2 of a football field. 


The Mayor announced the Memorial Day parade this com- 
ing weekend featuring special memorial services at the Lit- 
tle Arlington Monument in the Evergreen Cemetery and at 
the Vietnam Memorial behind the Capitol at the corer of 
Michigan and Butler. 


Thursday, he announced, is Public Works Recognition Day 
to recognize employees who offer street, water and sewer 
services at the 0 & B Office located at 601 South Street. 


Our budget, the Mayor said, is a good budget that places 
priorities on police, roads, neighborhood and kids. He 
vetoed only three items, less than 1% of the total budget. 
The most important item to him is the communications 
contract. We would not now be enjoying $125,000,000 
worth of projects in the downtown area were it not for this 
contract. He believes that the image of the City of Lansing 
has undergone a tremendous improvement. He believes 
that we should keep our commitment to Parks and Recre- 
ation and not use capitol money on programming. He does 
not disagree on the need for programs and has promised 
to find alternate funding for those programs. We wiil have 
kids kamps and a youth coordinator, and a Miller Roaa 
Person, just not funded by capitol improvements millage 
funds. He apologized to Councilmembers for his remarks 
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‘egarding clandestine meetings. Councilmembers have the 
right to make deals with each other. Their differences are 
minuscule and can be worked out. He asked Councilmem- 
bers to table the override resolution and give them ail a 
chance to work these issues out. However, should Council 
choose to go through with the override, they should do all 
three items tonight. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mayor Hollister to report on 
the festivities taking place on Thursday for the naming of 
the Baseball Team. 


Mayor Hollister announced that on Thursday, May 25, 
1995 at noon the name of the Team will be revealed in a 
special ceremony to be held on the 100 Block of the Wash- 
ington Square Mall. 


Councilmember Novak requested a joint meeting between 
the Mayor, City Council, Lansing School Board and the 
Superintendent of Lansing Schools. The budget that was 
just approved contained an appropriation for funding of 
Middle School Sports Programs.

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Councilmember Novak announced an Ethics Committ 
meeting called for Wednesday at 10:00 A.M. where they 
will discuss the status of the Ethics Board Investigation of 
the Early Retirement issue. He reported that the Commit- 
tee on Economic Development/Intergovernmental Affairs 
will meet Wednesday at 1:00 P.M. where they will take up 
the issue of providing financial assistance for middle 
school sports programs. 


Councilmember Canady said that Council's vote on the 
veto override is not a reflection on Mayor Hollister. He is 
doing a very fine job. The budget process, however, 
should be heid inviolate and that is why he cosponsored 
and voted for the override. 


Councilmember Jones announced the cancellation of the 
regularly scheduled meeting of the General Services Com- 
mittee for this week. He thanked the volunteers throughout 
the City who took part in the flower planting project last 
weekend. It certainly was a successful attempt to brighten 
up the city. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke in support of 
increased funding for seniors programs, but does believe 
that seniors could act as their own coordinator and forgo 
the hiring of a paid coordinator. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn thanked Donna Wynant fo. 
her efforts on behalf of the Historic Preservation fund 
drive. He reported that they had a successful week receiv- 
ing inquiry from approximately 40 people. He objected to 
the display of bear cubs during the parade last weekend. 
The cubs were hauled down Michigan Ave, in plastic boxes 
as part of the parade. This seems inhumane to him, partic- 
ularly since the cubs looked to be too young to be away 
from their mother. 


Ed Simmer of 2609 Dyer urged everyone to thank the vet- 
erans they know and to welcome them home next Monday. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. commented regarding the 
settiement of Beaudry vs City of Lansing at last week’s 
meeting. This means that pension benefits in excess of 
IRS 415 limits will now be paid to early retirees. He called 
on citizens to “remember in November.” 


Councilmember Beal asked the City Attorney to explain the 
motivation for this settlement. 


City Attorney Smiertka explained that the IRS 415 ceiling 
has been raised, allowing early retirees to collect the pay- 
ments within the legal parameters. Therefore, the City set- 
tled the lawsuit because there is no longer a violation. 
There is still an on-going lawsuit with respect to retire- 
ment benefits for the Mayor and City Clerk. 


Mary Haney of Bretheren, Michigan related an incident in 
which she made a Police Report regarding the theft of jew- 
elry belonging to her deceased daughter. She made the 
report to Officer Mark Wilson of LPD and has been unable 
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to get an investigation done by Officer Wilson. They need 
this investigation for insurance purposes. She asked that 
the Mayor, or Councilmembers respond to her at (616) 
477-5708. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Or. commented 
regarding an innovative program being operated by Lans- 
ing area churches in which Churches from ail different cul- 
tures exchange ministers with each other to share their 
cultural diversity.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Dick Chrysler, Congressman in the 8th District, congratu- 
lated Council for having the foresight to recognize the 
achievements of these young people tonight. They will be 
our future government leaders. He spoke regarding the 
resolution adopted by the City of Detroit urging Congress 
to use care in the process of making medicare program 
funding cuts. President Clinton, he said, has announced 
that Medicare will be bankrupt within the next two years. 
He (Chrysler) supports protection of the Medicare System. 
Medicare is too important to the senior citizens of this 
country to let it go out of existence. Congress needs input 
from people who work with the Medicare system in this 
country. He stated his support of the Ground Transporta- 
tion Center issue. He is working to make sure that the 
funding is there and that the project goes forward. He 
commended Council for taking the bold steps that are 
needed to revitalize a city that was growing cold and 
encouraged them to keep rebuilding one of the greatest 
cities in Michigan. 


Mayor Hollister thanked Congressman Chrysler for his 
support of the Transportation Center issue. 


Karen Worthington of 1137 N. Waverly spoke regarding 
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her unsuccessful attempts to procure employment with 
the City of Lansing Fire Department. She claimed that the 
hiring practices used in the last year by the Fire Depart- 
ment have contained many inconsistencies over proce- 
dures used previously by the City. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that he has grave reserva- 
tions about the Lansing Entertainment and Public Facilities 
Authority because of the Parking Facility Authority that 
buried the City under a mountain of debt. He asked that 
Council take this issue off of the fast track that it is on. He 
suggested that Council form an Ad Hoc Committee to 
review the authority. He stated that the Ethics Board 
should be given the proper amount of time to complete 
their investigation of the Early Retirement plan. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that Karen Worthing- 
ton has all the credentials to be a fire fighter for the City of 
Lansing and should not be mopping floors. He expressed 
his support of the concept of using the School for the 
Blind for Youth Recreation and said that he agrees with Mr. 
Teets’ comments on early retirement. We must find out 
who was responsible for that plan and prosecute them 
properly. He believes that the City would benefit from hav- 
ing more common people on City Council. 


Mary Ann Prince of 2116 Ferroll said that she worked for 
the School for the Blind for 15 years. She hopes that the 
proposal to use it for the Lansing students is successful. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for an explanation 
of the transfers on tonight's ballot.

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed copies of the minutes of the 
Leadership meeting held in his office today. CATA Director 
Sandra Dragoo attended the meeting to discuss the Trans- 
portation Center with Council leadership. 


He reminded everyone that the Housing Fair will be held 
this weekend at the Lansing Center. It is open to the public 
and free of charge. It will promote home ownership in the 
City by bringing together prospective buyers, financial 
institutions, neighborhood associations and advocate 
groups. They have received excellent cdoperation from all 
partners in this endeavor. There was a Series of articles on 
Lansing neighborhoods in the State Journal last week. The 
articles reported that 60% of residents in Lansing stay in 
touch with their neighbors. Everyone feit that this 
increased the quality of life in their neighborhoods. Eighty- 
three percent of the people polled said that they felt safe 
letting their children play in their yards and in their neigh- 
borhood. He thanked the State Journal and WLNS for 
focusing on the good news and giving it the proper atten- 
tion. 


Mayor Hollister said that the recommendation for creation 
of a Stadium Authority creates an entertainment district 
for the downtown area that encompasses the City Market, 
the Lansing Center, and the Baseball Stadium. They are 
attempting, with the creation of Lansing Entertainment and 
Public Facilities Authority (LEPFA), to establish an 
umbrella under which all three facilities will be governed 
so that they can promote all three facilities uniformly and 
consistently. They would like to have LEPFA as quickly an 

expeditiously as possible. 


The Mayor spoke regarding the naming of Lansing’s Base- 
ball Team last week, saying, that initial reaction was very 
strong and very negative. However, this name reflects the 
whimsical, fun side of baseball which is what we are aim- 
ing for. This is supposed to be fun, lighthearted family 
entertainment for all ages. He urged everyone to give the 
name a chance. 


He distributed the weekly City Market update, giving infor- 
mation on activities at the Market. This coming weekend 
will see the Market hosting the Soul food Festival and BBQ. 
Tom Foote has begun circulating a newsletter to Lansing 
Schools on his activities at the Market. 
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Mayor Hollister announced that Gordon Yip, one of the 
Students recognized tonight for academic excellence, is an 
intern in his office. 


He announced the receipt of a donation of $1,000 from the 
Old Timers Basebail Association for the purchase of equip- 
ment for youth baseball in Lansing. 


The vote on the CATA Land Transfer Agreement is the key 
vote on tonight’s agenda, and he asks that Council vote 
affirmatively on this issue. 


The Mayor announced that we will host a Chinese Delega- 
tion this week from Lanzhou, China. They will be here for 
the next two weeks and are interested in signing a Sister 
City agreement with Lansing. He invited. Councilmembers 
to attend a breakfast meeting tomorrow morning at 10:00 
to welcome the delegation. 


Councilmember Lilly commented on the name, Lansing 
Lugnuts, and compared it to other team names. He sug- 
gested that everyone “lighten up” on the team name. He 
commended Mayor Hollister on the speech he presented 
at the “Naming of the Team Ceremony” last Thursday. It 
was one of his best speeches all year long and the Mayor 
received a very positive response on it. The Lansing 
Lugnuts Team Store has sold out of their hats already. The 
Story has received so much attention that it even made the 
Letterman Show. 


Councilmember Canady said that, in his opinion, the 
Lugnuts is a pretty stupid name, but it is our stupid name. 
He will support the team but will never yell “GO NUTS.” 


Councilmember Jones said that the Lugnuts team name 
has spread as far as New York. 


Councilmember Novak said that the Housing Fair will run 
from 9:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. Seminars will be put on by 
Lansing Realtors, Financial Institutions, Credit Counseling 
Centers and Fair Housing Counselors. They will hold dis- 
cussions about how to qualify to purchase a house with lit- 
tle or no money down. The first 250 people to ask for 
Credit Reports on themselves will receive them for free. 
After that everyone who requests a credit report will get 
them at the bargain basement price of $5.00. Families can 
use these reports to analyze their credit situation and get 
advice from financial advisers about what to do to be eligi- 
ble to purchase a home based on their income levels. 
Realtors will be available to show a number of houses that 
are currently for sale throughout the City. A ratio of 83% of 
Lansing residents who feel safe allowing their kids to play 
in their neighborhoods is wonderful.

Councilmember Beal noted that Jim's Tiffany Place was 
put under the wrecking ball today. She displayed a brick 
and a piece of meta! that she salvaged from the wrecking 
site. Lansing, she said, is loosing ail of it’s historic build- 
ings. Her fear is that we will begin losing things like the 
City Market, and to prevent that kind of tragedy we must 
inventory and protect our historic structures. 


Councilmember Allen confirmed the regularly scheduled 
meeting of the Public Safety Committee this week at 4:00 
P.M. on Wednesday. 


Councilmember Novak congratulated everyone involved 
with the Housing Fair on it’s success. This was a wonder- 
ful event that saw the attendance of over 1,100 people. He 
thanked Liza Estiund-Olsen from the Mayor's Office who 
was the most responsible for the over whelming success 
of the fair. He thanked the banking community for their 
volunteer efforts, the Michigan Department of Civil Rights, 
the Lansing Neighborhood Council and everyone else who 
worked on or attended the event. He is confident that a lot 
of home ownership in the City of Lansing will result from 
the Fair. He hopes to see the Fair become an annual event 
and to see increased realtor participation in the future. He 
announced that 483-4161 is the number to call for code 
compliance issues. 


Councilmember Lilly distributed a list from Ray Dickerson 
containing bid packages for the construction of the Base- 
ball Stadium.

Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. said that Cesar 
Chavez is a symbol of the working mans struggle in the 
work place. His union brothers and sisters have made a 
commitment to get out and vote no on Proposal A. He 
urged everyone else to join them and get this proposal 
voted down. This is a multi-cultural, diverse community 
and our streets should reflect that, he said. The major 
obstruction to home ownership in the City is a lack of cre- 
ative financing. He predicted that the Code Compliance will 
be a major success and said that the reason for the demo- 
lition of Jim's Tiffany Place is that there was no strong 
Strategy to save it.

Mayor Hollister congratulated Mr. Hameed on 
the honor of being selected by the Federal Government to 
perform public relations services for the Oklahoma City 
Disaster Relief Fund. This is a reflection of his dedication 
to his profession. The Mayor introduced the Hameed fam- 
ily and asked them to stand and be recognized. 


C. David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Hollister, 
introduced Mr. Jin from Lanzou, China, on temporary 
assignment to the Lansing Regional Sister City Commis- 
sion, and asked him to outline his activities in the United 
States. Mr. Jin thanked the Mayor and Councilmembers 
for allowing him to address them. He thanked the resi- 
dents of the City who have given him such a warm wel- 
come and said that everyone on the Chinese delegation 
has been deeply touched by the warmth with which they 
have been weicomed by their host families. He thanked 
City Employees for their time and assistance to him. He 
thanked Councilmember Brockwell for the gift of young 
White Pine trees that express the friendship of the citizens 
of Lansing to the Citizens of Lanzou, and the Chinese dele- 
gation host families for their hospitality. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of ACT-15-95, Proposed City of Lans- 
ing/Capital Area Transportation Authority Land Purchase 
Agreement regarding the Proposed Ground Transportation 
Center 
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Dirick Terwiliger of CATA made a presentation of the pro- 
posed plans for the Ground Transportation Center facility 
which will cost an estimated $273,000 per year to operate. 
They propose to cover the cost of operations through 
income from the following sources: $20 - $30,000 per 
year from carriers; $35 - $50,000 per year in rents from 
fast food branches; Approximatety $180 - $200,000 per 
year in wholesale rental space (in a separate building on 
the site.) 


Proceeds earned from these sources at the Center would 
not go into the CATA general fund. Rather, they would be 
invested back into transportation matters, such as, shuttle 
rides in the downtown area and special event services to 
activities. They plan to offer reduced rates for downtown 
area employees to induce them to buy bus passes thus 
reducing the traffic and parking congestion in the down- 
town area. 


Councilmember Jones asked about the City’s share of 
leasing responsibilities and if CATA had made any arrange- 
ments to provide services to AMTRAK. Mr. Terwiliger 
answered that they had not made any arrangements with 
AMTRAK for a direct shuttle service. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that this issue will be on 
the agenda for tomorrow's meeting of the Physical Devel- 
opment Committee at 4:00 P.M. He questioned Mr. Ter- 
wiliger about contractual agreements between CATA, 
Indian Trails and Greyhound, and the changes that an 
interface between inter-city busses and CATA busses will 
mean to their passengers. He asked if CATA would transfer 
any employees from the Tranter St. facility to the proposed 
Ground Transportation Center. Mr. Terwiliger answered in 
the affirmative. Councilmember Lilly asked that CATA pro- 
vide Council with information this Thursday with regard to 
the manner in which the new facility will promote the 
objectives of ISTEA, and whether there are any other cities 
in or around Michigan that have facilities of this type that 
were built with the City’s participation. 


Councilmember Lilly stated, for the record, that he wished 
to disclose the potential for an appearance of a conflict of 
interest. He does not believe that he actually has a conflict 
regarding this project, because he does not work in the 
division of the Michigan Department of Transportation that 
deals directly with the State of Michigan's contract with 
CATA, nor does his division have oversight on the con- 
tract. Therefore, he will participate in the discussions and 
will vote on this matter. There may exist a potential 
appearance of a conflict of interest and that is why he is 
making a public statement of disclosure. 


Councilmember Beal reported visiting the Greyhound bus 
Station last night and talking to their riders and their 
_ employees. She questioned Mr. Terwiliger about the future 
of Greyhound operations and employees, what services 
the City of Lansing would be responsible to provide, and 
the City’s chances of leasing out the amount of space nec- 
essary to provide their share of the funding. The City 
would be responsible for approximately $150,000, she 
said, while CATA would only be responsible for $43,500. 


JUNE 12, 1995 


Councilmember Novak questioned Mr. Terwiliger about 
ridership levels and the projections for changes in those 
levels because of the Ground Transportation Center. He 
asked Mr. Terwiliger for a list of different commercial office 
space for lease in the downtown area and the rates for 
leasing of those spaces. He asked if CATA would be 
amenable to providing Trolley Car services at reduced 
rates in the downtown area that could be subsidized by 
proceeds from the leasing operation. 


Councilmember Allen noted that the property under dis- 
cussion tonight is different than the original property pro- 
posed for development of the center. The original property 
had more development planned with Granger. She noted 
that CATA has increased bus fares three times in the last 
two years and at the same time reduced routes and sched- 
uling, and that next year they will seek a millage increase. 
She stated her feeling that CATA is not taking any risk in 
this venture at all considering the amount of revenue they 
expect to raise in increased fares. She is concerned that 
they are not willing to take a larger share of the risk and 
that they do not have agreements with the inter-city bus 
companies that would provide the City with assurances 
that the project will be completed. 


William Hubbell of 1827 1/2 W. Holmes Rd. said that the 
Greyhound Bus Terminal is one of the shabbiest spots in 
town. CATA on the other hand does not even have a cus- 
tomer service area downtown. CATA has confirmed that 
their typical rider earns less than $10,000 per year. The 
Ground Transportation Center is needed by the poor of this 
community who cannot afford cars. 


Sue Mills, Director of the Lansing Arts Council located at 
the comer of Lenawee and Cesar Chavez Ave., directly 
across the street from the site of the proposed Ground 
Transportation Center, spoke in support of the Center. She 
believes that this community needs the Center and that it 
would be a good development for the South end of the 
City. She would like to see the City make this happen and 
take advantage of the federal grant monies available. 


Russell Terry of 121 €. Mt. Hope spoke in support of the 

Ground Transportation Center. He believes that businesses 

could be recruited for location inside the Center. He feels 

sh this is a better project for the City than the Baseball 
tadium. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he is happy to see 
representatives from CATA here tonight to address the 
questions of the public and of Councilmembers. He is 
pleased by Council's concern over the revenue stream 
generated by the Center. He believes that it will be easier to 
lease out Class A office space in the Center than it has 
been for the city to entice conventions to the Lansing Cen- 
ter. He supports the concept of the Transportation Center 
because it will serve the poor of the City. 


Robert Bennett of 222 W. Saginaw spoke in support of the 
proposed Ground Transportation Center, however, he is 
concerned about the three story section in the center of 
the development and about the lease of office space and 
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suggested that it would be a good location for retail out- 
lets. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if there would be 
access from Washington Ave., Kalamazoo St. and 
Lenawee St. to the Transportation Center. 


Councilmember Benavides announced that the Physical

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed the minutes of the Leadership 
meeting held in his office today. He announced to the pub- 
lic that the Leadership meetings are open meetings and 
anyone may participate in the discussions. 


He reported on the success of the Code Compliance 
Neighborhood Walk through held last weekend. Three 
hundred citations were issued for violations such as; tall 
grass, junk cars, and other safety concerns. The City is 
planning the purchase of hand held computers that will 
improve productivity by streamlining this operation and 
getting the violation notices issued in a much more timely 
manner than is possible with the equipment currently 
being used. The Officers will go back in 10 days for rein- 
spection to see if the clean up has been done. The proper- 
ties targeted are rental properties that are owned by 
absentee landlords who just do not take as good care of 
their properties as they should. If they do not clean up the 
properties according to the citations issued, the City will 
assign a sub-contractor to clean up the property and 
assess the cost against the home owner's property taxes. 
This is not a punitive action by the City, rather, it is an 
effort to keep our neighborhoods neat, clean and safe. He 
congratulated Hank Hernandez and his crew and thanked 
Councilmember Brockwell for accompanying them on the 
walk-through. The same project will be carried out in other 
parts of the City. 


The Mayor distributed summanies of the activities at the 
City Market and announced the donation of 300 free bas- 
kets for the use of the shoppers. He announced that Mar- 
ket Manager, Sally Potter, will go on a leave of absence, 
perhaps an extended leave, to take care of her ill mother. 
Robin Briggs will take over in her absence and the entire 
operation will continue to be monitored by Bob Johnson. 


The Market plans a Neighborhood Bike Rodeo for Satur- - 


day, June 24th for kids between the ages of 5 and 14. 
Interested parties may apply at the O’Leary Paint Store at 
the corner of Cedar and Baker between June 15th and 16 
with their parents, where they may participate in skill level 
testing and inspections and be issued bicycle helmets. The 
Rodeo is sponsored by LFD, LPD, Puck and Pedal, and 
Sparrow Hospital. 


Mayor Hollister announced that the Downtown Merchants 
are participating in Side Walk Sale Days. 


He announced the tragic deaths of three people over the 
weekend. Michael Armstrong, an employee of the Opera- 
tions & Maintenance division of the Public Service Depart- 
ment died last Friday. Contributions can be made to HOS- 
PICE. Carol Sinclair, sister of Deputy Police Chief, David 
Sinclair died over the weekend. Contributions can be made 
to HOSPICE on her behalf also. Finally, George Siebert, the 
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State’s only legally blind Driver’s Training Instructor died 
last Friday. Contributions may be made to the American 
Cancer Society and to the Capital Area Humane Society. 


Councilmember Beal complimented Mayor Hollister on the 
Code Compliance Neighborhood Walk through program 
and invited them to visit the first ward next. 


Councilmember Novak complimented Mayor Hollister on 
the Walk. through and said that it was an excellent idea. 
They should focus on different neighborhoods throughout 
the City. However, they do need to teach the Officers the 
distinction between weeds and Rhubarb, for which one of 
his neighbors was cited. 


Councilmember Brockwell reported accompanying the 
Officers on the Walk-through. The results were so suc- 
cessful that they will be in everyone's ward eventually. He 
looks forward to the expansion of the program. 


Councilmember Allen expressed her concern over the lag 
time between the issuance of the citations and the notices 
being mailed to property owners.

ORDINANCE NO. 917 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, 
TO ADD A CHAPTER 662 TO THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, FOR THE PUR-

SECTION 663.03 PRESUMPTION 


(A) FOR THE PURPOSE OF THIS CHAPTER, A PERSON |S 
PRESUMED TO BE THE PROXIMATE CAUSE OF AN INCI- 
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DENT IF THE PERSON MAKES, DRAWS, UTTERS OR 
DELIVERS ANY DISHONORED CHECK OR CAUSES: 
DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY A CHECK TO BECOME DIS- 
HONORED. 


(B) FOR THE PURPOSE OF THIS CHAPTER, A PERSON IS 
PRESUMED TO HAVE ACTED WITH INTENT TO DEFRAUD

The Urban Coalition of Mayor’s in which he participates 
met in Jackson last week, he announced, and agreed to 
continue their meetings on a quarterly basis. They have 
accepted an offer from Or. McPherson of MSU for the pro- 
vision of office space and an intern to assist their group. 
They included the Presidents and CEO's of their Chamber 
of Commerce organizations in the last meeting and agreed 
to work together to maintain tax and revenue sharing for- 
mulas.

(M.C.L.A. 125.1401 ET SEQ; M.S.A. 116.114(1) ET SEQ). 
THE CITY IS AUTHORIZED BY SUCH ACT TO ESTABLISH

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(6) “FEDERALLY AIDED MORTGAGE” MEANS A MORT- 
GAGE ON A HOUSING PROJECT TO WHICH THE 
AUTHORITY ALLOCATES LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX 
CREDITS UNDER SECTION 228 OF THE ACT. 


(7) “HOUSING DEVELOPMENT” MEANS A DEVELOP- 
MENT WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF 
HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND MOQDERATE 
INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF OTHER HOUSING, 
COMMERCIAL. RECREATIONAL. INDUSTRIAL, COMMU- 
NAL AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY 
MAY DETERMINE WILL IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF THE 
DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR PER- 
SONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME. FOR PUR- 
POSES OF THIS SECTION, THE NAME OF THIS DEVELOP-

(9) “MORTGAGE” MEANS A LOAN TO BE MADE BY THE 
AUTHORITY. HUD AND/OR A PRIVATE ENTITY TO THE 
SPONSOR FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMA- 
NENT FINANCING OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


(10) “SPONSOR” MEANS A PERSON OR OTHER ENTITY 
WHO OR WHICH HAS APPLIED TO EITHER THE AUTHOR- 
ITY FOR A MORTGAGE LOAN TO FINANCE THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT OR TO ANOTHER GOVERNMENTAL OR

(1) THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT FOR PERSONS OF

WHICH IT SHALL BE CONSTRUCTED SHALL BE EXEMPT 
FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FROM AND AFTER THE

NOT COMMENCE WITHIN ONE YEAR FROM THE EFFEC-

AUTOMATICALLY EXPIRE AND BE OF NO EFFECT. IF THE 
SPONSOR FAILS TO MAINTAIN LOW INCOME HOUSING

SCOPE OR PURPOSE OF THE DEVELOPMENT WITHOUT

Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules. parts of 
ordinances. resolutions or rules inconsistent with the pro- 
visions hereof are hereby repealed. 
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Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the ordinance as a whole. or any part 
thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING. MICHIGAN, 
TO AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Part 8 of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by adding a new Chap- 
ter 811 to be read as follows: 


811.01 PURPOSE. The purpose of this chapter is: 


(a) To guide the erection, construction, reconstruction. . 


installation, operation, maintenance, dismantling, repair, 
use, and removal of a telecommunication system, in, 
upon. along, across, above. over, under or in any manner 
connected with or using or occupying the streets, alleys, 
public ways, or public places within the corporate limits of 
the City; 


(b) To provide the legal controls and financial assurances 
necessary to protect against damage to public streets and 
rights-of-way, to prevent unreasonable interference with 
the use of the public rights-of-way by a telecommunica- 
tion system and to protect against injury to persons or 
Property in or along the City streets, alleys, rights-of-way 
and public spaces; 


(c) To promote and encourage efficient telecommunication 
service to the residents and businesses of the City utilizing 
existing facilities; to provide for access to and use of 
telecommunications systems and services by the City, its 
agencies, and designees, for public purposes: to promote 
the development of educational telecommunication sys- 
tems within the City; to promote and encourage harmony 
between telecommunication companies and their cus- 
tomers; to preserve and improve the quality of the City’s 
infrastructure; to promote cooperation and sharing of 
telecommunication providers; to provide the City with 
compensation to offset the costs of application, construc- 
tion and annual maintenance and use of the City’s rights-

(a) No person shall on or after the effective date of this 
chapter use, occupy or traverse any City streets, alleys, 
lanes, avenues, boulevards, sidewalks, bridges, viaducts, 
right of ways or any public place or public way in the City, 
any extensions thereof or additions thereto, whether on, 
above or under the surface of the ground, for the purpose

(b) The permit required by this chapter shall be signed by 
the Director of Telecommunications on behalf of the City 
before issuance to the permittee. The permit shall autho- 
rize the permittee to operate a telecommunication system 
within the City in compliance with the terms and condi- 
tions of this chapter. 


(c) Exceptions: 


This chapter shall not apply to cable television services 
Provided under a franchise issued pursuant to chapter 810 
of the codified ordinances of Lansing, and within the 
scope of the franchise authorized: provided further how- 
ever that no cable television franchise or franchise agree- 
ment shail be construed as authorizing a cable television 
franchisee to provide telecommunications services 
beyond the scope of the cable television franchise without 
complying with the requirements of this chapter. 


811.03 DEFINITIONS. 


For the purposes of this chapter and any permit granted in 
accordance herewith, the following terms. phrases, words 
and their derivations shall have the meaning given herein 
unless otherwise specifically provided in this chapter. 
unless the context clearly indicates otherwise or unless 
such meaning would be inconsistent with the manifest 
intent of Council: 


(a) “advisory board” shall mean the Cable Advisory Board 
established in chapter 810 of the code of ordinances. 
When considering matters referred to it under this chapter, 
it shall be known as the cable and telecommunications 
advisory board. 


(b) “City” shall mean the City of Lansing, Michigan, and all 
the territory within its territorial corporate limits. 


(c) “Code” shall mean the code of ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan. 


(d) “Customer” shall mean any person who for a charge or 
payment of a fee or for any other consideration receives, 
sends or uses any signal or service provided, collected or 
distributed by a telecommunications system permitted by 
the City. 


(e) “Director” or “Director of Telecommunications” shail 
mean, for purposes of this chapter, the Director of Public 
Service or her/his designee. 


(f) “Educational telecommunication system” shall mean a 
telecommunication system owned by an public educa- 
tional institution(s) and operated by such institution(s) in 
accordance with section 307 of the Michigan Telecommu- 
nications Act. However, the entering of any shared or joint 
use or shared or joint operation agreement, of any kind 
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with a public educational institution, shall not relieve any 
person from complying with the requirements of this 


chapter. 


(g) “FCC” shall mean the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 


(h) “FCC rules” shall mean all rules of the FCG promul- 
gated. from time to time, which are applicable to telecom- 
munication systems. 


(i) “Person” shall mean a natural person. corporation, 
partnership, limited liability company, municipal corpora- 
tion. unit of government. or any other legal entity. 


(j) “Telecommunication services” shall mean services 
offered to customers for the transmission of 2-way inter- 
active communication and associated usage. 


(k) “Telecommunications system” shall mean any commu- 
nications equipment or facilities consisting of fiber optic 
or other cable, or other media inclusive of equipment 
associated with the transmission or relay of all frequencies 
of radio or cellular telephone or television signals, provid- 
ing high speed, high volume digital, voice and data sig- 
nals, that occupies or uses the public streets, alleys, public 
ways, public places, or easements located therein within 
the corporate limits of the City. 


811.04 PERMIT APPLICATION; CONTENTS; APPEALS; 
FEES; ISSUANCE; TRANSFER. 


(a) An application for a permit to install, construct, main- 
tain or operate a telecommunications system in the City, or 
to furnish a telecommunications service therein utilizing 
public lands or the public right of way, shall be made in 
writing to the Director of Telecommunications in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Director; shall include, 
at a minimum, a description map of the territory and pro- 
posed specific routes within the City in which such 
telecommunications system is to be installed, constructed, 
maintained or operated or in which such telecommunica- 
tions service is to be provided; and shall be accompanied 
by the following: 


(1) A surety bond from a surety company authorized to 
transact business in Michigan or a cash bond, or a irrevo- 
cable letter of credit in favor of the City, in an amount 
established by the Director and conditioned upon the per- 
mittee’s full and continued compliance with the provisions 
of this chapter and upon the further condition that in the 
event permittee shail fail to comply with any one or more 
of the provisions of this chapter, there shall be recoverable 


jointly and severally from the principal and surety of such 


bond any damages or loss suffered by the City as a result 
thereof, or the cost of removal or abandonment of any of 
the property of the permittee as prescribed herein and all 
outstanding fees, administrative charges, or amounts nec- 
essary to pay for any repairs necessary to public property 
or the public right of way necessitated by actions of the 
permittee, plus a reasonable allowance for attorney fees 
and costs up to the full amount of the bond, said condition 
to be a continuing obligation for the duration of the permit 
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and any renewal thereof and thereafter until the permittee 
has liquidated all of its obligations to the City that may 
have arisen from the issuance of a license or from permit- 
tee's exercise of any privilege or right granted thereby. The 
bond shall provide that at least 30 days prior written notice 
of intention not to renew. cancel. or of a material change 
be given to the Director. 


(2) An insurance binder issued by a company authorized 
to do business in Michigan providing permittee public lia- 
bility insurance in the form and amounts as provided by 
this chapter, which insurance binder shall provide that said 
insurance shall automatically become effective upon 
issuance of a telecommunication permit by the City pur- 
suant to this chapter. The City shall be named as an addi- 
tional insured in any such insurance. 


(3) A statement as to the location of any places of busi- 
ness in the City; a statement of the principal place of busi- 
ness of the permittee; the name and business address of 
its Michigan official representative if other than a Michigan 
corporation or partnership; and the business address of 
any local representative responsible for repair or service: 


(4) A statement as to any affiliated corporations or busi- 
ness organizations engaged in providing telecommunica- 
tions service or interlocking directorships or ownerships 
held by any owners, officers or directors of the applicant 
with any other business engaged in providing telecommu- 
nications service and including, and including authoriza- 
tion to review credit information and such other informa- 
tion as the Director may deem necessary and list on the 
application; and 


(5) A detailed statement as to the arrangements by which 
the applicant proposes to construct its telecommunica- 
tions facilities and system, including the adequacy and 
feasibility of such construction arrangements. 


(b) The application shall be accompanied by an application 
fee in the amount of $1500 or such other amount as the 
City Council may establish in the course of the adoption of 
its budget resolution to reimburse the City its cost to 
review and process the application and prepare and 
approve an appropriate permit agreement. 


(c) Upon the filing of such an application with the accom- 
panying materials, and the payment of the fee prescribed, 
the Director of Telecommunications shall promptly con- 
sider the application and may request such additional 
information as the Director may deem necessary to estab- 
lish the legal, financial, technical and other qualifications 
of the applicant to provide a telecommunications service 
in the City. 


(d) If the Director determines that the applicant possesses 
the necessary qualifications, legal, financial, technical and 
otherwise, to reasonably assure the applicant's ability to 
satisfactorily install, construct, maintain or operate a 
telecommunications system in the City, the Director may 
issue the applicant a nonexclusive permit therefore in the 
City. In the event of a determination adverse to the appli- 
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cant, the applicant can appeal the Director's determination 
to the Council. The Council may refer the matter to the 
advisory board for a recommendation before making a 
decision. 


(e) In determining whether such a permit shall issue, 
Council shall take into consideration. among other things, 
the suitability of the applicant. the financial responsibility 
of the applicant and the ability of the applicant to perform 
efficiently the service for which the permit is requested. 
including the prior experience, if any, of the applicant in 
providing telecommunications services. 


(f) No interest in a permit granted hereunder shall be sold, 
nor control transferred or assigned, unless such transac- 
tion is first approved by Council after receipt of a written 
application for a permit accompanied by the same materi- 
als as would be required of an original applicant. 


811.06 SERVICE OF NOTICE. 


All notices required to be given to the City under any provi- 
sion of this chapter shall be deemed served when deliv- 
ered by hand in writing to the Director of Telecommunica- 
tions, or to any adult person in charge of telecommunica- 
tions, or the City Clerk, during normal business hours. 
Applications to do work in the public right of way may be 
made via electronic or facsimile transmission, at the dis- 
cretion of the Director. 


811.07 NO LIABILITY OR WARRANTY. 


This chapter shail not be construed to create or hold the 
City responsible or liable for any damage to persons or 
Property by reason of any inspection or reinspection 
authorized herein or failure to inspect or reinspect, nor 
shall the issuance of any permit nor the approval or disap- 
proval of any installation authorized herein constitute any 
representation, guarantee or warranty of any kind by, nor 
create any liability upon, the City or any official, agent or 
employee thereof. 


811.08 SCOPE/LENGTH OF PERMIT. 


(a) Any permit issued by the City in accordance herewith 
shall be a nonexclusive permit for the use of the streets, 
public ways or public places within the City as specified in 
the permit for the erection, construction, reconstruction, 
Operation, maintenance, dismantling, testing and use of a 
telecommunications system. 


(b) Any permit issued by the City, upon establishment by 
the permittee to the satisfaction of the City that the permit- 
tee is in compliance with this chapter, any applicable fed- 


eral, state and local laws, ordinances or regulations, and 


that the space is not needed for a public purpose, shall be 
for a term not to exceed ten (10) years. The term of a par- 
ticular permit may be shortened or lengthened with the 
approval of the City Council, if recommended by the Direc- 
tor of Telecommunications. 


(c) Every telecommunication permit issued under this 
chapter shall describe the telecommunications services 
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that the permittee is authorized to provide. A permittee is 
authorized to provide only those services described on the 
permit. Should the permittee seek to amend the scope or 
purpose of the original permit agreement. such request 
shall be made in writing to the Director in a manner identi- 
cal to that prescribed in section 811.04 (a) Of this chapter. 
No permittee shail commence an expansion of the scope 
or purpose of the original permit unless approved in writ- 
ing by the Director. 


(d) Force majeure. The time within which permittee shall 
be required to perform any act under this ordinance shall 
be extended by a period of time equal to the number of 
days due to a force majeure. The term “force majeure” 
shall mean delays due to acts of god. war, civil distur- 
Dances, fire, unavoidable casualty, construction delays due 
to weather. or other similar causes beyond the control of 
permittee. Notwithstanding anything contained anywhere 
else in this permit ordinance, permittee shall not be 
excused from performance of any of its obligations under 
this permit ordinance by misfeasance or malfeasance of 
its directors, officers or employees or by mere economic 
hardship. 


811.09 PERMIT LOCATIONS. 


(a) Any permit granted for a telecommunications system 
in accordance herewith shall apply only to the location or 
locations stated on the permit. 


(b) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed as a repre- 
sentation, promise or guarantee by the City that any permit 
or other authorization required under any City ordinance 
or regulation for the construction or installation of a 
telecommunications system shall be granted. 


811.10 CONDITIONS OF PERMIT. Any permit issued pur- 
Suant to this chapter shall be subject to the following 
terms and conditions which permittee shall accept and 
agree to upon acceptance of a permit: 


(a) Each permittee shail obtain agreements with all neces- 
Sary parties for the use of existing utility poles and con- 
duits, if applicable, and agreements with the owners of any 
such facilities to be used or affected by the construction of 
the proposed telecommunication system, which agree- 
ments shall be filed with the Director on the date of 
issuance of the permit. 


(b) Each permittee hereby agrees to complete construction 
and installation of a telecommunication system within two 
(2) years from the date of issuance of the permit in or 
along all routes as shown on the approved application. 
Each permittee providing telecommunication service to 
customers shail make its service available to all persons 
and premises abutting any public street, alley, easement or 
public right-of-way occupied by permittee’s facilities 
whenever possible. 


(c) A permittee shall not discontinue service to any cus- 
tomer or area of the City without first providing the cus- 
tomer with at least thirty (30) days prior written notice. 
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(d) A permittee shail install its facilities and equipment 
substantially in accordance with engineering plans previ- 
ously filed with and approved by the Director. The permit- 
tee's maps and plans shall be drawn to a scale and upon 
such media acceptable to the Director and shall specify the 
location of all utilities in the public streets and rights-of- 
way to be occupied by permittee. 


(e) A permittee shall construct. install and maintain its 
facilities so as to not conflict with the use of municipal 
facilities by the City or other authorized users of the public 
rights-of-way, so as to not interfere with the City’s ability 
to provide services or safety to its citizens, and so as not 
to endanger or injure persons or property in the highways, 
Street, alleys and public places of the City. All plans for 
installation or construction shall bear the certification of a 
civil engineer licensed and qualified within the State of 
Michigan. 


(f) A permittee shall make joint use of existing poles and 
conduits maintained by the City, other telecommunication 
system permittees. utility companies, or cable companies 
in the public streets, rights-of-way and public places. and 
shall permit joint use of its poles and conduits located in 
the public streets, rights-of-way and public places of the 
City by the City and other users insofar as such joint use 
may be reasonably practicable and subject to payment of 
reasonable rental therefore. No new poles shail be placed 
by any permittee in any public street, right-of-way or pub- 
lic place without the prior approval of City Council. Any 
disputes between permittees regarding pole and conduit 
attachment rates that are not being handled by the Public 
Service Commission, may be referred by the Director to 
the American Arbitration Association for resolution under 
its Commercial Arbitration Rules, and each permittee shall 
be responsible for a pro-rata share of the arbitration 
expenses regardless of outcome. 


(g) A permittee shall remove or relocate its facilities, upon 
reasonable notice, at its sole expense, whenever the City 
finds it reasonably necessary to do so because of street or 
other public excavation, construction, repair, grading or 
regrading; traffic conditions; installation of sewers, drains, 
water mains, power or signal lines; vacation or relocation 
of streets. or any similar public improvement by the City or 
another public agency, or any other municipal improve- 
ment in the exercise of either a governmental or propri- 
etary function, which the City deems necessary for the 
public health, safety or welfare. The City shall be autho- 
rized to temporarily disconnect, remove or relocate any of 
permittee’s facilities which are not promptly disconnected, 


removed or relocated at the City’s request and the permit-. 


tee shail reimburse the City its entire expense including a 
reasonable cost of overhead. Provided, that this subsec- 
tion shall not prohibit reimbursement to the permittee for 
relocation expenses where reimbursement is required or 
authorized by state or federal jaw. 


(h) The City shall have the right to sever, disconnect, dis- 
rupt, dig up, or otherwise remove or destroy the facilities 
of permittee, without any prior notice, if such action is 
deemed necessary by the Director because of a public 
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emergency. Public emergency shall be any condition 
which, in the opinion of the Director poses an immediate 
threat to the lives or property of the City or the citizens of 
the City, caused by any natural or manmade disaster. 
including, but not limited to, storm, flood, fire, accident, 
explosion, water main breaks, hazardous material spills. or 
any similar occurrence. A permittee shall be responsible 
for repair at its sole expense of any of its facilities dam- 
aged pursuant to any action taken by the City because of a 
public emergency. 


(1) A permittee shall subscribe to and be a member of 
“Miss Dig” the association of underground utilities for and 
Pursuant to 1974 PA 53, as amended, MCL 460.701. et 
seq., And shall conduct its business in conformance with 
the statutory provisions and regulations promulgated 
thereunder. 


(j) Subsection (c) of this section shall not apply to educa- 
tional telecommunications systems. 


(k) A permittee shall provide to the City on an annual basis 
a listing of all locations to which it is actively providing to 
customers fiber optic or other advanced telecommunica- 
tions services. 


811.11 CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE STAN- 
DARDS. 


(a) All of permittee’s plant, fixtures and equipment shail be 
installed, located, constructed, reconstructed, replaced, 
repaired, maintained, operated, and removed in accor- 
dance with accepted engineering practices and construc- 
tion performed by trained and experienced personnel so 
as to not endanger or interfere with the safety of any per- 
Sons or property or to interfere with municipal improve- 
ments or to interfere in any manner with the rights of any 
property owner, or to unnecessarily hinder or obstruct 
pedestrian or vehicular traffic on City streets and public 
rights-of-way. 


(b) All technical standards governing construction, recon- 
Struction, installation, operation, testing, use, maintenance 
and dismantling of a telecommunications system provided 
for herein shail be in accordance with all applicable FCC 
and other federal, state and local laws, ordinances and 
regulations, including but not limited to the most recent 
editions of the National Electrical Code and the National 
Electrical Safety Code. In the case of conflict, the more 
protective code shail apply. 


(c) Before commencing construction of its telecommuni- 
cations system in, above, over, under or across any public 
Street, alley, public place or right-of-way in the City, the 
permittee shall first obtain all permits and bonds required 
by other provisions of this Code. 


(d) No permittee shall open or otherwise disturb the sur- 
face of any street, alley, sidewalk, driveway, public way, or 
public place for any purpose whatsoever without first 
obtaining all permits and filing all bonds required by other 
provisions of the code and providing the abutting property 
owners with at least 48 hours prior written notice. This 
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provision may be waived at the discretion of the Director 
given a need for emergency repairs to maintain services. 
Any costs associated with the rerouting of traffic to 
accommodate such opening or disturbance shail be paid 
by the permittee. 


(e) A permittee shall promptly restore any street, alley, 
sidewalk. or other public right-of-way or public place it has 
opened or disturbed in accordance with other provisions 
of the code at its own cost and expense. and restore and 
replace any other property disturbed, damaged, or in any 
other way injured by or on account of its activities to as 
good as the condition such property was in immediately 
prior to the activity by permittee, or at its option, pay the 
fair market value of such property to its owner. When an 
excavation is made under a surface that is not paved, per- 
mittee shall fill the excavation and restore the surface in 
accordance with the requirements of the Director. !f the 
surface was however paved, the Director may require the 
permittee to fill the excavation to the bottom of the paved 
Surface using accepted back-filling techniques approved 
by the Director, with the repair of the paved surface being 
performed by City staff and paid for by the permittee as a 
utility cut fee. Alternately, the Director may require the per- 
mittee to make the entire repair under the inspection of the 
Director or the Director's staff. 


(f) A permittee shall keep accurate, complete and current 
maps and records of its system and facilities which 
occupy the streets, alleys, public ways and public places 
of the City and shall furnish two (2) complete copies of 
such records and as-built plans and maps to the Director 
no later than thirty (30) days after the completion of any 
portion of the system. The as-built maps shall include at a 
minimum all cable routings and the location of nodes, 
amplifiers, power supplies and system monitor test 
points, and shall be drawn to a scale and upon such media 
as required by the Director. 


(g) A permittee shall comply with all rules and regulations 
issued by the City governing the construction and installa- 
tion of telecommunication systems, which rules shall 
include as a minimum: 


(1) All aerial cables and wires shall, to the extent practica- 
ble, be installed parallel to existing telephone and electrical 
utility wires; and 


(2) Multiple aerial configurations shall be in parallel 
arrangement and bundled, in accordance with accepted 
engineering and safety considerations; and 


(3) All underground installations shall be in the appropri- 
ate 


size and type conduit or other enclosure approved by the 
Director: and 


(4) Permittee’s facilities shall not unduly burden the pre- 
sent or future use of the public rights-of-way for use by 
the City or other authorized users, and permittee shail be 
required to conform its plans and locate its facilities within 
designated sides or areas of the rights-of-way or within 
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existing conduits according to such rules as the Director 
shall deem necessary for the sake of public convenience 
or safety: 


(5) All installations shall be underground in those areas of 
the City where both telephone and electrical utility facilities 
are located underground at the time of the installation of 
permittees telecommunication system: and 


(6) in areas where either telephone or electrical utility facil- 
ities are above ground at the time of the installation of per- 
mittee s system, and there is additional pole capacity, the 
Director may require that the permittee install its system 
above ground on existing utility poles subject to appropri- 
ate utility pole agreements, and upon the condition that at 
such time as those facilities are placed underground by 
the telephone and electric utility companies, the permittee 
shail likewise place its facilities underground at its sole 
cost and expense. 


(7) In areas of the City where the Director finds that the 
public rights-of-way will not accommodate further under- 
ground facilities, the Director may require that a permit- 
tee’s conduits be oversized, duplicated or placed in multi- 
ple configurations, and the permittee shall share the use of 
its underground conduits and multiple configurations at 
such locations at reasonable rates to be established 
according to section 811.10(g). 


(8) All vehicles and equipment utilized by permittee’s con- 
tractors or subcontractors for installation, maintenance or 
service of its system shall be identified by an appropriate 
name or logo and all field employees of permittee or per- 
mittee’s contractors or subcontractors shall possess and 
display proper identification upon request by any City 
employee. 


(h) The permittee shall submit to all rules and require- 
ments of the City, including scheduling requirements, 
regarding priority of service when multiple users must 
work within the public rights-of-way at the same time. 


(1) Permittee shall submit all plans for construction or 
major renovation within such time parameters as the 
Director may deem necessary in order to notify all other 
occupiers of the public right-of-way in accordance with 
any “joint bury” program the City may require. 


(j) The permittee shall, on the request of any party holding 
an appropriate permit issued by the City, temporarily raise 
or lower its lines to permit the passage of any non-stan- 
dard vehicle or the moving of any building or other struc- 
ture, and the actual expense of the same shall be paid by 
the party requesting the action. 


(k) Except in case of emergencies, the permittee shail 
obtain the written permission of the owner, including the 
City, of any tree or other vegetation before it trims or 
prunes the same. The City, at its sole discretion, may 
require that any such trimming be done by City staff. If the 
City so chooses, all costs for necessary manpower and 
equipment use shall be paid by the permittee. 
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811.12 POWERS AND DUTIES OF ADVISORY BOARD. 


The advisory board shail have the following powers and 
duties: 


(a) To review applications for permits for any telecommu- 
nications system when requested by the Council; 


(b) To review and advise the Council as appropriate con- 
cerning all reports and filings sudmitted by the permittee 
to the City pursuant to this chapter: 


(c) To advise the Council on matters which might consti- 
tute grounds for revocation of a permit in accordance with 
this chapter; : 


(d) To make recommendations to the Council on telecom- . 


munications issues referred to it for a recommendation; 


(e) To review and make recommendations on the use and 
operation of any optical fibers reserved for the City's use; 


(f) To review and make recommendations on any unre- 
solved complaints against a permittee on any matter gov- 
erned by this chapter; and 


(g) To make recommendations to the Council regarding 
amendments to and in the administration of the provisions 
of this chapter regarding telecommunications systems. 


(h) To receive recommendations from the permittees, and 
the public at large, for the utilization of improved commu- 
nications technology to enhance economic development 
within the City. 


811.13 CONSIDERATION FOR PERMIT. 


In consideration of the grant to permittee of the privilege 
to use the public streets, alleys, public places and rights- 
of-way for a telecommunications system, to help offset the 
costs of management of the use of the public streets, 
alleys, public places and rights-of-way, and to help offset 
the costs of establishing and creating an ongoing telecom- 
munications impact study by the advisory committee, and 
to help offset the costs associated with the deterioration to 
the public streets, alleys, public places and rights-of way 
occasioned by the presence of a telecommunications sys- 
tem, each permittee shall pay to the City the following 
compensation: 


(a) The application fee required by section 811.04(b). 


(b) For any system transversing a portion of the City, but 
not providing services to users along its route for use of 
the right of way an annual fee calculated at $.25 Per linear 
foot for each diameter inch or less of conduit, wire or 
cable, placed in, upon, along, across, above, or over the 
public right-of-way, which fee shall be adjusted annually 
by the increase in the cost of living, if any. The increase in 
the cost of living shall be determined by reference to the 
latest available consumer price index, all items, for the 
Detroit-Ann Arbor area, as published by the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. !n no event shail this fee be less than 
$500 per annum. 
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(c) The City’s actual administrative expenses incurred in 
reviewing, permitting and overseeing the construction, 
installation and maintenance of telecommunications sys- 
tems in the City, including the compensation, benefits and 
necessary supplies and equipment of an employee hired 
by the City to specifically perform such tasks, and (2) 
establishing and creating an ongoing study by the advi- 
sory committee to detail and document the impact and 
effects of competitive telecommunications systems on the 
City's rights of way, economic development and support, 
jobs creation and other business factors. utilizing staffing 
support from said employee. It is the intent of this ordi- 
nance that costs for “administrative expenses” be distrib- 
uted among providers in an equitable manner, based upon 
factors such as, but not limited to, proportionate use of 
the right of way, customer volume, call volume, or work- 
load volume to the City. In lieu of funding a position or 
pending development of sufficient workload to justify a full 
time position, the City may contract for provision of neces- 
sary oversight and administrative functions, or may form 
consortium agreements with other governmental units for 
provision of such functions. 


(d) An annual maintenance fee in an amount of not less 
than $500 (five hundred dollars) which shall be deter- 
mined at the time of the award of the original permit by the 
Council and shall fairly reimburse the City its annual cost 
to administer the permit and regulate the maintenance of 
the permittees facilities in the public ways, including a rea- 
sonable charge for municipal overhead, legal and adminis- 
trative burdens. Said fee may be adjusted with changes or 
amendments to the scope or purpose of the permittees 
facilities or services, and shall be adjusted annually by the 
increase in the cost of living, if any. The incréase in the 
cost of living shall be determined by reference to the latest 
available consumer price index, all items, for the Detroit- 
Ann Arbor area, as published by the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


(e) As additional consideration for the privilege granted to 
own and operate a telecommunication system, other than 
an educational telecommunication system, providing ser- 
vice to customers, the City Council may require the per- 
mittee, as a condition of the permit, to furnish to the City, 
for the exclusive use of the City two (2) optical fibers in 
any loop or line where permittee is installing more than 
twelve (12) fibers, and shall furnish to the City connecting 
points at up to one (1) location per mile of optical fibers at 
locations selected by the City. The selected connecting 
points for City use will be determined by the City from 
routings approved by the City as a condition of the permit. 
The City shall be responsible for construction and opera- 
tion of any fiber optic cable, electronic equipment, and 
related property and equipment used by the City to access 
such connecting points, and permittee shall have no 
responsibility for such facilities hereunder other than to 
provide the connecting point. The type of fibers provided 
for the City shall be equal to the fibers used by permittee. 
Permittee shall be responsible for maintenance of the opti- 
cal fibers dedicated to the City up to the point where the 
City connects. Permittee shall perform ail splicing work at 
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selected connection points and connect the City to such 
points at no installation or service charge. Permittee shall 
orovide access to the City for all selected connection 
points including any selected connection points located in 
private easements or on private property. 


(f) An educational telecommunications system shall be 
exempt from the payment of the annual maintenance fee 
provided for in subsection (d), provided all other require- 
ments of this chapter are subscribed to in a timely manner, 
including, but not limited to the provision of maps and 
drawings, payment of other fees and charges, and neces- 
sary notification requirements. 


811.14 PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION. 


(a) The compensation provided for in section 811.13 Shall 
be assessed quarterly for the preceding quarter, as of 
March 31, June 30, September 30, and December 31 of 
each year. 


(1) Each quarterly payment shall be payable and 
reportable to the office of the City treasurer during regular 
business hours no less than thirty (30) days after the rele- 
vant assessment date. 


(2) Each payment shall be accompanied by a report from 
the permittee in a form approved by the Director and the 
City treasurer showing the basis for the computation and 
such other relevant data as may be required by the Direc- 
tor or the City Treasurer. 


(3) Failure to comply strictly with this section shall be 
deemed to be a violation of this chapter and shail subject 
the permittee to ail penalties and remedies, both legai and 
equitable which are available to the City. 


(b) The acceptance of any payment required hereunder by 
the City shall not be construed as an acknowledgement 
that the amount paid is the correct amount due, nor shail 
such acceptance of payment be construed as a release or 
as an accord and satisfaction of any claim which the City 
may have for additional sums due and payable or for the 
performance of any other obligation hereunder. 


811.15 INDEMNITY; INSURANCE; WORKERS COMPEN- 
SATION INSURANCE. 


(a) The permittee shail indemnify,save and hold harmless 
and defend the City from all liens; charges; claims, includ- 
ing but not limited to, libel, slander, invasion of privacy 
and unauthorized use of any trademark, trade name or ser- 
vice mark; demands; suits; actions; fines; penalties; 
losses; costs, including but not limited to, reasonable legal 
fees and court costs; judgments; injuries; liabilities or 
damages, in jaw or equity, of any and every kind and 
nature whatsoever, including damages caused by or aris- 
ing out of any act of negligent omission of the City, its offi- 
cers, servants, agents, employees or contractors, or oth- 
erwise, arising out of or in any way connected with the 
installation, operation, maintenance or condition of the 
permittee’s telecommunications system. The permittee 
shall file with the Director of telecommunications an 
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indemnity agreement within thirty (30) days of the grant of 
a permit. 


(b) The permittee shall maintain public liability and prop- 
erty damage insurance in an amount of not less than 
$1,000,000 for personal injury to each person, $1,000,000 
for each occurrence. and $1,000,000 for each occurrence 
involving property damages, plus the costs of defense: or 
a combined single limit policy of not less than $5,000.000 
covering all claims plus the costs of defense. The policy 
shall name the City as an additional insured and shall pro- 
vide that the insurance shall not be canceled or materially 
altered without thirty (30) days written notice first being 
given the City. A copy of the policy shall be deposited with 
and kept on file in the office of the Director of Public Ser- 
vice. 


(c) The permittee shall provide proof of adequate insur- 
ance as required by the Michigan workers compensation 
law applicable to it. 


(d) No permit hereunder shail be effective until subsec- 
tions (a),(b), and (c) hereof and section 811.04(a)(/) Have 
been fully complied with. Failure to file with the Director of 
Telecommunications within thirty (30) days after the grant 
of a permit, the indemnity agreement. proof of an insur- 
ance policy and proof of adequate workers compensation 
insurance, or any of them, shall entitle the City to declare 
the permit null and void without notice be further proceed- 
ings. Failure to continue or maintain the requirements of 
section 811.04(a)(2) Or subsections (a),(b), and (c). or 
any of them, shall render the permit null and void without 
notice or further proceedings. 


811.16 POLICE POWERS. 


(a) Nothing in this chapter or in any permit issued in 
accordance herewith shall be construed as an abrogation 
by the City of any of its police powers. 


811.17 INTERCONNECTIVE SERVICE REQUIRED. Each 
permittee operating a telecommunication system provid- 
ing service to customers shall not prevent any customer 
from connecting at the customer owned premises equip- 
ment with all other competitive access providers, local 
exchanges, and all inter-exchange long distance carriers. 


811.18 RIGHT OF City TO PURCHASE. 


(1) Upon termination of any permit for cause, expiration, 
where renewal is not sought, or non-renewal, a telecom- 
munication system which is required to furnish fibers to 
the City and to which the City is connected, the City shall 
have a right to purchase the system from the permittee. 
The price to be paid by the City upon exercise of its option 
to purchase the system shall be the fair market value of the 
system, as agreed upon between the City and the permit- 
tee. 


(2) \f the City and the permittee are unable to agree upon 
the fair market value within 90 days after the City has 
served the permittee with notice of its intent to exercise 
this option, then, upon written demand of either party, the 
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establishment of the fair market value of the system shail 
be submitted to arbitration pursuant to the Michigan arbi- 
tration statute, MCL 600.5001 to MCL 600.5035; MSA 
974.5001 to MSA 274.5035 and Rule 3.602 of the Michi- 
gan Court Rules of 1990, provided, however, that the arbi- 
trator shall be chosen, one by the City, one by the permit- 
tee, and a third to be nominated by agreement between the 
two arbitrators chosen by the City and the licensee. If such 
two arbitrators are unable to agree, within a reasonable 
time, upon the nomination of the third arbitrator, either 
party may petition the Ingham County Circuit Court to 
make such nomination. 


(3) A determination by a majority of the arbitrators made 
oursuant to arbitration under this section shall be binding 
on both parties hereto as to price, but shall not create any 
binding obligation on the part of the City to purchase the 
system. The City shall have 30 days after receipt of any 
arbitration award to commit to purchase the system at the 
orice determined. 


(4) Upon exercise of this option by the City and its service 
of official of such action upon permittee, and upon pay- 
ment of the purchase price, the permittee shall immedi- 
ately transfer to the City possession and title to all facilities 
and property, real and personal of the telecommunication 
system free from any and ail liens and encumbrances. 


(5) No permit granted hereunder may be transferred 
unless such transfer is first approved by the City Council 
by resolution after consideration of the transferee’s finan- 
cial and technical capabilities to operate the system and 
adhere to the conditions of the permit and this chapter for 
the remainder of the permit term. 


811.19 REMOVAL OF FACILITIES. 


(1) Upon termination of a permit for cause, expiration 
where renewal is not sought, or non-renewal, and upon 
the City’s failure to exercise its option to purchase the sys- 
tem, the permittee shail, at its sole expense, remove all of 
the telecommunication system from the public streets, 
alleys and rights-of-way, if so requested by the City, not 
less than six (6) months following the effective date of ter- 
mination. 


(2) Upon termination of service to any customer, the per- 
mittee shall promptly remove ail of its facilities and equip- 
ment, other than internal wiring, from the premises of 
such customer upon the customer's written request. 


817.20 NONENFORCEMENT-NO ESTOPPEL. no permittee 
shall be relieved of its obligation to comply promptly with 
any of the provisions of the permit by any failure of the 
City to enforce prompt compliance. 


811.21 TRESPASSING FACILITIES. any portion of a 
telecommunications system located in the public right of 
way or other public places, but not along the routes autho- 
rized in a valid and current permit shall be known as a 
“trespassing facility’. Upon discovery of any trespassing 
facility by the City, the City may: 
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(1) Order the immediate removal of the trespassing facility 
from the public right of way or other public place: 


(2) Seek to obtain actual and liquidated damages. includ- 
ing all prior unpaid license fees for the use and occupation 
of the public right of way or public places: 


(3) Prosecute the persons responsible for the violation of 
this code and seek the penalties provided by section 
202.99 Of this code. Each and every day upon which a 
trespassing facility continues to be located within the pub- 
lic right of way shall constitute a separate offense: 


(4) Seek any other legal or equitable remedies available to 
the City. 


811.22 VIOLATORS. All persons including officers of any 
permittee, knowingly or willfully causing, participating in, 
or permitting any violations of any provisions of this chap- 
ter shall be severally or jointly liable therefore and as such 
Subject to the fines and penalties provided in this code for 
such violation. 


811.23 PROSECUTION. Prosecutions under this chapter 
may be recommended by the Director of Telecommunica- 
tions to the City Council, and shall be prosecuted in the 
name of the City. 


811.24 REVOCATION OF PERMIT. The permit. or any 
renewals thereof, shall be subject to the right of the City to 
revoke the permit, for cause, by action of the City Council. 
after appropriate notices and opportunity to cure an 
alleged violation and to be heard, are given to the permit- 
tee. Revocation of a permit shall be pursued by the City 
only if, in the exercise of reasonable discretion, the impo- 
sition of monetary fines, pursuant to the permit or the 
code, are not deemed a sufficient or adequate remedy. 
Infrequent minor violations shall not give rise to revoca- 
tion. In addition to all other rights and powers pertaining 
to the City by virtue of the permit or this chapter, the City 
may, subject to the foregoing and any applicable federal 
law or regulation, revoke, terminate, and cancel the permit 
and all rights and privileges of the permittee thereunder in 
the event that the permittee: 


(a) Substantially violates any material provision of the per- 
mit or this chapter, or any rule, order, or determination of 
the City Council or the Director made pursuant thereto. 
provided that such rules, orders, or determinations are 
consistent with permittee’s rights and obligations under a 
permit, where such violation shall remain uncured for a 
period of thirty (30) days subsequent to receipt by permit- 
tee of written notice of said violation; 


(b) Attempts to dispose of any of the facilities or property 
of the system to prevent the City from purchasing same, 
as provided herein; or 


(c) Attempts to evade any of the provisions of this chapter 
or the permit agreement or practices any fraud or deceit 
upon the City. 


Any revocation, termination, and cancellation shail be 
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made by action of the City Council duly adopted after sixty 
(60) days notice to the permittee and shall in no way affect 
any of the City's rights under this permit or any provision 
of law. provided however. that before the permit may be 
revoked. terminated. and canceled under this chapter, the 
permittee shall be provided with an opportunity to be 
heard before the City Council. upor-thirty (30) days written 
notice to the permittee of the time and place of the hear- 
ing; and provided further that said notice shail affirma- 
tively recite the reasons alleged to constitute cause. 


811.25 NO RECOURSE AGAINST City. The permittee shall 
have no recourse whatsoever against the City or its offi- 
cers. boards. commissions, agents, or employees for any 
loss. cost. expense. or damage arising out of any provi- 
sion or requirement of this permit or because of its 
enforcement. Nothing in this chapter shail be construed as 
a representation, promise or guarantee by the City that any 
permit or other authorization required under the code for 
the construction or installation of a cable communications 
system or a telecommunication system shall be issued or 
renewed. 


811.26 EXPIRATION. This ordinance shall expire ten (10) 
years from its date of adoption. 


Section 2. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part 
thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day 
after enactment unless given immediate effect by City 
Council.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 1422 OF THE COD- 
IFIED ORDINANCES OF LANSING, MICHIGAN. BEING 
SECTIONS 1422.01, SUBSECTIONS 701.0, 701.1.3. 910.7, 
602.2, 701.1 AND 1008.1 OF THE CITY OF LANSING 
PLUMBING CODE FOR THE PURPOSE OF COMPLYING 
WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE MICHIGAN CON- 
STRUCTION CODE ACT 230 OF 1872 AS AMENDED. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section One. That Chapter 1422 of the Code of the City of 
Lansing be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 


1422.01 ADOPTION OF 1994 EDITION OF UNIFORM 
PLUMBING CODE; SCOPE; APPLICATION OF COUNTY 
CODE TO PRIVATE SYSTEMS; REFERENCES AND CITA- 
TIONS; CONFLICT OF LAWS. 


A. That certain code, an official copy of which is on file in 
the office of the City Clerk, being marked and designated 
as the Uniform Plumbing Code, 1994 edition, And Appen- 
dix Chapters A, B, C, D, E, F H And J; And the IAPMO 
Installation Standards contained therein, published by the 
International Association of Plumbing and Mechanical offi- 
cials, is hereby adopted and made a part of the Building 
Code of the City pursuant to the authority vested in the 
City by M.C.L.A. 125.1508; M.S.A. 5.2949(8), and the 
Home Rule Act (M.C.L.A. 117.1 et seq.; M.S.A. 5.2071 et 
seq.), as amended. Such Plumbing code provides regula- 
tions for the erection, installation, alteration, repair, reloca- 
tion, replacement, addition to, use and maintenance of 
plumbing and/or drainage systems, except that any private 
or on-site sewage disposal system or any private or on- 
site water supply system shall be constructed and main- 
tained in accordance with applicable provisions of the Ing- 
ham County Sanitary Code. Each and all of the regulations, 
provisions, penalties, conditions and terms of such Uni- 
form Plumbing code shall be deemed adopted and made a 
part hereof by reference as if fully set out in this chapter, 
save and except such provisions as may be hereinafter 
amended or repealed. 


U.P.C. Section 701.0 - Materials 


Drainage pipe shall be cast iron, galvanized steel, galva- 
nized wrought iron, lead, copper, brass, extra strength vit- 
tified clay pipe, ABS, PVC not less than SCH 40 under- 
ground, SCHEDULE 30 ABOVE GROUND, or other 
approved materials having a smooth and uniform bore, 
except that: 
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701.1.3 No vitrified clay pipe or fittings shall be used 
above ground. Such pipe or fittings shall be kept tweive 
(12) inches below ground. TABLE 7-3 AND TABLE 7-5, 
Sinks and/or dishwashers (residential), is hereby amended 
by deleting “two inches” (2°) and-adding “one and one- 
half inches” (1-1/2”) minimum waste. 


U.P.C. Section 910.7 - Battery Drainage Systems 


Any horizontal branch, soil or waste pipe, to which two or 
more fixtures (except blowout-type water closets) are con- 
nected in a battery, may be vented by a circuit or joop vent. 


The circuit or loop vent of a battery drainage system shall 
be installed vertically in front of the last upstream fixture. 
In addition, lower floor branches serving more than three 
water closets shail be provided with a relief vent taken off 
vertically in front of the first fixture connection. No more 
than eight water closets may be connected to a battery 
drainage system. The fixture unit value for all fixtures shall 
be as listed in TABLES 7 3 AND 7 4. The horizontal branch 
for its full length to the furthest fixture shall be uniformly 
sized as listed in TABLE 7-5, based on the total number of 
fixtures. The vent of a battery drainage system shail be 
sized for the fixture unit demand of battery system accord- 
ing to Table 7-5, based on the total number of fixtures. The 
relief vent may be wet vented with a fixture drained verti- 
cally into the battery drainage system. Such vent shall be 
the same size as the circuit vent it intersects. 


Ail vents shall rise vertically to six inches above the flood 
level of the highest fixture on fhe system. 


Section 602.2 Unlawful Connections - No installation of 
portable water supply shall be used in compunction with 
any equipment, heating unit or anything similar, that circu- 
lates with the portable water. 


Section 1008.1 When Required. Interceptors (clarifiers) 
(including grease, oil, and sand interceptors (Clarifiers), 
etc.) shall be provided when, they are necessary for the 
proper handling of liquid wastes containing grease, flam- 
mable wastes, sand, solids, acid or alkaline substances, or 
other ingredients harmful to the building drainage system, 
the public or private sewer or to public or private sewage 
disposal. 


section Two. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with these 
provisions are repealed. 


section Three. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part 
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other than the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section Four. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th 
day after enactment unless given immediate effect by the 
City Council.

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Mayor Hollister distributed copies of the minutes of 
today’s leadership meeting held in his office where they 
discussed the Sparrow Hospital project and the Board of 
Water & Light regionalization issue. He distributed copies 
of the City Market Activities Report and reviewed upcom- 
ing Market events. 


He reported being informed by the Board of Water and 
Light that their generating capacity was higher last week 
than at any other time in their history. This includes the 
sale of a portion of their capacity to nearby communities 
which helps keep rates lower for Lansing residents. 


He appealed to ail residents, who have senior citizens in 
their neighborhood, to keep an eye on their senior citizen 
neighbors. He suggested a visit to offer them iced tea, or 
iced water, and/or whatever help can be offered. 


He reported making arrangements to keep City Pools open 
past the usual date for closing. Hunter Park Pool will 
remain open through the Labor Day weekend and busing 
from Moores Park Pool will be available. He asked Coun- 
cilmembers to cooperate with this plan and thanked the 
Lansing School District for providing the transportation. 


He reported meeting with Dr. Halik of the Lansing School 
District, the President of the Lansing Public Library and 
the Chair of the Library Board. They met to consider 
regional funding of the Public Library since the state will 
no longer be providing support, and, the formation of a 
Regional Library Board. They will ask that this question be 
put on the ballot to be decided by the voters. The Mayor 
requested that this issue be referred to the appropriate 
committee. 


Mayor Hollister reported that tomorrow they will finalize 
the agreement for the South Side Precinct and he will 
bring the lease agreement to Council for their approval 
next week. 


‘He announced that Mr. Pandy has asked for his interven- 


tion with Council on behalf of the Mid-Michigan Regional 
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Water Authority bylaws. They are asking that the Commit- 


tee of the Whole take action on this issue by the end of the 


month. 


The Mayor announced receipt of notification from the Fed- 
eral Government of the cancellation of grants that the City 
has made application for. The Urban Mayor's group that he 
meets with has received notification of the possibility of a 
stalemate on the Federal Budget and the probability of a 
resulting Federal Government shutdown. 


Councilmember Allen questioned the Mayor regarding the 
cancellation of federal grant programs and affected city 
projects. 


Councilmember Beal questioned the Mayor regarding the 
rezoning of Neogen property, the approval of the Mid 
Michigan Regional Water Authority bylaws, the sewer 
rates issue, and the possible creation of a County Wide 
source of funding for the Public Library. 


Councilmember Jones commended the Police Department 
on their response to the van incident on Waverly Road. He 
suggested that the Lansing School District buildings be 
evaluated for the possibility of bomb devices. 


Mayor Hollister commended the police work done in this 
incident, which he described as a routine stop by State 
Police Officers. There were 6 individuals in the van, several 
of which had the same last name of a person involved in a 
violent incident that occurred in the City last week. Police 
viewed this as a retaliation attempt. The possibility of a 
bomb being planted does exist and an area of the city is 
currently cordoned off and being searched by Police Dogs. 
This is a potentially dangerous situation, however, the 
Police have acted in an exemplary fashion and he is confi- 
dent that the entire situation will be resolved by tomorrow 
at this time.

Diane Brewer. Festival Manager of the Capital City River- 
fest said that she is looking forward to the 16th annual 
Riverfest event. She requested passage of the resolution 
for special event parking rates. She announced several 
new attractions to the event this year inciuding: a 50’ 
Aquarium displaying species indigenous to the Grand 
River. a Virtual Reality Sports tour. in line skating, hot air 
balloons, and expanded Main Stage and Midway attrac- 
tions. They will again host the Gus Macker, conduct water 
events and offer the Duck Derby, Kids Corral and Cafe 
Rivertest. topping it ail off with fireworks. There are 490 
four person teams enrolled for the Macker. In response to 
questions by Councilmember Allen regarding the arrange- 
ments they have made to deal with the problems caused 
by the demolition of the Shiawassee St. Bridge. Ms. 
Brewer responded that they are considering other options 
for getting people across the river. They are counting on 
using the trestle bridge and routing foot traffic along Sagi- 
naw St. 


Mary Margaret Murphy Woll of the Eastside Neighborhood 
Organization spoke in support of the resolution approving 
grant acceptance for the Michigan Ave. revitalization pro- 
ject. This was ail originally part of the BTS Master Plan. 
The project was stalled several years ago when so many 
people retired from the Planning Department. She stated 
her support of the streetscaping and bail field develop- 
ments along Michigan Ave., as well as the new street lights 
installed on Michigan Ave. between Larch St. and Pere 
Marquette. and requested that continuity be maintained 
between City Hall, the Lansing Center, Sparrow Hospital 
and the E. Michigan Ave. revitalization. 


Bill Vincent. President of the East Side Commercial Group 
spoke in support of the resolution approving the grant 
acceptance for the E. Michigan Ave. revitalization project. 
He too, supports consistency between downtown Lansing 
and the E. Michigan Ave. project. hopefully, stretching all 
the way to E. Lansing. The $67,500 investment by the City 
will result in the completion of a quarter of a million dollar 
oroject. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he “crunched” the 
numbers on the revenue projections for the market rate for 
wholesale water sold by the Board of Water & Light to the 
Mid-Michigan Regional Water Authority and the numbers 
do not add up. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke in support of the 
extension of the City of Lansing Parks and Recreation 
Swimming Pool season. He spoke in support of his 
request for traffic control on Heathgate Drive. They have 
problems during the school season because of the traffic 
enroute to Woodcreek School going in excess of 40 miles 
per hour. He spoke in support of his request for a pedes- 
trian crosswalk near the Logan Center. These crosswalks 
are a very necessary tool for the handicapped. They are 
Clearly and brightly painted and are extremely helpful in 
guiding vision impaired individuals across the street. 
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Councilmember Beal stated her support of this request. 
She stated that the City of Portland. Oregon has had great 
Success with the use of speed bumps to control traffic. 
They have not proven to be a problem with snowplowing 
nor do they cause damage to vehicles when done properly. 
she feel this may be the answer for a number of streets in 
Lansing.

LANSING ENTERTAINMENT AND PUBLIC FACILMES 
AUTHORITY 


WHEREAS, THE CiTy OF LANSING HAS THE POWER 
PURSUANT TO THE PROVISIONS OF AcT 3/. PUBUC 
AcTS OF MicHiGan, | 948 (FIRST ExTra SESSION), AS 
AMENDED, TO INCORPORATE ONE OR MORE AUTHORITIES 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF ACQUIRING, FURNISHING, 
EQUIPPING, OWNING, IMPROVING, ENLARGING, 
OPERATING ANO MAINTAINING A BUILDING OR BUILDINGS, 
AUTOMOBILE PARKING LOTS OR STRUCTURES, 
RECREATIONAL FACIUTIES, STADIUMS, AND THE 
NECESSARY SITE OR SITES THEREFOR, TOGETHER WITH
